wonderful in humane Affairs, than to fee how 
Mankind has been impofed upon about her> 
and witK what jPront the Abfurdities charg'd on 
her could be broach*d in the World. 

When we view the Soundnefs and Purity of 
her DOCTRINE, theStriftnefs and Severity 
of her DISCI PUMJE, ^be^Oecency and Osdcr 
of her WORSHIP, the Gravky and Majefty 
of her GOVERNMENT ; Whtn we fee the 
Medefty, Humility, and yet Sitadincfs of tier 
Aflemblics 3 the Learning, Diligence and Pain- 
fulnefe of her Minifters j the awful Solemnity 
of her Adminiftration j the Obedience, Seriouf- 
nefs, and Frequency of her People in hearing, 
and univer&Uy an Air of Sobnety and Gravity 
Wi the whole Nation j we muft own her to be, 
at this Time, the bcft regulated, national Church 
in the World, without Reflexion upon any of 
the other Nations where the Proteftanc Religion 
is eftabUHi'd and profefs'd. 

I am not comparing the Conftitutions of 
Churches, neither fhall 1 enter inro an invidi- 
ous Comparifon here between the Circumftances 
of this Church and the Church of Englanl^ 
Let them fight that Quarrel out with the Pen 
and Ink by themfcives. 

But 
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' $ut tt»s, i believe, I iilay challenge the Na- 
tions for, in the Name of the Chilfch of Scot^ 
toftd. That as to obeying their Conftitution, as to 
prcferving the Purity of vDoftrineand Worfliip^ 
as to enading good Laws, and. maintaining a 
ftria Obfervancc of them, no Body of Men in 
the World come up to, them. 

I know the Church of Expand have Canoos 
and'Injanftions, which when Pebpfe defend her, 
they argue from j and thole Canons and Injundi- 
6ns are far lefs liable to Objeftion, than thoft 
who only guefs by her Praftice, may imagine : 
For, when they come to examine how her Mini- 
fters obey thole Canons, and bpw they are pu* 
liiA'd when they break them, flic l^or^ hoc <?- 
fns^ This is the moft raonftrous thing in the 
World, and confirms what was laid by a Divine 
of the Church of Bniland^ fviz.) That no Nati- 
on or Chnrch, in tnefe Parts of the World, 
have fo good Laws (b ill regarded as they (4). 

Nor flxall 1 examin here whence a Thing {a 
juftly fcandalous to the Church of England pro- 
ceeds -, 'tis not the Work of this Piece, in which 
the State of the Church of Scotland^ not of the 
Church of England^ is my Theme : But when 
I have Ihewn therein the Advantages, which the 
Church of Scotland reaps by a Striftncfs of Dif- 
cipline, peculiar to her felf j and that Dilcipline 
exaftly^^executed in every Part ; and how by 
this Ihe feems qualified to be the Church in the 
World, the hardeft to be invaded by Errors and 
Schifms, and perfeftly invulnerable by Herefics 
and Corruptions, we muft be very blind in En- 
fUndy if we do not fee, that the Slacknefs and

Church or Government. 

Did the Convocation of the Church of £«- 
gland do tHeir Duty, who often times fit long, 
and do little ^ did they, in Time, check the 
Growth of thefe Things^ did they call in the 
Aid of the Civil Authority, to curb the Exor- 
bitance of the Prefs, and exercife their Ecclefi- 
altick Authority in that of the Pulpit •, in Ihort^ 
• were they as cxad in their Difcipline, as grave 
in their Ccnfures, and asftrift in the Purfuit of 
fuch Things as the Church of Scotland^ Errors 
and Herefies would creep, like other venomous 
Creatures, upon the Ground, grovel in the Dult, 
and come out but in the Dark ; fuch Crimes 
would he aftcd a* Crimes, and the Guilty would 
hide themfelves, like jidamy among the Buflies ; 
anvi^j[iot bully Religion, and affront God Al- , 
Hilfghty to his Face •, laugh at Church Difcipline, 
c^nd banter Civil Jultice as now they do every Day. 

But in ScotUndy 1 take upon me with Boldnefsto 
afTure the World, it is not fo^ no Error broach- 
ed, lies brooding like hot Embers laid among 
dry Buildings, negleded till it fets all in a 
Flame : No ignorant Perfon can gain Admit* 
tancc to, no immoral Perfon obtain Connivance 
in the Pulpit y no Error there efcapes Cenfure, 
no Cenfurc dic$ there for Want of Profecution. 

If 
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If any Breach be made, the Church Jadicatories 
never fail to keep it in the ftated Forms of 
Proceeding, where it cannot fleep j the guilty 
Perfon muft be brought either to Repentance 
or to Punifhment* 

If there is any Breach in this Order, any 
Stop in the free Exercife of their Authority, or 
any Interruption to the full Extent of the 
Church's Power in Cenfure, it proceeds cither 
( I .) from the exorbitant Power of the Gentry and 
Nobility, wJhO| often elpecially when their o^B 
Guilt is the Qjieftion, ftand out to Extremity 
againft Church-Cenfiires, and think themfelves 
too great for the Authority of the EccleCaftick 
Judicatories. — Or (2.), nom the Loolenefs of 
the Epifcopai piffenters, who, as they feparate 
in Worlhip, fo thev would be underltood to 
be expufed from Diicipline. — Of both which 
1 fliall {jpeak at large in their Place, and only 
note it here. That evien in both thefe Cafes, there 
are inftances wherein the higheft and moit ob- 
ftinate have thought fit to fubmit to the IJifci- 
pline of the Church, either convinced of its 
Jultice, or loath to have the jufl: Reproach of 
the Oppofitioq eatailed upon their Poftcrity. ,— 
'In which Cafe Scotland is not without Inftances, 
where her Koblemen have accepted a Rebuke 
for the Breaches of their Morals in the open 
Congi;egation. — But of all this I Ihall be mdre 
particular in its Place. 

In thefe Judicatories the admirable Order of 
Proceeding is fuch, that it feems impoflible any 
Man can be oppreft ^ for he is able to appeal 
fo often, the Caufc Ihall be heard fo often^ and 
by fuch different Judges, that he cannot fail of 
Jttftice. On'the other Hand, the Subordination 
of Judicatories is fuch^and the Proc^dings fo 

B 3 nice* 
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nicely accounted for by the Klrk«^flioQ$ to tfae 
Presbyteries, by the Presbyteries to the Pro- 
vincial Synods, and by the Synods to the Gene- 
ral Aflemblies, that there can no Miftake pa& 
nnobferved, no Complaint can pafs unheard, no 
Grievance unreftifkd. 

I {haD not infift an the Particulars here i be- 
caufe I (hall give it at large in the Scheme i pur«- 
pofe to draw of the State of thefc J<udicatories 
^n this Church y to which I refer. 

But what I am upon here i^, that by this 
Means you have the feweft Breaches made upda 
\hi9 Church by the DefeEtion or Dcgeijeracy of 
cither Minifters or People, among tbemfclves, of 
any Church in tlie World j and this, 1 believe, 
win very remarkably appear in the fubfi^quent 
Sheets- 

To give a true and concife Scheme of the State 
of this Church, it will be needful to goback to 
its original ConlUtution, which I {ball only a- 
bridge, and take no more of it, than is needful to 
hand down a right Underftanding of its Cir- 
cumltances to the prefent Time. And this is 
the Defign of thefe Memoirs. 

It began to reform from Popery in tbp Year 
1 557, being fometime before the Reformation ia 
JBngland. Not but that the Seeds of the Prote|fain 
Keligion were fown, and the Proteftant Doftrine 
ipread very far in private even before that i as 
may appear by the feveral Gonfeflibrs for the 
Truth, who were put to peath under the Ad- 
piniftratlon of the Queen-Regent, by the Affi* 
ftance and particular Fury of the Cardinal ^- 
ton^of which prefently. 

Bat this will be farther evident by cntring into 
an F.xamiriation of Matters in En^md* For after 
the Deach of jMUi V, Hmy yuH K- ofEngla^d^ 

fend- 
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icnaiog Ambafladors openly • to treat of a Mar- 
riage (i) for his So«, with the Qiieen of SeoiUnd^ 

' the ftid Treaty and Marriage being propofed ia 
Parliament, was io openly contradided by the 
Priefts in general, with the Qpeen Dow^ger^ 
a French Woman, and Cardinal Beim at the 
Head: of them, that the Cardinal was confined 
till the Qiieftion ^as put in the Parliatnentv^ 

And tho' when the Cardinal was thus remo- 
ved, the Matter was foon concluded, yet the 
Cardinal making liis Efcape out of Prifon, he 
and the Popifti Faftion fo ordered Afiairs that 
the Articles could never be executed, nor the 
Hoftages, agreed, on, obtained. 

A cruel Warr followed on this, th^e King' of 
Engtknd refenting all .thefe Indignities: Which 
War, and the Calamities it brought with it, to- 
gether with the Confufions in the Regency of 

. the Earl of Arran^ occafioned by the Policy 
and Cruelty of the Cardinal Beten^^zxt the Peo- 
ple a greattr Liberty than otherwife they would 
.have had -, fo that ttie Proteftant Religion, then 
particularly called Lutheranlfm^ got a greet deal 

' of Ground ; and not only were the common Peo- 
ple eiiclined to it, bjit a great many of the No- 
bility and Gentry of Scotland favoured the Re- 
formation : Nay, fo far had it obtained, that 
Ibme Towns began to own it in Bulk : And Bu- 
chartan records it, and from him I hand it 

. doii<fn to Pofteriry for the particular Honour of 
the Town of Dundee^ that they were the only 
Town in Scotland that was^then addid^ed to the

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(c) Protcftant Religion : Or, which the Senfc 
will very well bear if the Hiftory of the Time 
be examined, the Town of Dundee was the firfk 
Proteftant Town in ScotUndy and therefore the

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of Rothes and Patriek Grsty^ who, it 
vour'd the Reformation^ in that ir< 
fled to Terth. 

This was the Time whcn^ at Perthy they burnt 
a Woman and her Infant, becaufe fhe would 
not call on the Virgin- Mary when (he was in 
Travel — And having vowed the Deftruftion 
of the Reformed, they came to Dundeey to fearch 
for fuch as read the New Teftament ; And then 
it was that they railed (^ a Report among the 
poor People, that the New Teftament was writ- 
ten by Luther y and therefore to be rejeded as. 
' an heretical Book. But, it feems, the bonelfc 
People of Dundtey like true Bereansy enquired 
farther into t^ke Mattery and have Petained their 
better Ktjfov^ledge to this Day. 

That' the Popifli Clergy apprehended a general 
Revolution in the Affairs or Religion, and faw 
a ftrong Inclination to that Change in the Peo* 
pie, was api)arent from their VigiUnce and 
Subrilty in rejefting the Qffcr of an Intermar'- 
riage with Englandy firft made by King Henry 
VIII, in th^ Time of James V of Seotlandy and 
afterwards their running headlong into a War

afterwards Edward VI, King of England. The true 
Realbn of which appeared to be, leaft the Englift 
Reformation 0iould be impofed upon them. 

This Obftinacy was ia great, as that bad 
the Englijh purfued thejr Defign with Force, 
after the Battle at Pinkyj the^ might have 
ruined Scotland very muqh, their Queen be- 
ing a Child, and the Mobility much divided 
among themfelves. — And yet the Scots^ tho' 
their Aroay was oyerthrowii, and their Coan> 
try over-run by the Englifij rejeded the Match, 
and privily conveyed their young Queen into 
France. And all this for fear of a Reformation. 

This was all from the Subtjlty of the Popifli 
Clergy, as is evident through the whole Courfe of 
the Hiftories of thofe Times. —The Priefts had in 
vain opi)ofed the growing Reformation with the 
unprevailing Remedies of Fire and Faggot : The 
. burning ^of Patrick Hamilton^ at St. Andrews \ a 
Gentleman of noble fixtraA, was rather a Help 
than a Hindrance to the Reformation \ of whom 
George Buchanan fays, he dy'd by the {e) Conffira^ 
cy of the Pripfis. And the Story of tte Domini* 
can Friar, whom he having convinced of t{ie 
Truth of his Do^rine, afterwards betrayed him, 
and witneflfed againft him, is very remarkable : 
For whei^ Patrick Hamilton^ at his Death; appeal- 
ed to his Confcience that he believM, and was 
convinced of the Truth of what be ^rfecuted.

Error of the Times, got fuch deep Root there, 
as never to be altered to this Day : Sutjh as the 
Supremacy, pfefcribcd Rices and Ceremonies, 
a,nd which they eftecm'd alfo a Defea, JEpi/- 
copacy: Which Thincs, as they began now 
to te X)bjefl:ed againft^in England by fcveral of 
the beft add nmt eminent for Piety in the firft 
i^fa!jmatlQ% S> they obtained not at all in 
S9v^.land\ but John KnsXy whom, for this, I 
thiak I tnay ca& the Father of the Church of 
S^vif^landy gomg over to Geneva^ and there con* 
ferring with the mofl: eminent Proteftant Di- 
vines concerning the Model of Church Govern* 
ment, which Ihould be mofl: agreeable to Scri* 
ptute-Inftitution, he brought over the Figure of a 
Church as to Worihip, Difcipline, and Govern* 
meat, the fame which we find now eftablifiiM. 
It would be too long a Work for thefe Me- 
moirs 10 ftt down here the Beginning, Progrefi, 
Manner, and IfToe of the firfl: Reformation : It 
miy be fufiicient to note here the Heads of it, 
and withal,. the different Manner of it from that 
in England^ which produced that Effeft mention- 
ed above, viz.* a differing Form of Settlement.

In Engliind the Reformation, as to the ^ettte- 
ment of it, began in the Crown, the iereral 
Kings put the firft Hand to it : As i . King Hen^ 
ry VIII, by dethroning the Pope^s Supremacy, 
demolifliing the religions Houfes, forbidding 
Appeals to Rome^ and the like. 2. King Edwanl 
VI, by a general Overthrow of all the Popifti 
Hierarchy, calling their Images out of the 
Churches, their Maft, and all their Romifi 
Innovations otit of their Worfliips dethroning 
their whole Authority, and robting out the 
Remains of their Ceremonies from the Nation. 

Bbt this had two EfFefts. 

i.^ That when King Henry VIII abolHhM the 
Pope's Supremacy, his Principle at that time be- 
ing rather Politick than Religious,^ he fet * his 
own Authority up in the Head of it,callilag him- 
felf fupream Head of the Chtirch in aU Things, 
whether Ecclefiaftical or Civil •, a Thing fincc 
made very ill u fe of, and improved to a Tyraa- 
ny, which neither in the Divine or Humane 
Original of it could find any legal Foundation. 

2. That when King Edward rejedcd the Ponr 
tificate of Rome^ he yet . erefted a Proteftant 
Pontificate in its ftead, which being foon oppo^ 
fed by fomc of the molt eminent for Piety and 
Wifdom in the Reformation, quicklv begot a 
Divifioh in the Church, which has fince been 
carried on to that Heighth, and encreafcd to the 
Magnitude which we lee this Day. 

3- King Edward J and the firft , Reformers, 
when they came to the Matters of WpTfhip,did 
not wholly deft roy the Model, butreform'd it 
only •, and tho' 1 am willing to believe they, to 
Ihe Extent of their Light, honeftly delignM to 
leave out all that was fuperfti^ious and idola- 
trous' iu the former, and did really believe it 

was 



was fb; y€t tbey thought themfeWes obliged to 
retain a Similitude of Form. 

Nor do we fijicc fo much objed agaiuft the 
Form, Icfs againft a Form in general •, bat a- 
gainft prfelcribing that Form as a Term o/ Com- 
munion. 

Theft are the Three Heads which have fince 
cauftd fb much Difpute in England^ made un- 
happy Breaches in the common Charity, and 
riftn up to fach large Divifions as we fee at 
this Day. 

BiA to return to the ScotSythtiv Reformation 
began . quite in another fanner. — The Know- 
ledge of the Scriptures began the firft Step to it, 
and the EngUjb Biole got in among the People ve- 
ry quickly: Some eminent, for Learning, even 
among the Popilh Zealots, began to be enlight- 
ed by the Reading the Word of God : And as 
Knowledge is naturally difflifive, fo this Kind, 
having an inviiible Inftruftor to fecond it, I 
mean the holy Spirit of God, fpread fecretly, 
but fwiftly^ through the Kation. 

Among thole, whom it plealed God to make 
ufe of as the firft Inftruments in this gloriouf 
Work, was George Wijharty and fcveral others, 
who became eminent: They were bold and fteady 
Preachers of the Reformation, and the People 
of all forts became fp addided to the Proteftanc 
Religion, by their Inftruftion, that after the Re- 
gent, by the Inftigation of Cardinal Seton^ had 
confented to the Martyrdom of that great 
and good Man Mr. Wijhart^ Buchanan tells us the 
whole Nation began to (ky to difrelifli his Go- 
verfiment. 'Twould

^would be cndlefs to recite tbc Uktiicsi 
lives, and Death of the ftiany Preachers who^ 
at firft, with the extremeft Hazard^ and with a 
Coaftancy, even to Martyrdom, fprcad . the 
reformed Dodtrines through ScoiUnd: It fiff« 
fices to note, that in a few Years it had fuch SiiC- 
cefs, that in general the whole Kingdom ftem- 
ed to be touch'd with the Senfc of' the true 
Religion, and not the common People only, but 
the Nobility and Gentry embraced it with great 
Zeal, Eagernefs, and Refolution ; and in this 
Cafe the Affairs of the Church of Scotland ftood, 
when the Regent was perfuadcd by the French 
Court to demit, and to refign his Government 
into the Hands of the Queen Mother* — 

This Lady being wholly French^ and aded by 
their Counfels, fet her felf witfrmore Heat, thatt 
Difcretion, to fupprefs , the reformed Religion^ 
and, asjhejlattered her felf^ to extirpate the Begia- 
nings of it out of Scotland ^ but ihe found her 
felf miftaken, it was now too late ; the Thing 
had taken too deep Root in the Hearts of the 
People for her to matter it. 

However, for Two Years, Matters of Re- 
ligion flepr, the Queen being married to 
the Dauphin of France^ the Regent taken^ up 
by a War with England: And the Clergy^ 
tho' cruel and bloody enough, yet being baulk- 
ed by the Murther of Cardinal Zftff(?», (who was 
Hain in his Bed-Chamber, as George IVipart had 

pre-

ers) they wanted a Head to profeorte the Refers 
mers to Blood, and a Power to.proteathcmin k. 

An this while the Reformed held their pri- 
vate Afferablies, where they had their Worftip 
in their own Language, and had frequent Con-^ 
£^rences upon religious Matters -, for as yet they 
bad no publick Preaching: However, by this 
Means the Work of Reformation ftill fpead it 
felf, and took deep Root in the Nation. 

The firfl: popular Difcovcry this made in the 
Minds of the Commonality was, in the City 
of Edenhurghy when the Shrine of St. Giles^ the 
Patron of that City, was robbed of its Relicks, 
which they had in fb much Veneration. 

The ifi of Seftembery it feems, was the Fc- 
ftival of this tutelar Saint^ when bis Image was 
to be carried in Procelfion about the City, and 
the Queen Regent Tefolved to be prefent at the 
Solemmty : But when they came to look for the 
Saint, he was pleafed to fufier himielf to be flo- 
len away, to the great Confu lion of the Clergy, 
who had pleafed theftifeives with the Expeftati- 
on of theProceflion,and the Honour done them 
by the Regent to grace the Show. 

Howeyer, to make up the Matter as well as 
they could, they made another Image to fet in 
the Pageantj, and began their Proceflfion in the 
ufual Form- ^— After the Show, had paffed the 
principal Parts of the City, and the Queen Re- 
gent was retired, the Mob rofe upon the Priefts^ 
and put an End to their Pageantry : For they 
pulled St. Giles out of his Throne, which was 
ereded on the Shoulders of the Priefts, threw 
his Saintfhip into the Dirt, and in Ihort, the la- 
cred Image fullered immediate Martyrdom. But 

the 
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tb* Priefts had no Mind to die with their Deity $ 
for they fled every Man as he could. : — Andycc 
this they need not have done, for the Rabble of- 
fered no Body any Injury but the wooden Idol, 
which they broke all to pieces, and fo departed. 

This, however, might give the Regent a Taftc 
of what Pofture the Affairs of Religion were 
ID, if (he had plea fed to have taken Notice of it. 
However, (he countenanced the Priefti to go on 
with all the perfecuting Methods they could, 
tho* every where they met with Infults, Slights, 
and Contempt from the People: As particularly 
when citing Psul Meffen of Dundee before them, 
and he not appearing, was intercommoned ^ that 
is, every one was forbid to harbour, or relieve 
him, or converfe with him, on levere Peialties : 
which yet the brave Citizens of Dundee open- 
ly difregarded, and proteded him, entertained 
him in their Houfes, and fued to the Regent to 
remit his Banifliment. 

But things were now coming to a greater 
Heigljt ^ for the Aflerters of the reformed 
Religion refolved not to bear any longer the 
Oj^preffions and InvafioAsof the Clergy, but to 
demand their Liberty in a different Manner 
from what had formerly been done. 

They had calailated their Right firft^ and 
then their Strength : They found that if they 
were proceeded againft by Law, they could not 
be hurt, for they had offended no Law ; and if 
their Enemies bad recourfe to Arms, they were 
more numerous than they, and would defend 
tbemfelves., Upon ihefe Refolutions, feveral 
were fent abroad by their Brethren to concert 
Meafures, and to form xhcrafelves into fome- 
thing of a Body.

Thefe carried with them (r) Tables^ as- jb^^ 
ehanancdtts them ^ for thofe that were wiHiiig'to 
join with tbem^ to foblcrlbe: their Karnes^ I 
take, this to be fomething in the Katote of ad 
(d) Aflbciation, for their mntual Defence^ in 
CSkfc they Ihould meet with any more Viblences^ 
as they were fure to do. And to this was added 
the AfTurance, as it was caird, which ibme cali'd 
the firft Covenant, and is as follows :

The Parliament foon aftet this fat down, 
frhidh wi^ in Dtteinbet Anm 1558^ and the 
Reformers prelenjed a Letter to them alfo, 
inclndlne their Reqoefts, and annexed to it a 
Iblemn Pfoteftatlod, which they demanded to 
be regiftrdd at the fame Time that they deliver- 
ed it - 

The Regent's Anfwer tb this Ptoteftation 
Was mild^ and fnch as deceived the Reformer's 
for a while : Her Anfwer was thns — M w/Zf 
TtMtmhir what is protefi. Mi falfutgoifd Order in 
aU thing that ntr» cwtrovtrfe. Note^ the l<.egent 
was a French Woman, and fpoke broken En^ 

The Regent all this while dealt cantionfly and 
fobtillj^ ; for Ihe guefs^d wifely that the Peoplo 
who durft make thefe Demands, mult have 
Ibme Profpcd of Power to fupport them j and 
(he dreaded the Ttmults of the Rabble : She^ 
therefbre confent^, in Shew, to fome things, as 
I>artictilarly^ to let them have their WcMrfliip in 
the vulgar Tongue, on Condition it fliould be 
without Tumult, and that they Ihould not pttach 
puWickly in Lcith or Edmbur^. 

For fome time, it feems, the Refortned eon- 
tented themfelves with this, and kept the In- 
juaAiom of the Regent exaftly, but the Prielts 
were furious, to the hit Degree, at thefe things, 
and made all poflible Oppolition, til! at lalt 
they drove things to the fixtremities which 

C a fol^ 
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.feUowed, and paf'd the Way for their- own 
Overthrow, 

They held their Meetings to confult for the 
Sappreffing the Reformed, and bad all the AP* 
fiftance underhand that the ^ecn Kegtnt could 

Sive them ^ but ihe ftiU carried it fair to, the 
;.eformers, and anfwered them mildly^ lead- 
ing them on in Hopes. 

At laft ihe threw off the Mask, and openly 
profeft her Reiblution to deftrov them^tbat 
(he would not fufFcr the Majefty of the Govern** 
,XDent to be debafed, but would reftore it to 
its ancient Veneration by fome remarkable 
thing. , 

I am content to acknowledge I follow t%^ 
chanan in thefe Kotes upon the Af&irs of thoie 
Days i bccaufe tho' other Hiftorians are ihore 
particular than he, yet the Enemies of the 
Reforaaati9n are not without Objedions again!!: 
the Reputation of their Writings, whereas B»- 
chanmh Reputation, as an Hiftorian^ is unque- 
ftioned, even by his greateft Enemies* I find 
them alfo all a^ree, in Subltance, with faim« 
Be is alfo concife, and more pertinent than 
fome of them j and all Sides acknowledge him to 
beauthentickand faithful.- But this by the Way. 

The Queen, as I have noted, dealt for a while 
• mildly with the Reformers, but it lafted not 
long-, for they were ol?liged to come to a Point 
with her j And therefore riot to be wanting to 
themfelves, as well as at the fame Time to be- 
have decently to the Regent, they fcnt the Earl 
of Glencairn-, Hugh Camfhlly Sheriff of jiir^ and 
others, to entreat her favourable Anfwer 4:o 
their JDeiires. 

- The Qiieen Regent, jiow calling off the 
Mask, gave h,er PaQion a full Vent, and told 

them 



*tlicm (f)v in To many Word$, they had •othin| 
to expcft from her. — They calmly reminded 
her of her Promifes to them, but in vain : She 
told them in effeft (/X Priftccs were not hound by 
the Promifes which they were obliged to make in 
the Exigence of their Affair u — The Proteftanti 
finding fbch Ufige as this, and knowing as well 
what thej were to expeft, as their own Strength 
to felift It, boldly defyed her^ and told her to 
lier Face (^)^ that they then renounced all Obe. 
dience to her, and advifed her to confider the 
Confeqnenccs of it. 

Now the Fire was kindled, and the Flame be- 
gan to bnrn out, and tho' the Qjieen Regent was 
rather enraged by their Bpldnefsthan made 
thoi^tful^ yet flic foon found the Differences 
of Things i flic found her Authority to de« 
creaft, and her Commands every where flighc- 
"ed : For Example^ flie commanded the Provofi-of 
St. Johnjton^ now called Perth^ to fupprcls the 
Innovation of Religion there -, he anfwered, tliat 
he bad no Dominion over their Confciences : She 
commanded the Sheriff of Dundee to fehd Pauji 
Meffen^ Aeir Proteftant Mi niflrer, bound tofier, 
inftcad of which the Sheriff^ fent to Mr. Mefen^ 
to tell him, that he might fecure himfelf : She 
wrote to the Neighbour Aflemblies, to ol^rerve

The Nobility and Gentry aflen>bkd. with the 
l^inifters, finding in what Manner they were 
to be ufed, that the Queen was wholly beut 
for their Deftruftion, and neither to be bound 
by promifcs, or any other Obligation, and that 
their Ruin was abfplutelj determined, prepared 
fox Force, refolving to defend themfelves. 

And now began the Fury of the people to

Thas the War, which was |ult breaking ont, 
was fecmingly ftopt for a while j bnt the Qucea 
Regent kept not one of her Articles ; for (he 
brought her Fnnchmen into the City, (he exerci- 
fed all Sorts of Violence on the Citizens, and 
fell <m them by Fines at Pleafurc, Change of 
their Magiftrates, Banifjiment of fome, and 
Murther of others, and, at her Departure, left 
a Garrifon of Mercenaries in the Town* 

Itiis Treatment of the Citizens of Prrrib, fi-^ 
niibed the Ruin' of all the Regent's Affairs, and 
this was the iaft pay of her Profperity ; for 
now her Friends b^an to forfake her ^ the Lord 
Jdims Stuart^ and Gihfpy CamfkcHy after Earl of 
JrgyUj deferted herj for that having employ, 
ed them to bring the Lords of the Congregati- 
on to an Agreement, (he had diflionouredi them fo 
jnnch in breaking her Word. The

■ The Qneen was now in K/r, matehing to 
tewfcr^ and from thence intending to St. An^ 
irews^ where the Lords having dcfigncd to go 
on with the Reformation^ had brongnt Mr* "Jahn 
Knux to preach againft Idolatry •, but the Bi- 
Ihop, terrified with the Thoughts of Reforma- 
tion in his Cathoiral-Chnrch, halted, thither 
with ICO Spearmen, and came into the Town 
the Evehing before. The two Lords, and their 
Friends, had no Soldiers, only their roccr 
Houfhold-Servants, and the Qpeen with her 
Army was but 1 2 Miles off^ vir^. at FaulUand^ 
iior w?s the Town yet confirmed in the reform- 
ed Religion, aud to tompleat alL the Arch-Bi- 
Ihop, wlfio had before caufid John Knox to^e 
burnt in Effigie, fent them Word by Mr. f^omt 
ColdweB^ Laird of Oeffe^ That if KNOX da- 
red to fhfent himfelf to the Treaching-tlace in his 
Tovm and Churchy he would caufe him to he fainted 
with a DojLen of Cuherins^ the mojt Part of which 
jhould Uiht ufon his Nofe* The Lords delibef a- 
tcd on the Matter, and moft were for not expo- 
fing Mr. Knox j but when they came to conialt 
him he rained no Threats, but (m) boldly re« 

folved 
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^Ivedta preach, and did preach, and preadped 
agaioft Idolatry from that Text in Mm. of the 
S)6&ion of the Buyers and Sellers from the Tem-^ 
pie. In this Sermon be (hewed the Doty of Magi* 
Itrates and People to pull down Idolatry, and thi9 
he did with, fnch Vehemence, and it had foch aa 
Bfied npon t^ People, that not only the common 
People, but the Provoft, Bailies, and Magiftrates 
refolved to remove all the Monuments of Idola* 
try in that Pkce, and performM it accordingly ; 
the Biihpp taking Sandnary with the Qpeen^ 
who lay with her Army then at Fdidkldnd^ as 
before. The Qpeen, tho' (he had no great Rind* 
neis for the Bilhop, yet i beard him upon this 
Occalion with great Concern and Attention, and 
refolved itnmeaiately to advance with her Army 
to St. AnJtrms^ to puni0i the Ofienders with 
the utmolt Severity, and accordingly ordered 
her Army to marcn. 

As the Qpeen was drawing towards them 
with her Forces, fo they, 4/ htf^rt^Y^A. fent about 
to all the reft oi.t\it ^gregation^ deliring them 
with all: pofCble Spee^to come to their Affi* 
fiance \ which they did with fuch Speed, that 
by the next Day they encreafed ^om about 
3QO Men, Horfe and Fpot, to above 3000 weU 
mounted and accoutred, and ambrig them were 
fome of the mbft eminent of the Kobility, fuch 
as the Earl of Rothes ^tht \jox6. Rutkwen^xht Earl 
of ArgyU^rh^ Lord James Studrt^ Earl of Glen'^ 
cairn ^ and others. 

The Queen's Army marched all Night to 
furprize them, but found they had InteUigence 
of her 'March, were drawn up ready to of- 
fer her Battle, and refolved to give her a warm 
Reception : The Earl of Ruthmn led the Gen* 
tlemea of Ff/f, Angus ^zxA Atcarns^ who made

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ft T?.h<H^iril Spears on Hori^back : The TowiM 
of biiftdie mi St. AnAf^s made a gdod Bri« 
gadc of Fdot, and were drawn op by thcnilelvti. 

When tbe Qoceii's Men fiw the Order the 
Lords appttircd fey afld that they were fb pdfted 
as that ihcj cottid net be attackt but with great 
Hazard, fee bad recporfe to her old Subdlty of 
treating with them, but they wei*e not to be 
taken tv^ice in one Snare : They refefed to treat 
with her, and prepared to light, u- She lent 
Meflcngers again, who prefied them to treat, to 
prevent the EfFnfion of Wood ; but theyftill de- 
clined it, and ftood ready to engage, bidding 
her fall on with her French Cut-tbroaiEs when 
flie pleafed, alledgii^, there was no Safety in 
Ireaniig with hen However, Ht lefigtfa they 
cottfented to come to a Treaty on this PreK mi- 
nary firft fettled, that an Affurance fliould be 
iigned by the Duke of Himiltdn^ that all the 
Trtneh Ihould be fent away over the Fmh. 

This was done, and is called in Knoxh Hiftt>- 
ry (w) the Afliirance, gind is figned by the 
Duke of Cjhmtterault {Hamilton) and DoftS^ 
a frenth Lord. This Afltlrance was. That m 8 
Days, MeQengersfhouW be Tent by the Queen to 
treat of a fuH Peace ; but the Qncen, who never 
regarded her Engagements in fuch Gafcs, never 
fent any Body to treat as flic had promifed, nor, 
it feems, did me intend it •, but thought that upon 
this Treaty fee fliould have an Opportunity td 
convey her Bcnth Troops fafe out of H/r, and 
perhaps brine the Lords, in Confidence of her 
Treaty, to difperfe their Men : The firft of thcfe 
(he gaitfd, but not the laft.

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. l^be^LDrds waited fyst Titn^ bnt finding 
so Body come, they, asKeafon good, concluded 
the t*reacy broken: — And from this Time for- 
ward they depended no more upon the F;uth 
of Treaties, but npon their Arms : Many of the 
principal Nobility came in to them every Day^ 
aitd iiiltead of difpef jBng, they grew very ftrong ^ 
and fifft they march\l ttr St* Johnfiquy to de^ 
liver it from the Oppfeflion of the Garrifbii 
Which: the Q)ieen R^nt had|>laced there: The 
Town w» ifannendered after Ibme Difficnlty^ 
and the Bifliop's Honft at Seom rifled and burnt^

Fronc hedce, fearing the Qpeen fiiould inters 
c^ their advancing, whidi (he was about^ to 
db^ byiidarcfakg her felf tp SterUng^ and putdng 
a^mfoB into the Caftle, they reiblved to pre- 
veiic her, Oand marcbing all KIgfat, they took 
PoiMidn* of Sterlings ud ftoppmg there but 
Three Days; in which the Churches were ftript 
of their fopiih Ornajoients^ ^d the Abbey of 
QMusJknnnh ^^moW^asd:^ they marched on the

The Qiwcn mighty by this Time, have per- 
ceived, if her Eyes had been open, that the 
whole Nation was bent npcm the Reformation^ 
ami tiuyt there was no refifting it^ but God 
had hardened her Heart, and (he would not 
nndferftand what wus vifible to all the Worid^ 
for the People of Edinhrgh hearing the Lords 
of the Congregation were marching to them, did 
all the work to their Hands, and left no Rem- 
nant of Popery in any of the Churches, even 
before the Lords got thither*

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Tt was now the Year'i5^9f when tiieLonli 
m^rdied to EJinbwrgb'^ ia their PalGige they 
took Utbgo^ and were jcHned by Doke Hsmilt^ttj 
who' now came over C0 tliein, and wherever 
they came^ the Images,, Altars, piftntes, and' 
other Enfigns of Popery went to wreck. 

I think 'tb a Piece of Jnftice to God's Provi- 
dence, which no one oi^bt to pafi o^rer, that io 
this Beginning of the Reformation, the Awe of 
the Work was on the Hearts of the pbpUb 
Farty ; for had they made the kaft regilar Ofi*' 
pofition, the Congregation might at firft have 
been eaiily lupprefs'd. 

(0) Bilbop Sfotfw0od in his Hiftory tcHs u%; 
the Lords bad but 300 Men in all their Cbm^ 
pany when they marched from Snrtivg to JEA'n- 
hur^hy and the Qpeen had near 3000 Frmdb SoI«< 
diers, befides the Popilh Party, and their Ad-' 
herents, who dare to Her ; and yet at die ftrft 
l^ews of their Approach, ihe fled to (jp) to Dun^ 
bar with all her Forced and doi^ft not look them^ 
in the Face* 

The Congregation being^now Mailers of -the • 
capital City, and the Qncen and her Foreign 
Troops fled ^ they began to a& in behalf of their 
Country's Liberty, as well as in religions Mat^ 
tcrs '^ This even by the Accounts which all 
the Hiftorians of that Time give of tt^ witt 
dear the firft Reformers from the Slandn* that 
is fb diligently caft npon them of making a 
tumultusry Reformation, or that it was only a 
Rabble of the meaner Sort, who were for Plun-

This occafloned that famous Meeting at H^r 
milton^ Where the Lords of the Congregation 
agreed td write a common Letter to the Queen 
Regent, which was dated Siptmheri^^ M 59 ('«')» 
and fubfcribed by the ]!>uke of Chmillerdult^ the 
' Earls of Arran, Argjle^ Clentdirny and Montetb^ 
and abundance of Lords and Gentlemen. 

The Congregation were fo alarm'd at the 
fortifying or Leitb^ and the French Troops the 
Qiiecn mi fixed there i for Ihe had now 2000 
Foot more arrived, with Money, Arms, and Am- 
munition ; that they gave Notice, by Letters, into 
' ttll Parts of the Kingdom *, and long Meflfages, 
Proclamations (ib), Charges, and Recriminations

Ihotting her felf up there, (ends Mefls^es to die 
Dake and the Lords, by tbe Heiald at Arms^ 
charging them with Rebellioo, &€. 

The Lords conreoed a great Aflembly, little 
lefs than a general Ounention, wherein the 
Lord Ruthvcu was Prefident \ and baring there 
conilder^ how they had maAt all the peaceable 
Applications to the Queen R^ent for dieir Li* 
berties, both Civil and Religions ^ for the diC- 
mifliog Strangers, and demoliihing the Fonifi- 
cations railed there, and having not bera able to 
obtain Redrels by Reafon of the Obfltinacy of 
the Regent,, they began to deliberate how,- re- 
fcrving their Loyalty and Obedience to their 
Sovereign, and her lawful Authority, they might 
yet depofe the exorbitant Power of the Queen 
Regent, or at leaft reftrain it, as being exerci* 
led in Breach of the Laws, and injurious to the 
Authority and Royal Dignity of their Sovereign; 

It was a bold Ofler at that Time of Day, 
and ftartled tbe Allembly at firfl: -, fome were 
for it, fome againft it, and they refolved to 
ask the Opinion of the Minifters about it. I 
have not Room here to infert the Meflages, De- 
clarations, Proclamations, &c. they are to be 
found at large, as noted below (.v) j for Bucha^ 
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n^n meddles not with them, put thj Mfrfiftert 

Opinion I cannot omit. 
The Miftifters, who wer6 palled, were Two,

pinions are faithfully enough related by Mr. 
otfwood^ and agree with the Account in Knox^% 
iftory, and are as follows^ 
Mr. .SSrWioQ^ firft gave his Opinion, ^'That. 
albeit Magiftracy be God's Ordinance, and 
that they who bear Rule, have their Authority 
from him, yet their Power is not fo largely ex- 
tended but that the fame is bounded and limit- 
ed by God in his Word : And albeit God had 
appointed Magiftrates his Lieutenants on Earth, 
honouring them with his own Title, calling 
them Gods J yet did he never fo eftablifh any, 
but for juft Caufes they might be deprived ; 
For rvep as Subjeds, faidhe^ are commanded 
to obey their Magiflbrates j fo Magiftrates iiavp 
Dircftions given them fot their Behaviour toV 
watds thofe they rule j and God, in his Word, 
hath defined the Duty both of one and the 
other. 'In depoling Princes, and thofe that 
have born Authority, God did not always ufe 
his immediate Power, but fometimes he ufed 
other Means, foch as in his Wifdom he thought 
good; as by >^/4,'he removed ^^^cfc^, his own 
Mother y by Jehu^ he deftroyed Joram ; and by 
diver* -others he depofed from the , Govern- 
^)ent thofe whom he had ellablifhed before 
fey. his pwn Word. From which, be inferred^ 
That fince the Queen Regent had denied her 
chief Duty to the Subjedh of the Realm, which 
was to minifter Juftice indifferently, to prc- 
Icrve. them from the Invafion of Strangers, 
and to fufFer the Word of God to be freely 
preache$l j feeing alf6 (he was a Maintainer of

Put we all know when 
this good old Man wrote ^ I mean, in an Age 
when thefe Nations lulPd afleep by the wheed- 
ling Arts of Tyranny, under the gay-painted 
yifoT of Loyalty and Subjedion, became Agent^s 
jto their own Bondage* — Bnt they have growa 
wifer lince, which, if Mr. Spotfwe^d had lived to 
(ee, I dare fay he had fo much good Senfe and 
good Meaning in him, he mult have altered bis 
Opinion* 

Af to bis Srft Objedioii — which ftrikes at the 
pifcretioii of the Minifters only, aiKl charges 
their Prudeatials, it may be bridiy anfwered^ 
jthat t^ir Cafe dktkred : This wa$ a Cafe begun 
in, and carried on for^ the Matters of j^eligion i 
The Nobility and the Minivers had all along 
goj3e on Hand Jn Hand^ aiding, affifting^ai^acU 
viiing one aaothei:, and it wocild have been ve- 
ry unkind if the Minifters, in a Cafe of Confci-- 
«act too, jRiouM have deciined their Opiniba 
to tbofe Gentlemea who, at that Time, by their 
Inftigatiofi very mocb, at le^ with iheir fuM 
Concurrettce^ baa ventaral their Linies, Families, 
and Eitates in the 'publick ASSaXt of religious 
Liberty ; it had been abandoning their Friends^ 
apd which is worfe, their Caufe too.

for if it was dgainfi their Ofimi$ns that Authority

Again, it was a general CooTention of the 
Eftates of ScetUndi that on fuch an Emergen* 
cy, demanded their Opinion ; and this was to 
them the Uxvful Autherity at that Time, and 
they ought not to have difbbeyed them in* any 
lawful Thing, if they efteem'd them a btwful 
jiuthorlty* *'} 

His Dodrine about depoRng Rulers is on fb 
jnaqy Occafions anfwered, both in Print, as alfb in 
the FraSice of Kations, that I (hall not take up 
^ny of thefe Sheets in it. But this I thought ne* 
ceflkry to fay in Defence of the Mlnifters of the 
•firft Reformation, I hope none of the Clergy 
of the Chnrch of England will blame them, feeing 
they owe now the Settlement and Deliverance 
of their own Church from Popifli Invafions to 
the fame depofing Do^drioe at the Revoluti- 
on*

' ther^ Cafes \ becatife as the Reafon of theft Me- 
moirs IS td fet the Matter of the pa ft and pre- 
fcnt State-of the Church ciSanlmd \n z true 
Light, cleared from thoft Mifts and Barknefs 
which the j^rtial Gloflcs of Tome late Pa- 
trons of Tyranny have fpread over her Hifto- 
ry i fo thefc being fonje of the moft capital 
Parts of her Progreffion to the prefent happy 
Settlement which we fee her now in, it is 
cflfential to my Worktpieave this Part as clear 
and explicit as I can. ' . . j : ^ 

And it may be particularly pleafant to the 
•Friends of her EftahliJhment, to obferye how 
wonderfully divine Pi^ovidence has wrought for 
her, not barely in refcuing her by Violence out 
of the Jaws of Superftition; and its Handmaid 
Tyranny; but the lame Providence has given a 
Sanftion to the very Method, by obliging thofe 
very People, who upbraid her With the Mari-^ 
ner of herEftablifhment, as bdng popular and 
tumultuary, and built on the Foundation of Re-^ 
bellion, againft lawful Authority, to be befaold-

Kor is there aay Cafe that i meet with (q 
paraHel to the late Revojiutioa in Engird as 
this Revolution in Se^tUnd^ and yet we are not 
of the Opioioo that the Reyolotion ia England 
l¥as tumultuary at all. 

They both begao^ ^ad both were carried on 
by the iame Methods, and no other, by which 
Nations oppreiKd, haire, in aU Ages, recover* 
ed their Liberty, and fnatched tbemfekes oat 
of the Jfws <^ Tyranny and Opprellion : Way$ 
honourable, and |uftifiable l^ ]^ Lfws of God, 
of Nature, and oi Nations. 

I Ihall keep my Word,^ as to Brevity, in the 
following Part of the SO>ry. .:-. The Nobility 
having thus renounced the Regept, they ftat to 
fummon the Town of J^th\ but the Frtneh 
had made it too ftroog to part with it fo eafily. 

They were indted formidable to the Con- 
gregation ; for they had the Comniand of the 
Sea, and being at leafl; Sooo Men well officer*a 
and difciplin'd, they tranfported themielves o- 
yer into Bfc^ and ravaged tfae Country fron^ 
Sterling Bridge to St. Apinws. 

The Congregation had no proportioned Force$ 
for this Work, nor wherewith to fupply them : 
They fent to EngUni and borrowed 4000 Crowns 
for prefent Dccafion •, butthe Qjieen, who had 
lier Spies upon them, got Intelligence of it, and 
furpnz'd both the Man and the Money, 

Their Affairs thus running backward, they 
came to the lalt and only Expedient, which wa^ 
to put themfelves under the Proteftion of the 
Queen of fnglnndy and feek AlGJ[tance».^And 
here it is to be noted, that the Presbyterians did 
not fly to Foreign Help to invade their Sove- 
reign, 
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leigmaslGKne will bate it to be ; the Eftabliflim^ 

the Reformation did not feek Foreign Help *, fop 
the Kation having fo univerfiitly cmbracd the 
Proteftant Religion, there waa not one in Tt^ 
to ftaod again ft thenu 

Bot the Cafe turned {lift the other Way : The 
Lords of the Congregation had, as has been re* 
lated, engaged in tl^ Reformation ; the Qpee# 
Regent had, by federal Treaties, aflfented to it^ 
Part, at one Time, P^vt at another*, bnt keep* 
ing 00 Faith with them, and refolving, if pof« 
fible, to root them out -^ IhtjUts tolfyr^ign Aidt 
Mark it \ Ihe brings in aif Army of Strangers^ 
^kes Pofieflion of their Towns, and fortifies 'em^ 
in Order to fupport her in the tyrannical Met- 
fures (he had taken* 

; To root out this Mifchief the War began, aa4 
not meerly for Religion \ had the Nation beea 
clear'4 of Foreigners, on either Side, the Work 
had foon been done ^ but being invaded by 
france^ they flew to Englimd for Help^ ana 
ibon ob^ined it. 

The Qjieen of BngUmi^ upon a Treaty Hgo'd 
in her Kame by the Dnke of ^N^rfclk^ and in 
Kame of the Dnke of Chattfllerduh by Commif* 
fion appointed, fenttbe Lord Gray with loo^ 
Horie^and tfooo Foot, and after that a Remforce* 
tnentofiooo Foot more« 

By thefe, after a long Siege, and an obftinatc 
Reullkance, the Town was at laft farrendered^ 
and the Frtndb Soldiers, by Capicalation, con* 
veycd home to France. 

During thefe Things, the Qpeeii Regent had 
retired to the Caftle of Edfnburgh^ where (he 
fell iick, and foon after dyed. Some fay, flie 
broke her Jtieart for Grief that Ihe was thus 
l^educed. pifhop SfotfmU fays, That ihe fenc

• Her Death finifced this -firft War, 45} may 
call ity and haftened the Surrender of Leithy 
which held out but a little while; not but that 
it might have held longer^ an4 no doubt it 
would, the Garrifofl being refolgte, well pro- 
vided, and Relief expefted ; but the Queen of 
England and the King of France having brought 
Matters to a Treaty abroad, a Treaty at home 
followed of courfe j fo Ambafladofs, from either, 
met at Edinburgh^ and a Truce being at firft a- 
greed on, the Capitulation and general' Peace 
followed vaod the i6th of July 1560, the EngUfh 
Arnfvy marched for Barwici, the French fet fail 
for France^ and a general^ Peace was madei ii> 
which, among other Articles, this glorious Sti-^ 
pufetion was one, t;/;c. That rfc^ ftEFORMA^ 
riON WAS ACK NOlfT LED O'D'y and con- 
iideting the Infancy of the Church, and the 
Difficulties her firft Champions had . waded 
ttwough, it was a very great Step to her fix- 
ture Eftablifhment. • . • 
' The Death of the Qiieen Mother was foflowr 
ed by another Event, which had no lefs In- 
fluence upon the Affairs of Scotland^ and this

This gave a new Turff to the Affairs o£Sc9t'^ 
l4ni^ and the Popifti Party jyas, and^tipt with* 
dut Gaufe^^xceedingly furprized at it 5 for they 
bad before, the whole Kingdom of France con^ 
cern'd to fupp^^^ ^^^^ h ^^ ^^^^^ Qjieeq bpinj 
then married to tbeKipg of France^ they bac 
them jointly conoerned in the Affairs; whereas 
now, aaother Kipg fucceeding to the Crown of 
France^ their Qjiecn became but a Dowager, aa 
AUie, 'dnd her Intereft ai}d Power would b? the^ 
lefs to lupport her Friends in Scotland. 

The Congregation had- liow the Governmcnc 
of the whole Kingdom in their Hands, and the 
Qiieea was, as we may fey, at their Merqf : 
And this wa$ a (pccial Providence to them, as 
for fettling the Reformation, fo ta clear up the 
Rjbputation of. the Reformer;, and purge thenv 
from the Charge the late Qgeen Regent had laid 
m)on them, of. aiming at the Subverfion of the 
uovernnient, and detHrohiilg their Savereign* 
to fet up either Lord Jatms^ or the Duke .of 
ChamUeraulp in her Place. 
: But this Itill tended to their Reputation, and 
to exonerate them as to the Charge ; for when 
the Regent was dead, the Qjieen a defolate Wi- 
dow, and they had all the Power in their Hi^nds, 
their upright Defign could never better appear \ 
for they had no one to hinder their iProjed^ 
If they had had it in their View ; but being 
flncerely bent for the Reformation of Religion^ 
and the Eftablifhment of their Civil Liberties, 
and aiming at nothing elfe, they applyed them- 
felves wholly to that Work, and no other, as 
will appear in the Purfuit of this Story.

I20t one Word of the DifcifUnt or Gifv^rnmmt 
of the Church % nor was the Form of Worfhip 
ftttied^ here : And to this it is needful to fay

They that would call it John Knox% ftrive-to 
do it becanfe the Attide of Supetinteiidentd 
being mentioned in this Book of Difciplitfe, they 
wrtttld bate John Knox be acknowledged to he 
of Epifcopal Principles. 

Bttt I conceive, that. all this Difpote about 
the StiperiWrendents would be at an End, if it 
were examined, whether thefe Supcrinfendcrit^ 
were not really Bifliops ? And whether the true 
Epifcopacy is not plainly to be reduced to the 
mihifterial Fundion ? So that this is fo fa* from 
jfuftifying'the Authority, Dignity, and Sisrperi- 
ority orBifhops, as' now praftifed, that it ra- 
ther trings down the Bifhops to the Station of 
thefe (superintendents, the utmolt df whoffe Au- 
thority is by Dr. Rule plainly proved to be ve- 
ry confiftent with Presbyterian Parity^ a Thing 
which, if well (/) confidcrcd, would foon put 
an End to this Debate. 

This Book of Difcipline, however, could not 
obtain, with the Lords, to a. general Aflent, whe^ 
tl^cr Mr. Knox formed it or not ; 'tis plain he

and who^ had done all thfe Worki figned it — . 
Thefe were the Duke ofChatelleraulty the Earls of 
ji^rdriy ^Afgylcy GUncairnj Marjhallj Monteith^ 
MorPon^ and Rothes ; Lords, James Hamilton^ 7i- 
&er^ Boyd^ Ochiltrie^ Sanquhar ^ Lindfay : And A-» 
Ibnndance of the Gentry, Barons, and Burgefles, 
Witb one Bilhop, viz. of Gafloway^ and the Dean 
of Murray^ 

But to go on with our Hiftoryi 

Thus far the Convention had afted in behalf 
of the Church : ( i* ») They puU'd down, and by 
an Aft, abolilhed Popery ror ever. (%.) They 
declared the Confeffion of the Proteftant Faith, 
and pafsM the Articles of it into an Aft t And 
thus they fct the Church upon her own Legs, 
and then left her to fettle and fix her felf upon 
filch Foundations of Difcipline ^nd Government 
as fhe Ihonld determine. 
. In order to this, the i!rft General AfTembly 
of the Church of Scotland fat down at Edinburgh f 
the loth of December J 1560. 

Their chief Work was appointing and re- 
ceiving Minifters, and that alone determined, that 
,the very Office of Superintendent was fubjcfted

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td the Afieiibly ; bat if that did flot^we (hall 
iec in a few Years they take upon them to li- 
mit, apprrove, and diiamnrove thehr Adions« 
< Even in thb firfl: .Mtembly, the other Partv 
made (bme Stru^tc about die Anthcnity of zu 
lembling withoot tfie Qoeen's Command, aiKi 
as this has been a Point frequently pnfliM at 
lince, and once not very long ago, and may, in 
Time, come to be puIhM at again, it cannot be 
amils to let , down the Argument then n&d, 
which, in (hort, was this principally. 

They bad then a Popifli ^leen, wbo,unwiiiing« 
ly. Hooped to Necefiity in the Reformation, their 
Words are thcfe, viz.. if the Liberty of the Kirk fftouU 
defend upon the AUovfonce and DifaHeVfonse if the 
Sovereign, we may ie deprived^ not. only of Aflcm- 
bUes, hut of the publici Preaching of the GofpehTdke 
from the Church the Freedom of JjfemhlieSj and 
you take from us the Reformation \ for how Jh/dt 
the Government of the Chureh be fufforted^ Order 
and Vnity in DoBrine be maintained^ but by the 
Liberty of holding Allcmblies, ii»rf Iteefing uf the 
judicial Authority of the Church entire. This 

way of Arguing was never yet anfwered, and, 
I prefume, will not eafily be anfwered. 

It was then moved, in the Aflcmbly, that the 
Queen might be defired to ratifie the Book of 
Difcipline, but it was deferred for that Time. 

The Queen was now returned to Scotland^ an. 
i5tfi, and began to take Cognizance of her 
Afiairs, in which flie very early difcovercd her 
Diflike of what was doing, and her genend 
Averfion to the Reformation. 

It feem'd, however, that the Queen, enclined 
to Hoop to the Neceffity of the Times, and to ac- 

Siuiefce in the new Church Settlement, with al- 
owing her the Liberty of her own Opinion, 

and 
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and t9 bave Mais laid in prirate in her own 
pt^ppei — but this gave great Ofl^ncc, and the 
Minifters particularly infifted upon it^ tha( i)t 
was againu: their Bngagiements ipr the aboljlh- 
|ng Idolatry, and^ inculcating this on the Peo- 
ple, the Opera found (he loft very much of 
their Affection by it, and not only ib, but' met 
with fome Affronts in it alfo. However, re- 
ifolved to (upport, not only her Avthbrity, bu^t 
icr Party, fhe proceeded warmly. 

She put the Provoft of Edinburgh into the C^* 
file^ apd obliged the Citizens to choofe anothen 
This ^as done for their forbidding the Popilh 
Priefts jto ^ received into the Town. She thca 
jcommanded the ToYf n-Covtucil of Edinburgh to 
choofe a new Provoft, which they, for Fear, 
at that ¥im^ complied with. Mextby Procla- 
ination^ Ae made the City of Edinburgh free, as 
ftic term'd it, for all her Subjedfi to repair to 09 
their lawful OccajSqns/ This reftor'd the Papifts : 
And he^ (he not ojAy had the bettcir of the City, 
but realh Teemed tp have fbme l^lght dn her 
Sid;, aiid the;refbrt the Lords did not ftand by 
the Citizens ia it as 'was expeded. 

Indeed tbe Court being now formed, and the 
Qpeen adi;ig widi great Candour in other 
ThingSji the Nobility began to be drawn in by 
Offices, Sallaries, and Preferments; together 
with the Bmulation and Ambitioji, nfual in fuch 
Cafes ; &> that the Lords^ who were before, th« 
molt zealous for the Reformation, tho'they re- 
tjiinefl their fincerp Pro&flion of the Proteftant 
Religion, yet they remitted much of their fbr- 
met Zeal, and feemed to be drawn oiF from 
their Stridnefs in the Profecution of, and tlieir 
Vraan|Application to the great Work of alL And 
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tliis our ^tbonai% of both Vntics i^), Tcrf 

modi complaio of, as if tlicy had afaEmdoned 
the Refonnadon : HmrercTt they fooa gave good 
'E^HesKC to the .coctrary- 

Little pais'd oow for ^me Time in the Afiairs 
of the Reformadon, the hSkmhX^ haddeir coa- 
Udot Dyets, and peaceably preceded ic Chorch* 
Affairs, as ftiatters prelpited : The Qpeea 
iufiered them to go on, but at the ^aie Tkne 
ihe (hewed, on aO Occafiuss, that fbe fecretlf 
re(blved to cut them ihort, as Opportooity 
ihoold prefent. 

In this interval one Thing happened which 
might have Ihewa her, that the Proieftaqts, their 
^Religion -being but lecured to them, w/sre very 
loyal to her Perfon, and to her Govemmeut 
alK) V for in the Inliirredion, which ajbout that

Qpeen calls a Parliament ^ when ihe made^ S6 
many ConpefTions to the Proteltants t4iat feme 
blind fort of People beg^n to fancy the Qpe^ti

For the Match between the Queen andth^ 

Lord Darnly now coming forward, the Protp- 

*fl:ant Kobility took Umbrage at the Confe-

The-QuW iiunmon'd the Eftates of the King* 
dom. to Sterlings to give their Affent to* her 
Marfi^ge. 

There was little Oppofition made in. that Padi- 
ament, eithcV to that .or any Thing elfe' j. 0he 
^Mobility, in Complaifance to the Queeii, cofti 
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Plying more readily tlran was espefted, only 
^Dc (c) Lord oppofing it. But the Papifts (hew- 
^d tbemfelves fb much exalted, and behaved 
with {o little Caution in their Hopes, that it 
occafioned great Jealoufie among the Mobility, 
and was partly the Occafion of what followed ; 
for DO fooner was this Aflent of the Eftates to the 
Marriage made publick, but the People fell into a 
Rage, &ying, that the Lords of the Eftates had 
broke in upon their Engagements, and would oYer« 
throw the Reformation : Several Tumults alio 
happened, jparticularly in Edinhurgb^ which the 
Qpeen proiecuted with great Severity. 

But now the Lords, of whom I noted before 
that they were fofpefted to be yielding too 
much to the Court, began to open their Eyes 
and come to tbemfelves, joining themfelves to- 
gether to oppofc this Marriage, and to main- 
tain the Reiormatioii. 

The General Afferobly of the Church was 
fitting at the fame Time, and as all People be- 
gan to entertain Jealoulies of the Qpcen's De- 
Rcns, and ftrong Apprehenlions filled the Heads 
of thofc that were molt concern'd for Religion, 
jeeing the Qpeen refolvcd to fupport Popery, 
and that (he was now going to ftrengthen that 
Intereft with a Popilh Match : So they for- 
med a Petition to her Majefty, containing Eight 
Heads.

Tho' they could expeft no olher Anfwer, yet 
this inflamed Matters, and ferv'd to fix the 
Confederation, and reftore the Zeal of the No- 
bility, who had now begun to opjpofk her, and 
in which fhe afterwards found her Ruine. 

The Match was now fix'd, and the Qpeea 
married to the Lord Ddrnley^ in July 1 5^4, dis- 
regarding the Reprefentatibn of the difcontent- 
ed Lords, who openly profefs'd it to be againft 
the Liberties of the Kingdom, and began to 
arm. 

The Queen prepared to oppofe them, and 
xnarch'd towiards Sttrlingy and the King with 
her 9 but the Lords, not prepared for Refiftance, 
fled to Paijly^ Mar Glajgaw*^ from thence, be- 
ing followed by the Queen's Forces, they fled 
to HsmUon^ thence to Edinlmrgh^ then fepafated, 
fome fled to England^ and feme reconciled them* 
ielves to the Queen: Thus the firft Beginnings 
of this Fire were quenched for a while, and the 
People quieted, who. neverthelefs were zealous 
in the Caufe, tbo* difcouraged by thefe unhappy 
Beginnings.

The Affembly being then fitting, they fcnt 
fomc of their Number to congratulate the Qpeen 
on the Birth of a Son, and humbly to defirc 
the Prince might be baptized into the Proteftant 
Church : The Queen gave no Anfwer to it at 
that Time, but very effeftually made a Reply to 
it afterwards, caufing him to be baptized after 
the Popifh Manner, at Sterling Caftle, by the 
Archbilhop of St. Andrem.

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The Church sow beg^Q t6 fee which Waf 
Things were going •, for th* Qpccn not bnlr 
honoured the Archhifliop of St. Jndrews with 
the ba^tzing the Prince, but gave him alfo a 
CommilDon, whereby he w^s reftored to his 
ancient Jurifdiftion in feveral Things, which 
claih'd with their Authority ; fuch as confirming 
Teftaments, Collation to Benefices, &c. both 
which being diredly contrary to the A&s of 
Parliament, which eftabliihed the Refmnatiofi^ 
and t6 the true Intereft of the Proteftant Set- 
tlement, the Afibmbly was exceedingly alarm'd 
at it ; but finding it in vain to addrefs thcQueea 
any more, they formed a Paper in manner of 
an Appeal ^ but called k a Supplication, dire- 
ded) as m^^s in the Tkhj to the Mobility and 
Lords of the (ecret Council, who had profefs'd 
Jefus Chrift, and who had renoun^ die i?a« 
man Anticbrift: Thefe Proceedings on both 
Sides, ripened Things for the fudden Change 
which foon after followed. 
The Murthcr of the King was the next Tra- 
edy that came on the Stage of this unhappy 
lourt : The Qpeen, after her being delivered of 
a SoQf and, if Ihe had the wicked Defign of 
murthering it, bcinj prevented the Execution

V9hkh then approached, where flie pofitively- 
itfoftd all thit Was defired of her in behalf of 
the Reformation, and behaved with a qnite dif«^ 
ftrent Air from all fhe had done formerly. 
' Thirdly^ Manifeft Defigns aiid fecret Attempts 
of the Queen to get the Guftody of her Son 
OM Of the Hands of the Lord Mar^ Who ekim'dt 
it by Birth as hereditary Keeper of the KingV 
Children. 

The fifft Step ta what followed Was by the 
Eari of j4thcl^ who, fully falisfied of the Guilt 
of BnhmS in the Murther of the King, and 
meditating how he might with moft Eafe brii^ 
him to Juftice, begins to ftart among the Ko« 
bility his jufl: Sufpicions, that the fame Villainy 
might be pradifed upon the Infant as had beea 
upon the Father. 

Upon this the Proteftant Lords appoint a 
Meeting at StMingy in order to proteS and 
fecure the Perfon of the Prince : And in thi# 
Meeting the Deftruftion of Popery, Trealbn^ 
and Murther took its Rife : They all met with 
their Fate together^ and this abominable Gene^ 
iMion, with their fhort liv'd joy, vanifhed in 
Stink and Smoak, being grown noyfome to the 
Whole World by the moft horrid Aftions that 
Were erer read of. 

, The Queen, hearing of this Meeting, and 
that the. Lords, had entered into Bond, one to 
apotber, for mutual .Affiftance, pretends a Jour- 
ney, to yifit the Borders, and thereby, accord- 
ing to Cuftom, fummc^ the Subieds to attend 
her with Arms apd Provifions for 15 Days : 
Upon this, a Rumour being fpread that the

^tjieen diefigaed to ftize on the yoone Pnx^ 
and take him from the Earl of Mar^ the Lords 
aforelaid take Arms, the Queen pilbliihes a D^ 
claration that flie does not defign to remove the 
Prince; but this not fatisfying the Lords^ they 
ilirtoond her in Srotbwick Caftle, but not being 
iable entirely to inveft the Place, SothweB and 
the Qiieen make their Efcape to Bunbsr^ and 
tbeut tho' too late, Ihe raifes Forces. , 
. The Lofd$ advanc'd to Edinburgh^ and the 
Qpeen to Muffcdburgby but When the. Armies fa- 
ced one another, the Qpeen's Men did not care to 
£^ht^ BothweWs Guilt was too great, his Heart 
faiPd him, and he ran away : The Qpeen, who. 
had bothj^ mdre Courage and more Prefence cf 
Mind, ftaid, but was obliged to put her leif 
into the Bands of the Lords^ who carried het 
fo Edtnhurih^ and from thence, Ihei^ing her in* 
deed but very little Refpedi:, fent her Prtfoner 
to the Caftle of toch-Uvin* Thus ended the 
Reign of Popery in Scotland^ I mean bare&c'd 
profefs'd, down right Popery ; as for Popejry 
in Mafqiierade, eventual Popery, difgnifed Po^ 
pery, W% but a very few Years fince that went 
off the Stage alfo *, and we fliall, in the Courfe 
of thefc MepjoirSjlee many a Farce of its aSing, 
and fome bloody Tragedies alfo, till at length it 
vanifh^d with as milch Contempt as the other. . 
Buchanan tells us {k) that when the Qpeen had 
farrendred her feif to the Lords, the fecond Sat^

them, ufed her very barbaroufly, and cried out 
for putting her to Death, painting a Staddard 
with the murthered Kiilg and his little Son 
lying by him, a^d difplaying it before her. 

It was, without doubt, a very great Revolu- 
tion, and in it the Juftice of HeaVeu vifibly 
purfued the Murther of the King, theBitbarity 
of which hath hardly had its Parallel in any 
Age : And as this is one of the Reafofts, why 
I enter into that Part of the Story, fo tho' I 
cannot go through all the Particulars, ^et I can- 
not but remind the Reader of one nice Reflefti- 
on, viz.* That tho' Queen Elizabeth is blam'd^ 
and perhaps juftly, for putting her to Death af- 
Iterwardsi yet it is plain it was the Work of a 
fuperior Power, and that Vengeance, which fol» 
lowed them all, fuffered her not to live. 

Sothwelly\7ho had been the chief Contriver and 
A^er of the whole Tragedy, never faw her 
Aiore ; he fled to Shttlandy an Ifland in the 
North J where, for, a while, he turned Pyratej 
but being beaten from thence, he fled to Den' 
mark J where he was taken up, by the King's 
Order, and kept in a loathfome priron,and being 
reduced to extreafii Povertv, lived about Tea 
Years in a Jail, and at laft died raving mad. 

The Archbifliop of St. Andrews^ who, as Bu^ 
cbaftan relates, had been one of thofe that vo- 
luntarily undertook the Murther, wds hang'd by 
the Regent, the Earl of Murray ; being taken 
in the Surprize of Dunhdrton Cattle. 

John Hamilton^ who Was one of the Aftbrs, 
dyed of Grief, after he confeft the. Murther to 
a Prielt the School-Matter at Paijlej. 

F ^vefl 
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Eiren Mifrtm bimlelf, who bad the leali; Con* 
tern ia it, and at molt was no otherwise guilty 
than that he knew of it, and concealed it after 
it was done, was jbeheaded for that Concealment 
many Years after at the Croft of Edinburgh. 

The Qneen's Guilt was particularly demon- 
Itrated by her own Letters, taken in Sothwelfs 
Silver Cabinet i where, under her Hand, fiic 
tranfaded the whole Affair with him^ and a* 
mong which was a Contraft of Mafriage, fign- 
ed by her own Hand, to him, in her Husband'^ 
Life, to' be confum mated after he fhould be 
difpatched (/> 

Tbefe Things made her Guilt fo plain, that 
her Name became odious to all the World: 
And the Regent afterward made them all fo 
plain to every Body's Underftanding, when he 
was at London^ and when the Queen of England 
enquired of the Reafons why they depofed tbefr 
Sovereign, that, the fame Author fays, Qjieen 
Elizabeth declared, Jbc was not tpartly to be afifi^ 
id.

In the m^n Time the JSfobility confidered of 
iettliagtheGovernraenti^nd of entirely depofing 
the Queen ; The firjl Step to this was, by pro- 
cnring her to demit or reCgn the Crown : She 
^t firft rerolHtely oppofed it, but afterwards 
fign'd (m) any Thing they brouglit her, as 'tis 
laid, without fo much a$ reading it, upon this 
Founiatioriy that being under Confinement, no- 
thing file did now could be binding upon her 
for the future. . .* 

Thus file figned feveral Inftruments, one for 
the Surrender of the Crown, renouncing and 
demitting the Government in Favour of her 
Son, comniilfioning the Lprds for his folemn In- 
veftiture : One other was a Power to fome No,, 
blemen to make the folemp Refignation, in her 
Name, in the publick Meeting of the States: 
One other was for nominating ihe Earl pf 
Murray^ who was then in France^ Regent of the 
Kingdom in the Minority of her Son : And the 
other for naming Governours to her Son. But 
afterwards when flie made her Efcapc out of

However^ the Lords 
took her at her firft Word, and in the mean 
Time proceeded npOn the Authority of thel^ 
Demiffions, and having put all other Things in 
order, they proclaimed ner Son King oiScotUndy 
•and cro;yned him July 19^ anno 1567, and made 
James J Earl of Mwrroj^ Regent, tho' then abftnt 
In France. This is the fame I have always cal- 
led Lord James^ being the Queen's half grother, 
who was after called the ^W Rt^ent^ and who 
.was, under God, the bleflfed Inftrument of the 
eftablifhing the Reformation in Scotland. 

The Qjieett, as I noted, having made her E- 
Icape, raifes an Army about Hamilton^ the Re- 
gent, tho' inferiotir in Number; marches to G/4/- 
gowj and at Langfide^ a Village not far from CUf' 
gow^ gives her Battle, and her Forces being over- 
thrown, (he fled into England. 

There (he palt a Ions Imprifonment, by Order 
^ of Queen Eiiz^aheth^ dnring which for carryinr 
ou innumerable Plots and Contrivances againl 
the faid Queen and her Subjefts, (he was at lal 
brought to the Block, on Pretence af coi 
fpiring againit the £»^/i/fc. -r- Whether thcij 
Pretence againfl her was jult or no, L do n( 
detefmine j but that Juftice purfued her, as 
faid before, for the molt abominable Fafl: 
bove, i mean the Murther of h^r Husband, 
think is plain from all Hiltories of thofe Tim 

The Realm was now under the Condud 
the Regent J the King an Infant, and they 
brought the Queen to make a Kihd of AlTd 
-to the -crowning her Son> and to appoiat hi 
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GQVernopnk, The Regent managed with a Pru- 
dence xiot to be defcribed ; in Diligence uriweai^ 
ricdi iQ A^ipn undaunted, in Government fa- 
gacious, jn Religion zealous, and exceeding pi- 
OQs, in Life iedate, and iii bis violent Death 
patient and refigned — He was barbaroufly mur- 
tbered Uy James Hamilton^ fet to work by the 
Qjieetfs Party : He ihot him through the Body 
in the Street at Lithgo^ ^s he was nding out of 
the Pallace amidft a gre^t Throng of the People 
croudiijjg to fee him : TheMurtherer made his 
^fcape out of a Back^poor, and could i^ot be 
apprehended. 

Upon f his Difafter, great Contention follow- 
led among the feyeral Parties: The Nobility 
came ftyeral Times; together ia order to chul? 
ja x\t^ K^genty and parted without bringing it to^ 
a Conclufion, ^nd the Qpeen's Party grew very . 
itrong, particularly the City of Edinburgh fided 
with her* At laft Matthew^ Earl of Lenox^ Fa- 
ther tQ th^ l^t^ mi^rthere^ ^ing, Yf^s (:hoIen 
Regent. 

He carried oil the War agaihft the Queen's 
Party, and taking Pofleffion of Leith, had fcvc* 
ral SkirmLIhes with her Troops, as at Leith^ Z>^/- 
ieitby and other Places ; bpt at \^^ he is fpr'* 
prized at Sterlings with 'a great mfny of the 
Nobility land Gentry, by a Party o^ thc,Qpeen'i{ 



out of the Tov?n agajq^ arid forc'd to quit their 
PrifoqpTs, the Regent was Ihot through by him 
that had him Prifoner, becaufe he could not 
carry him ofFi for which FaS he was afterward^ 
JiapgM, as he well defcrved.- 
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The Lord ^resUne^K of j|/4^ Was tfcitl dhijfeit 
Regent ^ but the Qjiceif^Intereft was (6 ftrdng at 
that Time, and the Kin^ fo wekk,.that thctC Was ^ 
great Danger of a new^Tnrti in Afl&ir^ afldt'o- 
pery began to hold up its Head ; biit they ha4 
the Plcafure of being difappointed in that Pafti* 
cular alfo, by the Ttirtt of Affairs in trsHanJi 
with the Qpeen ; who, on a Difcovery of her 
Plot there with the Duke of Norfolk^ was cloftr 
confihed, and afterwards trved for her Life, 
and beheaded ; With her fell all the Hopes of 
popery in Scotland. But the Church foufid other 
Enenjies to ftruggle with, in fome Refpefts^ lis 
fatal to her ProTperity as the Papifts, of which 
we Jhall find Caufe to fpeak more particularly 
in the Second Part of this Work. 

But to return to the Affairs in Haild. As 
jthis Revolution Was againft the Intercft of 
the Queen and her Party, fo it was a farther, 
and, f think, I may call it a compleat Eltablifh- 
mcnt of the Church •, for whatever Faftions and 
Parties were form'd in the State, the Nobility 
frequently changing Parties as their Interefts and 
Fortunes guided them, yet they all Joined in 
the Matter of the Reformation, 4nd th6 confe- 
derated Lords were entirely in the Intefeft of 
Religibn: But to look into this we mofl: go 
back again to the firft Jeizing the Qpfeeii.' 

The Earl of Murray being declared Regent, 
as above, wds, while -he lived, a very great rnr- 
therance to the Eftablifhment of the Church : 
That great Man being not only a vigordus and 
conftant Friend' to the Reformation, but a moft 
pibus, religious and- (incere Profeflbr of it him- 
felf • 

Things heing in fo good a Pofture for the 
Church, when the Qgeen was taken Prilbner,

The Polity ^nd Jurifdiftion of the Church 
was, fays jSfvtfwoodj referred to Delegates, and 
the Thirds of Benefices were, for the prefenr, 
granted to ttie Church •, the Neceflity of the Times 
made it impoffible to obtain the reft: For the 
pubMck Affairs requiring the Affiftance of all its 
intereft, the rem.aining Revenues of the Cnurch 
were retained to the Service of the Nation. 

In this Parliament 'the King's Authority be- 
ing acknowledged, the Queen, his Mother, wias 
concluded to ferpetual Imfrifonment^ which wais' 
then thought very fevere, and brought a great 
many to efpoufe her Quarrel, in meer Compal- 

F 4 fio^ 
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jioti to her Circwnftances ^ and this, facilitatiiig 
her Efcape, as before, filled the Nation with a 
long Series of Blood, Tumult, and Diforden 

Yet under all thefe Turmoils the Church 
was fupported in her Jurifdif^ion, as well as 
Doftrine j and therefore here I fix the Period 
of what 1 call her Infant-State : And I think 
my Opinion is back'd very much by that fa- 
liious Letter of the|General Aflcdably of the 
Kit k, Anno 1 5^7, being the fame Year I am 
now upon. 

The Letter was to Mr. WiBocl^ one of their 
Minift^s, and one who was particularly famous 
for fais Shar^ in the Reformation \ but was fled 
into BngUnd from the Troubles of the firft 
Yfiars of the Queen's Return : This Man the 
Aflembly writes to, to invite him to come back 
again : And their Reafons to move him to re- 
turn were, * That they had a religious and iea- 

* lous Magiftrate conftituted, meaning the Earl 

* of iWwrr^y, commonly called t\it Gude Regent :^ 
^ fufficient Provifion appointed for Minifters, the 
' Church eftablilhed, and Religion flourifhing 
< throughout the Realm — and they • conclude 
th?ir Letter, Now you JhaU fee the Cope-Stone of 
that Work whereof you laid the Foundation. 

It is true, that the Book of Polity or Difci- 
j)liDQ was not to this Day eftablilh'd by Par- 
Jiament, and therefore the Church had not all 
the Authority that they wilh'd in the Matters 
of Jurifdiftion, <Jovernment, and Difcipline. 
But the Gentlemen that would difpute here the 
Priority of fipifcopal Government in the Church 
to Presbj/terial, will get nothing by that •, for 
all. this >Yhlle the Church exercifed a compleat 
Presbyterial Jurifdidion, and no other-, had 
^heir exaft regular Meetings of Kirk or pa- 
rochial 
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rochial Seflion^^ Fresbyteries, Synods, and Ge- 
neral Affemblies. 

The Nobility, upop all Occafions,) (igued the 
Book of Difcipline, and the Book of Polity was 
frequently revifed, and in this Parliament was 
ordered to be revifed again. • 

The Bilhops that remained, had nothing left 
tjiepi bnt a minifterial Authority, and were e^ 
qually lubjcded to Presbytery, Sy^od, and ACr 
iembljr ^ and the Superintendency^ of which f6 
much is alledged to prove it an Equiva'lent to 
EpifcQpacy, was nqder aQ the eflential Articles 
or a Parity ; a ^moiis Inftaqce of which was 
the Bifhop of Qrlneyy who was, as a private Mih 
nifter, cenfiired in the firft ^ilemUy of the King, 
for Iblemnizing the aduIterot|s IVfarriage of the 
(ipeen with Bothwelly and was deprived by them 
by virtue of an Aft of Affembly againft marry- 
ing a divorced Adulterer ; for fuch, it appear- 
ed, Bothvpellvfas (n)y having been divorced from 
bis Wife to come into that horrid ^Marriage. 

Again, the next General AlTembly, jin* i%6.9. 
the laid BiJhop was (0) reftored, upon his Hu* 
miliatiop, and fatisfying the Aflembly.

One other Thing is very effential to this De- 
bate, which will be alio fonod dt large in c^livr' 
wood's Hiftory,/?/. 45. 

The Principal, and fome of the Regents of the 
College at Abcrdetti, were deprived by order of 
the AlTembly, forrefufingtoacknowledge^eft- 
veralL'awsofeftablifliing the Chorch, and other 
Things objefted ; but they were- deprired not 
by the Superintendent, but by the Superifatea* 
dent, together with the Minilters <nd ConHDifli* 
oners, aild the Superintendent aded only as Com< 
xnilTioner from the Aflembly, as is to this Day 
to be feen in theRegifter. 

As to Difcipline the praftice of it was, tho' 
not citabiiflicd, yet every Day reflated and 
dircfted by the Aflembly. And ir there were 
, any diflictilt Things in Matters of Order ancj

Her dodrinal Articles wete affented to, and 
her Worfliip eftablifii'd, and, both confirmed 
by fundry A£ts of Parliamentj under the Ad- 
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nioiftration of the ^rft Rcgente, the Earl of 
, Murray^ and the Earl of Ldnox : Likcwife her 
judicatories took Place, her Churches were 
planted, and her bifcipliqe was agreed " to, ib 
that as, in the Letter of the Afl^mbly to Mr* 
Witocky is noted, TJbf Church was fulh flmtU ; . 

As to her inteftine Troobles, they feemed iq- 
deed to be but begun \ for the Polity of the 
JKr*, it was not yet eftablifliM, nor cqnl4 they 
ever bring the Book of DifcipUne to be pift in? 
to an Ad in the Convention or Parliament of 
that Day. At this poor crept: in all the Mif- 
chiefs that for above 1 20 Years after, continu- 
ally irarrafi'd this Church, and brought her fe- 
veral Times under the Yoke, both of temporal 
and eccleliaftick Tyranny ; ^veral Tim^s IntQ 
cruel and bloody Perfecutions, and more than 
once to the very Gate^ of Deftrudion, ^as tiall 
be fcen in its Order. 

The Church bad been now 14 Years in her 
firft Struggles with Popery, had enjoyed her 
General AfTemblies 12 Years, and tho' the Go- 
vernment off the Church was not pad into a 
Law by the Civil Sandion of a Parliament, as 
is obferved above, yet the greatcft Part of the 
Mobility and Gentry had figned it -, and all that 
Fart which was needful to the true Difciplinc 
of the Church was fully prajftifed by t4ie Mw 
nifter^ in their particular .Churches, and fre- 
quently regulated in. their General AfTemblies. 

But as in all the .Ages of the Church, the 
Profperity of their Afeirs has led them into 
mutual Jarrings, Divifions, and Jealoulies, which 
confequently ulhered in Multitudes of Innovati- 
ons \ Jo. it WAS here.: The Ambition and Emula-> 
tion of the Clergy and Nobility ufliered in 4 
Mo^cl pf Epifcopal Government, which, q$ ic 

waa 
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'Was at firft a Motley Scheme of Church-Gor6ni- 
menc, compofed neither of Presbytery nor Pre- 
lacy^ fo it kid the Foundation of -its own Cor- 
ruptions, and in thei^ of all the Confiifions 
which followed tn the Church, as will appear 
hereafter. . 

The firft Step to this, was in the Year 1 572,' 
when, upon the old Foot of fettling and per- 
fefting the Polity of the Church, that fatal 
Commiffion was granted to fettle the Kirk^ of 
iR^hich in its Place. The Regent was now the 
Earl of Mar J Who, tho' a Proteftant, was, it 
fcems, ^particularly iilclined to the new Scheme of 
Church-Government which had been propofed 
in anAiTembly or Convention of the Church 
zt Leithy viz. to reftore the Government of 
Bifiiofs as it was in the Tiine before the Refor- 
mation : And as there was a ftrong Party even 

* among the Minifters who fell in with the Court, 
and no doubt the Hopes of Church-Preferment 
had moved fome, they foon. were prevailed with 
to join with the Party that pretended to fettle 
the Church according to that Scheme. 

In order to this, a Commiffion was grant- 
ed to a certain Number of Gentlemen to treat 
' with a like Number of Minifters, to be com- 

• mifiioned by the Genetal Aflembly, and to con- 
iider of, fettle, and conclude anent all Things 
tending to the Eftablilhing the Polity oftheKtrk. 

And this wa^ that famous, or rather fatal 
Commiffion which firft brought Epifcopacy into 
the Church of Scotland^ and their Ad was cxprcf- 
ied in thefe Words u- ■ 

(a) " They think good, iq Confideration of 
** the prcrent Eftate, thai the Names and Titles

Epiicopacy bemg thus brought in^ as we call 
It) by Head and Shoulders into tl^ Church, 
<did not> however, anfwer their End who brougbt 
it in \ for at firft it came in ib fettered and 
Ihackled with Limitation of Power and Ora- 
tion of Stipends, that there was little ia it 
more than was before in the Minilters, who 
werecaHed Suferintendtnts \ the Kame and Dig* 
nitics excepted. And berc it is worth obfer- 
ving, that the true Reaibn ai)peared both wby 
the Church could never obtain a Parfiamentary 
Eitablilhmeot of their Book of Difcipline, as a)- 
fo why the Nobility and Gentry fell ia fo fud- 
denly with this new Model \ the Ca(e ,is very 
plain : Under this Model the Gfentlemen retain- 
ed to themfclves the Revenues of the Chi^rch, 
either in Temporalities feu^d to themfclves, as 
they call it in Scotlandy or Penfions and Payments 
which they obtained (fc) from the Church-Men ; 
which they could never before obtain under the 
Minifters \ for the Minifters would not Ib far be- 
tray the Church as to alienate her Revenues to 
the Courtiers and Gentry. But now it was done 
effedually, and the Gentlemen hold many of 
thefe Things to this Day, to the great Impove- 

rilhraent

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rifhmenty as ^ Well as Difcouragement of the 
Chorcb, and Hinderance of the Planting Mini- 
fters in many Parts of the Country. 

However, the. Clergy found Ways to help 
themfelves as^ to the Revenue ii^ after Times, 
this was the firft Condition they caflie into the 
Church in, and this iimoniacal Frojed, for it 
was no lefs, (t/ix..) giving Part of the Church's 
"Revenues to the Nobility^ that they might have 
their "Vote to pofl^s the reft ; this Iimoniacal 
Trojeft, 1 fay^ was the firft Reafpn of the In- 
trodudion or Biihops into the Church of Scotland. 

We fliall now fee how this Matter relifh'd 
with rife Reformers, and whether, as fome al- 
\tdge/it Was a general Aft of the Reformation» 
TEjiy Or JSfO^ In February 157a, a new Bi- 
ihop Was, inaugurated at St. jinJrews : Mr. Knox 
protefted againft it, and pronounced his Ana* 
cbema, or great Curfe againft 'both Giver and 
'Receiver. 

But the Cafe was much altered in Scotland at 
this Time among the Gentry ^nd Kobility* 
(1 .) Abundance of the firft Reformers, debauch- 
ed by the Luxury of the Court, aiui touch'd 
upon the Kiceties of Allegiance, adhered to the 
Queen, who was Popilh, tho* they themfelves 
were Proteftants i fiich was the Duke oiChatel- 
hraulty the Earls of jirgyle^ Rothefs^ Laird of 
Grangty and others. (2.) Of the reft, the Inte- 
teft of the Nobility in the Church's Revenues, 
inade them ajl flack in the Matter of the Church 
^tityj fliy of the extraordinary Authority of the 
Aflembly, and averfe to the Severity or Difci- 
pUne. 

The two firft Regents the Earls ot Murray 
arid Xez/ajr, adhered honeftly and faithfully to the 
Church, and were the wnftant Patrons of her 

Set- 
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Settlement: : The Earl oiMofj the third Regeiltt 
was both zealous for the Reformation, and rt^ 
ligious in his Perfon \ but gave way a little to6 
early to the abovementioned Court- Pi^iociple^ I 
mean as to their retaining the Church's Reve- 
nues. But the Earl of Morton^ who fucceeded 
him, openly invaded the Authority of the Af- 
fembly, and throwing off the Mask, ^oteded 
the fiimops in ufurping an Authority indepen- 
dent of the AITetnbly ; and by the fame Confe* 
quedce, placing ail Authority in the Prince to 
appoint the Bilhop. And thus he did the Drudg- 
ery of the Party, fot Which they ill rewarded 
hinl afterward, as Will appear in the Courip of 
this Story. 

The firit Iritroduftibri o^ Bilhops, as above, 
left thetn fetterM and (hackled, as I noted^ under 
the Power of the Aflembly •, and tbo' even tlfc 
Name gave dffence, yet they wer^ to reduc'd, 
as. that the JSiame began^not to be. queftioned, 
and fuch the Church will not difpute fo thi$ 
Day : For tho' they were allowed to be called 
Bifhops, yet they were really only Super tnten*- 
dents, and not that neither very long; for the 
Aflembly, Anno 1574, voted the Bimops to be 
only Paftors of one Parilh, and delated feveral 
of them afterward for not preaching, and for 
not attending at their (4) Charge : (Ir) The Bi- 
lhop

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fhop of DunleU was aftually dcpofcd by the 
Aflrcmbly. The Bifhop of Glafgow was delated 
for not preaching — The Superintendent of 
Louthian was ceniiir'd for inaugurating the Bi- 
ftop of Rofs^ when he was admoniflied by the 
Aflembly not to do it. 

Innumerable Inftances are to be found in the 
Hiftory of thofe Times, as well of Superinten- 
dents as of Bilhops, who were tried and cen- 
ftred by the Aflembly. On the other Hand^ 
Bifhop Spotfwood affirms pofitively, that the Su- 
perintendent's Power was Epifcop^l ; but gives 
not one Inftance to prove it« 

At laft the grand Affair came before the At 
iembly, and was then decifively aflerted ; for 
the Aflfembly, beginning t6 fee themfelves en- 
croached upon, came in;imediately to the Root 
of the Qiieftion, Whether the FunElhn of a Bi-^ 
jhop be warranted by the Word of God* The 
Name of Bifliop no Body difputed, but the Ex- 
tent of the Title and Office was the Thing. 

In the tffi!; Seffion of the Aflembly 1575, the 
Brethren did not conclude flnaAy, but came to 
this Refolution, that they aflertcd their own Su- 
periority (c), and their Power to turn the Bi- 
fliop out, after which they ftated the Thing ia 
general thus: \ 

I . ** That the Name of BHhop is common

This is, in Ibort the Church of Scotlan£% 
firft Opinion of the Offa of a Bifhop : They 
did not declare direftly againft the vciy Word 
Bi^of i for the Court run high for the new Pro- 
]tdCj and tbey were (ii) not forward to fly in. 
the Face' of the Regent, yet they were reiblute 
in the Subftance of the Thing. 

It is very remarkable, that when thefe Relb- 
lotions were paft in the Aflembly, there were 
prefent, the Archbilhop of GUf^owy the Bi(hbp$ 
of Dunkeldy Calloway ^ Brichenj Drnnblain^ and 
lies i and all thefe, by their Silence, acknow- 
ledge they underftood themfelves to be Biibops 

in

Thus the Chwch afferted her Authority, and 
the Projcd of the Court was very mucli oifap- 
pointed. 

Hitherto latrcague, Subtilty, and Management 
liad been the Method in all the Steps y/hich had 
been taken to have introduc'd this Novelty in- 
to the Church ; but thei^ were aQ defeated by 
this Proceeding ; for the Aflemhly took away 
the Power, and left them the Name, which, 'tis 
pl^in^ did pot anfwer the End. 

There remained no other Way then, but open 
Violence 5, and here we find the Regent making 
the firit Invafion upon the Kirk, and leading 
the Way to all the Affaults which have been 
wade upon her ever fince. 

The ^ilhop of St. Andrews dying, the Re- 
gent recommends, or rather appointed the 
Chapter to choofe one Mr. Mamfany his Chap-, 
lain, to fucceed the Bilhop.

General AUembly, and acquainted them with 
it : Mr. Adamfon^ who was prefent in the Af- 
iembly, was hereupon ask'd if he would iub* 
init to Trials -*- and accept the Office with thole 
InjunAioQs which the Church would prelcribe — 
He anfwered^ the Regent had forbid him to ac* 
cept of the Office otherwife than as appointed 
by Church and States 

I give this verltMim out o^Bilhop Sfotfwoedi 
becaufe his Authority, is leaft queltioned bjthe 
Advocates of this Caule (c). 

Upon this Anfwer, which fliew'dt a direft In- 
vafion of their Authority, the Aflembly could 
do no lefs than ailert their Right, and therefore 
(/I) rejefted him — but the Regent (f) com- 
manded the Chapter to eled: him, and tbey did 
fo, in Defiance of the General Aflembly« 

The AflTeoibly, juftly provok'd at this, gave 
a Commiffion to the Sui)erintendent of (^) 
LottthiM't and two other Minifters— ^tocall him 
before them, and prohibit him to exercife any 
Jurifdidtion, till he (bould be authorized thereto 
by the General Aflemblyt 

Here we fee a Bifbc^ fufpended, the Roy- 
al Mandate difputed, and a Superintcrri 
dent who, Smfwood^ in another Place, fays, 
had Epifcopal Power, yet receiving a Commif- 
fion

6on from the Affcpibly^ together with other 
Minifters, to fofpend only-, which, bad he beea 
a Bilbop, he might have exercised without k 
iQommifllon, if it had been in his own Bounds, 
and could not if he had been a Biihop, out of 
his Diocefs, by any Commiflion. 

Upon this Attack of the Church, the AITem- 
bly refolving to aft with as much Temper and 
Moderation as pofllble, confi(^iqg with their 
Right and the juft Authority they pofleft : ^qd 
in order to prevent any more Difputes of thi? 
Kind* wfelved, if poffible, tofi^ upon a Forp 
pf jEhurch-Polity, and accordingly it was 
drawn up and (j) offered, in jheir Names, to 
^e Regent; but thie Troubles which quickly 
followed upon this in the St^te, put a Stop tQ 
the fettling it at this Time alfo, as it had done 
fcveral Times before (fe). Mr. Calderwood gives 
a lon^ Account of the Conference of the Mini- 
fters in the Wefi^ with thole appointed by the 
Aflembly, in order to fix this eccleliaftical Po- 
lity, to which 1 refer j the Thing not beiiig 
obtained, ^tis not to my Piarpofe to enter into 
Particulars other than this, that the Presbyterial. 
Authority was clearly eftablifliM in it, and th|5 
very Name as vi^cll as Office and Power of a 
Biibop leift out.

pteiented, as above, and he did not openly re- 
jeft it ; bnt ftarted Obje&ions, and appointed 
Queftions to be anfwered, and nam'd a Comofi it- 
tee of the Council to confer widi them abcNit* 
it. 

But now a new Revolution of Afl&irs bap^ 
pened \ for FadioDsrifing, among the KobiUty, 
againit the Regent, and, as it was thought, he 
being fenfible of his being too weak ft>r thera^ 
was advifed to ftoop to the Janftnre of Afiairs^ 
quietly to concede his Authority, and demit that. 
Power which, it was manifeft, be could not 
keep. 

The King was now alraoft Twelve Years old,. 
and tho' he was under Governburs, yet the Fa- 
ftion of Lords not agreeing who to repofe the 
Truft in, it was refolved to declare the King 
MAJpR^ and put the Government into his 
own Hands. This alfo feemed the more ho- 
nourable for the Regent •, for to have named 
another after him, had been plainly to have told 
the World he was turned out — but to refign 
his jGovernment into the King's own Hand, had 
a much greater Appearance of Honour. 

He did fo : But as great Mens Fall feldom 
Aop with the Lofs of their Rrefcrments, fi> it, 
was with him ^ he pa ft through various Tron- 
bles, till at laft the Perfecution of his Enemies 
brought him to the Block- 

The King was young, but began to be infor- 
med of Things, and as well from Morton at 
firft, as the reft of the Courtiers about him af- 
terwards, ' he received too early Prejudices a- 
gainft the Conftitution of tbe Churchy and in 
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particiilar he to6k all Occalioos to intrench upan^ 
the Power of the Ailembly. , 

The Debate was now wholly abont BiIhops,the 
Aflembly was for reducing their Pawer, which 
was efiedually done as before \ they were now 
for reducing the Maroe too, as a Thing which 
thry found fornifhed Matter of continual Di« 
fturbance : So in ^the Third Scffion of the Af- 
fcmbly 1577, it was ordained. That all Sijhops 
jptd dthcrif bearing Ecclefiafiical FunSion^ be caUed 
by their own Names^ cr Brethren only (^). 

In the Seventh Seffion of the fame AfTembly 
they put a Stop to the Nirmber, and ordered 
that no Bifhop be eleded or admitted before 
tb« next General A flfembly ; forbidding Minifters 
9nd Chapters to eled, or any way proceed to 
the Eledion of jiny Bifhop, on Pain of Depri?a« 
tioo. 

In the AflemMy at Sterlings in June \ 578, they 
made the fald Law perpetual, and that all Bi- 
Ihops already eleded, be required to fubmit 
themfelres to the General Aflembly. And thus 
that infant mongrel Epifcopacy, fo it was then 
caOti^ was voted out of the Church as a Kufance. 

la the fame Aflembly they appointed a Com- 
mittee to wait upon the King with the Book of 
Polity and a Supplication, which was done ; and 
they were received well enough by the King 
with good Words and Promifes ofKindnefsand, 
Countenance, and a certain iSlumber named by 
the Council to confer with them ; tho' the King 
himfelf fecretly hated both their Perfons and

tended « ai Times to come^ 0nd till the Corrnfti^p of the State of 
Bfflfvps he utterly removed out of the Church. 
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McaltiTcs, for wliich Reafon nothing coyld be 
obtained by that Conference. 

The 1 6th of July after^ the Parliament met ; 
and theComjniffioners, appointed by the AQem- 
bly to wait upon the Parliament, foUicited to 
have the Book of Polity brought in there, , and 
confirmed j but the Nobility always put it off^ 
having, as afterwards appeared, no Kindnefs 
for the Stridnefs and Severity of Presbyterian^ 
pifcipline. 

Mortonh Fall was not yet ; for he ftill guid- 
ed the King, and inftilled early Thoughts into 
him in Prejudice of the Kirk, and in Favour of 
the Bifliops. 

However the Church went on aga,inft tfae^i, 
and the Aflembly fell particularly upontWp by 
NamejWz,. Mr. Patrick jidamfonjVf horn Morton^ 
by his Letter, had made Biihop of St. Andreyios^ 
and Mr. John Boyd Biftiop of Glafgow. 

But now afecond Attempt was made upoa th«i 
Church, and that was by the King himfelf, or at 
leaft in his Name. The Aflembly, as has been 
lioted, having long ftruggled to /obtain their 
Book of Polity, they had been always, tho' not^ 
abfolutely denied to have it pafs, yet fo delay'd' 
and poftponed, that it was eafie to fee the 
Court was againft them, and that it was not 
defignM to bepafs'datall j neverthelefs they went 
on upon the Foot of the Scheme f6rm'd,as what 
was their juft Right to demand, tbo' they had 
not Influence enough upon the Government to 
obtain the Grant. 

Being thus, as I have noted, proceeding up- 
on the Foot of the Politer as their Eijrhtj they 
receive a Letter from the King, dated at Sterling 
tht6th of July 1579, inhibiting them to proceed, 
jind commanding them to refer all the Matters 
^ ua*

The Aflemmy, notwithftanding this (.^tter, 
went op J but with all. the Caution and Refpef^ 
poffible. 

They examine the Articles referred, aqd pre- 
fcnt an Addrefs to the King, dcfiring a fertfeer 
Conference upon the Afl&ir of the Polity, and 
fpllowed this with a long Supplication, to movQ 
the King to farther this Book of Polity. 

While this was in Confideration, and 2 or 3 
Years fpent in the preiTmg the Pblity on one 
Hand, and patting it off on the other, in the 
Tear 1580; the General Aflembly finding, as 
they apprehended, that all they had yielded to 
before as to the Word Bifhop, was improved to 
enlarge the Office and extend the Power 'of a 
Bifliop, they refolve to puU it up by the Roots^ 
and remove the very Name of it out of the 
Church 5 and in order to this, they pafs two Afts, 
entirely abrogating the Office as unfcriptural, 
declaring it void and unlawful, as having no 
Warrant or Foundation in the Word of God : 
Which Ads, being very remarkable, are worth 
perufing, and therefore, as abridg'd, are in the 
Notes underneath (4,t).

NOTE, the Dlftop of Dumbiain quietly confouncd- 
and fubmicted to this AGt. 
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The Court had indeed, from the latter End 
of the Earl of Mmt'^ Adminiftration, ftrng- 
gled hard with the Allembly to referve its owa 
Poweri and to have ibme Share in the Matter 
independent of the Aflembly, and at the Con« 
▼ention at Leith^ they got Ground, as has been-^ 
hintsed \ bot the Aflembly vigoroufly oppofed it, 
and afterwards OTerthrew it all again, and by 
thtft jKls entirely aboliihed the very Name of 
a Bilhop in the Church. 

I come now to enter into a fad Series of Strife 
between the Chorch and the Conrt upon this 
very Snbjeft -, which continued with infinite^ 
Struggles, Vfs^ and Dmns^ intervals of Liberty, 
Storms of Tyranny, ftmc horrid Scenes of 
Ruin and Deftrudion, and perhaps fome Ex*- 
tremes on both Sides: AH which^harrafs'd this v 
poor Kingdom till at laft the Rcftoration of 
King Charles II, brought the Church quite un- 
der Foot : And there begins her FERSECVTED 
ST ME. Of which ky it felf 

The Court were, no queftion, very ill plea- 
ied with this Proceeding of the Aflembly — but 
they went ftill on widi Steadineft : Several of 
the Bilhops fubmitted to this Order of the Af- 
lembly, and made their Submifiion; the Copies 
of which, by after Times, their Succeflbrs be- 
ing aflmmed fo plain a Teftimony of Fad ihould 
appear, have been rac'd out of the Regilters (c):

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At length the King being advanced, by the 
Death of the (^leen of England^ to the united^ 
Grown of Great BritMn^ tlie DiQ>utes retted for 
Ibme Time, the Oourt being taken up with the 
Rejoicings of their new Acqnifition, and with 
the other Incidents of the new Government : 
And bv this. Means the Church of Scotland may 
be faid to have got fome Ground, even at that 
Time when the King, who was their avow'd 
Enemy, was fo endteas'd in Power ^5 to be for- 
midable to them* 

But the King was taken up with Mirth, and 
the Court in Revels, I had almoft laid in De- 
bauchery \ and not the King only, but the No- 
bility alfo, who were always the Hinderers of 
the Jleformation, were now abfent, and not fo 
much concerned about what became of the 
Church, when they had their l^rlif^te tfor^uncs 
to make bv the Favour of their Prince. This 
Abfence of the Court, I fay, gave the Church 
great Advantage, and the General Affembly con- 
tinued to aflert ^hd maintain their Eftablifh- 
ipcnt as Presbyterian in oppofition to Epifcopa: 
cy, notwithftanding all the Injunctions and Id- 
terrupdons which they met with from the 
Court, and theriefore this may very well be cal- 
led the growing State of the Kirk. 

But to go back to what happened in the meaQ 
Time. It was about the Year 1582, that the 
Kihg, by the ill Government of the Duke of 
Lenoxy Earl of jirraft^ &c. who had him, as it 
might be faid, in Tutelage, had not only im- 
pofedand intruded the To much abhorred Pre- 
lacy upon the Church, but had infultcd the 
Church in their Difciplin^ and Government on 
many Occafions, too long to relate ^ as particu- 
lar ly in the Afeir of Montgotntry^zxA the Tu- 

— . , muk 
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MyAt *^n GUfgWj wh^re, in-defeitee of a Man tx^ 
communicated for nototl6ds Scandal^ they mob- 
bed tlie Presbytery, beat and very ill treated 
Mr. John Hoviifon the Moderator, and wodnded 
feveral of the Students of the College ; nor was 
it far from fettingFire to the College it ielf: It 
was iaid^ that ibme of the King's Guards were 
eaaployed upon this Riot^ to encourage a Ta« 
mult 9 for that the common People could not 
otherwife be brought to injure . the Minifters 
after fuch a Manner. 

But the Kirk recovered all this, whea a few 
Weeks after happened that memorable Attempt 
of the Noblemen againlfc Lenox and Arran^ cal« 
led the Rode of Ru^bven^ taking the Kin§ out 
of their Hands, by Force, and carrying him to 
Sterling. This, I iay, was called the Rode of 
Ruthven^ of which we fhall haer a great deal 
more, and was put inEsxcuthnJuguJt 20, 1582, 
as the King came back from the great annual 
hunting in Athol. 

It is not to our Purj^e to ^enter into the Hi* 
ftory or Caufes of this Attempt : It is enough 
to lay, that the Power of thefe two Noblemen, 
or at leaft their imprudent exercifing of that 
Power was become intollerable to the Nation, 
and the reft of the Nobility and Gentry con« 
cerned, found no other way to deliver themfelves 
from it^ but to fet the King at Liberty to ad 
by better CounciL 

They prefented a Declaration to the Ring of 
their Reafons for this Condud, and carrying his 
Majefty to Sterlings they gave him full Liberty 
of his Perfon and a free Exercife of his Govern- 
ment, only taking Care that the Adminiftration 
was entirely removed A'om the hated Hands of 

Lenox and Arran* 

The 
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The King, tbo* he never forgave this A&iaiff^ 
«nd to his laft reftnted it againft the Kirk, as if 
they had been the only Inftniments, yet com- 
pliai with the Time, and the Earl of ^mm i 
being clappM up in JDupUn Caftle, and the Dake I 
of Lenoxy cbarg'd by Proclamation, to depart 
the Country, his Majcfty confented that a Pro- 
clamation ihould be pabliflied, intimating that 
be was iu the Town of Perthy at full Liberty ; 
Ihat he ftaid there of bis^own Choice for fbme 
Time, and that he approved of ^11 the Lords 
bad done as for hit intereft and Service, At 
the fame Time a Proclamation was aifo publilb- 
cd for reftoring the Liberties 'of the Kirk, the 
Freedom of their Afl^m biles and Judicatures, 
end for encouraging the Miniften in Difchar^ 
of their Duty. 

Thus the Church got the Day of their Ad- 
verfarics, and all Violences crfiered to their Judi- 
catures, the Laws made to reftriain their Li- 
berties or abridge their Rights, were declared 
to be nnjuft and Illegal, and were laid to the 
Charge of the faid Duke of Lenox and Earl of 
jirran'^ SVCH AS the Difpofition of Bene- 
iices Fleno J«rf, without the Examination of 
the Perfons, and Admiflion by the Kirk, making 
the King and his Council Judges in Matters 
meerly ecclefiaftical ; difcharging or prohibiting 
the General Allembly to proceed to Excommu- 
nication \ annulling the Sentence of Excommu- 
nication when paft *, Prelacy obtruded upon them 
contrary to the Principles of the Church of Scot* 
land, who had declared in the General Aflembly, 
that the fame was unfcriptural, devililh, and of 
humane Invention, and the like* 

Upon ttbis Declaration a General Aflembly 
was convened to meet at Edinburgh, the prfr c* 

O^ober 
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OSvber 1582^ and this was perhaj^^the lirfb Af- 
fembly, evtn from the Reformation, in which 
it might be faid the Church had an uninterrupted 
Liberty to exert her full Power in her own £- 
ftabliihment. 

At this AiTembly the Laird of Paifly^ in the 
Kame of the aflbciated Lords, declared, that 
the Dangers of the Ecclefiaftical Conititution^ 
and of Religion it felf, as well as the Danger 
Qf the King's Perlbn and of the Civil Govern- 
ment, were the principal Caufes of their late 
Undertaking, and they defired the CMcurrence 
of Dhe AiTembly^ as well in recognizing the 
KecefBty of what bad been done, as in concert* 
ing what was yet to be done for the eltablilh* 
ing and iecuring both the Church and State. 

The Ailembly unanimoufly voted (every Mem-' 
bef being feveraUy asked^ the Reality of the 
Dangers attending the Reformation and the 
Church. The King, upon the Aiftmbly's fending 
fomfe of their Body to him, reiadily declared^ 
that not only his own Perfbn, but Religion it 
ielf was in Peril, and that fuch Meafures had 
been entered into as mult neceflarily have over- 
tum'd the Reformation 9 that he efteem'd his 
own Safety and the Safety of Religion to be in- 
feparable, and exhorted the AfTembly to do their 
Duty to remove the Dangers that threatned 
both him and them. 

This occafioned ' that famous A€t of the 
Aflembly^ wherein the Refoi^mation is recog- 
nized, and the purfuin^ it recommended earn- 
^ly a\ well to Miouters as People j all the 
Miaifters arejexhorted to fet forth the Dangers 
of the Church, the King, and the Common- 
wealth to their Flocks, in the moft prefling 
lyianfler^ urging all whQ lo*e and tender the; 

Glo- 
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G16r y of God, tfie profperons State of tbe Kiiig 
and Common- wealthy to concmr with them in 
their Endeavotir to their foQ DeliVerance. 
After this the Aflembly prbcccded with Vi- 

fonr to exert themlelves : They erefted Prcs- 
yteries and Church-jodicatures in foch Parts 
where there were none before, as in the Nordh- 
ern Provinces of &utherUnd^ CMbnefs^ Rofs^ 
Murray J AherieeH^ &c. 

Then they empowered the Presbyteries to lam- 
mon before them the Bilhops, and to cattle them 
to anfwer to the faid Presbytefries for fncb 
Oflences as they Ihould be accttled of: The 
Crimes the laid Bilhops wete thus accdfed of 
were fuch as thefe : 

Kot Preaching, and adnoiiaiftring the Sacfa- 
mentsj as is the Duty of aGofpel-Miniftef. 

INegled in Difcipline. 

Error in Doftrine. ' 

Aflbciating themfelves with e^ccditimndica- 
ted Perfons. 

Wafting of the Patrimony of the Kirk. 

Letting Lcafes of Land againft the Prohibi- 
tions of the Kirk. 

Collating to Benefices againft the Tenor of 
the Afts of the Kirk- 
. Scandal in Life and Converfation. 

And many other Things, not then articled, 
which were left to the Examination of Wit- 
ncffes. And the Presbyteries were farther em- 
powered to hear, try, acquit, and condemn, as 
the Matters ofFaft (hould appear to them. 

The Time was now come when the Autho- 
rity of the Church had its full Eftabliftiment : 
Jiic Convention jM Eftates, which was then 

called, 
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'caMed, and which met at Perthy gave Room to 

the Aflembly to lay aU thci^r Grievances befora * 

them, which Was done in 22 Article^, and 

their Demands of particular Redrefs for Wrong 

and Wreck; 4fi it was cMady in u Articles 

more. 

The Bifeops were now depofed, and many 
of them fobmi^ted to become Paftors of private 
Parifli-Church^s. 

The Laird of Mintcy who, at the Head of a 
MobiJiad infuited the Moderator of the Pres- 
bytery af GUfgowy fubmitted himfelf to the Af* 
fcmbly, an4 l>egg'd Pardon. 

Mr* Robirtt Mpmg&mery^ whofc C^fe bad raifcd 
fuch Difputes between, the King and the Church j 
the Church excommunicating him, and the 
King reftoring him by Proclamation ; came in 
and fubmitted, offeriog to undergo the Injunfti- -^ 

ons of the Presbytery of Glafgow^ and defiring 
to l)e received into the Bofom of the Church. 

And thus flood the Affairs of the Church at the '' 

Beginning of the Year 1583, but it continued 
but for a Ihbrt While ; for the King, impatient 
of the good Government <rf the Lords, and in- 
wardly hating the Church, contrivM to make his 
Efcape from Falkland^ which, by the Affiftapce 
of another Faftion among the Nobility, he efFeft- 
ed the xSth of jiugufi 1 583, taking Refuge in the 
Caftle of St. Andrews i Thither repaired imme- 
diately all thofe amoi;ig the Nobility who were 
privy to the Defign j and thus they laid the 
Foundation of an entire Change ofMeafur.es and 
Petfons in his Adminiftrarion. 

As in the State, fo in the Church, all 
Things tended to Change ', laving only that the ^ 
Aflembly, maintaining their Principles, ftood 
their Ground againft the Court with a Con- * ^ 

H ftancy 
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Bpifcopal Clergy tliere, thole wicked MeafiiTet 
by which he afterward opprefied the Church 
of StotlMidt and ia the End overthrew it for a 
Time. 

That famons Supporter of the Ghnrch's 
Caufe, Mr. John Z)ari>, was one of the firft that 
felc the Effefls of the new Chaise, being com- 
manded by the King to depart mim Edinburgh., 
and remain at Montrefe, which he fnbmitted 
to-, but both the Town-Council and the Kirk- 
SeOion of Edinburgh gave him noble Teftimo- 
nials both of his Life and Doftriile ; which was 
more to his Honour than all the Reproach his 
Enemies laid upon hini could overballance. , 

The perfecnting the Minifters was the firft 
Work the new Eftablifhment began W/itb, be- 
fore they fell »pon the Church it felf ; and even 
in their dealing with the Minifters they adcd 
cautioufly, and urove to begin with fuch Things 
as they called legal Prolecutions for pretended 
, Offences: Afterwards they grew bolder, and 
fell upon them in a grofler Manner. 
. In thefe pretended legal Profecutions Mr. y4n- 
drtw Melvin's Cafe was the moft famons Ex- 
ample : He was fammoned before the Coanril, 
where he was queftioned for offtniive Words 
fpoken in the Pulpit, on a Faft-Day, refleding 
.on the King and his Admlmllrauoa, faying. 
That the King was unlawfully fromated to thi Crovmi 
with other jeditioui Words. The UniverCty, re- ' 
iblving to aflert their Privileges, fent two of 
"their Body with a Teftimonial in his Behalf, 
fign'd by 30 of their principal Men, as well 
Mafters as Students, and demanded that he 
ftould be cenfured only by the Univerlity ; the 
Presbyteries of the Bounds fent J[>3mmi(rioner» 
tcrproteft againlt the Proceedin|s as againft the 
Li- 



Liberties of the Church, and Mr. Melvin himfclf . 
declin'd the Jurifdidion of the Council ui his 
Ca(e, in a long Declaration, which is to be feea 
at large in Mr. Cditrwoo£% Hiftory, foU 144, 
145. But all thefe were rejeded by the Coun- 
cil In this Declaration he both pofitively de- 
nied the Words, folemnly and before God, pro- 
tefting that he never fpoke them, accufed the 
Informer of Malice and declared Prejudice, and 
juftified what he had really faid to be accord-* 
ipg to God's Word and his own Duty : Upon 
giving in this Declaration, he retired into En- 
gUnd^ having Notice that he was to be confi- 
ned in Slacknefs Caftl«. After his Retreat he 
was publickly praifed, and pray'd for in the 
Pulpit by the Minifters in Edinhur^^ which, as 
the Hiftory of thofe Times expreue,s it, f leafed 
the People and gMed the Court. 

In the mean Time the Land was full of Troa-^ 
bles, the Lords of Angus and Mar fur prized 
the Cattle of Sterling } but their great Friend 
Govory being taken, and others fecur*d, and they 
being not ftrong enough to defend themfelves 
againft the young King, who came againft them 
with a great Army, they fted into England : 
The Cattle was furrendered, the Captain and 
Three others, who furrendered it, were hanged : 
This Attempt weakened the Hands of the 
Church and their Friends, making their Enemies 
not only more ftrong, but alfo more furious 
than they were before. The General Aflenibly 
was appointed to be beld at St. Andrem^ the 
a4ffe of Afril 1584, where the Number of 
Miaifters, who durft appear, were but very 
few : The Coramiffioner whom the King fent to 
them, being their d?cl4r'd and enragM Enemy; 
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his Kame was Graham of Halyards^ at that 

^ Time Jufiice Defute. 

This Graham ufed them after an unaccuftom- 
cd Manner, exerting a Power which they allow- 
ed not to be the Right, even of the King bim- 
felf : He treated thena in a rode and impcrions 
Manner alfo, with all poffible Difrcfpeft. Fir ft 
he demanded of them, on Pain of Rebelli- 
on and Treafon, to annul a former Aft of Af- 
fembly, approving the Rode of Ruthven^ arid by 
a new Aft to condemn it. At the fame Time 
he entered into a Treatj with the Provoft and 
Bailies of St. Andrew^ to imprifon thofeMini- 
fters that fliould hot comply. But the Mini- 
fters got Notice of it, and . being refolved not 
to comply, they filently declined the Aflembly, 
and dropt out of Town, one by onie, leaving 
the CommifTioner to fit by himfelf He had, 
it feems, private Inftruftions to feixe upon Four 
of the leading Minifters, viz.. Mr. James Law^ 
fonty David Lyndfey^ Patrick GaHowayy and An' 
drew Hay. The Three firft appeared in the 
Aflembly, but he being willing to fnap them 
all at once, waited for the Fourth till thofe 
that were there got Notice, and efcaped, anfl 
fo he mill: them all ; for which he was very 
much laughed at. The few Minifters that re- 
mained refufed to aft, giving for Anfwer, that 
they were too few to conftitutc an Aflembly j 
fb the Commiflioncr retired. 

Note ; at thi$ AflTembly, the Court influencing 
the Nobility, the Barons and Gentlemen, who, 
jis ruling Elders, were ufed to be fent up from 
the Provinces, and were allowed to fit and vote 
with them, were forbid by the Court coming 
tp tb^ AlT^mbly, 

The 
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^ Tke FQur Miniflers abovenamcd were fought 

after> high and low, to be apprehended^ ^nd 
woyld hare been put to Death, efpecially Mr. 
Patrick Galloway:, but they made their ^fcapQ 
for that Time, as did alfo many other Mini- 
fters, fuch as Mr. fohn Davifort^ Mr. James Car* 
micbaely Mr. Andrew Polpart^ and many others, 
Now^was thp Court refolved, in Conjonftion 
with the Bilhops, to ruin and overthrow th^ 
Church i and to this End, the Negotiations of the 
" Archbifhop in England having fucceedied fo fat- 
as to have all poffible Concurrence from thence ; 
tofinilh it the King called a Parliament : In this 
Parliament Matters were managed fo upd^r-' 
hand by the Court, that it feemed rather a 
M private Gk)uncil, than a Parliament. The Lords 
of the Articles, which were a Committee fo 
called whofe Work it was to prepare Bufi- 
nefs for the Cognizance of the Houfe, were 
fworn to Secrecy, and wheu the Houfe fat the 
)- Doors were lock'd up. 

However, the Minifters got Intelligence qf 
what was doing. Calderwood in his Account of 
this Part fays, one of the Lords of the Articles 
. 1)etrayed ttiem, /^Z. 155. Be that as it wiU, a 
Letter was.privately fent to the Minifters in £- 
dinburgh J from an unknown Hand, afTuring themi 
that the whole Bufinefs of that Parliament was 
to deftroy the Church, and bid them take fpeed'y 
Care about it. The Minifters knew not what* 
to do, but they deputed Mr. David Lindfcy^ Mi- 
nifter of Ltithy who was thought to be a Man 
. acceptable to the Kiqg, to reprefent their Cafe, 
and to pray, in the Jfiiumbleft Manner, that an 
AflTembly might be called and heard in Parlia- 
ment, b^fore^ any Thing was done to the Pre- 
judice of the Church. But inftead of hearing this, 
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the King caufed Mr. Lindfey to be apprehend- 
ed, as he was going into the Palace, and car- 
ried away to BUcknefs-CafiU^ without permitting 
him to deliver his Meffage : They fent other 
Meflengcrs, to make Proteft in open Parliament, 
but to no purpofe j they could not get in. How- 
ever, two Miniftcrs, (vix..) Mr. Robert Tanty 
and Mr. Balcarttjuelly by their private Intereft, 
did get in, and did make a Ptotelt againft the 
Proceedings. 

Not content with this Proceeding, the King 
and Council fent an Order to the Magiftrates of 
Edinburgh^ that in Cafe any Minifteroid, in the 
Pulpit, offer to fpeak any Thing againft the 
Proceedings of the Par^araent, they (hould in- 
ftantly pull them down from the Pulpit, and 
commit them to prifon j fo the Afts were paft 
to deftroy the Church, and to eredik the Epifcopal 
Hierarchy in its Room, and were proclaimed at 
the Mafrket-Crofs of Edinburgh : The faid Mr. 
Pont and Mr. Balcan^uell taking Inftruments of 
their Proteft againft it in the Name and Behalf 
of the Church. But the faid Minifters had no 
fooner done fo, but they were obliged to fly, 
as did alfo Mr. James Lawfene, and feveral o- 
thers. 

Thefe ASs of Parliament, for protefting a- 
gainft which, the Minifters were thus ufed, a- 
mounted to neither more nor lefs than an Ac- 
i;now lodgment of the King's Supremacy, and 
the Government of the Church by Bifliops, &€• 

It has been an Obfervation, which, I believe, 
yrill hold good throughout all Ages of the 
Church fince the Reformation, that no fooner 
was Epifcopacy, upon any Occafion, fet «p in 
the Church of Scotland^ but it began always to 
perfccutc the Presbyterian Church. And this 
X was 
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was the Cafe here •, for foon after this the Par- 

. liament fat agaid^ viz.^ the iSrfe oi Augujt 1584^ 
when an Adt was made, enjoining all Mini Iters, 
Matters of Colleges, and other EcclefiafticK Per- 

( Ions, to appear within 40 Pays, and fubfcribc 
the new Conftitotion of the Church, as it was 
then called, and fubmit to their piocciTan, on 
Pain df lofing their Stipends. 

Some Minifters refofed this, and were ibrc- 
ly perfecnted by the Council % but they conti- 
nued to declare againft: it as illegal, ^nd being 
queftioned by the Council, how they durft op- 
poft or condemn an Ad of Parliataent, they an- 
iwered boldly, that they would condemn every 
Thing that was repugnant to the W<>rd of 
God. Mr. Crakj one of thele Minifters, was 
greatly infulted by the Earl of Arran i but he an- 
fweredhim in a Kind of prophetick Rage, That 
God ihould, in ^fhort Time, caft him from his 

' Horfe, meaning his Pride and Power, and humble 
him for mockingthe Servants of God. This came 
literally to pafs in a few Years after, the Earl 
being tinhorft by Douglas of Parhhcad^ and kill- 
ed. 

On this Occafion Mr. Craig was depriv'd, and 
forbid to preach in Edinburgh^ and the Archbi- 
Ihop went up into his Pulpit to preach, by Or- 
der of the King and Council j but when the 
People (aw him come up into the Pulpit, in- 
ftead of their own Minifter, th^y univerfally 
rofe up and went oiit of the Church, the Court'- 
Tarty only ftaying in the Place. The Copy of 

. the Subfcription required of the Minifters was 
as follows.

The Miaifters that refufed to fubfcribe this 
Pai>er, went into vpluntary Banifhment and re- 
mained in England^ but moftly about Bervficl^ 
where the baniflied Lords alforefided •, but they 
had' their Preaching even there but in private ; 
for fuch was the Correfpondence between the E- 
plfcopal- People in 5cor/W and the Church of 
Englandy that albeit t;h.e Qjieen of England ^v- 
mitted the banifticd Lords and Minifters of 
Scotland to harbour in. £;3r^/W, yet would Ihe 
not admit them to have Preaching in pixblick, 
as not being confonant to the Worfhip of the 
Church in England. Great Inftance was made 
to QjLieen EUz^abeth to deliver up thofe Noble- 
-men and fugitive Minifters, which neverthelefs 
ftie would never do -^ but (he yielded at laft to 
oblige them to refide farther from the Borders. 

During thefe Oppreffions, many Minifters of 
the Kirk complied with and fubfcrib'd the Form 
above, with fome Alterations. Mn Andrew 
Smfony Minifter of^ Dalkeith^ fubfcribed.tbus ; 
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/ A/^sr£^ Andrew simpson,* 

Minifier of Dalkeith, [wear by the' Name (ff thf 
great G^dy that J jhalt nopfteach any Herefie'cr fe^^ 
dithus D&Hrine^ nor jhaB fri^atily or f^hlickly fiif 
up the King's Majefty's Subjtds to any R^htlltofi^ 
and fhall i>hey all his Lotos, and -^^s of Parliap^ffir^ 
fo far AS 'they agree with the Word of God* 

Others, abfolutely refufed, and Mr. DalgUeJh^ 
Minifter of the IVeft Kirk at Edinburgh was onei in- 
fomuchthat a Staffoldwaserededror bis Bxecnti- 
on, which, however, coqld not bring him off, nei- 
ther would h? ever comply. At kit. the Court was 
fain to. publifli an Explanation of it, foftening^ 
the Meaning. But tho' this Explanation, which 
was penn'd by the Archbilhop, was accepted 
•with much Applaufe in Englandy and the.,Sc:<?T# 
Minifters were cenfur'd then for rejefting it, yet it 
gain'd but very littleupon the Minifters in Scoriandy 
and fetv'd only to (hew the Weaknefs ofthofe 
Aft^ which they took fo much Pains to explain* 

In this Condition ftood the Church for fbmc 
Years, ftruggling with daily Innovations, jth^ 
King their open and declared Enemy,- and on- 
ly fupported by the Integrity of her .Minifters 
and People : The great Subjedt upon which the 
Minifters were perfecuted was» the fubfcribing 
the. Obligation mentioned ^ all fuch as refultd 
were difplac'd, and turnM outi and this. con- 
tinued to. the Year 1587, when it pleafcd 
God to give a new Turn. to the Affairs of 
Scotland^ of which the following brief Account 
wilK inform us. 

The banifhed Lords, who, as has been faid, 
the Queen of EngUnd had been unkind .to, were 
gone Setith:, but an. Accident happeu'd^ upon 

the 



the Borders, which brought them back ; for 
on the i6th of July 1585, at a Meeting of the 
Wardens of the Borders on either Side, to ad* 
jnft (bflie Difpntes, inftead of an Agreement 
they fell to Blows, and the young Lord Eufel, 
eldeft Son to the Earl of Bedfordy with fome 
other Englijh Men were flain by the Laird of 
Fernihttrfi : Qpeeii EUzjibeth relenting this as a 
high Affront, {hewed her Refblution to re- 
venge it ^ and immediately, as a Beginning, fhe 
fmiles upon the Refogee^Lords, and encourages 
them with Money and Promifes of Afliftance 
to return into their Country by a ftrong Hand : 
The Confufions which then happened at Court, 
gave them a very good OppcHrcunity, and &- 
veral dilcontented Lords, and Ibme under Pro- 
fecutions for difiering Caufes, not Religion^ 
yet all joined with thefc to recover their Liber- 
ty by Force, and to lay hold of this OccaCon, 
as offered by Heaven ior their Return. 

About the Beginning of OBober^ the banilh* 
cd Lords from abroad, and the difcontented 
Lords at home, meet at Jedburgh ; and mutter- 
ing their Forces found they had between Nine 
aftd Ten Thouland Men well appointed : The 
King and the Earl of Arran Jay at Sterlings 
with few Forces vthe Lords advance to Falkirk^ 
and the next Day to Sterling : The Earl of ^r- 
ran^ the Archbi(hop, and all the wicked Crew 
fly over Fimth^ purfucd fafter by their own 
Guilt, than by their Enemies \ the Cattle fur- 
rendred the ^th of Novembery and the • Lords 
prefent themfelves to the King. 

And now the hypocritical Face being put 
outer mott, they are received with Kindnefs 
and Favour, tho' nothing lefs intended or de- 
fired i the Epifcopal Crew fly while none pur^ 

fues. 
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IbeS, the Kin^ owns He Im been abuied, pf6^ 
r mifes to bedireded by their Cotinlel, and pre* 
tends to acknowledge the good Hand if (jod in 
bringing Things to tb^r doe Cotirie again^ and 
reftoring them, whb wete iiis faithful Friends;; 
without Bloodfliied. > , 

The Scene being thus cbng'd^ Bpifcbpacy 
vanifh'd in a Moment, as a Vapour before the 
; Son V a Parliament wai fummoned, and the 
Chorch had its Allembly again^ which had been 
fopprefs'd for near Three Years. 
This Aflembly was appointed for the i^d of 
^ November 1587, and the Place named vras Dum* 
fermlingy the Plague reigning both at Edifibur£b 
and Sterling i but when the Miniftcrs came thi- 
ther, they found the Ports of the Town Ihut 
againft them, by Order of the Laird of Pit- 
firren j fo they adjoorn'd to Linlithgaw* • 

But the King, who mortally, hated the Kirk, 
began now to work another way ; for as he 
could not recover the Party that was now ba- 
nifhed and fled ^ he fell to flattering the return* 
ed Lords, and by fmooth Words, Entreaties, 
Promifes, Bribes, &c. to. bring them off from 
their Engagements with the Minifters ; fo th||^ 
when the Aflembly applyed to the King to 
abrogate the Afts of Parliament, which were 
their prefent Grievance, the King flew out in 
the greateft Rage imaginable, giving them 
vile and fcurrilous Language, and railing them 
out of his Sight. 

Having met with this Repulfe, they applyed 
to the Lords, but were forely abalh'd when 
they found them cold and backward ^ fome pro« 
pofing Delays, Others declining to meddle with 
It at all. Others promifing fair, but doing nor 
thing, and all of them willing to put it off to 
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^ooth er Occa fion. But the Miniftcrs befiegifig 
the King With cbntinoaliy infiftirig tipifn Re- 
dreiE^ betrommandcd ttem to exhibit what they 
allcdg'd againft the.'Afl* of Parlidraent in 
\Vriring, this they did at large^ with a Sup- 
plication to the King to do thegi RifehL- AH 
whickare atlargc' m :CMderwo$d\ Mmorj^ fol^ 

192, 193. ; ' 

The King makes a Declaration, in Anfwcr 
to this, explaining the ASs of Parliamenty and 
juftifying them in all Points. And thus it-ftem- 
cd to be a Difpute ijetween tte Kirk' and the 
King V tor this Declaration is faid to be pennM 
by the King him felf. The King would. grant 
no more than this Declaration aHow'd, fo the 
Kirk return'd a Supplication to the iiing^ and 
thtis it ftobd for that Year. This Declaration 
and Snpplication are curious Pieces for thofc 
to read who de fire to be fully Matters of this 
Difpute, and much has been faid of the ex- 
traordinary Nicety and Subtilty of the Compo- 
fition. They are tor be found at large in the 
(rf) ^Hiftory of thofe Times. - , 

As the Affenitty was now revived, fo* were 
1^ Provincial Synods; and as that of f^i? e- 
Ipecially had been difcontinued, becaufe of their 
having' fallen upon the Archbifhop of St. jin- 
drews: Upon dieir* being now reviv'd, they 
renew their Accufation^ and as it :eame in its 
Order before the faid Synod, afiembed at St. 
Andrews^ who, after very mature Debates, the 
Archbilhop being at firfl: prefent, they excom- 
municated him. The Sentence was very parti- 
cular, and merits a Place in thefe Memoirs, ^ 
frlkwi^ VYL.

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• TH E\ASSKMiLf' ment the Proccfs de^ 
dueed'* /^aifjfi Mr. Fattidt Adamfotie, having

Name of Jefut 
Chrifiy moved by Zeal to the Glory of Gody and 
for purging of his Churchy excommunicates' hifn' the

piii Patrick k^V[i^onty'and orddins the f^udSctl* I

The Archbidiop appealjsd, and excommuni- 
cated feveral of the Minifters \ but he Was an- 
fwered by Mr. James Melvin at Idrgic^ and this 
is the Sentence which the Bifhop beggM^ at his 
Death, to be abfolved from : Thefe Things 
held the World in Sufpence till the qcxt At 
fcmbly met^ which was in May 1585. This 
was. that famous A (Tembly, called. The Affembly 
of Conference \ wherein a Conference was aaa- 
iiagea by Commiflioners on both Sides, and an 
Accommodation was propofed. The Ring in- 
fitted upon the Name of Biihop, the Ailembly 
ajpon tne I^ower and Office. The Aflembly 
granted the Kame, and the King gave up the 
Power, and thns the Matter feert'd to be com- 
promifed between them* And it is from this 
Aflembly, that, to this Day, the Epifcopal Par- 
ty fay, tnat the Presbyterians did acknowledge 
Epifcopacy ; but if they look into the Particu- 
lars of the Bifhop which they allowed, they 
will find, that he was to be a Paftor of a Con- 
gregation, and that he was to be fubjed to the 
AiT^mbly, and that he came under feveral o- 
thcr Circumflrances, which will very ill fupport 
that Adertion. 

In this Aflembly, at the King's Requelt, and 
upon the Archbifliop's Submiffior, they took 

off 
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u oflT the Excomniuaicatioii^ pronounced at the 
f Synod of F//>, againfl: the ArchbUhbp of St. 

Andrews y and abfolv'd him. 
^ But againfl: this Abfolution^ one of the Mi- 
nifters, viz.. Mr. jindrew Huntar by Name,gav6 
in that niemorable Protefl:ation, which AandS 
upon Record in the Book of the Aflembly, and td 
which afterwards moft of the rett of the Mi- 
nifters. adhered \ which! have added at the End 
of this Fart^ No. A. 

It wis obferved, that the King wrought 
with this Aflerably by much Policy and Cun- 
ning : He had^ by Experience, found that rigid 
Methods, Perfecutions, and Profecutions would 
not anfwer, and that the Minifl:ers became ra- 
ther the more CONSTANT^ or objUnate^ 
as he batted ity by fuch Methods ; wherefore he 
we^t other ways to work, and feeking by all 
ibcret and underhand Dealings, to divide and 
draw off, to pleafe, wheedle, perfwade, entreat* 
and deceive i by thefe Methods he^ got many of- 
the Brethren to afl: a different Part from what 
they would otherwile have done. This Was e- 
vident in the Cafe of the Archbifliop, where he 
formally fubmitted, but fecretly abhorr'd them j 
the Church formally abfolv'd him, and yet fe- 
cretly believ'd, him to be unreformed. 

However it Was, the Church, in aO this Time, 
kept upon its Feet, tho' in continual Broils 
with the King •, upon the Subjed of Epifcopacy, 
» and as well about the Authority as the Name 
of a Bifliop. There were Two AfTemblies in 
the Year 1587, but the latter was convenqd 
extraordinary, becaufe of the growing Danger 
of Popery •, the Ifland being under great Appre- 
hetifions, at that Time, from the threatn'd Inva- 
fion of the Sfanijh, Armada y and during which 
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the Dirpute$ at home were fomewbat abatecl ; 
and it wa§ on this Occafion, that the Agree- 
ment, called the Gen^r^ Sandy was fubfcribod 
by the King^ Council, and feveral Perlbns of 
fivers Eftates through the whole Kingjom^ 
which, in fliort, was neither more or lefs th^ 
what we now call an Aflociation, and was 4one 
againfl the Papifts; in which are thefe Words : 
" And for our farther hearty Union in this 
Service, we are content, and confeat^ that 
all and whatibever our Feuds and Variances, 
fallen, or that may fall oat between ns^ bfe 
within 40 Days hereafter, amicably referred 
and fubmitted to Seven or Five indifferent 
Friends, chofen by his Majefty, of our whole 
Kumber j and by their Moderation and Ar- 
bitriment taken away and componed : And 
finally, that we will neither dlreSlv or in- 
diredly, feparate or withdraw us n:om the 
Union or Fellowfhip of one another ; and as 
we (hall anfwer to God, upon our Conlciences j 
and to the World, upon our Truth and Ho* 
nour, and under Pain to be efteemed Tray* 
tors to God and his Majefty, and to have 
loft: all Honour, Credit, and Eftiraation ia 
Time coming. * 
They were at this Time under Apprehenfi- 
ons, as is faid, of the Spanijl} Invafion, and the 
next AfTenibly being on the 6th of Augujt. ia 
Edinburgh^ appointed a folemn Fait upon that 
Occafion. NOTE^ the Ajfembly^ not the King 
appointed this Faft. And at the End of OBaher^ the 
fame Year, a folemn Faft was kept Three Sab* 
baths fucceflively, a Communion celebrated, 
and the whole concluded with giving Thanks 
for the Defeat of the Spmi^ Armada by the 
^ngU^h NOTEy all this was without the King. 

Things 
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Thills DOW remahiM in a tolenilile Qjifet, 
the Fears of Popiih Powers were orer by lit- 
feat of the SfMiards^ tjbe King intent upoa his 
Marriage with the Daughter of the Kiilg of 
J>enm0rk^ went over Sea to Cof^nhoffen. The 
next General Aflembly was at Ediiwurgb jiw 
gitfi 4. 159^9 and now the King and the Church 
ftemM perfedly recmeiUd^ and, which is more^ 
mniteJL Qi this AflTembly I muft record fboie- 
thing> the Truth of which is ilotto be doubt- 
ed J but the more it is certain, the greater 
Brand of lofamy and Reproach will it leave 
behind upoa the Perfbo, who, after this, aded 
£> contrary^ in his Station, to what he appeared 
that Day* 

The Eighth Seffion of tiiis Aflembly the 
Kin| came in Perfon into the Place where the 
Minifters held their Meetings and being feat- 
ed in a Chair of •Stete, the Moderator Mr. 
Patrick GaBtnpajf propofed Three Things to him, 
^i}^» The Ratification of their Liberties, the 
Purging the Land of Jefntts, Popifli Seminaries, 
€^c, um the Proyifion of Salaries or Stipends 
iQ every Parifli for the Minifters. Forthtfirjf, 
the King anfwered, That in every Parliament 
their Liberties were ratified, and Ihould ftiQ 
be fo. That he wbuld, rpith Heart and good 
WiBy join to do th^ S^ond^ and for Stipends^ 
he referred them to the Council, and ordered 
them to name Commiffioners to treat with the 
Council about it : After fomc other Debates, 
the King ftood up, and taking off his Bonoet, 
with his Hands and Eyes lifted uptoH^ven, 

but hyfocriticatyy fay the Writers iff thofe Times, 

he broke out, as it were, in an ExtaCe of 
Praiics and Thankfgiving to God, ' (i ) That 
* he was born into the World, at a Time when 
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* the Light of God's Word flionc clearly forth, 

* eclips'd neither with the Mifts of Ignorance, or 

< the falfc Lights of Superftition. (2.) He blef- 

< fed God, that had honoured him to he a King 

* over SVC HA KIRKy the fincerefi KIRK 

* in the Worlds ' fays, the King, repeating it 
Three Times : To ftrengthen this he flies out 
upon other Proteftants, The Church of GENE- 
VA, i»hat are theyf Says the King, tfcfy ieef 
P A S C H E *and TV L E^ what Authority 
have they in God's Word^ fays the King, and 
where is their Infiitution ? As for our Neigh- 
"bour Church in England^ fays this mofi fincere 
and wife King^ whom our Englifli Church-Men, 
after this^ compared to Solomon for Wifdoth^ 

* Their Service is an Ejrih MASS SAID 
■f IN EKGLISH, they want nothing of the 

* Mafs but the Liftings :• I charge you my good 
^ People, turning himfelf to every Side of the Kirlt^ 

* Minifters, Dolors, Elders,' Nobles, Barons, 

* and Gentlemen, to ftand to your Purity, and 

* to exhort my People to do the fame, AND 

* /, forfooth, fo long as Life and Crown be 
'left to me, fliall maintain the fame againft all 
f deadly. ' 

Had he been fincere in this, thefe Words 
,were to be recorded to his Honour, butwc 
fhall loon fee his Majefty afting quite another 
Part. However, for the prefent, the Words, 
aod above all, the affeftionate Manner with 
which they were fpoken,and their coming from 
the Mouth of their King, unthought of, un- 
expefted by the Auditory, fo afFefted the Mini- 
fters that many burft out into Tears fpr Joy, 
and Mr. Calderwood relating this PafTage lays, 
TToere was nothing heard for a Quarter of an 

Hour 
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Hmr ia the Afrembly^ hut jrdifwg Gcd^ ^d 
fraying for the King (ay 

' Wflile the King continued in this Mood, the 
Cfanrch gat Ground, and went on in a truly 
growine Condition , her Judicatures were ac* 
knowledge, her Authority eftablifticd, and her 
EpiTcopal Enemies truckled. And I cannot give 
a better Inftance to confirm this laft, than, the 
Submiflion and Recantation of the Archbi(hop 
of St. Andrews^ ^he moft implacable and invC'* 
terate Enemy of the Churfch, who had mort* 
gaged Faith and Confcieoce for the Caufe of 
Epifcopacy, and had made Shipwrack of jBOT/^ 
as will appear under his Hand. This Recan- 
fotion being fo eminent, and the Charader of 
ifte Man fo well known. It is necefl&ry^ to re«* 
cord it with the Hiftory of the Times -, becaufe 
It is a (landing Monument of the Subjedion 
of the Epifcopal Hierarchy to the presbyterial 
Inftitution. 

Nor can the Friends of the Church of Seot^- 
land deflre two greater Teftimon^es to her dl« 
vine Inftitution, than thefe from the Mouths of* 
her two greateft Oppofers, viz.* the King and 
the Archbidiop. The Acknowledgment of E- 
nemies has a double Force in it : Tis a Con- 
fefiion that comes generally extorted by the 
Force of Truth, and the Influence of Confci- 
encej as Julian the Apdftate acknowledged 
Chrift, when the poifoned Dart ftuck in his 
Fleih. If we may believe the HiI|ory of that 
Time, the Church of Scotland- bad not two 
more fuch powerful, and perhaps impl^able 
Enemies in that Age, nay, fcarcely befo;-e or 

I 3 fince. 
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jince, is the King and the Archbilbop, aixl both 
of them are now brought to acknowledge the 
Purity of her Doftrine^ the Exaftnefs of her 
Difciplme *^ the cm to thank God for being bofa 
under fuch a fincere and heavenly Inftitution ; 
f fcr €therj to cry God and the Church's Mercy 
for his apoftatizing from it, and defiring * to 
6ic in the Arms of that Church of which be- 
fore he had been fo cruel a Perftcutor. 

Bat to go on with the Bifhop's Story. He 
had been excommunicated by the Synod of JPSfr, 
as has been faid ; one of his Crimes was Mar* 
ryingthe Marquefs of Kaw^, without requitinj 
him to fublcribe the Conf^ion of Faith, an< 
after the Presbytery of Edinhurgh had inhibited 
any Minifter to do it. For this he was purf^ 
ed at Law, and ftood out to a H^ningj as it is 
there called, (viz.*) to a Contempt Or Execution ; 
and the King beginning to be weary of the Con* 
teft, and willing, perhaps, at that Time to 
pleafe the Aflcmbly, abandon^ him, and depri* 
vcd him of the Revenue of the Bifhoprick $ 
^whether thefe Misfortunes, or the Reproaches 
of his own Confcience, brought him down, I 
will not determine. Charity bids us judge the 
beft« But he fell into a languilhing and grie* 
Tous Sicknefs : In this Condition he acknow* 
kdges his Offence againft God and againft the 
Mmifters, and fent to them to let them know.it, 
and to offer himfelf to make publick Confelfion 
IB the Polpit, to give Satisfadion to all who 
had been offended at his Behaviour. He fent 
lilfi) to the Presbytery of St. Jndrew^ defiring 
they would give him Abfolution, and receive 
kim again into Commuoiou, and into the Fello w« 
Ibij^ With tb^ Saints. 

The 
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The ^iniftcrs were doobtful of hldi for a 
lopgTime, they knew not the jaft Realbns, 
Tiowcrer were loth to tefift the Work of Re- 
pentance, if begun in Sincerity, and were in* 
ciin*d to receive him, upon his giving Satlsfa- 
dioa by a publick Acknowledgment, as he pro^ 
ppfed ; but it . fbon appeared there was no 
Room for it, his Sicknefs being violent and 
dangerous: So they direfted Two of their Bo- 
dy to go to him, and enquire of his Circum- 
ftances, and make , their Report. Thefe were 
Mr. "Jdmfs Mehin and Mr. jindref^ Mtmmef. 
Aflbon as the Bifliop faw them enter his Room, 
he pull'd off his cap, and raifing himfelf he 
i^id, calling them by their Names, Forgive me^ 
fi^ive mcy for GoJUs Sake j for I have ^rievoufly 
i>ffenied you in particular. They replied, that 
they forgave him, with all their Heart, and 
gave him their Hands thereupon •, but began to 
talk with him about his puMick Sins, and to 
isxhort him to an unfeigned Repentance and 
Amendment; This he received with creat Af- 
feftion. Then they proceeded to ask him if h(^ 
acknowledged the Validity of the Church's 
Cenfure, and of the Excommunication he was 
tinder. He told them I*£S, he acknowledfd 
it \ and cried out, / fray ye looje me^ loofe me^ 
for Chrifi'^s Sake i and this he ipoke with fu^ 
^rneftnefs, and with fo njany Tears, that they 
could no longer doubt of h» Sincerity, and ha- 
ving comforted him as well as they could, they 
left hiip, and making their Report to the reft 
of the Minifters, they met thcreopaq, and in 
a folemn Manner ahfotv^d )iitn, giving Thanks 
to God who had been pleafed to reltorc him 
by Convi^ion and Repentance. 
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la jlp'U following) the Synod of Fife meet- 
ing at St. jindrews^ the Biihop, (/ caB him fo for 
DifiinStionj they called him only Mr. Tatrici A- 
\ ' . damfori) fent his Recantation in Latin ^ but the 

Synod defired him to caufe it to be drawn again 

in Englijhy and that he would make it as full 

and clear as he could, and fet his Hand to it,

Gooncil in Nine Articles, which, tho' the King 
did not immediately grant, yet they had kind 
Anf'wcrs, and ib much was done as to make 
y-^. , them fometbing eafic. Tbefe Articles were, 
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I. That all Laws that have been made for 
the Weal of the true Kirk be ratified in 
Parliament, and a tiew Aft pafs*d, eftablifh- 
ing thp Jurildiftion of the Kirk, and all 
contrary Laws be abolilbed.

All thefe Things the King had promifed ia 
general Terms rormerly tp perform, but it 
feems, the Minifters found not the £f!ed of 
thofe Promifes as they defired, and therefore 
to the laid Articles they added one, which the 
King took not' well at their Hands, viz.. That, 
in refpeft many Things had been promifed, but 
few performed, that now the Manner and 
Time of performing Ihould be exprefled, and the 
Execution of every Part agreed to. This Claufe 
feemed to reproaich the King with evil treat- 
ing the Church, which he laid up in his Heart. 

And now the Minifters thought the Jime was 
come, and an Opportunity prelented when the 
Polity of the Church might be confirmed, and 

the 
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tbeBookeift^rdpIinebe ttcogmxed^ add tho* 
they fbrelaw that they would find it very difii^ 
cnlt to brtn^ the King and his great Meii to it^ 
fo as to get It efla£hd In Parliament j tfeey refol- 
ved/however, to give it all the Sa^ndion they 
could : The Commiffion of the General AffemMy 
therefore publiflied ati Aft to ^ Order and appoint| 
' thefe are the very Words^ that Wbofoever bath 
born Office in the Miniftry within this Kirk, 
or prefently bear, or hereafter fliall bear Of- 
fice therein, do, and fliall fnbfcribe the Heads 
of the Difcipline of the Kirk within this 
Realm, at length fbt down and allowed by 
A& of the whole Ailembly, in the Book of 
Pality, jegiftred in the Regifter of the Kirk, 
and namely in the Heads controverted by the 
Enemies of the Difcipline of the reformed 
Kirk in this Realm, and that they be cbarg'd 
to do fo by every partictilar presbytery where 
they be refldent i and this, tinder Paiii of Ex- 
communication, to be executed againfl: the 
Non-Subfcribers, and the Presbyteries which 
fhall be negligent, (hall receive publick Re- 
buke before the whole Aflfembly. * 
It is obferv'd, however, in (4) Hiftory, that 
feveral Miniftcrs in the Church Ihunned to 
fubfcribe, and others that did fubfcribe, fell off 
and accepted BiQiopricks in the Innovations 
which foon after were niade by the King upon 
the Church. 

Nor was this all. But farther to prove what 
I have obfprved of the Church's being arrived 
to Its full grown . State, it . is to be obferved, ^ 
That the Parliament being now fommoned to^

* through Impunity and Lack of Juftice, and to 

* difchatge the Kingly Office in both, as he 

* will efdiew the icarful Challenge of God, 

* and avert his Wrath off himlelf and the 

* whole Land, and that he might be the bet- 

* ter informed, to lay down the Particulars to 

* him, and crave Anfwer. "* 

It is true, it was. a Freedom which Kings 
have not been much acquainted with in this 
Age ; but the Minifters of that Age though^ it 
their Duty, and perhaps if Minifters had fmce 
done their Duty, with the feme Care and Con- 
fcience, tho' their Kings had been ill pleafed, 
they had done better tor the Publick, and for 
Religion alfo. 

However this was done with dutiful Re- 
fpeft, and wheti the King complained of the 
Freedom, they, for Vindication of their own Be- 
haviour to their Princt, caufed the Aflembly to 
pals an Afl, ordaining, that * No Minifter with- 

* in this Realm utter, from the Pulpit, any rafh 

* or irreverent Speeches againft his Majefty, or 
^ his Council, or their Proceedings •, but that 

* all their publick Admonitions proceed upon 

* juft and hecelTary Caufes, and fufficient War- 

* rant, in all Fear, Love, and Reverence, under 

* Pain of depoling the Offenders. And this 

moft 
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nod: eftedoatty cteares them from the GlUrge 
of being mutinoas aad rebeffioos, and of refii- 
iing tp fabmit to lawfo) Authority* 

It is worth QOtiog, for the Obfenrakioo of die 
Curious^ that this nappy ParUameat, whereiii 
the Church of Sc^tlMd was thds eftabUfiied^ add 
her Rights of every Kind recoeoixed, Ciet oa 
that particular Pay from which her Overthrow 
was 72 Years after dated. I oieaa at the Re-« 
ftoration, viz* the z^th of My. 

The Authority of the Church being ia this 
flourilhiag Eftate^ 'tis necelEiry to record, to 
their eternal Praile, n% no doubt it is in Hea« 
ven to their eternal Comfort, how the Mioiftfrs 
made uie of their Time, and bow they applied 
tbemfelves to difcharge the Duty which lay 
upon them as a national Church. I ibaU fin* 
gle out one or two Examptes. 

I. They appoiuted a Vifitatipn of all the 
Presbyteries in the Kingdom, ao4 that the 
Church of Se$tla»d may be a ftanding Example 
to all the Proteftgnt Churches in the World, 
1 Ihall give the very Words of the Aft of the 
Aflembly, the Meaning and Defign of thh VU 
iltation as follows : ^ Forafmuch as the Vifiters

2. The Synod of fi/f being met at St. jtfi^ 
irms S$ftemhtr %%. 1 593 , and being inforioed 
of the Threatnii^s the Infolence, and the 
growing Power of Papifts and other Enemief 
of the Truth, and how the Impunity in foflfer- 
ing thefe Things to go unpunifhed^ was a great 
and a national Sin, moved with this and other 
Signs of imminent Danger, made the following 
Concljifion. 

nChat the Paftors rf every Cmgregstien^ being firfi 
frefared themfelves^ by jibfiijnence^ Trayer^ and 
diligent Study y and jittendance ufen their Of arge^ 
travel carefully by their DoEtrine and good Examfle 
tQ move and dijfofe the Hearts of their Flech tp 
vnfeigned Refentance^ calling for Mercy and Pre'- 
fervation at the Hands p/ Codj that thus both 
Pafier and Peofle may be frefared againfi that 
general and folemn JFajt which the Synod tbinketb 
mofi needful to be fublifhed throughout the Realm. 
The Caufes whereof^ befide the general Reafons for 
Humiliation in Time foft^ are as foUovfs* 

The Caufes which arc here referred to were 
(4) fummed up in many Particulars^ referring 

chiefly 
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chiefly to the Growth df Popery, Idolatfyi 
Prbphanenefi, and Immorality. 

* To this the faid Aflembly added the direft- 
ing fome of their Members to the King * Ta 

* tell plainly, to his Majefty, thefe^Jfe 4.IJ0 their ^ 

* owti Words^ that which all his triie Subiefts. 

* think, touching his too much bearing with^ 

* favouring and countenancing Papifts and 
^ Traytors, his Negligence in reprefling Ida-. 

* latry, and eftablilhing the Kingdom of Chrift- 

* within his Realm^ and to declare freely to 

* his Majefty the Refolution of all his godly 

* and faithful Subjefl-s^ wz.. That they are rea- 
^ dy to give their Lives, rather than to fufier 

* the fame. ' , 

This was plain Mealirig, and this was what 
the Courtiers afterwards called difciplining of 
the King. But the Synod ftopt not here •, for 
they went on to excommunicate the Popifli and 
Spamjhly aff^fted Nobility, fo they then <alled 
them, as Perfons * Who, by their Idolatry, 
\ Herefie, Blalphemy; ' Apoftacy, Perjury, and 
< profefled Enmity to the Kirk and true Re- 

* ligion, had, ipfo UBo^ cut themfelves off from 

* Chrift and his Church. ' This Excommunica- 
tion by the Synod is regiftred at large in the 
Afts of the Church, having been afterwards 
approved by the Aflembly. But the King took 
great Diftafte atit,and from henceforward be- 
gan to withdraw his Countenance, and Affi- 
ftance, and Favour from the Church, as foon 
appeared in the Confe^^uences i for the Church 
purfued the excommunicated Lords, the King 
proteaed them : The Church defired the King 
to give them no Accefs to his Perfbn, the 
King openly received them at Jedburgh^ and the 
like. . . 

Up- 
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^ "Cpdh this 9 Meetings 6t Convention of Ml- 
niftcrsj CbmmilHon^r^ ofBurooghs, and Barons 
m*c at Edinbnrghy and deputed fome of their 
Members to .wait upon the King. The Ring 
reftfed to 'admit them, and ferit them Word 
he did not acknowledge their Convention, it 
l)eing without his Advice. They infifted upon 
the Legality of their Meeting. At laft the King 
yieldedy ind gav6 luch Anfwers as he thought 
fit ta'fcfeeir' Advices, but with little Satisfaftion, 
and pferha^ as liitle Sihcetity. However, the 
•exidommuttiaated I^6rd$ offered themfelves to 
Trjral, ^nd' the King agreed to it^ giving a 
ComnfiilHbn fot- that Purpofe to a certain Num- 
ber of the Peers and Gentlemen to try them : 
Their Names were as follows, (ti#;c.) the Earls 
of ffuntly^ Angus^ Erroly Laird of jiuchindorthr^ 
:and Sir James Chijholnte. But the JCing abo- 
liflied the-- whole Procefs- afterwards, and by 
his own Royal Declaration abfolved them al>, 
and thaf upon Condition^ Hot at all acceptable 
to the General Aflembly, who, being met at 
Edinburgh May 7, i ^94, ratified the Excom- 
munication againft the Lords, ordered it to be 
pronounced in every Church in Scotland, and 
deputed a Committee of their Minifters to lay 
a Repreientation of th^ DA NG E RS OF 
THE CHVRCHy {mark it is an old Phrafe) 
before the King, and report his Anfwer. The 
Reprefentation was very long, and the King's 
Anfwer particular \ but in Ihort, the King pro- 
mifed to forefault the excommunicated Lords ; 
that is, to ouitarv them, and t.hat the Parliament 
fliould meet according to the Time appointed : 
AH which was made good, and the excommuni- 
cated Lords were declared guilty of High 
Treafon, their Coats of Arms torn bv the He- 

K ' raid. 
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raW, and their Effates forfeited : tJpQl^ wljich 
they broke out into open Rebellioo, and tber^ 
/ upon followed the Battle ofBalrimehy between ^ 

the Earl of ArgyU^ and the Earls or Huntly and 
Errol^ wherein the exconironnicated Lprds. were 
defeated. Bnt that is not to our Purppfci \

Confpitacf with th6 Spaniardj and were te- 
peftftd oat of thcCoantry y and flic was now 
fettiBg ber felf tx> tefbrii whatroever Abnlts 
and Corruptions wete perceived in het Mem- 
bers, and againft the Re-entry and Refl:aura- 
ratioft of the faid Earls. Bot was forced, l?y 
Craft and Policy of Politicians, and diflertibled 
Paftifts, to take her Mf to the Defence of hir 
owift Libertfes, and of that holy Difciplin*, 
•which was her Bulwark, and to defift firofti 
farther Oppofition to the Re-entry of the ex- 
cbnimumcate Earls. For fomfe thorny . Qpe- 
ftftfds, in Points of Diicipline) were deyiled, 
wterreby her Authority was in many Points^ 
called' in doubt. Miaiftcrs were called before 
the Council, to give account of their Rebukes 
in Sermons, and to underly their Cenfure* 
The Mifaifters of the Kirk of Edinburgh were 
forced tp lurk, and that Kirk, which .wasa 
Watch-Tdwer, and Ihined as a Lamp to the 
reft, was darkned, and no lefs Dianger ap- 
peared to threaten* the reft. In a Word, in 
the End of this Year began a fearful Decay, 
and Declining of this Kirk. ' 
To confirm this, we (hall give a Summary, 
and that a ^very brief one; of the Tran&dions 
for the few Years next following, in which the 
Minifters ftruggled with the Defeftions of the 
Times, the refradory Difpofition of their 
Prince, and the growing Infolence of Courti- 
ers and Enemies, till they were crufh'd, and 
forc'd to fubmit to the Pleafure of hirn^ who 
thought fit, at that Time, to bring them under 
the Feet of their Enemies for a Seafon* 
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The next Aflcmbly met the iph of MMrch 
1 596 *, the King bimfelf came thither ; It feems 
it was to defirc the Miniftcfrs to forward a 
Loaa of Money, which he had defigned to pro* 
pofe to the whole Kingdom, on the extraordi- 
nary Occafions which were then before him. 
The Minifters declined it, alledging, that the 
forfeited Eftates of the Rebels were to have 
j been applied to that Ufe^ it being juft that 
. thofc who had been the Occafion Qf his* extra* 
ordinary^ Expence, fliould contribute to defray 
the Charge of it. 

The Minifters fell to^omplaim^gof bisCoir« 
do^, hjs perfonal Sins, ^nd the Sins of thofe 
in his Family, which it was his Duty to re- 
'ftrain. The King anfwered^ if there were a- 
ny grofs Faults in him j or his Hotife, be would 
not decline the Judgment of the Afiembly, pro- 
vided it was dooe privately. Old Andreio 
Melvin anfwered bluntly. They cmU not jujtific 
frivate Rebuke for open Offences^ and fpeiking to 
the Moderator, charged him, ^s he. would an- 
.fwer it to God, that he fliould now .do his Dtf- 
ty, and fpeak to thp King plainly and freely, 
as was his Place to do. The King ftood filent 
a while, and then withdrew. 

This Afiembly was famou5 for Three Things. 
jF/>^, for their Search into and Regulation of 
their own Corruptions as Minifters, extending 
%o ail the Minifters of the Church i which Re- 
gulation confifts of Eight Heafls, and are to be 
Teen in the Regifters of the Church. And Se^ 
condty^ For that famous Humiliation and fo- 
lemn renewing of the Covenant^ which was be- 
^nn in the Afiembly the ioth of March i^ptJf 
and was carried on through all the Minifters 
of ScotUrjd. And Thirdly j For their humble, 

but 
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hat faithful Reprefentationf to the King of the 
Sins, as well of hh Perlbn and Family, as of 
hh Council and Kobilky, and the Remedies 
tiiereef, which were ^jchibited in Five Arti*- . 
cles, and it mult be own'd this was the laft 
Time he had the Bleffing of a f^ithfiil Mini*^ 
itry to advife and e^diort him j and this Af- 
fembly being over, it was obferved by many, 
that the Church never had another like it, du* 
ring that King's Reign, and it is at this Peri- 
od that Mr. Calderwoo^ places in capital Let^ 
ters thefc Words ?

Here end the fincere Cenerd jiffemkiitt «/ thf 
KirJt «/ Scotland, 

The Minifters of this Aflembly went on with 
Knewing the Covenant in all the Presbyteries, 
and at lafl: in Parifhes*, but when it came to 
particular Perfbns, and efpeciaUy to the Court, 
or to thofe who lived near the Court, w«,. in 
Edinburgh in particular, they declined it, and *i( 
began gradually to drop and be omitted : What 
followed we fiiall fooq fee. 

The excommunicate Lords were not with- 
out their Friends at Court; the King had 
been prevailed with to confent to their Return, 
but was not willing to take it upon himfelf 
for fear of embroiling himfelf with the Church, 
whom he feared as well as hated. It was con- 
certed therefore to fummon a Parliament, or 
Convention of Eftates to meet at F^kland^ and 
to get fnch efpeciaUy to this Convention as 
were in the fecret. At the opening the Seffioa 
a Motion was made by yiUx. Seatoun^ Brother 
to the Lord Seaioun^ to recal the Lords jit w?s f?«i» , 
ponded by fcveral others, ufinjg Tome Tbreat- 
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fiiog% as if it would be beO: to do fo, leaft 
they Jhould join with the Enemies of their 
Country. %. 

To. carry on the Point, fcveral Miniftersbad 
Kotice given them to be there ^ but it was 
only fuch as they thought might be eafielt 
brought to comply* l^t Mr* jindnv^ Metvin^ 
a famous and moft faithful Champion of the ^ 
Reformation, went unfent for. It feems he was 
appointed or commiflionQd by the laft AflTem- 
bly to watch againft: the imminent Dangers 
that might threaten the Church : Apd this was 
his Authority. 

VVhen the Minifters were called in, he ap- 
peared' at the Head of them : The King taking 
Kotice of it, ask'd Who fent for him } He an- 
fwered, S / X, / h^vc at Call to come here from 
Clorifi and his Qweh^ who havo a fpecial Concern . 
in v^hat you are doing here, and in direSl Offojiti'^ 
on to whom you are all here ajfembled ', but be yc 
affured that no Council taken againfi him flhiU frof-' 
fer* And I charge youj Sir^ in his Name^ tbof 
you or your Efiates^ here conveened^ favour not 
Go£s Enemies whom he hateth* After he had 
faid this, and more to the like Purpole to the 
King, he turnM bis Speech to the Members of 
the Convention^ and * Challcng'd them with 

♦ being aflembled there with a traiterous De- 
< fign agaioft Chrifl: and his Church, ar^d their 

* native Country : ' And was going on when the 
King interrupted him, and commanded him to 
withdraw, which he did^ Init foon let the 
King hear of him again upon the following Oc«^ 
cafion. 

The Commiffion of the lafi Affemhly was fit- 
ting at that Time, and finding which Way 
Things were going, they rcfolved to fend fome. 

of 
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oJF their Metnberi to the King, to ekpdftulatc 
this Matter with him: Of tbefe the fame Mn 
uindrew Melvin was one. Wheo they oime vdt 
the Kiogi who received them in his Cloftty 
Mr. y^mes M$tvin^ being firft in the Com.iniffi- 
ofif fpote as the Moiith of the reft, and told the 
King tlmt Errand from the C&mmiffiw. The 
King tO($k bim np roundly, and charg'xL the 
CommilSon with Sedition, and the Mrniftett 
with beii^g Spreaders of fediuous Reports, a^* 
lafming the People with imaginary Dan^rs, 
and creating iieedleis and ooinfl: Fears^ Mr. 
James being a courteoiis, fair fpoken Man, be* 
gan to anfw<;r the King, with Refpeft and with^ 
great Reverence, when Mn AndreWy taking the 
Words out of his. Mouth, fays he, * Mao, this 

* is not a Time to flatter, but to fpeak plain* 

* ly ^ for^ fays be, our Commiffion is from the 

* mighty God, to whom the King is but a fiHy 
^ F'affaL ' J Then taking the Ring by the Sleeve, 
be tells him, Sir^ we mil humbly reverence your 
Majefiy always^ namely in fuhlick j but w$ hmje this 
Occajian to be mth your Majefty in frivate^ and 
yen are brought in extream Danger y both of your 
JJfe^ and of your Crrmty and with you the Country 
and Kirk of God is likt to be wracked^ for not 
telling ' the Truths and giving you a faithful Counftl : 
We mnfi difcharge euY Duty^ or elfe be Enemies to 
Cbrifi and you. Thet^eforOj Siry as diver fe Times 
before^ fa now I mufi feU youy that there are two 
Kings ^ and two Kingdoms. There f/ Chrifl and his 
Kingdom the Kirky whofe SubjtH King James the 
Sixth iSy and of whofe Kingdom he is not a Kingy 
nof a Head ^ nor a Lordy but a Member j and^tbeyy 
whont Chrifl: hath caBedy and commanded to waters 
ever his Kirky and gove/a his ffirituM Kingdom^ , 
have fufficient Authority and Power from him fe 
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to do} vbieh no Ckrifiian King nor Prince Jhduld 
control nor difcbargOj but fortifie and afifki: othof^ 
wife they, are not faithful. SuhjtHs to Chrifi* Sir^ 
when you were in your fwaddling Clout Sj Chrifi 
reigned freely in this Land^ in S fight of att his 
Enemies^ His Officers and Minifters conveened and 
affembled for ruling of his Kirlj which was%ver-for 
your Welfare alfo^ when the fame Enemies were 
feeking your DtfiruElion ^ and have heen^ by their 
jfffemhlies and Meetings finely terrible to thefe £- 
n^miesy and mofi fieedable for you ^ will you .now, 
when there is more than Necejfttyj chaBenge Chrifi;^ s 
Servants^ your beft and ntojl faithful SubjeSsy for 
their convetningy and for the Care they have of their 
Huty $0 Chrifi and you ; whenas you fhould rather 
commend and countenance them^ as the godly Kings 
and Emperors did* T%e fVifdom of your Coun^^ 
felj which is devilifh and femicionSy is this^ that 
you may be ferved with all Sorts of Men to come to 
your Purfofe and Grandour^ Jew and Gentile^ Pa^ 
fifi and Protefiant. Becaufe the Minifiers and 
P rot eft ants in Scotland are too firong^ and con^ 
trol the Kirigy they mufi be weakened and brought 
loWy by ftirring uf a Party againfi them^ and the 
. * Kinjl being equal and indifferent ^ both fhaU be fain 
to fee to him .\ SofhaU be h weU fettled. But^ Sir^ 
let God^s Wifdom be the only true Wifdom,y this 
wUl frove meer and mad FftBy \ For his Curfe can" 
not but light ufon it ^ fo that in feeking both^ you 
fhaU lofe both : Whereas in cleaving uprightly to 
Godj his true Servants flj^U be your true Friends^ 
and he fbaU compel the tefi count erfeitly and Ipngly 
to ferve yoUy as he did to David. 

It is eafie to guefs hovy v^ell this pleafed the 
King : However, jbo' th? King was «tfirft ve- 
ry warm and angry, yet be grew calm and 
pleaiant, proteftccl that he had po (knowledge 
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^ the Retnrn of the Lords, aad that :oSfer 
what they would, they ihould have no Favour 
from hirtr^ till they had folly fatisfied the Church- 
This Difcourfe otMr. //ftoi» to the King,:Mr. 
Calderwodd Saiysyfras taken out of bisown Memoirs^ 
left behind him, written with his own Hand. 

Tie Kiffg hftiHhis Pr^fnifts in this Cafe alfo \ 
for now Dlilatisfadions grew high between 
the King and the Minifters \ tl^e King encroach- 
ing daily tfpon their liberties, whichlJiey, by 
|io Means, would give up, they deputed Four 
of their Body to the King, to reprefent,. vthat' 
there was a moft dangerous }ealon(ie begun be- 
tween him and theChnrch^ which could hoc: 
but be fatal to both, and to defire his Maje|ty 
to declare plainly what offended him, that, if 
poffible, they might give him Satisfa^ion. 

The King anfwered in few Words, * That. 
f ther ecould be no Agreement between him and 
f them tin the Marches of their JurifdiSion were 
f ridden. ' This is a Scoticifm in Speech^ alluding 
to the People, who ufed to ride annoaUy over the 
Marches or Borders of both Kingdoms of En* 
gland and Scctlandf to fettle and afcertain the 
'Bounds, as our Parifh^Bicers do annually in 
England for the Parifhes. This intimated plainly 
that the King refplved to put Limits to the 
Church's Power, and to reiibrain them in fomo 
of thofe Liberties and Privileges which they 
daimed as their due« When tne King bad gi- 
ven them this Hint, he gave^alfo Four Heads 
q{ Complaint againft them, in which, he faid, 
^e expected Redrefs. 

X. That in their Preaching, they fhould 
have nothing to do to fpeak of the King's 
Afiairs, or of Matters of State, 

3. That 
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2. That the General Aflembly Ibouldnot* 

meet but by the King's Authoiity and 

efpecial Commands 
3. Tbat be have ^g negafite Voioe in the 

AflTembly. 
4* That the Cbnrch Jndicatories meddle 

not with Civil Matters, or with any 

Matter of Law* 

Tbe Miliifters now began to fee plainly^ that 
the Platform was laid for the Overthrow of 
tte Ecclefiaftick Conftitution : They thought it 
was a good Providence to the Church that the 
King fpi^ke fo diredly td his own Deligns, and 
tbey afted with the greatelt Prudence and Cau« 
tioapoffible to take from him aU Occafion of 
Advantage over thero. They ordered therefore. 
(I.) That all the Ads of Parliament, Afts of 
Council) Declarations of the King, or oth^r 
Documents in Favour of the Liberties and Dil^ 
cipline of the Church (hould be fearch'd out, 
and collcaed. (2.) That the Presbyteries (hould 
be advertifed not to enter into any Debates or 
Difputes upon tbe King's Propofal, that they 
might not be fuppofed to call in Qiieftion the 
undoubted Liberties and Authority of the 
Church. But hi that has 4 Nail t^ drivi^ wiK 
fm want a HamnUr : The King bad an ill Tura 
ready for the Church, and he let them know 
it on the following Occafion. 
> One Mr. David Blacky a Miniflrer iri St. An* 
drewsj had ufed feme dlltaftful Speeches in a 
Sermon fome Months bdfore,- which having 
given Offence to the King and Council, they re- 
£>l!ved to begftf tbere^ and fummoneid him to 
5>ppear before the Council to anfWcf the fame. 

Thus 
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Thm t\^ King begao with tfaerOj and tHeji 
on the contrary, foiHid him Work enoagb ; for 
19 th^. firft Pl^ce^ Xbey went on 10 their judiciaL 
Pr^^fs againft the. tvro' great Women, whole 
Caufe the King bad openly e^[)Oiufed, t/ix.. the 
Lady HmfH^jf^ and the Lady Ltvingfi&u. To 
the firft they direded a^LU^pi or Summons to 
anfwer th^ir Qiarge : This Was^ if poffibl^, to 
prevent her being received at Court, aa fhe . 
could not well be, whilfc under the Procefs of 
the Cl^ch» before (he bad given Satisfadion* 
a. They ordered the Presbytery of Sterling to 
proceed tq £s;^cOmmnnicaiion againit the LiKly 
Levfngflm^ .And as to Mr. David Biackf they 
ordered that he flmild decline the judicatory of 
the Kiogjand Councillor ds wecaUit in England, 
plead to their Juriiidi&ioav ivd refufe to ^n^^ 
iwer before them. Then they came to a Re- 
liction in the ABkmhVfj nimine^ contrdiicemiy 
That all Judgment of DoSrine appertaineth to 
the Paftors of the Charch 971 priori injtarftii : 
and they dppokited a' Commktee,. and, farther 
ordered att the Minifters* to fearcb all the War« 
rants of Scripture, . or Preclpdents in the Laws 
of the Realm, to ibppqrt ^hat Pofition. 

It would fwell thefe Mei^oirs too much, to 
give a Particular of ^\l :tne Difputes' Which 
pafs'd between the King ajd the Aiiembly of 
Minifters on this Oo^on : They, waited on hior 
with their other Demands^ and got t^erable 
Anfwers, tho' the Kiujg was hkftly affronted 
with Mr. Patrick GaUw^n^ one ofdiofe that was 
jfent to hijxt, who told bim. That their Emmies 
g9t Gratfts and ferf^mame^^ hut the' Church got 
jm Words and Ftomifes mly. Hov^ver the King, 
i^NMBi a new i^jqplicaitioia, ptomifed them pofi- 
tivcJ7, that all they defir'd fliould be gtanted 

with 
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with Refpcft to the PdjMih Lords and the two 
Ladies abovtnamed : But there was yet a Sttng 
in the Tail, aboot Mr. Dmnd BUckj<n mhomAe 
King faid he. mail: appear and anfwer for him* 
felf, to iatisfie the EngUff Amboflador, who, it 
jcems, had complained a^ainft him, and^#JUr 
hcidj lays the Ring, thst ym JUdime mt wy^^fuM^ 
fniorjj jw if yn d$^ i$ will he vHrfe thM you 
inuigine* 

Hereupon the Aflembly went npon it openly, 
relblving not to gire up their Rights, and direft- 
ed Mr. Slitcl to give in a Writing of Declina- 
ture under his Hand, which, as it is a very ca- 
rious Piece, aqd of great Conlequence in the 
Queftion, ^nd being penn'd with much Art, as 
well as maintained with much Vigor, I cannofi 
omit publiihing i^ as follows :

Yet fteiog I am at this Time 
bft)ught to ftand before his Majefty and Coun- 
cil, as a/^ judge fet to cognofce, and decern 
bppA *my Doftrine, whfere through my anfwer- 
ifig'to the faid pretiended Accufation migltt 
import, with the manifdft Prejudice of the 
Libferties of the Kirky an Acknowledgment of 
your Majefty's JurifiSi&ion, in Matters that are 
mee'r fjplritual, which might move ybur Ma- 
jelly to attei&pt farther iii the fpiritual Go- 
vernment of the Houfe of God, to the Provo- 
cation of his hot Difpleafure agatnft your Ma- 
jefty, and in End either a plain fubverting of 
the fpiritual Judicature, or at leaft a confound- 
ing thereof with the Civil, if at any time pro- 
fane and ambitious Magiftrates might by fucfa 
dangerous Beginnings find the Hedge broken 
down to make a violent Irruption upon tbe 
Lord's Inheritance, which the Lord forbid.

The Foundatiort of Difcontent being thus 
laid oA both Sides, all Things tended to aa 
open Rupture between the Parties: The King 
^t the Head of the Civil Power, and the Af- 
feflibly at the Head of the Ecclfefiaftick, pufti'd 
kt one another without any AppearaUce of a 
Reconciliation. It is^ withoulb doubt, that the 
King wi^ Aggreffor : He found the Severity of 
the Minifters a Burthen that he could by no 
Itteatis bear. They fiKL the fenife of his InVafibns 
upon CliQir Liberties^ Several Prot)ofels of Ac- 
t:omfriodatiori were ffladc^ and (braetimes they 
came very near to one another ; nay, at ohc Time 
the King wjt^ brought to agree to the! Mediums 
they propofed \ but the tiext Morning they found 
iris Mind quite altered again, and if it b^true 
which 4>ne of the Writers of thoffi Times' aP. 
firms, ^iti That the Kirtg was refolded tipod 
fetting up EpifcOpa^cy, and had natofed-fc^Bi-^ 
fli6p5 to every ploceis (4), before Mn Black^s' 
Ded:indture above. Itcis no more to 1)e Wbn^ 
dred at, that tho' his Majefty inight- Ibme- 
ihncs feem to comply with them, fof Delay, or 
•for other private Reaibns, yet that they always 
found he changed his Mind when it came td 
the Point to be concluded. 

It would be endlefs to fet down here thfe 
many Particulars of this Breach. Take the Sunl 
of them thus. Upon the failing of the many 
Attempts to acconimodate Matters, the Mini- 
fters preachfed openly and vehcitiently againlfc 

the 
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the Kiog^sPi-oceedingSjdcfenckd the Jnrifdiaion 
x>f the Church, and daily drew the People to them. 
This nettled and alarmed the King : He attempt- 
ed to perfwadetheCommiffioners of the Aflembly 
by fair Mcaijs, to direft the Minifters not to 
meddle- They anfwered, they coisld not be 
lilent, while he went on to fap the Foundati- 
ons of their Liberties^ and overthrow the Dif- 
cipline i tljat it was theif Duty to fpeak freely 
and plainly : When F^erfwafions availed not, he 
tofed Force ; he charged the Coramiffioners of 
the Aflembly to depart the City of Edinburgh^ 
iand puMi&'d this Charge at the Crofs of £^/ii. 
hurgh: He Ordered the Council to proceed a- 
gamft Mr. David Blacky notwithftandiug his De« 
clinature, and to condemn him of Contumacy^ 
fentencing him to enter into Ward, upon Piin 
oi RebeUionztA Horning : His Crime Was faid to 
be. For trtafonabU^ uncivil^ flanderous^ and fediti* 
ous IVordsy Calumnies^ and Speeches uttered by him 
wgainfi the Queen^ the Queen of England, the 
Mobility y Council^ and Seffion* 
" Befides this, the King refufed to grant the 
Stipends to the Nwrthtrn Minifters, for whom 
the Commiflibncrs ^f the Aflembly had petiti- 
oned i the King's Aiifwet was, Thatfuch as would 
kckhoMedge hii Authority ^ Jhould have their Sala- 
ries ; bu^ he would give no Fee to fuch as would 
idifclaim their Ohedien'ce* 

Upon the Commiflioners bising warn'd to de- 
part, they publifliea an Exhortation to the 
Presbytery oi Edmburghy as they ftiould anfwer 
it to Goa and his Church, to difcharge their 
Duty in fo neceflary and dangerous a Jonfture, 
dnd to call before them the open and malici- 
ous Enemies of the Church, of whatfoever 
Rank, and proceed againft them, even to Ex- 
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commuflicatiod, if tbey relaiced not : Likewiie 
to the Miniifers of Edinburghy to ftand to their 
Calliag, and not to be fl^k in their Duty ^ 
with Caution however that if Violence was 
nfed i for thete was a Rejiort^ that they fitould 
be pulFd out of their Pulpits by armed 
Mdn, they (hould give Place to the Fury, and 
make no Refinance vaod then pnbliihing a long 
Declatiaiion, for Vindication of their Proceed- 
ings, and protefting agahilt the Injuftice that 
Was nfed towards them, they departed i This 
Was in December 1^96* * 

The fame Month the King fell upon the Mi- 
nifters of Edinburghy and without any particalar 
Accufation or Crime aBedged^ chargM Four 
of thcmyViz. Robert Bructy James Balfaufy WmI^ 
ter Bacantjuelly and IVilHam Wat fan y to enter in- 
to Ward ; that is to fey, to go to Prifon, with- 
in Si^ Hours after the Proclamation, upon Pain 
of horning ^ they liot doing it, Orders were 
fent to the Magiltratcs of Edinburgh^ to appre- 
hend them i but they fled to the Bordersw 
There were alfo feveral of the Inhabitants of 
Edinburgh in the feme Condition, being all fuch 
as were eminent for their Zeal to the true Re- 
ligion. But this was not all. 

For the King, refolving now to cafry his 
Game on to the uttcrmoft, contrivM a Vl^riting 
of Recognition, which was called there the 
B A N Di which all the Minifters were requi- 
red to fign, on pain of lofing their Stipends. 
The Copy of which Band or Engagement is as 
follows, (viz.*)

WE the Paftors and Minifters ofScotlandj 
nndericribing, hombly acknowledging 
oar Doty to God, and Obedience to the King 
our Sovereign, whom for Conrcience Sake we 
ought to obey^ confefs, ,that he is our Sove- 
reign Judge j to OS, and cyery one of us, in all 
Caoles of Sedition and Treaifoo, and other 
cijrtl and criminal Matters ^ and to all our 
Speeches, which may import the faid Crimes, 
albeit uttered by an^r of us publickly in Pul- 
pit (which God forbid j or in any oiher Place : 
And that the Cdd Pulpits, nor no other Place 
whatfoever, have that Privilege or Immunity, 
to be Occafion or Pretence to any of us of 
declining iis Majefty's judgment, in any of 
the iaid civil or criminal Caules intended, or 
to be intended againft any of us, in time 
coming i but rather that bur Ofience is the 
greater, in Cafe any of us commit fuch Crimes 
in the faid Pulpits (which God forbid) where 
the Word of God, his Truth and Salvation 
ihould be preached by us unto our Flocks. )a 
Witnefs whereof, and of our humble Acknow-* 
ledging of our Duty in the Prerailles, we have 
fubfcrihed thefc Prefeqts wjth our Hands, 
and are content the fame be.regiftrat in the 
Books of our Sovereign's fccret Council im 
futuram rev. memoriam* 

After this, for now the M^^^ P^^ thrown of^ 
a Proclamation was publifh'd, b^ Sound or 
Trumpet, at the Crott of BJUnbur^^ empovfer* ' 
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ing and requiring all Magiftratcs, liarons, ^nd 
Centlemen of Power, to interrupt any of th6 
Minifters if they ftiould utter any Speeches ten- 
ding to Sedition from their Pulpits ; or any , 
Speeches, in Reproach, Contempt, or DiCdain 
of the King, his Progenitors, or his Council, and 
any of their Proceedings ^ and to imprilbn and 
detain them till Notice (hould be given to the 
Council, and Orders from thence received a- 
bout them- 

To this Pafs Things were come, in the Space 
of one Year. 

The Minifters, generally {peaking, refu&d the 
Band, with ^ Abhorrence ; and publiflied their 
Reafons for it> with their Apologies and De- 
fences in abundance ;. and ibme publick Meet- 
ings did the like, as the Synod of Fife in par- 
ticular. 

We are now come to a Meeting, called by the 
King a General AfTemhly, but not owned to be fbch 
by the Church. The King having, as is raid,claim- 
ed the Right of calling the General Aflembly, 
tbo' the Church had by no Means yield^ up 
that Point, his Majefty thought fit to aft upoa 
that Right, and fummoned a Convention of Mi- 
nifters at Ferthy to meet the 2%rh of February 
^.597' The Minifters, who came thither, met 
At the Kings Aff ointment j fo there was a Viola- 
tion of the Liberties of the Church, in the ve- 
ry Entrance ; for by the Conftitution the Church 
has the Right of calling, as well as of cpnftitu- 
ting their AlTemblies. But this was not all i for 
as the Aflembly was called by the King, fo 
were the Members nominated chiefly by hira^ 
and efpeoiJilly the Northern Minifters, who.ap- 
l^ared in an unufual Number; and yet as it was 
they were for fome time .doubtful, whether to 
: ' : - . have 



have it cdlcd an Aflenibly or not: Old ^A,iinti 
JUteltrin denied it, to be an Aflembly ; but tl^e 
Northern JVlep outvoted tbem, the King alfq 
joining liis Authority : However, eight Presby-^ 
terics entirely oppofed it, eleven, on the other . 
Hand, approving it : The Cominiffioners ^f the 
Presbytery of fije mide a Ptoteftatiotr againft 
it, and againft all that (hould be done in it. 

Two Things the King attempted here upon ' 
them, yet neither fucceeded thoroughly. Firft, 
the King, on Pretence of conferring with them 
on £bme Affairs of Moment^ appoints them to 
mesly in the fame Place, with the King and his 
Eftates. This was a Wyle, to bring them to 
have littea as it were in Parliament \ but the 
found Minifters faw it, and protefted againft 
it. Next, the King would have entered into^ 
pifcourfe of . the Point in Controverfie, but th?' 
fiime Mini-fters Vefufed to put an^ of the Heads 
of their Difcipline in Queftion •, neither would 
tiiey-reafon x)r fpeak upon them at all. The 
King prefs'd it, but to no Purpofe : The King 
tried, them again, and they came to the Place, 
but 'would enter upon no Bufinefs" there j but 
made a long Proteftation againft whatever (houkl 
be done in . that Meeting, as not being lawful- 
ly conftituted. 

Having thus denied the Legality of this Af-^ 
fembly, and refufed to aft, the King was left* 
to go on as he liked ^ nor are the Things done. 
faid to be rightly recorded, or any Dependance 
to be had upon them. But in a Word, the 
King went on his own Way, and brought his 
Ends about by fuch arbitrary Methods, and yet. 
by a fpecious Pretence of legal Steps, as may eia- 
fily be iraagin'd. He exhibited 13 Articles to 
them, every one of which was a Violation of 
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their former Difciplinej the 0>fifequence of 
this was bringing in the excocnmunicat^d Loi^S) 
and at length fetting up Epifcopacy in the 
Church. ,. : • 

In the mean Time, the legal AfTenibly had 
beeti appointed to meet. ntAhtriitny oa, the 
zjt'b of Afril 1 597, and the Moderator of the 
former Aiiembly went thither accordingly ; and 
tW the Number was not gre^t, yet they met 
in Form> conftituted themfelves r^ularly^ and 
having begun the AfTembly with Prayer^ as u- 
i\^\y and appointed a Fa ft for Ck)nfeinon of Sins, 
they made Protcftations for the Liberty of the 
CJhurch, and referred all other BuCnefs to the 
next Meeting. This is the AfTembly which the 
King difowned. 

. "The King, in the mean Time, went oti the. 
other Way, and appoints another AlTcmhly of 
his new Model, to meet at Dundee^ in the 
Month of May after. Thus the Church was 
miferably divided, and her Difcipline troddea 
under Foot:. At this AfTembly the Kiog^ as it 
is faid, aimed at Two Things, viz,, (i.) Briog- 
ing in the excommunicated Lords. And (x.'> 
acknowledging the Meeting at Ferth for a legal 
AfTembly of theCKurch ^ both which the King, 
who had, by thhTimc:^ whedUd of ^ ox brought off 
many of the poorer of the Miniftry to his Par- 
ty, eafily obtained *, Ibme complying for Pre- 
ferment, feme for the Honour, and fome the. 
Profits of the Court J for it was an eafie Mat- 
ter, /^yj the Hifiorian of that Timey Mr. Calder- 
wood, to draw fuch as thirfted for Gain and 
^ (ilory, to farther the Intentions of the Court. 
Thus a dreadful Schifm was made in the Church, 
which alfo became wider every Day. TheAf- 
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ftnhhf of DunJkf^ ubS^had, the Po|4Ai Lgrfs l 
gave np the Liberty of Rebukiag the Crfmeia of 
tbe gceat ooes^ committibd Matters of tbe great- 
c& ImpQtt taa ft\/^and ^oTelucb as appear- 
ed doroted to theConrt ^ quitted f^mas^ry Ex-^ 
€0)aiiiunicatk>% tho? for notoipious. Crimes ^ ^^ 
hctUCM all Meetkgs of Mim^ warr^m;-* 

ed by tlie King, or forbidden.^ and all ecclefi*. 
a£bick Afbuters to be treated of in tbe Aflembly, 
wece^ by thtsModei, to be firft prepared and de- 
termined of by the King : SOy Jays the fame Wri- 
ter ^ the AfTembly was now no oKxre than the 
King's LED HORSEi and all this wai^ 
brought to pais by a fubtle dividing the MU 
niftef sv and awing or enticing fome from the 
reft J wha^ back'd and fopported by the King» 
and joined with the Creatures of the Courts 
csktti^ on his Defigns to, tbe Ruia oi all tru? 
Religion. 

And now came on the grao^ Design v ^or the 
Kic^ having gained a Nuniiber of fa/fft Brethren^ 
(a remarkable Word) he had eveiry Thing done 
130 his Haiid« The . Parliament fajeing litting^ 
tbe Commiflioners of the General Aflembly pe- 
tition, in tbe Namejof the Church, tfc^' falfely ; 
for the main Bady of the Church abhorred the Thought 
of fuch a Things for Minifters to be allowed to fit 
and vote in Parliament* This was granted, and 
pafsM into an Aft, and the very Words of the Aft 
openly declared the Meaning of the Thing, {viz.^) 
That thofe Minifters, who Ihould vote in Parlia- 
ment Ihould be Biihops, or Prelates. The Words are 
thcfe : That fuch Pafiors arrd Mmfteysai his Majefiy 
fiiaU^at any Time^fleafe tofr9vl4e to the Office yPlace^ 
TitUy and Dignity qfBifliop, Abbot, or other Prelate, 
^all at any Time hereafter y have Fete in Parliament^ 
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as by the (4) AA may be feen at large, This was 

in JDeeember 1597. 

Oi^ the 7fJS> of March 1598, znoHieT Rayd 
Affemhly^ for fuch it was, not an Affemhly of the 
Churchy met at Dundee j of which 1 need fay no 
more than this, that by the fame Art and Ma« 
nagement that the refl: was carried on, the Aft 
of Parliament, for Minifters to vote in Parlia- 
ment, was approved, in the laid Aflemhly, with 
all the Formality and Pretence of Good to the 
Church imaginable. 

The Glory of thepnreft Church in the World, 
/ ufe the Kin£s own Words^ being thus nndet 
an almoft total Eclipfe, was ftrangelyreprefent- 
ed that fame Year in the Firmament, the moft 
glorious Lamp of Heaven, the SI^iST, fufferihg at 
this Time, a moft fearful Eclipfe, /i the'Hifio^ 
rims of that Day tall ity the whole Face of the 
Sun being covered^ and darkened ; but.it plea- 
fed God to put them in^mind by it, that altho^ 
it was of a long Duration, viz.. near Two Hoursi 
before it went quite off^ yet the Sun recover- 
ed again its full Luftre. And thus the Church 
of Scotland likewife has fince done after many 
dreadful Eclipfes and Hours of Darknefs. 

The next Year finifh'd the Work : The gi- 
ving the Minifters a Vote in Parliament had 
been already paft •, the King fummoned a Num- ' 
ber of Minifters to a Cpnference at Halyrood- 
Houfe^ where he thought fit to have Ibme of 
the beft Sort called \ but took Care to fecure 
a Majority of his own Patty : Here, for Forma- 
lity Sake, thofe Things were debated and re- 
folved, which the King before had refolved, 
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yiit\\ont debating : The Qjieftions were apt, if 
the giving the Mintfters Votes Ihould be coq*^ 
firpied 9 that was paft and over before ^ but hirai 
many their ;Mumber ihould be, who ihould cib»/> 
thtm^ and what Title they ihould have? Where, 
finally, their Number, and the Choice of them, 
was left to the King ; and it was ordered that 
they ihould have the Title of BISHOP. And 
thus this long contrived Delign obtained its ii- 
nifliing Stroke, and Epifcopacy was eflrabliihed 
in, or rather upon the Ruins of^ tjbe Church of 
Scotldnd* 

I have been more particular in this, Part, as 
it relates to the Manner how Epifcopacy got 
its firit footing in the Church of Scotimdi th^t 
the Fraud, the Artifice, and hypocritical Pawn- 
ings, the arbitrary apd oiirtragious Dealings, 
which were pradlifed with the Minifters, might 
appear *, as alio the Strugglings and Oppofiti- 
on it met with for ib many Years. The next 
fucceeding Years wiD require little to be /aid : 
The King had gain'd his Poinx ; the Gradati* 
ons, by which Epiicopacy proceeded, as it ever 
did in ScatUnd^ trom Power to Perfecution, and 
4t length to its own Ruin and Downfal', as 
they ' were publick, fo our Account fhaU be 
more concife and general. i 

The Time drew near now that the Ring was 
to receive an Additioa of Glory, and be call- 
ed to a Kingdom infinitely more opulent, po- 
pulous, and powerful than his own ^ and with- 
al, wrapt up in that . Ecclcfiaitick Hierarchy 
which he fo much defir'd y in the mean Time, 
he Ipent the Hours in daily Contefts with the 
Presbyterian Minifters, for the other are not now 
to be called fo, opprelfing, imprifoning, remo- 
ving, banilbing *, fo that no fooner was he be- 
come 
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come f Ring of an Epifbopal Cburch^^but^ at 
was always^ oatoral tx> the Spirit of Ejpifoogacy 
in Sca$lam^ he became a Perfecutor ; iiay> x 
Perfec&tor of that very Church, which^ as before^ 
is ob&rved^ he had, iti the Face of the Affeinblyi^ 
with Eyes and Hands lifted ap to Heaven, io.* 
Itmnly praiiM and blefled God for being bovo- 
in, and made King of; caHing ie, dlax! mth 
what Hyf9€rifi$^t the pnreft, th« Ikwiereft Church 
on E^rth. ; 

TWs w« tihc Time when the King writ th^ 
flattering Letter to the Pope, ftiling him^ in the 
Beginning, Beatijftme Pater Pent^am maximum^ 
and the like ; which, to efcape the Cenfure of, he 
caufed, many Years afterwards, the Reproach 
of to be laid vpoo another Perfon, who, it was 
pretended, deceived the King *i and having pri- 
vately pepn*d the Letter, got the King to figa 
it in a Crowd of other Writings which were 
to pafs the Sign-Manual, and which the King 
fignedcrfCourft, without reading j but if other 
Authors may be believ'd, the King, who, was 
not fo hurried with Bufinefs, while King of 
Seatla^^ but that, in other Cafes,^ he wa« quick 
lighted enough, and ufed not to kt the fmalleft 
Matter pafs unobferved, was not to be thus de- 
ceived. 

This was the Time when Mr. J^hn Sfotfm<f4i 
who was profecuted even by the King's Friends 
in the Church, for having been at MASS o- 
penly in France^ was prote^ed by the King 
from their Cenfure, and afterwards made Arch- 
bilhop of St. jindrem \ the fame who writ the 
Hiftory afterwards of thefe' Times, and is £b 
often quoted in thefe Memoirs. 

On the ji/ oi March 1603, ^^ Exprefs ar- 
rived from Englandy briflging News of the Death 
* of 
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bf Qoccn ilizjhithy with Letters of Recogniti; 
on Ubin the Privy-Couflcil there, who had pro^ 
claimed htft Majesty King ol BngUnd and Irt^ 
Und. As the King' read tlie Letters, his Coun- 
tenaiice chaDg'd % t^e Lords itear-hand feared he 
had been taken ill, wl^n, on df fndd^t)/he left! 
off reading, arid lift np Ms Hands arid Eyes to 
Heaven^ as tho' he had prayed •, and giring the 
ketter to one of the Lotd^, that Rood next him,* 
laid, ^ Queen's dead : Redd that Letter^ Man. 

Immediately the Lords congratulated him, 
and die Court rung with Jby ; the Guns at the 
Caftle were fired, and the King was proclaim- 
ed at the Market-Crofs of £«iii^l^«r^*. King of 
En^andy France^ and lrelandr^&C» ' - 

TO next Sabbath^ 1ieii>g the 3^ ofjprilyth^ 
King- made the following Spefech to the Peojrfe, 
in the great Church, 'wfiicb^ 1 obferve, b^aufe 
he fcaree evei' performed* orie Word of it at aH* 

As Ood hath frtmoved me to a .greater T<m&^ 
than 1 had ifo I innfi^ 'endeavour fe efiabliflf Re* 
ligionj and to tale away Corrvftiony in both the 
Countries. Te need" not doubt ^ hut as I have a Body 
as able as any King in Europe, whereby I am a-* 
hie to travel ; fo IfifaHvifit you every*Three tears 
at Itafi, or oftner as I pai have Oe^afion:, (for 
fo have I written in niy Booh 'direBed to my Son^ 
and it were a Shame to me not to ferform thaty 
which I have written) thkt 1 may with my own 
Mouthy take Account of the 'Execution of Jufiice 
of them that are under me j and that ye your felves 
may fee and hear i»r, and from the meaneft to the 
greatejt have Aacefs to my Terfon^ and four out your 
Complaints in my Bofom> This fhall ever be my 
Courfe*

The Triopphs of this new Acceflion of 
Power to the King his Paflage into Engl^dy 
bis Rec^pcioin there, his.Coronation, and other 
Ceremonies, are no Part of this Work ; I Ihall 
iayonly this of them, that they, togethm: with the 
JEiijj/ijfb.^ufinefi, altpoft tookiheKing wholly off

, It is true, the King beijig abfent, and em- 
barrafs'd with the £11 W^, Af&its, they did not 
pulh on the defigncd Pc^-fecution fo far, or fo 
fart,, asi Its very lively, he would other wife 
have done ; but ftill the Council continued daily 
to Invade the ^riyil?ges of the Church, and by 
jjRcrQaciinaprit? of one Ipnd or other, went on ^ 
to opprefs thenj i ^nd upon every Step the Mi* 
nifters took, to affert their Right„ or defend 
Xhidv Privileges, they: were proceeded. againft by 
the Coifncii as Criminals vand once no lefstbaa 
Six of the Miniftcrs were tried for high Trea-* 
fon, ^nd condemned to peath, for declining the 
judica^ture of the Council, and continuing tc> 
^jfTemble at jiberdeen^ without the King's Au- 
thority ^ but the King would not fufier them 
to be executed: What he did with them we 
fliall . fee prefently. Firft, a Proclamation was 
putiiflied, forbidding all People^ either in pub- 
lick or private, to call in Qpeftion his Majefty's 
proceedings againft the faid Minifters. Then* 
the Gaufe flept a while, the Parliament being^

to meet This was the Year i6q6^ when tfr 
Parliament met at Edinburghy but was adjourn^ 
ed to Perth ; in which the Aft was pafi'd, entS- 
tuled. The AB for , Refiituthn of Bijhops^ by 
which the Temporalities of the old Bifhopricks 
were likewife reftored to the Church, having 
before been given to the Crown by a Law call- 
ed the (a\ jiB of Annexation* 

The firtt Thing oF Note which happened 

after the King^s Acceffion to the Crown of JEn- 

gUndy and the laffi Thing of this Nature which 

we Ihall bring into thefe Memoirs was. That 

memorable Conference at Hamfton-Court^ ht^^ 

tween the eight Miniftefs of the Presbyterian 

Church and the King, upon the Matters then in 

Difpute. The Cafe in fhort was this, the Pref-v 

byterian Minifters bad met in an AiTembly, as 

was already noted, at Aberdeen:^ without the 

King's Authority, as they infilled they might 

legally do ; the King difcharg'd or dillblv'd 

their Meeting as illegal, but they continued to 

meet for all that: And when Tome of them 

were delated, or indiSed, as we catt it^ before 

the Court of Juftice for that Contempt, they 

declined the Authority of the King, that is to 

fay^ his Authority to take Cognizance of thofe; 

Affairs •, for they never difputed his Authority 

in Civil Matters : For this they were again in- 

diifted, brought to Trial, found guilty of high 

Treafon, and recfeived Sentence of Death, as 

above. 

But the King finding, that this pufliing 

Things to Extremity would not fully aniwer hip 

End^ and willing rather to proceed by other 

' ' ' Me- 
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Methods, concluded at length to hare the Cauf* 
brought to Londofiy where it Ihould be publick* 
ly heard before himfelf and the Council, not 
doubting but it Iho^ld be fo managed there, as 
that \\^ ihpuld either really have the Viftory, or 
at lead: feem to have it ; jiereubon making (hew 
to defire an Agreement, he (the King) caufed 
a certain Namber of the Scots Minifters od both 
Sides, to be fnmmoned to appear before hitn 
at L^ndoth Their Names were as follow, (vi«,.)

And as this was a molt eminent Traniadion, 
by which the Craft, Drift, and Weaknefs ia 
Argument, in the Scots Epifcopal Party, apd 
the Capacity, Fidelity, and Courage of the Mi- 
niftcrs, were more than ordinarily confpieuous j 
and that it is neceflary the Reader Ihould have 
it faithfully and full5 Ibted ^ I fay, for this Rea*- 
fbn, I Ihall impartially relate the Fad, as it is 
fet down in the Hiftories of thofe Times, ta- 
king one Hiftorian on one ^ide, aqd ode of the 
other, that the impartial Reader may judge for 
jhimfelf, without any Glofs or Comment on our 
ijj^de; and the ConduA of both Sides may be 
clearly fteq. And becaufc feme may think the 
reciting this Story, however memorable and 
worth their Reading, too long an Interruption 
to the Thread of Story, and yet that thofe, 

! Yfhofm 
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Whofe Coriofity is worth o1>i%iiig, may sot be 
difaiqpouitBd ; and above all, that the Troth of 
Fad slay impartially be haadtd down to Po^ 
"fterity, that they may have a true Notion, and 
be abk to siake a right Judgnrent of fo re- 
markable an Event, I have placed it at largA, 
among ^ other Things, by way of addenda to, 
and at the EndofthislecondPart of the Work, 
vbere it may be read by it ielf, Na. C, D- 

After that Conference^ as it was called, was 
over, and the King bad found that neither, by 
Perfwafi(Hif &or Threatning, any thing was to 
be done with them, fo as to get the Power, h^ 
bad aflumed, confirmed by them, or the Pro- 
ceedings againft their Brethren approved ^ he 
difmilled th^m, and went to work with the 
Minifters who were tinder Sentence : He fenind 
it not foi^ his Purpofe to put them to Death} 
* he knew too well what a Flame it would kin- 
dle in Scotland: However, to put as great a 
Show of Reibntment upon it as he thought 
might anfwer bis End, he appointed _a Coart 
of Juftice to lie at fjiihgovf^ where the. fix con- 
i demned Minifters were brought, to receive 
their Sentence, which the King was pleafed to 
change from - that of Death into that of -Ba- 
nilhment, never to return, on Pain of Death. 
Their Names were as follows :

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Mr. CharUs fifrftw, ih the Ifle of BHie. 
Mn John Monroe^ in Kyhtyre. 
Mr. Robert Xoungsoni in the Ifle of Arran. 
Mr. James Irwyn^ in the Ifle of Orkney* , ' . 
Mr. William Forhfs^in the Idc of SheHdndi 
Mr, John Rofsy in the Ifle of Lewes. 
Mr. James Gray^ in Caithntfs* 
Mr. Nath. Ingits^ in Suthtrland. 

Thefe Minifters thu$ fent into Banilhment, 
* Were ^Ijfo commanded not to come out of the. 
Bounds of their Confinement, upon Pain of 
Deaths and by another Proclamation, all othir 
Minifters wete forbidden to recommend, in 
their Prayers or Setraons, any of thofe fo fea- 
^ tencM : This was eftcemed a greater Cruelty 
than the reft ; likeWife the Minifters at Court, 
were forbidden to go back to Scotland^ and one 
of th^m, vit. Mr. Andre'0 Melvin was taken 
up, on Pretence of Words fpoken in London^ 
and fome Latin Verfes made by him, rcflefting 
on the Cathedral- Worfhip in England^ and was 
fent to the Tower, attd kept thete Three Years, 
after which he was baniflied into France^ wher6 
he ended his Days. 

But Things ended not hert; for the King 
being not able to get his Will of the Mini- 
fters by the Violences above j continued, not- 
withftanding, to make Innovations in their Dif- 
cipllne and Government, and therefore in the 
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AlTetnbly.hcld at LinHthgoiIfy DecetMber i6. i606^ 
he brought in the Overture of fhnftaftt Madera*, 
tors in the Presbyteries, and the Miaifters of ' 

the' Aflcmbly being alirjiys a IVfaiorky of the 
wrong Side^- after a few had oppo&d it, agreed 
to admit, them upon .fome Conditions, thp' 
they could never bring; the Presbyteries to ac- 
cept of them. . , . : 

But now came on a Blow which even the ' 

Minifters themielves did .not forefee, I mean « 
the Five Articles concerning Worfbip, called 
afterwards the Articles :ef:?CTth. The Confti- 
totioji of the Church x:onfiib, as. it; is political-* 
ly underftood of 4 principal Heads, viz. (i.) 
HerDodrine. (2.) Hei? Worlhip. (sOHerDif-' 
cipline. And,'(4.) Her Government. The two 
laft were effeftuall<^ reduced, and the King had 
his Will of them, as you have Jicard j her Do- 
drine and Worfliip . feemed ftill to remain* 
But now the King began to attack .their Wor- 
Ihip, being refolvcd to^ bring the* Church's 
Neck under the Feet of her Enemies. ' 

it was the Year 1617, when the King took 
his Journey into Scotland^ and where it was 
expedted, by his Prefcnce, he fliould carry eve- 
ry Point j bqt lie failed in feveral- And firft^ 
at the Meeting 'of the Parliament he projppfcd 
an Article, importing, * That whatever was 

* refolved or concluded, by his Majefty, with 

* Advice of the Archbifliops and Biihops, in 

* Matters of external Polity^ in the Church, 

* fhould have the Force of an Ecclefiaftick Law. ' 
This was a bold Stroke, even the Biihops them- 
felves ftartled at it at fir fly and the Minifters 
ligned a general Proteftation againft it, which 

. the King coming to the Knowledge of, the kv* 
tide was dropped, and fo the Proteftation was 

M , not 
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oot delivered io ; bnt the Riog reiblved tA 
e^ccfclfe tbe PcfWet m$h$ut the Ceremony of m^ 
AHi as vre (hall fee prefently. 

The King funimoned the 6ilhops to meet 
him ^t St Andrews i Where, iaafet Speech to 
them, he propoftd what he after obtained ^ the 
Biftops referred hint taan Aflembly^ bti; the 
King^ who owned that he refolved nefer to 
have any more Aflemblies, vwas very av^rft^ to 
#n AiRroUy, and it was nowevident that the 
ReafiMi why the King bad propofed formerly 
the Articte abovenanied was, that th€ Power 
of making' ecclefiaftkk Laws being vefted in 
tiimCelf^ he mi^ht have no more Occaiion for 
Affemblfe?, wtich even, tbo' Bpifeopaf, wete^ 
very much his Averfioo; ' 
- However, ifi Ihort^ upon the Entreaty of the 
Bifliops aiui Promiles of Compliance in fome 
Ttme-firtrmg Minifiers^ the King called an Af- 
ftmbty to meet at Perphy the i^th of jfu^ufi 
t5i7. There had been one held at St. An* 
drews the Mz^ewfcfr before, which difgolted 
the King very much in not complying with 
his Demands. 

In this Aficmbljr the Worlhipij as weH as 
the Ertfcipline was innovated, and the Conclu- 
fions were pafe'd in the foHowiijg Heads, a^ 
terwards called, as above, the 5 Articles of 
Perth. The Articles at large are to befoqnd 
m the (*) Hi (lories (b) of thofe Times j but 
in Ihorts they contained, (k) The Kneeling at 
the Corttmunion.

When the Articles were paft^ Order was ftiit 
to an the Mihifters to intimate them in their 
Chntchest to exhort the People to conform to 
them^ and to preach upon the Lawfblnefi of it* 
^at this it was nerer in their Power to do^ nar^ 
Where Miniiters did conform^ was it in their 
iPowcr to make the People comply with, or 
heit them \ but a dreadful Rent being thus 
fiiade in the Church, the People divided from 
the Minifters^ and the dilTenting Mimfters iet 
up priviite G>mmunions and were almoft uni- 
verlalty followed, as win appear prefent^. 

but to return to the Affair or the Mini- 
iters in Mnglmd^ the Scots Miniiters beha- 
ved with fuch Courage and fuch Steadinefs, 
that the Court could get no Grouad of them \ 
ibut was forc'd to have Recourse to Coercion 
and Perfecution in Scotland f and m EngUnd, al- 
fo : The Six Mioifters, inffead of being difpu- 
teii with, were imprifoned, and long lurra(s'd 
from Place to Place ^ fo that ibme of them 
never law Scotland more< If I enter |iot far in- 
to the Particulars of thofe Times, it is becaufe 
I would not record ibme Things pradifed up- 
on them by fome of the Clergy in EafiUnd^ 
which it may not be grateful to Poftenty ta 
liear ^ for it is not the Condud in England^ 
but the Condud in Scotland chat thefe Memoirs 
are written about. 

The Sum of the Matter is this, in lew 
Words ^the King having mifsM of bis Triumph^ 
and of reducing the Minifters to a Keceflity of 
fobmittiBg, refolved however not to mifs of 
his Defign in Scotland^ ^od to this ]^nd he efta-

In this Meeting the; Projeft of dorfftant Mo- 
^derators rn the Preshyteries was propofed,* it i% 
^called, the King's Advice to thq AlTeriibiy ;,buf 
'^ny one may guefs what the Meaning of fuch'a 
Phrafe muft be vwhen Kipg's advife, efpecially 
«to their ownSubjefts, they will not take it ill 
Hf their Peojile talie it for a Command, and fp 
it'provM-,' for the Aft paft without Opppiitif 
'art. *••■.''• " 

; Great Arts were ufed, and fome Violence, .to 
^ring* the Presbyteries to accept .tbefe conftant 
.fVloderatorsi nor could all the Threatnings ana 
Violence that '\^ras praftifed, bring them to it. 
The Presbytery of Edinburgh was told plainly. 
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that if the Presbyteries . refufed thenij fh? King ' 
would overthrow the Prpsbyterie? tneriifelves, > 
and tlvcrefliould be bo more in ScQtlandr^ bot 
all would not do : They named a Moderator - 
fro interim^ to continue to the next General 
Aflelpbly, and would do no otherwife j and the 
like did other Presbyteries alfo, . 

At length the Presbyteries were cbarg'd, in 
the King's Name, and on Pain of Rebellion, 
.and putting them to the Horn, to accept them ; 
This prevailed with, fome, but many Rood out, * 
and fome of the Moderators themfelves refused . 
to accept. Not one of the Synods Jn Scotland 
would accept them, except Angus i no Threats, , 
no Gunning, for neither were wanting, could 
bung them to it. 

By this Time the Court found that all the 
Arts hitherto uled, for fubverting the Church, 
however they might eftablifh a new Conftitu- 
tion, would never bring the Minifters to com- 
ply, till they came to downright Perfecution ; 
and therefore it wasrefblved to take. that Courfe 
by a high Commiflion-Court, in the Purfuit of 
whole Powers, the Minifters were to be brought 
by Violence, by Perfecution, Horning, that is' 
to fay, Banilhment and Coofifcation of Goods, 
to abandon their Blocks, and lay down the 
Office qf Minifters. 

It was in the Year 1616, that the Commiffiour 
Courts were firft ereded, viz.. one in each Arch- 
biOioprick. This Commiffion was the higbeft 
Exercife of Tyranny that was ever pradifed 
by any King in Great Britain fince Laws and 
Conftitutions were allowed to be th? Rule of

the Government % for it adually put the King 
in Pdtcffion of the Bodies and Goods of all his 
§nb)efts, and empowered him, to tife them as 
he pleafed, without the ordinary Forms bf Ju- 
fticcj and meerly by the^ Agency of the Clergy 
making the fiiihops the Inllruments of ablblitte 
Power, not only to ruin and deftroy the Li- 
berties of the Church, but even of the whole 
Country, Clergy or Laity. The Copy of this 
famous Com miinon is among the Addenda^ at 
the End of this Par^, No. E- 

How they exerqiftd this unlimited Authori- 
ty, the Hiftories of thofe Times are Witnclfts^ 
in which w;hoever pleafes to look, will find 
the Epilcopal Clergy were not backward to 
merit the general Reproach caft upon Priefts 
of all Religioas. 

There is fcarce any kind of Cruelty, Inju-' 
ftice, and Oppreffion to be named in the World, 
which was not praftifcd in the Conlequepcc 
of this Commiffion, upon the Mini fters of the 
Church •, prefent Death, Racks, and Tortures 
excepted. 

The Minifters were befet with Spies, to ob* 
fcrve their Words Geftures, and their Expref- 
fions in their Prayers and Sermons, in order to 
obferve if they offered to foeak againft the new 
i£;pfiftit\uions. They were'delated or profecu- 
tifcd before this Court upon fo many Accounts, 
that it was fcarce pofTible to avoid if, fuch as 
f|)caking againft the Bifhops, difliking the Ca- 
non reproving Wkkednefs, Vices, and Immo- 
ralities, alledging they pointed at the dignified 
Clergy. 

They were delated in genetjal upon the 5 
Articles of Pitth^ upon Points of Doftrine, tb« 
Supremacy of the King over ;he Church, own- 
ing 
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iae or diRmmm tbe General AOembUesi, and 

the like. . 

In their appearing at their Coacts, they were 
infolted, brow-testen, aod maltreated by *he 
Biftwps, neither treated a« Gentlemen, as Scho- 
lars, or as Minifters of the Gofpel. The Bilhop 
of St. Andrews in particolar told them, at one 
«f hts Meetings, that he fliould proceed to fen- 
ttnoe as he was direfted, wherein be fliould 
have no Regard to Wives, Children, orEftat^ 
which be effeanaUy made good -, and indeed 
the King's Older or Letter gave them cxprels 
•Encouragement to fuch Croelty. It feems the 
Court thought them too relax and flow in their 
Proceedings, which, if our Hiftories are troe, 
there was little Reafon for. But after the 
firft CommiUion had tyranniz'd about Three 
Years, and the Bufincfs feemed a littie to reft, 
it was, on a fudden, renewed again, Ahm 
1619 •, and in November after thefiUhop ot St. 
^ndrem, fitting in Judgment upon fome ot the 
Miniflfers, puU'd out the King's Letter, written 
from Eurlaiid, dated the nd of November 1619, 
animating them to att poffible Seventy againft 
the Minifters that would not comply. This 
moft merciful Letter being under the King s 
own Hand, and upon fuch an extraordinary 
Srile, cannot be omitted,, without leaving this 
Account impirfea : The Words, fo fer as re- 
late to the prefent Cafe, are as follows^ (vm,.) 

/ c»mmM»d you, as you mU be mfmr^lt tome, 
that you devofe sll thofe that refufe to ww/brw, 
mthint reffe» of ferfons, no wm regardtng tin 
Mdtitwdeof the Rekettious ; for that, tf there be 
vantipk Numbers to Jill thtir Places, I ^U fetid 
you Mmftm ^ of England •, and 1 ^arge y^u 
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U certifle its of your Proceedings^ httmxt this 
and the 3d of March next to come* 

As the Bilhops wanted no fpurring to a Work 
they fb much delighted in, fo they raird pot tb 
proceed, in confequ^nce of this Letter, with the 
ntmoft Rigour •, the Minifters were every where 
cited, and upon their refofing to conform, were 
deprived, imprifon'd, put 'to the Horn v their 
Goods plundered, many of them banilhed tathe 
Iflands, and the like : In their Examinations, 
they were ufed with all pofDble Indignity and 
Contempt ', and in their Imprifonmcnts, with ' 
Rigour and Cruelty. 

The Laity were alio fallen upon for not 
Tcneeling at the Communion, according to the 
Article of Perthy and at one Time fix of the 
Citizens of Edinburgh were ordered to Banifli- 
ment, fironi their Houfesj Trades^ and Families, 
without Trial, Citation, or Form ofProccls, on 
Pretence that ihey bad countenanced the Mini- 
fters in their Difobedience. 

1 might fill this Volume with theHiftory of 
theft Violences, and enlarge, with great Advan- 
tage, on the unprecedented Proceedings of this 
tyrannical Court of Bilhops: It would alfo bp 
very diverting, as well as profitable, to record 
. here the Condudl of the fufFering Minifters and 
People, how ftoutly they ftood, in Defence of 
their Pr?nciples •, how boldly they difputed, and 
often bafRed and put to Shame the Bifhops, e- 
ipecially of St. Andrero^ and of Glafg4n», in the 
Arguments they ufed with them ^ as particularly 
Mr. Tho^ Hogy Minifter- of Dyfert^ to the Bp. of 
Glafgowvindi Dodor Lindfay^ about the Differences 
between Capping and Kneeling at the Sacram^ent : 
The Bilhop,it feems, would have proved that Capy 

ping. 
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piflg, br puBiog off the Hat,' and kneeling, were 
fynoniifious J that they were not diverfa ffecies ge^ 
ftufy but that they who did the firft, could not 
refufe the laft, in which Mr. Bog filene^d them * 
both, and brought the Bi/I;(?p to fay. It is long 
fince J learnt my Lo^icisy &c. Mr. Hog anfwered, 

* There is no Difficulty here to any that are de- 

* firoos to learn the facred Truths of the Gof- 
^ pei: Capping, in religious Exercifes, is an 
^ outward Aft of Veneration or Reverence on- 
^ ly, and this we do at' the Sacrament •, bccaufe 

* none can deny but that Reverence is due to 

* the Celebration of that folemn Ordinance. 

* But Kneeling, in religious Exercifes, is an Aft 

* of Adoration or Worfliip, which is- proper to . 

* God only,, and therefore Exception is taken 

* at it in the Sacrament, leaft we feem to wor- 

* fhip the Elements which we receive. ' 

This was fo plain that the Bifhop could make 
no Reply^ and fo broke off the Difcourfe •, ma- 
ny fuch Accounts, I fay, might be given, both 
profitable and diverting, but the Ibort Cdrapafs 
of thefe Memoirs admits not to enter intothofe 
things; it may fuffice to note, that they got as 
little Ground by their Violence^as they did by 
their Difputations •, and after all they could da 
in this ci.z Article of kneeling, tho' the King 
fcnt down his Letter alfo, Itridly commanding 
all to kneel, yet at the Communion publiflied in 
£dinburghy for Trial of the EfFea of this Com- 
mand, out of Sixteen Hundred Communicants 
in the College-Church there, they could make 
but Twenty receive kneeling, and the next 
Day but feven, and thefe few were either of the 
Families of the complying Epifcopal-Clergy, 
who adminiftred, or the poor Alms-People, 
who durft not refufe-, yet they publifh'd in 
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Bngldni that the People generally com^ied witli 
the King's Commaod^ and that only a few ob* 
ftinate Presbyterian Minifters ftood oiit^ a Pra« 
' aicc we fee reviv'd even lately while we wew 
told mighty Stories of the Willingnefs of the 
People mSmUni m Qsit^n Am!% Time^ to re<* 
ceive the £irj/i/2r Lijtorgy in So0tlandy and how^v 
defirous they were to have it fet np there \ where* 
as it iinoe appears that it has not been receiv*- 
cd any where, except where the Tyranny of 
their Lairds and Superiors impofed it, and thac^ 
as foon as that impoiing ceafed, by the fubdu-' 
ing the RebeUioii under the Reign of his preftnt 
Majefty, we hear 00 more of it. 

The laft publick Step to the confirming all 
this Wreck of the Chnrch, was the getting the 
. Five Articles of ?frfJ!> eftabliftied bytheSan^i- 
on of an Ad of Parliament, and fi> giving them 
the Force of a Law ; for till then they adc^l 
meerly upon the Mandate and peribnal Author 
rity of the King. 

The Solemnity of this Tranfaftion was ex- 
traordinary, the Parliament met the z%th ofjuty 
1621, tbeAIinifters were carefully fenc'd againfl:, 
that none (honid get into the Houfe, to proteft 
agaiolb it^ for they knew they had a Proteftati- 
on ready to deliver: Mr* Dsvid BdrcUy^ one 
of the Minifters; who refolved to prefent the 
Proteftation, got into the Honfe to the fecond 
Bar, but was difcovered and putootag^in, and 
at lad; contented himfelf to read it at the Door^ 
and ftick it up againft tlie Wall. 

However, there was great Oppofition to this 
Ad, even in the Parliament it felf, but the 
King, by Management ^f the Members, and by 
the AfTiuance ot the Bijfhops, got a JMa)ority to 
vote it ', yet ^ great many, . both Lords and 
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GommoM oppojed it Among the firii:^ the 

Lords Rothfjs^ Mtiuieth^ t^lintwn^ Unlithj^Wy 
KifttM^ 6ray^ Rofsj Tefitr^ Cathcart^ Cvufer^ Sur^ 
* /«r • BdUntrimch^ ^if^Hfi^^ T^rfhiciiin^ afld Ar- 
hits^ all piiUickly voted againft it« The Earls . 
or MoTtMm^ Bucboft^ wad the Marqoels of Lou* 
derdalt ftaid withont the Door« becaufe they 
would not. vote for it i and of theCommiflkm--. 
ers for Shires and Burghs^ Forty Four voted a« 
^nlb it, beQdes nine Lords and Six and Twen* 
^ ty Commiflibners that cared not to appear on 
one Side or other, and came not near the Par- 
liament. 

However, notwithftandii^ all that could be 
done, the Articles were votra, the A& pafs'd, 
and was publiflied with Sound of Trumpet at 
the Crofs of Edinburgh the zcnh of A^gujt itfau 
It is recorded by ftveral Hiftorians of thofc 
Times, that when this Aft, for confirming the 
Articles of Pgrth^ had -been voted, and pafs'd^ 
and was prefented for the KOTAL ASSENT^ 
which is iignified there by touching it with 
the Sceptre, the Moment the high Commiifi-^ 
oner, the Lord Scme^ flood up to touch this 
Aa, Heaven declared its ROTAL DISSENT^ 
iaa molt remarkable Manner ^ for Three Flalhes 
of U^btning, one immediately after the other,. ^ 
darted in at the great Window, and ftrook di- ' 
reftly in the CommiflioDer's Face : He confefs'd 
afterwards be felt the Warmth of the Fire on 
his Face -, the lait Flafli was more frightful 
than the two firft, and they were rcndred the 
more vifible by an exceeding dark Cloud, w hich, 
for fome Minutes before, hung directly bver 
the City : The Thunder^ which followed, and 
broke upon the City, and as it were more iih- 
mediately on the Parliament-Houfe, was very 
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tiertible, cfpecially the Third Clap of Thunder, ; 
immediately after the Lightning : The Dark- ' 
xieft, occafioned by the fa.id Cloud, encreas'd to 

' ftch a Degree, that it became frightful, and 
the whole was followed by fo violent and fo 
heavy a Rain, that the like had not beerilknowri ' 
in the Memory of Man j and the Lords and ' 
Members of Parliament, altho' their Bufineft 
, Was finiflicd, and the Howfe brdce up, were kept 
Prifouers by the Fury oiF the Rain: for above 
an Hour,' and fo long it continued 5 tiiat when 
they did go away, every one fliifted home as 

' th^y could i fo that this Aft could not have 
tbe Honpur of a PrOceflion, and to have the 
Regalia carried before if, as was ufual on like 
Occafions. The Day got the Kanie of black 
SAturday^ upon this Account,- 9s well as on the 
Occafion or the black Work they had been a- 
bout* 

' Nothing but a dark Profpeft of Pcrfecution, 
and a Cloud, threatning Defolaiion to the Church, 
now appeared •, the Prifons were filFd with de- 
prived Minifters, and the remote Parips with the 
Banifhcd, and the King's Letters came every 
Poft prefling to more and mo re Severities; nay, 

the Magiftrates of £^;wi?ttrg^^^^^ thrcatn'd, in 
^^prefs Terms, by the King with being depofed, 
" and the City of Edinburgh was threatn'd with 
having the Seflion, or Term for fitting of the 
Courts of Juftice, removed from them to Linlith" 
py becauie they were not careful to do their 
Duty, in purfuing the Minifters, and prevent- 
ing private Conventicles*, for the deprivM Mi- 
nifters preach'd in their own Houfes, and Mul- 
titudes left the Churches,^ and fiock'd to hear 
them.

and Kiadnefs of the Codrt- Party unravelled aH 
their dwri Work, and the Church rofe again 
upon' the Ruin of her Enemies* 
/ NayV fuch was the fignal working oi di* 
vine Providence, as has Been feen more than 
Qjice in the Cafe of the Church of Scotland^ that 
the C^preflions and Perfecutions of this Churclj 
were made the Means of overturning, not the 
Biftiops oply, who were the more immediate 
Ferrecutofs, but eveq tlie King himfeif, and all 
/ nis 
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hk Fkmity, SM win ^mioeatfy appear in the 
Procefs of thp Stovf. 

The King died March I'Tthy tSi^^ the firll: 
Year of hrs Son's Rcrga appeared entangjied 9> 
TOany wjys, that he became^ lefs intcat, for feme 
Tim6, upon the Af&irs of Scotland^ than his 
father iJad been : He was. left entangled ini a 
Wsf wh* Sfainj and etjtfcd arfterwardls^ taMy 
and Inceniiderately into another with Prdme ^ 
in both which hisi People wer<^ uneafie,pdbis 
Geiierab nnfortanate. 

The MifmanaKement of i*e War, the hidii- 
. reft Methodf taken by the Conrt tot raifing 
Money, stnd the fll tJfege of thofe, who, npoa 
Principles pf the Peojdes Liberti«^ bppofed ir, 
made the Pkriiament fell upon his Favorite the 
Duke of Buckin^amy refoie SnWidles, and inr 
lift warmly on Kedt^fe of Grievances. , Thelfe 
pot the Kiiig ib out of Love with Parliaments 
tn England^ that !ro Parfiatnent Was afDcrwardts 
called in Fourteen Years ; during which, fb ma- 
ny illegal and arbitrary Things were done, that 
when the King was afterwards driven, by Ncr- 
cefitty, to call a Parliament, they carried their 
flelenrinent at tbele illegal Ptaftices to fiich a 
Bight as drove both Parties to Arms, and- end- 
ed in the Overthrow, firft of the Epilcopal 
ftople in Scvtlmidy whcrc^ the Flame firft' brake 
out^ Secondly, of the whole Eftablrfliment of 
the Church of England in England. And taftly, in 
the Ruin of the King, and of the Royal Family. 

This Ihort Digreffion ta the Englij^ Af- 
fairs fliould not have been made, for I bav€ 

tarefully nvoided fuffering rhefe MCttmn fQ 
tafs the Tweed, exceft on extraordinary Oc^ 
vafionfy bad it not been fo reconcile the flti- 
ftory of Fads, and explain what is fald above^

or^ 
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oi'defed Ibme of the Scots Bifliops to drnipik a 
Book or Form of Common-Prayer, &c. to be 
uied in S^otlaitdy which they did ; but tfie Death 
of that Prince, and the Oppoiition made to it 
from the molt learned even^ of the Epifcopal 
Mioiflrers themfelves in Scotland^ occadoned 
that no more was done in it at that Time. 
This k taken from'the Recounts given in our En^ 
glijh Hiftories of thofc Things {a\ for the Scots ei- 
ther never knewanvThing of it^ordid notownit.^ 

Rbg Chsrlcs h falling in with the pernicious 
Counfelsof Archbilhop Laud^ as above ; renews 
this Projeft, ;/ it was fuchy of his Fathers, and 
rives Diteftion to the faid Bilhop Laud^ and 
Several other of the English Clergy, to revife 
that Liturgy, which they did ; and forming ano- 
ther out of it with feveral material Alterations, 
and even more diftaftful to the Scots than the 
Endijh Liturgy it felf, they advifed the King 
to fend it down into &0r/4ii^, and tp command 
it to be read in al) the Chorches there, and thait 
it Ihould be conform'd umverially to as it was 
in England. 

The People of Scotland were greatly alarmed 
at this Innovation ; and it is faid, that fe- 
veral of the Epiicopal Clergy took the Free- 
dom to remonltrate againft it, to whoie Memory 
I would not fail to do Jufticehad Hiftory re- 
corded their Names. 

But the Bifliops, and fome Lords of the 
Council, both approving the Deijgn, and ha* 
f ing received the King's pofitive Directions for 
it, fet themfelv^ immediately to Work, to caufe 
this Commoa-Prayer-Book to b6 read. 

a It 
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ik(a)i$ faid, that before it vi/as idmittsd^ 
(bme of the BiOiops in Scotland objcded againU 
it, that tho' they liked the Book, yet. they were 
difgufted at its being itnpofed by the EngUfi i 
alfo they objeded againfl: the Tranflation of the 
Pfalms, Epiftles, and Gofpels, which were dif- 
fering from their Bibles ; and that tfiis^ to fa* 
tisfie them, was aifiended. 

Now, as if they were relblved to irritate the^ 
People of Scotland to the utmoft, this Service- 
Book was not only appointed to be read ; but 
the Minifter ofliciating Was to have on the Sur^ 
flice^ according to the English Cultom, which 
was a new and uncouth Sight to the f^eople of 
Scotland^ hateful to the knowing, and next ta 
frightful to the igiK)rant well-meaning People^ 
and which tended to make the Thing it felr, to 
the laft Degree, odious to the whole Nation. 

It was firft fet up in theChappel Royal stt 
Hdyrood' Houfe, where none being obliged ta 
go but the King's Servants, ir being no paro* 
chial Church, it was not fo offenfive ; for tho* 
the People abhorr'd the thing it felf,. yet as it 
was not itnpofed upon them, they concerned 
themfelves the lefs about it > but this was on- 
ly an Introduction to the reft, and the uHng it 
there was to make it a little familiar to the 
Citizens, who flocked thither to fatisfie their 
Curiofityi» But this was upon a wrong Suppoii* 
tion, (viz.') That as the Fox, by often feeing 
the Lion, was lefs terrified^ kb the more th& 
people were acquainted with this Innovation, the 
more they woula like it j whereas^on the contrary, 
the more the People faw this Service perform'd, 

the 
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the more hateful and abominable it appeasd to 
them. 

It was on the I'^i of July 1^37, when the 
Dean of £^fVl»»r^ib appointed to preach in the 
great Church in that City, add refolved before 
Sermoi>9 1^ his Habit and SOrpIice, to read 
the Serrice-Book, as he had done before in the 
Royal Chappel 

There Was a great Concourfe of People in the 
Church, expefting what would be the End of 
this Matter, and fome Guards were placed at 
Haiid, to prevent any Dilbrder in the Town 5 
but no one expeded any Thing like that which 
happened, neither could it be fiifpeded, or was 
there ever afterward any Ground to believe 
that any Thing was concerted before, except 
that it was in the Appointment of divine Pro* 
vidence^ to bring forth what followed by theft 
tinfbreieen Accidents. 

The Hour of Service being come, the Bean, 
in his Surplice, comes out of the Veftry^ the 
People gating as at a great Show, and making 
Geftures of Contempt enough, but no Noife ot 
Diforder \ he pafles thtough the Croud to the 
Reading-Desk, and began to read, the People^ 
Itill continuing quiet^ when, on a fudden, at 
fome Words that dilgufted her^ an old Wo- 
man, id a Rage, ftarts up^ f^ I L LJ t N^ 
i&ys Ihe, dofi thou fay iht Mafs at my (a) LVG^ 
and taking up a little Stool, which (he fat on, 
Ihe drives it foil at his Head, raifing a moft 
hideous Noife in the Church by it: Some that 
fat next her, following her Exaniple, did the 
like, till^ in a Word, the whole Church was 
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in M Uproar, and the Dean fain to come dowfl 
oot of the DesX, and pull off his Surplice, fbt 
fsar of being torn in Pieces ^ the Bilbop of 
Edinburfh^ being ^refent,^ went up into .the Pul* 

Sit, and beckning for Silence, offered to fpeak ; 
ut it was all to no purpofe, neither did they 
fpare ; but Sticks, Stools, and any Thing that 
came to Hand, flew at him, from all Qparters^ 
till at lafl: both Bifhop and Dean were oblfged 
to give over, and retire into the Veftrjr. 

The Lord Chancellor call'd to the Magiftrates, 
to come down and appcafe the People, but it 
was all inefledual •, for, by this Time, the Tu- 
mult was as great without as within, and 
Showers of Stones, Sticks, &c. allaulted the 
Church-Windows from the Street. 

I^or did it end here ; for the Multitude eff- 
crealing, weilt to all the Churches where the 
Curates had defigned tx> read the Service* Book^ 
and fet all in an Uproar in every Qparter of 
tl^c City. 

The Dean and Clergy, in. the great Church,^ 
with the Magiftrates and the Courtiers, having 
gotten rid of the Rabble for a while lock'd 
themfelves in, and went on with their Liturcy 
by tbemfelves ; but the Mob, who waited for 
them in the Street, t^flaulted the Bifhop as he 
came out, and it was not without Difficulty 
that he got iafe to the Palace. 

This was the Beginning, and at that Time 
it went no farther ^ the Care of the Magiftrates, 
and Power of the Court, overawing the Croud. 
But the Harveft being over, and People more at 
Leifare, it was foon found that the Generality of 
the Nation, as well the Gentlemen as the old 
Women, were difgufted at the impofing this 
X Liturgy upon the Church i and about the Mid- 

' die 



4]p of Seftmbtr^ great Numbers of Qentlimeii 
bdngt with their Servants, come to Edinhurghy 
a Petition was drawn up, and handed about to 
be figned, reqoefting the Council, in their own 
Karnes, and the Names of all the. Noblemen, 
Gentlemen, and others, who (hould agree tp 
tiie (ame ; That the Service-Book might be no 
fiirtber preft upon them till thefe Things 
might be repreftnted to the King, and his Ma« 
lefty's Plealure be farther known. An infiaite 
Number let their Hands to this Petition, and 
among them feveral Gentlemen of good Rank, 
aqd their Number encreafed every Day. 

TbeGoDttcil, inftead of ihowingany Concera 
«t theft Things, pretended to refent it to the 
Gentlemen that prefented the Petition, and 
threatned them to give the King an Account of 
their Names, as diforderly and difaf^ed Per-* 
ions, and to take Order with them as fuch ; 
9nd inftead of an Anfwer to their Addrefs, they 
publiflied a Proclamation, to remove the Stffian^ 
that is the Term, to Linlithgewj thinking there- 
by to take avfaj the Pretence for People to 
flock to Edinbur^y as they nfually did at that 
Time on their Law-Bufinefs : They alfo diflbl* 
ved all Meetings on Qiurch-Afiair^ &c* 

This encreafed the Rage of the Citizens of 
Edinburgh *, for the Removing the Term was a 
Ruin to the City, as it hinder'd the Concoude 
of People there on thofe Occafions. ^ 

The very next Day after this, the Mob ga- 
thered in Edinburgh to a prodigious Multitude, 
and there is no doubt but that whatever it 
was before, this new Tumult was concerted a* 
mong thofe Gentlemen who had petitionM, as 
above ; nor was it long 'ere they publickly ap- 
peared with and at ^e Head of them in the Street. 

N^ The 
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The firft Thing the People did, they furrotind^ 
ed the Cooncil-Houfe, the Privy-Council be-r 
lag fitting, and demanded a better Anfwer to 
their Petition, and that the Service-Bookbelaid 
afide till the King was fully informed of the 
Matter : The Bilhop of GaUmajfy going to the 
Council, was aflaulted in the Street, tho' with 
Words only, and followed to the Door : The 
Earl of Trdauair h^ the fame Fate, as had aU 
fo the Lord Treafurer. The laft was indeed 
infulted particularly, and his WHITE-STAFF 
taken aWay in the Street. 

At the fame Time another Part of the Rab- 
ble befet the Magiftrates of the City and the 
Town-Council, and demanded of them to join 
with them in oppofing the EngUflj Liturgy or 
Service-Book, and threatning to pull them out 
by the Heels, they ob]iged them to draw up a 
Paper, and fign it, engaging not to permit the 
idolatrous Service-Book, fo they then termed it, 
to be read in any Place within their Bounds, 
and ta recal their baniflied Minifters. 

It was in vain, that the Lords, in the. Priry- 
Councii-Chamber,- fent Exprefles to the Town- 
Council-Houfe to the Magiftrates, to come and 
refcue them ; who could only make Return, by 
telling, that they were in the fame Condition, and 
what they had been obliged to do: The Lords 
had then no Remedy but to fend to fome of 
the better Sort of thofe of the other Side, to 
come and relieve them: Upon this Requeft, 
Jeveral Lords and Gentlemen, of good Qiiality, 
of thofe who oppofed the Service- Book, came 
and fpoke to the People, and defired them to let 
the Bifhops and Lords quietly depart. 

To thefe the People immediately yielded, and 
they guarded their Enemies to their own Houfes 
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ftreogfa die Rabble* And bow it was eafie 
for them to fee that the People were no more 
CO be imppfed upon ; for the very next Day a 
Petition was prefented to the Privy Council t- 
gainlt the Service-Book : And this was not a 
Petition of the Rabble ; bnt fign'd by Minete^ 
Noblemen, Three Hundred Gentlemen, of good 
Note, and by the principal Inhabitants ox the 
City of Edinburgh. 

This Petition was fent Bp to the Ring, but no 
favourable Anfwer was obtained ^ but to fhew 
the Reientment of the Court againft the Citi- 
zens of f^jiijriyr^^ the Seilion was removed to 
Sterlings by Proclamation ; and anotha: was pubr 
liihed, to forbid all tumultuous Reforts or 
Meetings, on Pain of Rebellion. 

This ferv'd to unite the People, who, ha- 
ying made themfelves obnoxious, by appearing 
in thefe Things, were obliged, for their own 
iSecurity, to ^o thorough with their Work ; and 
therefore taking no more Notice of the Coun- 
cil than as Enemies that did them ill Offices 
kkk the King, and refolving to defend th^ir 
nHrties at whatever Hazard, they now began 
to ^form themfelves, and to confider their 
Strength, the Generality of the Nation being 
really on their Side : In the firft Place, the . % 

Earl of Humcy the Lord Lyndfir^^ and A- 
bandance of Lords and Gentlemen drew up a 
Proteftation, under their Hands, againft thefe 
Proclamations, and having fent it to the Coun* 
cil, they from that Time met in a Body, de die 
in diem J to confider the State of the Nation. 

Here the famous TABLES were torined, of 
which our Hiftories are fo full ; by the Order* 
of which every Degree fet by themfelves. (i.) 
The NobiUty.^^(2.; The Gentlemen. (3-) The 
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BorroBghs; (4.) The Minifters* And yet aR 
communicated their Refolves ; fo that every 
Thing was done with Unanimity and Agree- 
ment. 

They were no fooner pot into this Pofture, 
^t being fnre of the Concurrence of the Peo- 
ple, they took no Notice any more of the per- 
fecuting Council-, no, nor of the King himfelf 
as to his Menaces or Miflions ^ but taking the 
Adminiftration fo far into their Hands, they 
proceeded to redrefs the Grievances of the State. 

They began, a Jove frincifiumy with the Rc- 
ftoration of the Church: All the Epifcopal Pomp 
and Ceremony vanHh'd at once: The Bifliops 
ftood at Gaze, or fled, not daring to Ihew their 
perfecuting Faces, and the Meeting of- the ge- 
neral TABLE renewed the ancient Confeflion of 
Faith and Presbyterian Church-Government, en* 
tringinto a folemn COVEN ANT, one with an- 
other, to defend and preferve the faid Profefiion 
of the true Proteftant reformed Religion, and 
likewife the Perfon of the King. 

The King had a particular Accoutg^^f 
all thefe Things laid before him, and" ey 
were let to know that his Majefty refented it 
highly, which was nothing more or lefs than 
%^ ;, to animate them in the Profecutioii of their 

'^ new Undertaking. 

They proceeded therefore with all the Refo- 
lotion and Vigour poffibie, to fettle and efta- 
. i blifh the Liberties and Conftitution, both of 
Church and State ; and that in fuch a Manner 
as not to be again fupplanted or difappointed by 
their Enemies. In order to this the imprifon- 
ed Minifters were every where fct free, the 
Banifhed called home, and all reftored to their 
Livings, to the inexpreffible Joy of the People 
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of Seotldndy who fbrbare not, upon all Occafi^ 
CDS, to exprefs their Deteftacion of the Inno- 
vations which had been pat upon them before. 

It would take up a long Hiftory by it felf 
to record the reftkfs Endeavours of the Bi- 
ihops, and their Dependants ; as alfo the Ep!& 
copal Clergy in Epgloffdj by any Means to bring 
themfelves in again ^ but alas ! there was not 
the lealt Room to thruft the Kotion of it 
into the peoples Hc^s: They were every 
where overjoyed to fee their poor bapilhed 
Minifters return, the Church reftored to her 
Liberties, and to enjoy her General Allem« 
blies, regular Judicatories, puUick Communions, 
&c. without Diftorbance, as before. 

The other Party had but one Way leftf 
which was to provoke the King to the high- 
eft Refentment, SO to embark the power of 
Bnglaniy in Support of that Refentment, and 
to bring down a formidable Army to cha- 
fiife them as Rebels againit his Royal Au* 
thority. This they threatned the Covenanters 
vrith« fo the Pnsbyttridfis wtre then ca&ed in En- 
gland, becaufe of the Covenant taken^ as above. 

It was certain, that a King of England at the 
Head of all the Powers of that oppulent Na- 
tion, was a moft formidable Thing -, and as 
the King had Troops ready about him, thefe 
People perfeftly naked, unprovided, undifci- 
plinM, and the like ^ the Refentment of the 
King was the more terrible, and it occurred 
often from Solotnen^s Words, That the Wrath of a 
King is like the roaring of 4 Lion* 

But the covenanted Lord^, far from being 
difmaid at all thefe Threats, ftood boldly to 
what they had done j and when the Marquefs 
pi Hamilton^ whom the King fent to them, pro- 

pofed 



pofed Tvvo Things, their Anfv^er will^ fuffid- 
jcntly acquaint us, that they a(fled as Men un- 
der no Apprehenfions of the Power of their 
Enemies. 

The Marquefs, vefted with the Power of 
High Commiflioner to fettle the Peace, entred 
into a Treaty with them ojj Two Heads, d^i^O 

1 . What it WAS they expe^ed ffom the King^ 
in Satisfa£tion of their Grievances 

2. Whether they weuld^ after fuch Satisfalli^ 
offy return to their Obedience^ and renounce 
their Covenant. 

To the firft they anfwered, they exfeSted 4 
free Parliament^ and a legal general Jiffembly^ 
and to that they were willing to refer all their De* 
mands. Xo the fecond, Tl/sat they had not forfaken 
their Obedience^ and tiferefore needed no Terms of 
Return ', but that as to their Covenant^ they would 
as foon renounce their Baptifm : Nor would they en* 
ter into any Treaty^ if it were mentioned to them a 
fecond Time* * 

• 

There were long and tedious Debates be- 
tween them upon thefe Things, and many Ex- 
jKdients the Commifiioner offered, in the King's; 
Name, to keep, if poflible, the Bifhops in theip 
Seats. He went back to the King, returned a- 
gain with new Conceffiops : He oftrM a Decla- 
ration from the King, confiding of Eleven 
Heads, all granting Things to the Covenanters, 
which they would have rejoic'd at a little be- 
fore i but now rejet^ed. In this Declaration. 
The King granted, 
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1. To annul the Service-Book. "* 

2. The Book of Canons. 

3. The hiph Commiffion. 

4. The Five Articles of Perth. 

5. That all Perfons, whether Eccleliaftical 
or Civil, fliould be liable toCenfare of 
the Parliament and General Afiembly. 

€• That no Oath be impofed upon M ini-> 
fters at their Entry j but what was 
contaia 'd in the A& of Parliament. 

7. That the ancient Confeffion of Faith 
^ ihould be renewed, and fubfcribed as it 

was in his Father's Reign, with the 
Band thereto annex'd. 

8. That a General AfTembly be holden at 
Gtaf^ovo the 11 fi of Ms^y* 

p. And a Parliament at Edinburgh the 14^^ 
of May after. 

10. That therein a general Pardon of att 
Offences fhall be granted. . 

1 1. That he will appoint a general Faft. 

Theie were great Things ^ but as the main 
Thing was left behind, ^iz.. That Epifcopacy 
was left in the Church, the Bifliops to remain 
and to lit in Parliament, and thofe Things left 
to the King's Nomination, which, of Right, 
belong'd to the Church, nothing could be done : 
They protefted againft thefe Conceffions, as 
King-Craft, to delude them -, and claiming the 
Right to call a General AflTembly themfelves, 
as by Ad of Parliament /0n»«r/y mentioned^ thea 
in Force : They rejefted any Accommodation 
without a perfeft reftorinc the Church of Scot'- 
land to all her Powers and Privileges, and the 
total abolifhing Epifcopacy in that Nation ^ 
chooling to run aill Hazards, and to pot Tbing!^ 
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to the laft Extremity, rather than abate oae 
Tittle of it. 

Such Zeal and fuch Faithfnlnefs to the Pria« 
ciple they profefi'd, could not fail to prompt 
them to all proper Means to fupport what they 
liad undertakefl ^ wherefore the Marquefs of 
Hamilun being gone back in Difgult, and ha- 
ving ufed fome threatning Speeches at his part* 
ing, they refolved not to be furpriz'd j but im- 
mediately to put themfelves in a Pofture of 
Defence, that they might be able to go tho- 
rough with what they had undertaken. 

Accordingly they began to lay Taxes for rai- 
ling Money, gave out Commiffions for Icvyin]^ 
12 Regiments of Foot and ,8 Regiments ol 
Horfe, making iu all 18000 Men, lent over inr 
to Swtden^ and the low Countries, to invit; 
home the old experienced Generals and Officer^ 
of their Nation, whom they could confide in, tq 
come and take Pay in the Service of their 
Country, and in a Word, made all neceflary Pre- 
parations of War. 

As this arming in Scotland was not withpul; 
very good Intelligence from Englund^ of tJ^e 
Refolutions taken there to reduce them by 
Force, and the Threats of the Marquefs of 
Hamilton to their Faces, when he went from 
them, who told them, infulting. That they mufi 
not thinh to ufe their Kings now as they did fer^ 
tnerly^ when they were omy Kings of Rebels \ that 
the King had another loyal and warlike Nation at 
bis Command^ and that thpy fliould foon feel ii to 
their Coft. As, I fay, thefe Things went before 
theii" arming, the EngUf/i Hiftorians are mani- 
feftly partial, who fay the King armed only ia 
his own Defence, and in charging the Sxiots 
with a Deiign to beg4a the War -, it being ma- 
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fiifeft they were capable of no other Dedgn than 
of (ecuring themlelves againfl: being trampVed 
on by a bigotted Conrt and an iacens'd Clergy^ 
It is alfo evident) that this Vigilance was, nn^ 
der God, the Means of their Prefervation ; for 
that when the King advandd forwards to Tori^ 
and from thence to the Border, they were rea- 
dy in the Field before bim^ and that with fuch 
a reiblute Countenance, as that the Englijb 
Army cared not to attack them ^ and when the 
Earl of Holland^ General of the Horfc to the 
King, advanced in a Bravado with a ftrong 
Brigade of Horfe and a Detachment of Foot, he 
was driven baclt fkfter than he came, by half the 
Numberofthe5c<?tj Cavalry, with Musketeers in 
their Intervals \ a Manner or fighting which the 
Englijb bad not feen, ami which feme Sc^ts Of- 
ficers hac^ learn'd under the great Guft0t^s A* 
delphus -, it would make too much Sport with 
the Englijh Courage and Bravery, which is.fo 
well confirmed in the World, to give, an Ac* 
<ount how like 3coundrels this Army behaved. 
An fif^/f/bHiftorian of Note fays, in a Manufcrtpt 
which I have leen^ they were raifed by the 
Clergy, and imitated their Maiters ^ for as the 
ClergY> who prompfd this War, accompanied 
the King to Tarij but left him when he came 
into the Field j fo the raw and undifciplin'd 
Army accompanied him to the Field, but l^ft 
him when they (hould have engaged j in a Word, 
none of the Troops, after the firft Skirmifli, 
car'd to engage, or to look the Scots in the Face ; 
who, on the other Hand, tho* they would not 
attack the King, yet ftood ready, and fhewcd 
ail the Forwa«lncfs in the World to give Battle. 
The King's Generals finding the Difpofition 
of their Men, told the King very plainly, it 
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1«raS not hh beft Way to engage : Upon \iirliicti 
Notice was given the Scots Army, that they 
inight fend fome to treat with his Majefty up« 
on their Demands, which was done, and. in 
which an poJSble Artifice was nfed to make a 
jTuperficidl Agreement, that the Scats qiight be 
bMiged to disband, and fo might be fnrpriz'd 
again unarm'd. • 

However, they made a Pacification, and ac- 
cording to the Terms they broke their Army 5 
but having certain Intelligence from England, 
of the treacherous Defign, they kept the Officers 
arid Generals in Half pay j a Praftice to this Day 
iifed when Nations put an End to a War with no 
very great Affbrances of preferving the Peace. 

As they had beeii ittform'd, fo it prov'd) 
for the King, fired By the Clergy, fought Oc- 
cafio)|$ of new Quarrels^ and decline^eftablilH- 
ing their Civil and Ecclefiaftick Liberties ac- 
cording to their Model, . and then pretending 
the Scats had not kept their Articles, denounced 
them Rebels both in England and Ireland. 

This obliged them to reftorc their Troops, 
ivith all pbffible Expedition, and fo foon were 
they com pleated, the Zeal and Alacrity of thtf 
common People furnifhing Men even falter tbap 
they required, that they were in the Field 20 
Days before the King : And now they ufed Ao 
more Ceremony about advancing beyond their 
own Borders, as before ; but finding no Army rea- 
dy, they entered England in Order of Battle, and 
advanced to New-CafiU uf on Tyncj before any E- 
iiemy appear'd. 

Here the Royal Army fac'd them, and it Wu^ 
thought impoffible the Scots iliould pa& the 
Tyney without fighting ; but General' Lejly^ an 
old Soldier, refolving to put it to the lifue of 
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k Battle, pafs'd the River at IJewbmrn^ in t\^i 

Face of a Itrong Body of the EngUfjh Army ^ beat 

them fairly by plain Fighting from their Poft^ 

and killed 300 of their Men, which Adion fd 

frighted the King, and his whole Army, that 

they would not ftrike a Stroke more \ but 

ihamefuHy retitated to Torkj kaving Ncw-Cafili 

and Durham in PoflTeffion of the Scots. 

. Here began the EngUjf^ Tronbles and Civil 

War, which, as they belong not to our Story» 

1 iball mention no. farther than to make good 

Ivhat I obferv'd before, vit. That God fo or« 

dered it even from the Beginning of the Refor* 

ination in Scotland^ that no Men, or Party of 

Men, *are ever yet fallen npon the Church of 

Scotland^ but it has been at length their own 

Deltrudion ; the Church has been like the Stone! 

in the Gofpel^ and on her religious Eltablifh- 

ment may be written, as is upon her Banners^ 

Ji^tmo me imfune laceffit* S>vet may it be iOj 

and may her Enemies take the Warning, that 

they never mor^ make the Attempt* 

Kow the Church of Smland was arrivM to 
her full grown State indeed : Her Enemies were 
not only fubdued, but all in her ^ower ^ her Af- 
femblies were now reviv'd, the Covenant which 
had been the Band of all this Steadinefs, was re- 
Bewed, all her Church-Judicatories were refto- 
ted, Epifcopacy was entirely abolifh'd, and all 
her Perfeeutots fled ; for Fear of falling into the 
Hands of that Juftice which they bad before 
exercifed to Tyranay juid Oppreffion; 

A few Words will finifli this Part of her 
Story : The King, and his High-Church Army 
being retreated, after the Action at Newbourn^ 
k'is impoflible to exprefs the Confternation they 
were in : The Scots Army being advanc'd to 
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birhnmy were now entire Mafters of EngUfid r 
If they had pleafed to advance^ nothing could 
have ftood before them. They were entirely 
polTefs'd of all the Counties of Northumherl^wd^ 
Cumberland^ and tourham^ and began to extend 
themfelves towards the Weft^ and as they re- 
ceived daily Supplies bf M€n from Scotland^ they 
would, in Six Days more, haVe been poflefs'd 
of Wefimoreland and tancafhirij there Ming no 
Forces to oppofe them but at York, and tnoftf 
tnder the terrible Apprehenfion of being lit- 
tack'd By bur whole ,Army, WhIcHj God and 
a juft Quarrel being dn the Scots Side, they 
were in no Condition to oppofe. 

The King, in the utmoft Diftrefs, hertf fnra- 
inoned a great Council of bis Englipf Nobility 
to confult what to do ; they advife bim to what^ 
for 14 Year, had been his Averfion; namely^ 
the calling a Parliament^ and to fend to t}i€ Scots 
to treat of a fecond Pacification, which they^ 
in the greateft Profperity of their Affairs, rea- 
dily content to : This was the famous Treaty 
of Riff any where, granting a Ceflation of Arms^ 
contrary to the Praftice of all viSorious Armies^ 
rating their Contributions that the Country 
might not be opprefs'd, and limiting their Ar- 
my to the Banks of the River T££5, they (afi 
ftill, waiting upon Providence, and to fee what 
would be the Iflfue of thofe great Things which 
were then in view. 

r mention this as it conpirs with What is ob- 
fcrv'd before, QuizS) That this' arming in Scor- 
land had nothing in it of what the Enemies of 
the Church of Scotland charg'd upon them, viz.* 
Of a Defign againft either the Perfon or Go» 
vernment of their Prince ^ but was nothing 
more or lefs than what the evident Neceility of 
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their Cwromftances ^led -them to^ in Defence of 
their Civil and Religious Rights, which were 
illegally overthrown by their Enemies^ which 
iBncmies had follicited a FOREIGN AW \ for 
fitch even their own Kingy at the Head of the En* 
glifh Fm-cesy was \ to fubdue and deftroy them : 
nor was their Praftice in this Cafe any thing 
but what has been pradifed and allowed to 
be agreeable to the Laws of Nature, and of our 
Country, by both Nations, on feveral Occafi* 
oas, left tjrgent than this, a3 will, in Part, ap- 
pear in this Account* 

It remains only to obferve, that on the Meet- 
ing of the Parliament in England^ t\\t Scots being 
fairly treated with, their juft Demands granted, 
and afterwards confirmed, they quitted England 
in Auguft 1^40 \ intermeddled not then with the 
Quarrels and Divifions which, from that Time, 
begati to encreafe •, but rctir'd within their own 
BordcrSj*and laid down their Arms, till the Flame 
pf Civil War, which afterwards broke out in 
Evglandy involved them of Courfe in the Share 
of it, which they felt to their great Lofs and Op- 
prcflion, on many Accounts 

But the Story of tbofe Things not relating to 
the Church- Affairs, i pafs over, rcferririg to the 
Hiftories of both Nations. I have only to con- 
clude this Part with laying, that from this Time 
to the Rcftoration of King Charles 11, the Church 
of Scotlandy being uninterrupted as to her Eccle- 
jiaftick Jurifdiilion, ibbfifted in her full grown 
State ; enjoying the full Liberty of her Conftjtu- 
tion, both in Worlhip, Difcipline, and Govern- 
ment : In Civil Afiairs, their Country way often 
involved in War and Confufion enough ^ but as 
to the. Church, which is the proper Butinefs of 
this Tradt, it fuffer'd no confidcrable Interrupti- 
on,' O Her 



Utt rictt Appfeirancft Witt be a State of triat,

That as the Church of Scotlafid rcfbrm'd 
at firft from Popery into Ptesbyterianidnj fo 
when the Invafions of EpiJcopacy, lupportea by 
the Tyranny of Princes, had tedtlced her to the 
loweft Ebb, yet whenever the Hand of Tyran- 
ny was taken away, and the People of Scotland 
were left to the Freedom of their own Choice in 
Matters of religious Worfbip, they neref faiPd to 
demonftrate, that Epifcopacy was their Averfion i 
and that they ftill retain'd a fincere Affeftion to 
the Mckiel of their firft Reforrofers ; that the 
Presbyterian Church was truly^^ National,' and 
that they would always, by their Choice, em- 
brace the fame, both in Doftrine, Difctpliaey 
Worfhip, and Government. 

2 , That Epifcopacy never got Ground in Scaf* 
Und^ but by Violence', and never fail'd toexercife 
what Power it had there, toopprefi anddeftroy its 
Oppofers •, being always atiimated with a Spirit 
of Perfecntion in the Church, and ablblute Tj* 
ranny in the State, as will ftill more fully appear 
in that Part of this Work which is ftill behind.

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« Where yon require, what becaiue of the 
Books of the AfTcmblie ? I referved them whole, 
until the returning of the Dotds and the Mini-- 
ftrie out of England •, and if! had not prefervcd 
them, my Lord j4rran intended to have made 
them to be cafl: in the Fire, And upon a cer- 
tain Day in Falllandy before they were deliver- 
ed to the King's MajeHy,' the Bifliop of N. ac- 
companied with Mr. Henry Hammiltoun^ rent 
out fome Leaves, and deftroyed fuch Things as 
made againft our Eftate, and that not without 
my own fpecial Allowance. 
^ As for the Books which I have ftt forth, I 
have fet forth nothing, except a (Commentary 
upon the firft Epiftleof P^w/ to Tiptothy^ which 
fliall be direfted to the King's Majefty, and 
keeped no Exemplar Jbefide me ; and I under- 
ftand that Mr. JahnGeddie got the feme from 
the King, and lent it to Mr. Robert He^buPn. 
^ Farther^ I wrote nothing, but only made 
mention, in my Preface upon the Af^fcalyffe^ 
that I fhouid write a Book called .P^Z/wj, which 
(being prevented by Difcafe) God would not 
fuffer me to finiih, and the little Thing that 
was done I caufed deftroy it. I have fet forth 
the Book oi'Job^ and the Lamentations of Jere-- 
mie, afl in Verfe, to be printed in Endmtd. 
^ As for my Intention, I am not di^fed, nor 
of Abilitie to write any Thing at this Time ; 
and if it pkafeGod I were reftored to my 
Health, I would change my Stile, as Cajetanns 
did at the Council o( Trent. 
^ As for SutUviusS Book againft the Form 
and Order of the Presbyteries, fo far am I 
from being Partner in that Worlc, that as I 
Jcnow not the Man, nor had ever Intelligence 
of the Work, before it was done ; fo if k 
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plcaR God to give mc Days, I will write hi 
bis codcrarie. 

* Prays the Bretliren to be at XJnitie and Peace 
with me, and in Token of their Fdrgivcnefs, 
becaufe my Health fufiereth me not to go over 
to the Colledge, where ye are prefently affem- 
bled, which I would gladly do, to ask G6d and 
yon Forgivenefi, that it would pleafe you to 
repair hither, that I may do it. 

* Moreover } condemn, by this my Subfcripti- 
•on, whatfoever is contained in the Epiftie De- 
dicatorie to the King's Ma jefty before my Book 
upon the Revelofion^ that is either flanderoui, 
or offcnfive to the Brethren. Alfo I promife 
to fatisfie the Brethren of Edinburgh^ or jkiy 0- 
tber Kirk in this Realm, according to good 
Confcience, in whatfoever they find themfelves^ 
juftly offended, and contrare^ to the Word of 
God, in any of my Speeches, Anions or Pro^ 
ceedings, which have pa(t from me. 

* And concerning the Commentary upon the 
firft Epiitle of Paul to Timothy^ becaufe there 
are diverfe Things therein contained offenfive, 
and that tend to allow the State of Bilhops, 
otherwaysthao God's Word canfufftr, I con- 
demn the fame.

None were fufle;red to ftay within, but thcl 
Srori/fe Coonfellors and. Miniftcrs, except only 
that .of Montague, who keeped the Door. The 
King opened up th^ Can fes, which moved him 
to write for them,' almofl: conform to the 
Tenor of the Proclamation, and the Miflive 
fcnt ifnto them. In enti^, ^ he gathered all his 
Speeches to two Heads, whetein he faid, he 
would be through with- them for the Peace 
of the Church. The one about the pretend- 
ed General Aflembly (fo he terftied it^ holl 
den at Aberdeen, ana the Proceedings, which 
followed thereupon. The .other, how there 
might be an ordinary and peaceable Aflembly 
holden, to fet all Things in Quietnefs and 
good Order. They had agreed among thcm- 
felvcs to give no prefent Anfwer, butto take 
all to Advifement. Mn James Melvine was 
chofen to be their Spokefman. After he had 
expi'efied, in a complementing Manner, thdr 
Joy for his Inclination to intertain Peace, &c. 
he defired Time taadvift^ -becaufe his Maje- 
fty's Letter did bear no Particular, neither 
heard^they of any before that Time. There- 
after there was much Time fpent, tipon fend- 
ing of Commiflioners from Presbyteries, after 
•receiving of his Majefty's Commiflioners Let- 
ter,' d ^charging any Aflefnbly to be holdeh 
at Aberdeen. Item, upon the Proceedings of 
the Synod of Fife •, praying for the convifted 
Brethren in Prifon :; and upon Mt. James Met-- 
vin\ Letter direded to the Synod of Fife.

Many of the Presbyteries had not received Ad- 
vertifement before the Day j thefc who bad 
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received^ con (idling, that there were weight!- • 
er Reafons for holding the AfTembly, than 
ifor deferting of it, refolvtd to fend *heir 
Commiflioners to keep the Day appoiated by 
his Majefty the Law ftandiog, which is the 
moft authentick Teftimony that a King can- 
give, as his Majefty himfclf declared in open . 
Aflembly holden at Dundie; For the Enemies 
were bold and bufie: Many References, Ap- 
pellations, and other Matters were lying not 
taken Order with, which could.not be order- 
ed without a General Aflembly. The great- 
eft Motive was a Fear to lofe the Right and 
Pofleffion of a General Aflembly, which would 
expire. of it felf, if thcire were not a fet Day. 
appointed. The Words -of the Letter, fent 
by the Synod of Fife to other Synods, v^eft, 
in their Judgment, fo conceived, that it could 
neither prejudice the General Aflembly, nor 
his Ma jetty's Royal Power, nor the Brethren 
who were in Ward under his Majefty V Mer- 
cy. They confefled, they prayed for the im- 
prifoned Brethren \ and profeftd, tjiey could 
not omit that Duty to their Brethren, which 
was extended even to Malefaftors for their 
AmendraenL As for Mr. James MelvinhhtXr 
ter, the King faid, 1 heard, Mr. James^ you 
wrote a Letter to the Synod of Fifcy holden 
at Confer^ where there was much of Chrift, 
and little good of the King. By God, I 
trow,' ye were raving or mad ; for ye fpeak 
otherwife now. Was that a charitable Judg- 
ment ye had of me? 5/r, faid Mr. .James^l 
was both fore and fick in Body, when I wrote 
that Letter", but fober and found in Mind. 
1 affured my felf, and the Brethren, that thefe 
Articles^ a Copy whereof(jame in my Hands,

* and Queen being prefent. Doftor Buckerage 
^ taught upon Rom- 13. i. He joined Pope and 
^ Presbyteries together, diverfe Times, as E6e"i 

* mies to the King's Supremacy. 

^ After Dinner, they refolved upon this An- 

* fwer to the lirft Head, which they appointed 

* Mr. Jdmjts Melv'w to deliver. They could not 

* judge of the Aflembly of Aberdeen^ for thefe 

* Reafons. i. His Majefty had indifted by Pro- 

* clamation a General Aflembly, wherein his 

* Majefty expected a Reparation of all Difor- 

* ders, in fo tar as belongeth to the Cenfures of 

* the Church. If they fliould now condemn, or

* they could not be heard. They called to Re-

^ The Minifters were fent for after Pinner* 
The Prince flood at the King's left Hand, 
with the abovenamed Scotijh Noblemen, Coun- 
fellors, Bi(hops,and Gomraiflioners of the Ge- 
neral Aflerably. The Archbifhop of Canter- 
bury Hood at the King's right Hand, the Earls 
of Salisbury t Suffolk^ W'orcefter^ 'Nottingham^ ^ 
Northamftoriy Lord Jsteff nop, Lord KnoUes^ and 
fundry other Noblemen. Some Bifhops and 
Deans ftood at the Door, behind the Tape- . 
ftry, who now and then difcoverd themfelves. 
Mr. Andrew Melvin defired the Earl of Dum* 
bar^ to requeft his Majefty that' the Engtifli 
^might be removed, left his Majefty fliould of- 
fend at any Thing fpoken ia a homely Man- 
ner in their Prefence: But it was not granted. 
The King, after refuming of the Points left the 
laft Day, came at laft to be refolved in this 
Particular \ whether the Aflembly holden late- 
ly at Aberdeen^ was a lawful AlTembly, or not? 
And whether the Proceedings of the lijinift^rs 
at it, and afterward, were juftffiable, or not ? 
Mr. George GladfioneSy John Spotfrpood, J anus 
Law J • Andrew. Lamb^ Biflibps •, Mr. James iNK- 
colfon^ Patrick Sharpe, Robert Howie and Lau-- 
reftoun were firft asked, and anfwered, they 
ever damned that Aflembly, and the Proceed- 
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ings of thefe Brethren, as unlawful. Then 
the King denianded at Mr. Andrnw Melvirtj 
what fay ye ; whether think ye, that where 
a few Nuniber of Eight or Nine do meef^ 
without any Warrant, wanting the chief 
Members of an Aflembly, as the Moderator 
and Scribe^ conveening unmannerly without 
a Sermon, being alfo difbharged before by. o- 
pen Proclamation, may make an Affembly, or 
•not ? He anfwered to the firft Objeftion thus j 
That in an AlTembiy of the Servants of Chrifl:, 
whereof the Nurtiber is not prescribed by a 
Law, it is not lawful for any to difallow there- 
of for the Number, feeing two or three (which 
is the fmalleft Number) eonveened in the 
Name of Chrift, have the Promife ofhisPre- 
fence, who is their Lord and Ruler. Befide, 
Rarefiefs maketh not XjFnlawfulnefs in aft or- 
dinary Meeting, eftablilhed by Law and Pra- 
aice. Laftly, all that was done, might- law- 
fully have been dotie by a fewer Number, au- 
thorized with Commiffion, as they were: For 
Continuation requireth not full Conventions. 
As for their Warrant, i. They have War- 
rant from God's Word. i. Your Majefty's 
Lavj^s. 3. Their Presbyteries fent them in 
Commiffion to that Effed ^ and therefore ap- 
proved the prorogating of the Day ; which 
was all they did : And therefore thefe Presby- 
teries were to be blamed, if any thing was 
doneamifsi and not the Perfons, ^ho were 
Executors only of their Presbyteries Will and 
Commiffion. To the Second he anfwered, that 
the Abfthce of a Moderator and Clerk were 
not Je ejfentia Synoii : And therefore the one, 
to wit, Mr. Fatrick Galloway, the Moderator of 
the former i^flembly, abfenting himfelf ^ the 

' ' ' « other, 
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other, to wit, Mr, Thomas Nkdfin being pFe- 
fent, but craving Leave to be abient for that 
Time, becanfe of his weighty Af&irs, they 
mfght Create others ifl their Places, according 
to the Praiftice of the Church of Scotland^ at 
is to be feen in the Regifter of the General 
AflemWy. To the Third he anfweifed, his 
Waiefty was mifinfornEied : For the ordinary 
Paftor of Aberdeen J to wit, Mr. James Rofs had 
a Sermon before the Meeting. As for the pre- 
tencied Charge, given the Night before, turn- 
ing him&lf to Lawejlourfy he faid, I adjure 
thee, in the Name or the Kirk of Scotland^ as 
you will anfwer before the great God, in the 
Day that Chrift IhaU appear to judge the 
Qpick and the Dead, to declare the Truth, 
and to tell, whether there was any fuchdharge 
given, or not. Laur^Jtoun anfwered not one 
Word. Then the King asked, what Reafons 
he had not to condemn the Minifters. He an- 
fwered, if it plc^fe your Majefty to hear, I 
have thefe. i. I am but a private Man, come 
upon your Majefty^s Letter, without any Com- 
miffion from the Church of Scotland'^ and 
therefore, feeing nemo confiituit me judieem^ I 
cannot take upon me to condemn them. 2. 
Your Majefty, by Virtue of your Proclamati- 
on, dated here at Hamfton-Court (which he 
then produced) hath remitted their Trial to 
the General Aflembly, expefting Reparation 
of wrongs, if any be done : 1 cannot therefore 
prejudge the Church and Aflembly of nty 
Vote there, which if I give now; 1 fhall be 
fore to have my Mouth (hut up then, as by 
Experience I and other Brethren have found 
before. 3. Res eft ha^enus judicata by your 
f Ma jetty's Council, whether rightly, or not,

that I remit to the Lord die Searclier of al 
Hearts, before whom one Day they moft ap- 
pear, and anfwer ibr diat Sentenoe : Sball I 
then take opon me to cantradift your Maje- 
fty's Cooncil, and their Proceedings ? I think 
yonr Majcfty wonld oot be wcU content with 
it. La^lyj how can I condemn them imHSM 
caufa^ not hearing their Accnfcts objeduig 
againft: them ? This was the Sabft»ice of his 
Anfwcr, which he nttcred after bis own Man- 
ner, ronndly and freely. Mr. James Sdfcur^ 
Handing next in Order, w^s nrged .to declaim 
his Mind. He aofwieared in E^feft as mr. A^- 
drmAid. Mr. Jsmes Mclaine anfwered •, their 
Proceedings are already cenfured by yonr Ma- 
jefty add Council, wherein I gm refolded with 
the Peril to obtcmperate, either by Obedience 
or Patience. If your Majefty be pleafed to have 
it farther judged by an Aflembly (rfthe Church, 
which is our Wife, I cannot prejudge the 
Judgment of the Church. If in the mean 
Time, your Majdfcy will urge rae to deliver 
my judgment of the Matter, accordiog to my 
Confcience :, unlefs the Wrongs done to them, 
and given in Writ to your Majefty's Eftates^ 
at the laft Parliament holden at Perthy be con* 
lidered and difcufled, I would not for all the 
World condemn^ them. A Copy of the 
Wrongs we have' earneftly defired of th'era- 
felves, that we might preftnt them to your 
Majefty, with this he ftepped forward, and 
delivered them fo the King in his Hand. 
While the reft were fporting, the King rea4 
them over, and fmiling in difcontented Man- 
ner, he faid, he was glad they were \given in. 
Mr. Robert Wattace .followed. He ^regrated 
fome Pelationsthat were given in againft him, 

* and 
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arid' then' anrwered as* the former did. Mr.' 
WiUUm Watfon was IharJ) agaiaft taurefiduny 
and laid the Burden of all upon hira : But he' - 
hc\*r replyed one Word, Mr. William Scot 
deliycred his Judgment in few Words^ agrec-^ 
able with theiie that preceeded- T)ie Advo- 
^care rra:ved Licence of the King to deaJ with^ 
iiim : But Mr. William had the upper Hand to^ 
his. Shame. Becauft much Time was fpent,^ 
Mr. John Carmichael and Mr. jidam Chit were^ 
defirei to be fliort:. They aufwered in few' 
Words, conform to the reft. Their Harnio-' 
ny moved the En^tifi /^nd others to Admira- 
tion. In end Mr. Andrew Mdvin brake out^ 
in his own Manner, and plainly avowed, the 
innocency of the Brethren, in all their Pro- 
ceedings at Aberdeen. Thereafter he recount- 
ed' the Wrongs done to them at Liniithgow^ 
whereof he was an Ear and Eye-Witnefs. He 
laid to the Ad7ocate*s Charge his favouring 
and iparing of Papifts, his crafty and maljici- 
ous dealing againft the Minifters. So that 
KAThyof^ ray dHxfpSv could not have done'' 
more againft the Saints of God, then ye did 
at Linlithgow againft the Minifters. Ye would 
do God and his Majefty better Service, my 
Lord, if you bended your Forces and Speech- 
es againft your Uncle Mr. John Hamiltofn a 
feminary Prrcft, and Mr. Gilbert Broun^ .'Ab- 
bot of Newabbayy who have infefted a j;reat 
Part of the Country with Popery. Bnttbeie 
Mens Heads ye have clapped, and flint up \the 
faithful Servants ofChriftin Prifon-, and ftiU 
ye Ihew your felf poirefTed with tlie.farh? 
Spirit: For ye think it not enough to have 
pleaded againft them in Scotland^ with ^11 the 
Cunning and Skill ye had, but ftill continue 
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wiyH& rSp ihKpSf. At which. WMs the 
King turning him about to the Archhifhop of 
Canterbury J (aid, what is it he faith? I think, 
he is calling him oat of the Revelation Anti^ 
chrijl i n^y, by God,. he calleth him the very 
Devil. Well bourded. Brother J^lmj faid the 
:King. In end he demanded, what Overture 
they would give him for the other Poinf. 
They ^nfwered, tjbeir-r beft Overture was to 
Jiaye a' free General Aflembly, by which all 
Jars would be removed, and quiqkly quieted. 
The King rifetb, and they were .difmifled^ 
not without great Applaufe of the BngUffn^ 
for their Gravity and Boldnefs in the Caufe 
of God. The Truth was cleared unto them, 
which before was obfcured by Mifreports, 
What was omitted by one, was femembred by 
another, every one of them having a pretty 
Space to advife upon his Anfwer. 
' When the Minifters were gone out of the 
Palace, and a little on their Way to King-^ 
fiouriy Mr. Alexander Hay fent for them, read* 
eth tp them a Charge from the King, not to 
return to Scotlandy nor to come near th^Kina^s^ 
Queetis^ or Pri«(7^j Court, withput fpeciallLi- 
cenpe and calling for. 

* Upon the 24,. of September ^ M. Alexan4er Hay 
willed them to return to Court vyith all conve- 
nient fpeed. When they came, he fl^ewed to 
Mr. James Mclvine^ that he was direfted by his 
Majefty to crave his Subfcriptioq to the Sheet 
of Paper, which was given-in by him to his 
Majefty concerning the Caufe, and Manner of 
the Delivery. So he gave him it tp perufe, 
which being done Mr. James wrote the An- 
fwer, and Manner of the Delivery of them in 
the Kings Hand. Wjthin an |Iour after, the 
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fearle dilBlejcarfte and Mr.^ohn Gorddn cafrfief 
to thpm, direded frotri the Kiog;/ deCriiig 
theiv A'Afwcr in Writ, and fubfcfibed^ to his 
Qpettiori ; what the King inay do in Watt^ti 
Ecclefiaftical ? And whether or not he Ifad 
Wholly the Power of conveening and dilcharg- 
ing of 'AfTemblies ? /They craved the Qjieftioa 
to be fet down iri^ Writ, and fubfcribed a^ 
from -hii Majeftv, and fafficient Time to ad- 
vife, and fo the' Matter deferted at' that 
Time. • -^ '*'' '--- '- ■ 

* Upon the 28. OfSeftemhety they were again 
•^written for to coihe to Court. The End wa^ 
to heif Doftor j4ndrewi BiRiOp of Exctfier, 
who, teaching upon the Tenth of' NunAers^ 
difcourfed npon the Two Trumpets, and prtf- x 
ved, as hfe could j the - cOn veening and dif^ 
chatgirtg of Councils and* Aflemblies to belong 
toChriftian Kings and Emperours. • 
/ At Slipper, they were again warned tobfe 
at Court, the Day IbBowihg by Eight a Clock ; 
becaule the Scetilh Council was to de^l 'With 
th^m^ But when they c^me, they were will- 
ed by the King's expreft Command, to come 
to the King's Chappel, namely Mr. jindrexp 
Melvifie and Mr. James Melvine. Mr, James 
warned Mr. Andrew by the Way, that they 
were to be trapped, arfd to have their Pati- 
ence tried. There they faw the King tfnd 
Qneen offer at the Alta^, -whereupon were fet 
Two Books, Two Bafons, and Two Gandle- 
fticks with Twa blind Candles.

^{TJiat Day afternoon, the ^-arlcs of Ar^Uj 
CUffcarnCy Orkndy^ iVipoun^ Dumhar^ the QOfn* 
ptroUer, the Advocat, thi* Abbot of L^^/r^ 
Mn Peter Xoung^ the Laird of Kilfyth conyeeijedi^ 
in the Earlfe of Dumb^h Lodging, When i;he 
Minifters compeared, Dumkar fliewed untd

Persecuted State. 

Ifhop Spotfwood in his Hiftory of^cot-^ 
la»d &ys^ That the PERSECVTIOJSt 
of JbioeUfiany was a great, means to 
farther me firft Propagation of the 
GOSPEL in Scotland y which 
Ferfecution being but in the South 
Parts of B R ITA IN^ it brought a great many 
CHRISTIANS, as well Preachers ^ as Pro^ 
fejforsj into Scotl^tdy where they were kindly 
ireceived by Kina Cr at ilwthj and the iileo€A£m 
given them for their Retreat, where he ere£led 
a magnificent Church, and called it, THE 
TEMPLE OF OVK SAriOVR. 
This is faid to be in the Year, 177.

Like Infbtnces might be found in all the 
TrzEts of Antiquity from thence to the pr^fent 
Tim^, where PerfecmUn has ^ead and efi2d>liih'd 
the True Religica i but no wtere fb eminently, as 
the Perfieutums of PRESBTTERJANS 
has done in ScotUmd. 

It was with Refpefl to the feveral Troubles, 
Divifions, Wars, and Intertuptions, which the 
Efiabliihment of the Chupdi of Scotland met 
with^ even in her moft flourifhing Condition, 
that the laft : Part of this Work was call'd. The 
grtmng Efidte of the Church j 

I would have been very well pleafed to have 
call'd it, The comfleaty or fintfh'd StMCy and to 
have reprefented tne Church in the P^rfeftion of 
.her Defires, arrived to the Top of her own Views, 
and in the full Enjoyment of her juft Privileges, 
fupported by her own Power, and the M ajefly of 
her Conftitution. 

But the Divine Wifdom which has always 
thought fit to exercife his Chiu-ch with Tribu- 
lation and Afflidion, as the beft Foundation 
whereon to build her temporal Eftablilhment, 
had otherwife determin'd; and all that Strength 
which the Church of Scotland had gam'd in the 
fliort Intervals of Peace which flie had enjoy'd, 
in the laft Period of her Circumftances, was 
little enough to carry her thro' the fiery Tryal 
ihe had now to endure* 

No fboner was the Reftoration of K. Charles II. 
brought to pais in Englandy but the Enemies of 
the Church of Scotland began to lift up their 
Heads, and the black Cloud which did but ho- 
ver over them , as it were for a while , and 
threatened them with Deftruftion, being big 
with Storms and furious Thunders, broke upoa 
them all at once*

1*hcire hid fome Things pafs'd in the EngUjii 
forliament, whith hstd deeply affefted the Peo* 
pie ofScotlandy and had given them a clear VieM^ 
orwhat they were to expeff , tho' it was not yeti 
fitllen upon them, and this is what I ihean. by 
the black Cloud which hover'd over them fojf 
& while* 

Thefe were ( i ) The dclclarlng the Solemn 
League and Goverfam to be unlawful, and obliging 
all People who held any Office, &c. to fubfcribe y 
to the ^2iidiDeclaratimy 13 Car. 1, caf» i. (2) Thef 
Aft of Vrnfirmty^ and by which thi Epifcopal 
Hierarchy in England was reftoted, sind the Mi-^ 
nifters who would not conform to the Liturgy 
and Ceremonies of the Church of England before 
Bartholomew Day, itftfi, were depriv'd of their 
Livings, 13 Car. 2, caf. ii. 

Thefe were Preludes to what was to be ex-« 
peOred in Scotland^ and yet albeit, the Afts in 
England were made before thofe in Scotland^ yet 
the Privy Council or Council of State in Scotland^ 
took upon them to begin with the Ttesbyteriant 
as ibon, or rather fboner, ths^i the Parliantent in 
England began there : So that the Church of 
Scotland law early what they had to expefl: -, and 
thus we are led, without any other Need of In* 
troduftion, into the Hiftory of Faft# 

When the King was reftor'd, the Church of 
Scotland was in its bcft and fulleft Poffeflion of 
Legal Power. The Profeffors of the freshyttridn 
Doftrine, had by their Adherence to the Royal 
Family, laid in as good a Loan of Obligsition 
upon the Gencrofity of die King, as any Party in 
their Circumftances could have done : And if 
but the Intereft 6f that Debt had been paid, ox"^ 
iftSratitude had been the Faihion of the Times^ 
they had Ibme Reaiqn to expeft a little Con- 
fideration to be had for them. 

Ta And 
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. It was indeed upon fome Expeftation df luch a 
keturn, that immediately/ on the firft News of 
the King's Reftoration, the Minifters in Conjun- 
ftion with feme of the Nobility and Gentry, fe- 
foiv'd to prefent a Paper to him, which was 
called , ji Monitory SufpUcatim. It was a n^w 
Term, perhaps, made tor the Occafion i And 
they did the Preslyterians much Wrong, who told 
King Charles^ that it was a Min4t(fry Supplication ) 
for the Contents of it prove the contrary, which 
are too long for the Brevity of this Trafb, but 
in a Word, is contained as follows, 

I.^ very hearty ahd folemn O>ngratulation 
of his Majefty's Reftoration to the Throne 
of his Anceftors, recognizing his Right, and 
extolling the Goodiiew of God, in returning 
him to his People, praying, tnat it may be 
a Blefling to his Ma jefiy and the whole Na- 
tion, and affuringhim of their ready and 
. dutiful Submiffion to his Authority. 

II. Reminding his Majefty with great Humi- 
lity of his COVEN AN T Engagement, 
m^k. thaty to God, and the Nation, and his 
Iblemn Promifes to put forward the IVark of 
RE FOR MA tlONm the Kingdom, as 
the oMy Thing in which his Majefty might 
eXpefl: the Blefling of God upon his Reign 
and upon his People* 

This Supplication was never prefented, nay, it 
was not fign'd by many of the Perfons who had 
promoted and riecommended it : But while it was 
a meer Embrio the Council of State fent 
their Officers, and as if it had l)een an Aft of 
Rebellion, furpriz'd and feiz'd upon fuch as they 

had 
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liad Information wpre concerned in It, and clapf 
difem in Prifon, having no Other Pretence againft 
them but this SuffUcation^ which they told them, 
was (editions, and tended to disquiet the Minds 
of the Leiges, and render his Majefty's Govern- 
ment uneafie to them. Moft of thofe they feizM 
upon were Eminent Minifters. 

It was alledged by the Perfbns that were thus 
taken up. That there was no Law a^ainfl fuppll^ 
eating their Frince^ and that where there was no Law 
there could be no Tr/mjgrejfton j - that they had nof' 
oBed tmfeaceahly or nndutijfully to his Maje^y in any 
ihing^ and dejk^d to Jmow upon what Law they were 
committed to^ Prifon : The Counf il let them know, 
no other Law at that Time but their Arbitrary 
Pleafure, againft which the poor*Gentlemen had 
no Remedy but Submiffion. "^ 

And this was the firft Article of Perlecution 
in that Reign (viz..^ Imprifoning without a Lawj a 
Thing they reduc'd into a moft. general Praftioe 
prefently after. 

The Government themfelves acknovvledge4 
the Injuftice of this afterwards by procuring an 
Unrighteouls Law, to be made to take away the 
Subjefts Liberty of Petitioning the Sovereign, 
declaring it Unlawful and Seditious, rid. 2 &j/I 
of the 2d Parliament of King Charles 2. JB. 2^ 
by which Aft, even Priloners were deny'd the 
Liberty to Petitipn for their iDeliveraixe •, nay, . 
or a Condemned Perfbn fbr his Pardon, or his 
Life J a cruelty fcarce heard of in any Nation 
before i which made many good People after- 
wards endure the m6ft intollerable Cruelties m 
their Imprifbnment, for fear of having them 
Doubled by the Crime of Petitioning for "Mercy : 
But'this was but the beginning of th^- Afflidi* - 
Qui of the Church of Scotland. ' 
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fn^be^nning of the Year 1661* the 
Parliament of King CbarUs IL Sate dovra, and 
that they might lay a Ground Plot of that 
pioody Periecution, which they had refblv'd to • 
raiie, fo they immediately applied tijiemfelves 
to make fuch Laws, and make void iiich already 
inade, as they well knew would be intoUerable 
to the Preshytiirians: They knew , the Predy^ 
terians would neither obey the one or bear me 
other, and confequently would render them- 
ielves obnoxious to the Penalties and Punifhment 
pf thofe Laws, and give the People in Power a 
fufficient Pretence for falling upon them, with al) 
that Violence and Inhumanity, which they had 
reiblv'd to treat them with. 

To bring the Account into fome Method, it 
win be needful at once to give a Detail of theie 
Perfecuting Laws, as they came to be made, or 
at leaft of fb many of them, a^ were made upon 
thefe ' Occafions : And this I Ihall dq in Order 
to enter into the Hiftory of the Suffering of 
the People in the Gonfequence of thofe L^ws, 
the more regularly : And this Method I ihall 
repeat again, as other and fubfequent Laws 
were made for the like purpofes. 

Some of the feveral New Laws, made after 
the Reftoration, which were the beginning of 
the perlecution were as follows. 

I . Aft Impofeii^g the Oath of Supremacy : This 
>yas direftly contrary to the Preshterian Principle, 
Note^ Tiiis was the very flrft Aft pafs'd after 
the Reftoration, and it was call'd the Oath 
of Allegiance, only to render the refufinig 
it the more odious, but it contained alfb 
the Oaths of Supremacy in exprels Words,

Jt may be truly laid, that Ibme of thefe Afts 
not only furpriz'd the Presbyterians^ but even 
fiird the whole $5ation with Horror, partly at 
the Unheard of Attack made upon the Solem* 
nity of the National Covenant^which moft People 
there Efteem'd Sacred, and wondred how their . '\ 

Temporal Power, or indeed any Power iipon J 

Earth could take upon them to Difchi^rge the j 

People of the Obligation of an Oath; and partly

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at the Dreadful Things, which they esridenfiy 
fore&w would be (he Coniequence of fuch Pro* 

Cpedings. 

It is not my bufinefs here to enter into the 
QuefHon^ whether the Parliament could dii^ence 
with the Obligation of this Oath or no^udi leis 
will I offer^ill I fee the AfErmatire better proved, 
Co Condemn the Opinion of thofe, who think 
the Nation of Scotland guilty by that A& of a 
moft. horrid National Perjiuy. 

Haying gone this length on the one Side, let 
us fee what Gnirfe the poor People took, who 
were'to iiifier for the \esA Step they took in 
Oppofing thefe furious Prx)ceedings. 
. Th<e firfl: Thingl find whirJi the Government 
laid ^ny hold on, was tl^e Miniflers Preaching 
againfl them : This was the lea^t Thing they 
could expeft, and yet for fbmci Tun^ was ther ^ 
greatefl OH?ofition they met with, ^d which 
way to deal with this they hardly knew j for it 
would feem exceeding Tyrannical ^ to Attack 
the Minifters for Words fpoken in their Pulpits, 
which it would be hard to afcertain, and againfl 
which there \ya? yet no Law : Befides having put 
Co many hardlhips already upon them, it feem'd 
<ery unlikely, but thefe lofers would have 
leave to fpeak^ and very liard to deny it. 

But theyfbon got over this ; and being re* 
iblv'd ^o tife no Ceremony, but to fall upon the 
Kirk by all the violent Methods they could De- 
vife, they publifHed a Proclamation, Hlf^har^e-' 
ing as tl^ey call it, that is, prohihiitiug and for- 
biding tijery one tojpeak againB the Proceedwgs of ' 
the State* 

• This open'd a Door to fiiil upon the 
Miiiifters, for many of them being Zealous for 
th^* Reformation, a«d for the Covenant, which' 
v- • ^ '- they • 
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they believed was an Oath of Cody an4 could 
not be Diffolv'd by Man j could not therefore 
in Ck)nfcience but declare againft the Attempt 
made in the aforefaid Law, to let up the Power 
of Man, to di^nfe with the Authority %d God: 
For maintaining this and oppoii^g the AQ: ot 
the Kings* Supremacy, a Thing which th^ 
Believ'd was no left than a Rebellioni^jgainft the 
•Riegal Authority of Chrift Jefus, the only Head 
and Government of his Church ; Many of the 
Minifters were Imprilbn'd, and Ibme without 
Hearing, or leave given them to make their De* 
fence were IndiEta CaufaySentenc^d to Baniflunent. 
The Nuinber of thefe was Seven at one Time^ 
they were not iiide^ lent or Tranfported tto any 
particular Place into Slavery, as was afterwards 
^ praftiled. But .they \y^re obliged by Sentence, 
to quit the Country in a certain Time, upon 
pain of Death, tod never to return upon the 
I like Penalty ^ and accordingly they took Ship- 

ping for Hottandy to the great Grief of theii: 
• # Flpcks, who ^iQurned for the lofs of them, 
being l^ft d€;3l|itirte ^ Sheep without a Shepherd ^ 
but on^ was fingled out from the reft to beaj: his 
Teflimony againfl them in another manner j this 
was Mr. James ^mhrie the Vroto-Martyr of this 
Perlecution, who was Cond6ran'd to Death, and 
accordingly was Hang'4 at Edinburgh 2& 9. Tray- 
I tor ; whole Behaviour during his Imprifon-' 

meat and Tryai , before thofe Tyrannical 
I Judges, and afterwards at the place of Execu- 

' tiw, might have convinced them , that the 

\ Blood of thefe Men, would be the Seed of die 

\ Church of Scotlandy ^nd that Torments and 

} Death, would not weaken the. Caufe of Religion 

\ ' in Scotlandy or advance them one ftep towards 

f ihe Conqueft they aim'd at. 

^ ' ' ' Having 
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Having novTafled Blood, tfaeir Funr leem'd 
to encreaie, zninom in Gn^fequence ot die Aft 
£x refioring Prelacy mentioned before, they 
advanc'd Itidi Prindples as they knew were di« 
reftlj contrary to die Tredjttrum Doftrine, and 
ibdi as diey knew no Bonds, no Affliffim, no 
nor Deadi it felf, would ever bring them to 
comply widi. 

Thefe were, 

1. A Declaration indie Preamble to die A£b 
for Eflabli|hing Epifcopacy, fignifying, tbat the 
JHfftfd of the Gwtmment of the Chirch^ is in 
the Kingy ms an Inherent Right of the Orown. 

2. Depriving the Church of the Freedom of 
Calling and Oiufing their own Paftors : This was 
included in an Aft for reftorihg Patronages. 

3* Di^flefiing die Minifters, who would not 
Conform to Epifcopocy, and this without Legal 
Prolecution, by a meer Aft of Council, pais'd in 
OHeber^ 1662. 

I think it is very necefl&ry to let down thefe 
firft Meafures of the Ferfccutors of the 
Church, in Order to remove a certain Slander 
raifed by the Enemies of thefe poor Suffering 
Chriflians, and which too many good People 
are Prepofleis'd in this Nation, (viz..) that the 
Scots Presbyterians liiflTer'd upon Trifling Pun- 
dilip's, not Effential to RdJgion , or upon 
Points which the Chriftian Cnurch have in all 
Ages fubmitted to, even under the Government 
of Heathen Emperors and the like •, fuch as ac- 
knowledging the King, Swearing Allegiance to 
him, living peaceably, paying Taxes, Tythes, 
&c. Whereas on the contrary it is Evident, 
that the Sufferings of the Church of Scotland, 
and the Perfecution which her Faithful Confef- 

fors 
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(brs have Udxxir'd under, hare been occafion'd 
for maintaining the Eflfential Points, botihi of 
Doftrine and Government, which flie h2is held \ ' 
ever iince the Reformation, and without which 
no true Church can be Eftablifhed, (viz..) Suck 
as the refufoe all Ufurpations upon the Sove» 
reignty of Cnrift, / as Kii^ and Head of his 
Church, in Oppofition to Eraftianifin, and E- 

?iicopal Supremacy. (2.) The Infiipportable 
oke of what they caird Unfcriptural Prelacy, 
which neither they or their Fathers were able 
to bear. (3 J The right of calling their own 
Minifters in Oppofition to the Pretences of Lay 
Patronages,. &c. and the lik€f, and (4 J for 
Oppofing the Tyranny and Injufticej, of the 
Proceedings of thofe in Power, who Cohdemn'd 
Men unheard , Sejitenc'd Men at Pleafiire, 
without Examining into the Fafts, or hearing 
Legal Witneffes •, and punifli'd Men to Death, 
for fiich Crimes as were not puniihable with 
Death, by the Laws of the Land. 

Thefe ajid llich as thefe, were the Points upon 
which the People of Scotland fuffer'd the moft 
Bloody Perlecution, that has been heard of in 
this Age, or for the laft 100 Years pafe'd in 
the World. The Perfecution of the Vrotefiants 
in Frdftccy being in* proportion to this Country, 
and the Number of People,- and the Blood Ipilt, 
' no way to compare to it. 

But to come now to the Suffering Party : The 
Government having thus by their Unrighteous 
Laws,made way for all theOppreffions whichtbey 
defign'd ,^ having Eftabli^i'd Prelacy , and 
DilpoiTefs'd the Presbyterian Minifters of their - 
Kirks, filling their Places with a Race of Men, 
who for Ignorance and Wickedne^, wer6 fcarle 
to be equall'd in the World ^ I mean as Mini- 

■ ' • fters 
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Jfters. The pdbr People were imme4iately feat- 
ter'd and difperls'd in si Dreadful gamier : The 
' j\e\v Set of Men, were lb weak in Capacity, and 
fo abominable in their knowji Praftice and Con-* 
nerfation, (Ipeaking without the leaft prejudice 
of the moft of them), that the People abhorr'd 
to hear them, or to come into the Churches 
where th^y were. 

^ This occafion'd them to follow their dwn Mi- 
nifters, tho' Difpoffeft, into private Places and 
Corners, ^nd to hear the Word Preached, and 
have their Ordinances Adminiftred in private 
H'oufes and Meetings, as was foon after the 
praftife in EHglandy by the Diflentcrs here. 

The Minifters on the other Hand, thinking it 
their Duty not to forfake their People, kept 
themfelves Concealed and Retired, and went 
fromHoule to Houfe, Preaching and Praying, 
Vifiting, Baptizing, and in a Word performing 
all the Duties of their Office, as opportunity 
would allow. 

This the Epifcopal Party could not bear ; and 
therefore in the firft place, fell to their 'former 
cuftom of making Laws againft it in Parlia- 
mentj and Enforcing thofe Laws by Proclama-. 
tions, and Afts ot Council, which they ibon 
brought to be of equal Forcd with Afts of Par- 
liament, tho' by Law it was quite otherwife, 
Vid. ^d. jifl X. Sejf.^ I. Par^ Car. if. Entituled 
ACT Ajferting his Afajefifi Royal Prerogative in 
making Laws. 

Th^le. Laws againft Non- Conformity, are fo 
Extraordinary, ar^d Savour'd fo much of a true 
Spirit of Perfecution, were in themfelves fo 
TJnjuft, and in fome things fo Unnatural, that 
fipne can wonder if the . Execution of them 
fometimas.d^ove the poor People to Defperation, 

and 
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ajidmade, as in far tefs moving Cafes has been 
laid, Nature Rebel againfl: Princifle^ and drove 

I the .Peoplfe, made thus Diflrafted by their op- 

'f preifions to Tumult ajid Rebellion. 

Andbecaufe they have in thefe Things, alfo 
, * been raflily cenfujr'd by Ibme among us« as a 
People fuffering as Evil doers. It muift be ulp- 
ful in their Vindication, to expofe a little the 
Inhumanity and Barbarity of tiieir Perfecutors^^ 
and this can be done in nothing betlaer than in 
giving a Briet . Account of the Laws now made; 
which they expefted,^ and rigoroufly exafted 
Obedience to ^ and which it was impofliblefor 
that Poor People to obey,without m^ing Shifwreci 
of faith 4md ^a good ConfciencCy abandoning their 
Profeffion, Inverting- the^ Rule of the Apoflle, 
and obeying Man rather than God. ^ 

Thefe jilts are as follow* 

I. ACT difcharging, u e. forbidding all 
Writing, Remonflrating, Printing, Praying or 
Preaching in fuch manner as ihould fhew any'

following Aft^ wluch gave tiie Finiihing Stroke 
to the reft, viz,.

Leaving it alfo to the Q)uncil, to Infiift far- 
ther PuniSiment,' and to provide for the mofl 
effe&ial Execution, which they did by Procla- 
mations, of the mofl Arbitrary, Illegal, and 
Tyrannical Nature imaginable, vix.. 

* Proclamation requiring all to keep to their 

* Parifh Churches, mider Penalty of 20 /. every 

* Omiffion^ they knowing at the fame time, 

* the poor People could not in Gonfcience 

* fpend the Lords Day in fiich a manner. 

* Proclamation Prohibiting all Preaching, 

* Praying, or hearing in Families,- if above 

* Three, more then the Domeflicks of the Fa- 

* mily were prefent j pimifhing thofe who had 
f more, a$ Unlawful Gonventicles. 

Proclamation- 
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^ Prvclanuttim appointing ail iuch Meetings 
^ not Authorifed, as^ aforefeid, tcT be pimiihed 

* either by Pecuniary or Corporal Puniiliments, 

* at the pleafiire of the Council. 

* Prdclamatm Commanding Landlords, Ma- 
.* fters of Families and Magiftrates, to caufe 

* their Tenants, Children, Servants, Depen- 

* dents, Taxmen, or Farmers of Duties and 

* Revenue, and all under their ^Charge, to Sub* 

* mit and Conform to the Epifcopal Government 

* and Worihip, and making the faid Landlords, 

* &c* anfwerable for the Default of their Ser- 
^ tants, (^f. the Punifliment here alio being left 
^ to the pleafure of the Council. 

NpfCy They referv'd here thp Cruelty of Pu- 
niflimcfnt to themfelves ; to be infliflred, not as the ^ 

Laws or the Nature of the Offence fliould Direft, 
but as the Perfon who they fliould have before 
them, flood more or le& in or put of their Fk- ' 

vour. 

Now to finifli stll, ?ind Enforce thefe Laws and 
f roclamatiors, the King Erefted a High Com- 
miiEon Court, coniifting rf a Medley of Glergv, 
Nobility, Magiffrates and Soldiers. This Body 
were Empowered to hear and determine Caufes^^^ ^ 

without Appeal, to Execute Civil and Ecclefia- 
ftick Authority j they cQuld Sufpend and ^prive 
Clergy Men; Excommunicate like Biihops; Com- * 
mit to Prifon like Juftices of the Peace-, Sentence 
like Judges ^ and put to Torture and Death like 
Hangmen : In a Word, as a known Scots Author 
C2L\]sthemythey wercaHatch'forch''Ai(fngrel'Af0nfier 
•fa, "judicatory y AuthwiiCd hy the Prerogative^ againfi 
the Laws $f GdDandMAN^ Illegal inits Confii^ 
putiony and Arbitrary in its Procedure ^ wherelff Per^ 
fons brought before them, were made to Anfwer 
SUPER INQVIRENDlS, without either Accufa- 

tion 
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ricn &r jiccufer^ cmirarj to an E^tfs JhanMng ImwI 
^&. 13, Pari. lo. Jac. vL 

It is fcarce to be related-, what tnnumerabla 
OpprefEons fell upon the People, but e^^ecially 
upon the poor Minifiers, in the Prolecution of 
tioele Laws ^ for the Minifiers finding themfelves 
bound in Gonfcience , not to abandon their 
Flocks, for any Per fecution or Bodily Sufferings 
whatever, expofed themfelves freely to the 
wprft that their Enemies could do, and &iled 
not at the greatefl and utmofl Haz^d, to dif^ 
charge their Duty ^ and the People Flocking 
after them, they Preached to them with what 
Privacy and Caution they were able, but at the 
Extreamefl Hazard. Nor was it poilible, but 
that many would be daily falling into the Hancis 
of their Perfecutors v infbmuch, that the Prifbns 
were every where full of Faithful Miniflers ; 
whereof abundance dyed, thro' the length of 
their Confinement, and fcverity of their Ufage ; 
Ibme thro' Cold and Evil Lodgmg, having Con- 
tracted Difeales and Infirmities, and others for 
want of Conveniences, and even Neceflaries ^ 
whofe Blood is no doubt to be Efleem'd, as Ihed 
in the Caufe of Religion, as much as if they had 
been brought put to Execution, as leveral of 
their Bfeiiiren afterwards were. 

By this Scandalous Judicatory, caird theHigh» 
Commiifion Court, many Innocent Men, as well 
Miniflersas others^ were profecuted even after 
a manner, near a Kin to the Sfmi^ Inquifition ; 
and as an Author well obferves, having no other 
Precedent in the ChriJUan World, but the faid^^- 
nijh Inquifition, being neither fuffred to know 
their Crimes or their Accuftr ^ never fuffred to 
come to a Hearing,or to make any Legal Defence. 
But when they demanded their Accufation, or 

Judicature 
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indifttoent, and leave to Anlwer to the famej 
they were told they could not be admitted to any 
Defence, unlefe tibey would firft take the Oath 
by which they were to acknowledge ana fubmitto 
f he Jurifdiaion of their Judges ,\ and then with- 
out hearing their Offence, or having leave to An- 
liver, they were fentenc'd to Scourging, Stigmati- 
zing, Baniihment, Tranlportation, to Slavery iii 
Barhudoesy perpetual Imprifbnment and the like ^ 
as the Commiffioners thought fit, and this to fuch 
a Degree, that the People fled before them, and' 
the whole Country-fides, as they are ca&ei there ^ 
became depopulate, for Non- Conformity. As 
this High Commiffion Court is juftly represented 
to be the' moft Arbitrary, Illegal, Cruel, and 
Unjuft Judicatory, that ever was let up in a 
Protefiant Nation, and imitated by none, but 
the Bloody Inquilition aforefitid, {6 it cannot 
be Unacceptable in our relating the Sufferings of 
the Good People of Scotland j to give (bme few 
Inftances, Out of an InnumerMe Crowd of opfrefs^d 
Suffering Chriftiansy of the vexations, BarbaritieSt 
Inhuman and Illegal Praftiles of this Court, in 
purfuanc^ of the Commiffion given them, to put 
the aforelaid Afts in Execution. 

The Author of a Book Entituled, The wrejt^ 
lings ofjhe Church of ScxytX^ndy has toucht at th^ 
Irregularities and Inhumanities of their Pro- 
ceedings ^ but Alas /• What are they to the In- 
numerable Examples, which living Teftimony 
are yet able to give, and which the Colleftor of 
thefe piarticulars, has received from the Mouths, 
of many of the Sufferers themfelves. 
- I have already mentioned, how Perfbns were 
brought bafore thefe new Judges without any No- 
tice, without Information, Acculatipn, Witnefs, or 
i^ccuier : But being fetch'd in, . were inftaiitlj^ 
- . • ♦ s U Charged 
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€!hargU by way of Imfuir^y and therefore vhs it • 
that this Court was not improperly call'd a Court 
of Inquifition. The Arch-Prelate, or Biihop 
of St. jindrews the lame who was afterwards 
kill'd, prefiding therein. 

Upon die bringing any Perfbn before them, 
fie was requir'd iitimediately to Anfwer fuch 
Queftions as were propounded to him , being 
sfllotv'd neither Council to advife with, or time 
to confider ; if he anllvgrM fatisfkftorily to one 
Queftion, they would ftill find others to Enfiiare 
him •, if he refilled to Anlwer, and pleaded the 
Great Law of Nature , Nemo tenetur Seiffum 
accufate \ they fet him by Inftantly as Gonvift, " 
and proceeded to Sentence \ if he anfwer'd boldly 
and perhaps fmartly, they immediately Sen- 
tence him for Contumacy and Difrelpeft : A 
Minifter was Sentenced to B^nilhment, for cal- 
ling the Archbilhop, 'Sir, And not my Lord.. 
One Mr. Porterfieldy a Gentleman of a Loyal 
Family, was brought before them, and ask'd 
why he did not come to his Parilh Church, to I 
hear the Curate •, to which he gave th6m a very 
pertinent Anl\ver, viz. Becaufe the Curate had 
abufed him, and Ikndred him, in fuch a mamier, 
as was both Scandalous to him as a Mini^lfer^ 
and jufl Ground of Refentment to any thing of 
a Gentleman. The Court upon his expofing 
and proving the Faft, were alhara'd of^the 
Curate, but being relblv'd to Revenge it on the 
Gentleman, they put leveral other Queftions to 
him, all which he anfwer'd, fo as no Advantage 
could be gain'd of him, at which the Archbi- 
ftop being Enrag'd, ask'd him if he would take 
the Oath of Supremacy^ which when he mo- 
deftly declined , "they immediately Sfentenc'd 
him to Banilhment and Confirieixient, to the 
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Town of. Elgin far Nortn^^ and Fin'd hkji alinofi 
to the full value of his whole Eftate \ and *t|iis 
.was the . conftant . Method 4vhen any iPeribn 
Convened before them, Coujd no other way be 
laid hold* bf^ nor in their Seritence did they 
confine themfelves to fuifthQ Puuifliment to 
the Offence \ or confult the Power of- their 
CoirimilEion \ But frequently Sentenced People to 
thfe feverfeft jpuriiihinent, for the {malleft , Offen- 
ces; and frequently pafs'd fuch Sentences^, as 
they had no Power by tjieir Coiiiiniflion to pals': 
one F^ous. Example, among a great Multi- 
tude is left upprt Record, as fp^^ . 
Mt- John Le^tngfich^ a . moft Eminent ancl 
Reverend Minifter, particularly famous in the 
'Church of Scotland^ had been Banifh'd the King- 
dom for no other Reafon^ but his refuiing the 
Oath of Sujjremacy -^ there, was Collated to thai: 
'Benefiiee, a Ciirate or. Epifcbpal Minifter, one 
Mr. 5c^f,.whd it feeiris Hcx^d Excommqnicated 
before, and continued linder- that Sentence; 
befides that, the People had other Objedions 
againft his Morals and.Qdod Name, inlbmucl^, 
that they publjckly oppoled "him, afehis. coming 
to Preach j and it leems, there were feme vvarm 
Expr^IIions uled by foine of^the People again^ 
him, which.- he complain'd of to the , High 
.Commiffion Court. Four poor Men 6F the 
Parifh, where • h^reupqn Cohven'd before them, 
and being not cJurg^d with wiy^thi^ by the laid 
Scot^ but being lxiterit)gate(L they ackiiowle4fi'd 
they were pr^^fent, whenUne Pariihioners did 
declare their pilTatisfaaioii at Mr, Scsucprams, 
to their Kirlc,; but faid, tliat'they did not.fpeaS 
what was,faid. ., . , .^ . , ; 

Thif the.Ck)mtniinouer?ycoDW to 

feyeral of ;th^ir own' Body," ViJte to be a Confef- 
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fionof Cuilt, axxl immediately gave t^ii&Baibdt^ 
xous Sentence. 

That the Four Men ihould be' Scourged thro? 
the Town, Sti^paatiz'd on the Foreh^d with 
the Letter T at the Crois of Edinbwrgb^ and be 
Tranlported to the Illand of Barbadocs ; all 
which was rigoroully Executed : " Kor was this 
enough to latisfy die Rage of the Pcrfecutffri^ 
' even in ib tcifiiiig an OfFeiK:e. But a few Days 
after, two Brothers, and a young Maiden their 
Sifter, Inhabitants of* the fame ParilE, were 
fentenc'd on the lame Account, the twa JAen 
to be Baniih'd to BarhadoiSy and the yoimg ' 
Woman to be whipp'd thro' the Town ofjed^ 
hurgh i all which Sentences were Executed ac- 
"cordingly. 

; Two more Examptes we have of their Juftice, 
which are very eminent j the One, of Mr. Smiihy 
a Learned Nonconforming Minifter , who was 
brought before them for Tracing Znd' Treaching 
to a few of his Friends, met privately in a 
Friend's Houfej they had, it feeins, np Evi- 
dence of the Faft, much lefs any Thing to 
objeft againfl what he had fpoken. * 

When he came before the Comitiiffioners, he 
did not fpeak difrelpeftfuUy at all, but he de- 
clined giving the Arch-Bilhop the Title of Lord: 
At which, one of the Bench ask'd him very, 
fcornfully , if he knew who it was he was 
Ipeaking to, * and what CJharafter he bore ^ to 
■ which he anflver'd , he did know him to 
be Mr. 'James Shary^ once aMinifter^ ashehim- 
lelf then was, and that he knew ^ho higher Cha- 
rafter any ChrifKan Man could bear, than to 
be a Minifter, and Ambaflador of ^efiu Chriil : 
This he Ipoke , direfting his Wprds to tl^t 
Commiffioner who had reprov'd' Him/ and gave 
him the Titles he was known by. This 
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This fo enrag'd die Arch-Bifliop, that he 
knew not how with Violence enough to wreak* 
his*Malic^ on the poor Man. But to ihew hi3 
Willingnefs to deftrqy him-^ he fentenc'd hm, 
beiides his Sentence fbr CdnventWng^ as they 
cali'd it, to be led by the Hangman to the Place 
hi the T6l^ Booth czWA the Thieves Hole^ and there 
laid in heavy Irons, there being a raving Creai 
ture who was an Idiot, and fiifious, confined in 
the lame Place, and left loofe with him. Here 
the godly Minifter lay Ibiiie Days in Danger of 
being deftroy'd by the poor demented Wretch^ 
'. who every Moment threatened to kill him. But; 
God, .that jftopped the Mouths of DaniePs Ly- 
ons, reftrain'd him fb^ that he hurt him not : 
And thefe merciful Judges hearing, that by the 
Grate of this Hole which looked to the Street, 
he was relieved and comforted by the Charity 
and Companion of many good People of the 
City, many were threatened for relieving him j 
and at length the poor Man was carry'd away 
to a Place calVd the Iron Houfe in the lame 
Prifon i where none could come at him.. Here 
he continued dole Prilbner, and in Irons^ for 
many Days. Befides this,- they lentencM him 
ibr his private Preaching to ferfetual Samjhment 
tothelfland o?' Shetland^ the coldeft, and moil: 
unholpitable of all the Cakdtmian Iflarids ^ where 
his only Relief, as to this World, was the Sor 
ciety of other blefled Sufferers banifh'd thither 
for the lame Good Cduje. 

The next Inftance of their Cruelty was one 
Mr. BlMckj a Lay-Man, charg'd by* the Com- 
miifioners, with having been at' a Meetine 
ef a few Chriftians in a private Way, for Prayerj 
whether any Minifter was with them, or not, 
was not alledg'd, neither had they any Thihig 

V 3 <;li^. 
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lejife to charge upon him of any Kind what- 
ever. They could not prove his being at the 
Meeting ^ but would have him confels^ . which 
he declined: Then they demanded him to give 
them an Account lipon his Oath, who was at 
the faid Meeting. This he dedar'd was againft 
his Conicience ^ and he would not be an Ac* 
5uler oi Innocent Mem JPor denying this, they 
fentenc'd him to be fcwrged fW the Tmm'^ 
which he very patiently fubmitted to, and 
chearfuUy fuffer'd. 

It womd be endlels to enumerate the Karnes 
of the Sufferers in this Caie , ' and it has not 
been poflible for the Author of thele Collec- 
tions to come at the certain Kumber of thofe 
Minifters, or Others, who dy'd in Prifbn3 and 
Banifliment, upon Account of thefe ferfecuting 
i^tw, there being no Record preferv'd of their 
Profecution in any Court of Juftice ^ nor could 
any Roll of their Names be prefery'd in thole 
limes ofConfufion any where, but under the AUotj 
and about the Thrme,of the Lamby where their 
Heads are crown'd, and their White Robes feen, 
and where an exaft Account of their Number 
will at laft be found. 

But, according to the Reports of Creditable 
and Impartial People, who, upon our earneft 
Enquiry, have from their Memories, as well as 
they could, recollefted thefe Things, and putting 
their leveral Relations together, comparing 
them with what has been made publick. We 
Jhall at the End of this Part give the Calculations 
which fuch have made of the Numbers of thofe 
fuffering Chriftians, who falling into, or flying 
from the Hands of their, Cruel Perlecutors, pe» 
rifhed in Prifons, and went into Baniihment, 
wit;hout any legal Proceis j moft of whoin pe- 
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rifhed by the Diftrefles and Extremities they 
were reduc'd to by .thole Means. And a fur- 
prizing Number it will be to thofe who hav^ 
not e;iquir'd into thefe Things, or difcourfed 
with the People of Scotland about them ^ and -all 
this before the Year 1666. A Time made re- 
markable upon the following ,Occafion, and to 
yyhich Oceafion thefe Thijogs have been the 
unhappy Introduftion. 

If the poor People were by thofe inlupport^ble 
Violences .made defperate, and driven to all the 
Extremities of a wUd Defpair, who can juftly 
refleft upon them, when they read in the Word 
of God, That Opfrejjlm makes a wife Man mad f 
and therefore, were there no other Original of 
the Infurreftion, known by. the Name of Thf 
Kifin^ of Pentjand , it was, nothing but what 
the mtolerable Oppreflions of thole Times might 
have juftify'd to all the World ^ Nature having 
diftated to all People a Right of Self-Defence, 
when illegally and arbitrarily attacked in a maiv 
ner not juftifiable either by the Laws of Nature, 
the Laws of God, or the Laws of the Country. 

But beiides all this it is evident^ that this IiiiUr- 
reftion was no premeditated Delign, but began 
in the Violence of Military Execution committed 
by four Soldiers commanded by Sir JamesiTurntr, 
who falling into fome JHoufes in GaKoway without 
Commiflion, or without Order from tneir own 
Officers , as Sir James afterwards alledgedj^ 
were oppofed, and driven out of their Doors 
hy four or five honeft Men of the Inhabitants, 
in the juft Defence of their Wives, Children 
and Goods unjufily infiilted and offer'd to be 
plundred by the laid Spldiers. The more parti- 
cular Relation of this Part is repord^ as follows. 

' . V4 Sir 
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Sir Jdmes Turner was an Officer of Dragoons^ 
yrho was fent with his Troops by Order oi the 
Coimcil, to quarter at DifcretUn upon the poor 
Wcftern People of Scotland^ becaufe there they 
found the chief Body of the confbnt Sufferers 
for, and Adherers to the True Religion were to 
be fqun4« 

This Sir James was a 3\x)l to their Minds, a 
Stranger in the Country^ being an EngUjh Man,, 
bred to Plunder and Rapine in the Service of 
of the French , pert eftly void of the Fear of 
God, or Man^ and unacquainted either with 
Religion, or Humanity. He had made three 
Invaiions into this Part of the Country, where 
. his Cruelty and Exactions had been iiich as had 
almoft ftript the Country, not of its Subftance 
only, biit even of its Inliabitants, who were o- 
bliged to quit their Habitations to avoid the 
Fury and Brutality of the Soldiers. 

It is impoffible to give the Detail of the 
Cruelties and inhuman Ufage the poor People 
iiiffered from this Butcher, for liich he was ra- 
ther than a Soldier ^ neither is it the prefent 
jPurpofe but to introduce what followed at this 
Time. 

The poor People had patiently fuffered the 
mercileis Treatment this Man Ihew'd them a- 
^x>ve feven Months, and thereby teftifyd more 
Pajfive Submijfiony than moft of thofe who have 
fince upbraided them with Refinance can pre- 
tend to ; when Sir James Turner put an ^nd to 
their Patience by the following Occafion. • 

On the 1 3th Day oi November y 1 655, he &nt 
four Soldiers f^om Dumfries^ where he quarter'd, 
to aTowii caird Dalray^ in the Shire ofGoBo^ 
toay'y with Orders to leize upon a piDor Man^ 
Qoods, who, he pretended, to have broken theLaxvs

by not. coming to bis PaVilh-Church' ;^ ani-tf- 
h^ haci no Gbods, 'i6-iAi.e' the* Mattv-and 'brihgf 
him Pfilbner to put^ts: r- The;' Scfldiers i as 
Sir jams alledg'd aftefj beyond their Inftruck 
tions, not only feized his Gbodsj '^ft^ 4ils 
too • and binding the- po6r OldTNiaW-lttiftdiand 
Foot, like a Beaft,- brought himm%J'2in^ 
him on the Gxoim'dj^H they rJflcid hW-Hbufe.. 

The Neighbours'/iSoved with '^ at 

the Indignity of ^the triage, ' arid at vleeing ai 
poor Ancient Man lye on the Grou>ld,i- bpuhS 
like a Beaft, to be c^rrj^tf away to the Slaughter ; 
and with juft Indignation at the Infbli^fecc of 
the four Soldiers, canie-td the S^rdkltSj ancl 
calmly entreated them to . unbind him$ arid to 
let him go with them like a Prifonei^,-a^ like 
a Man, not like a Beaft. * ' '^ 

The inlblent Soldiers' pretend to be affronted 
^t this Motion, and fall immediatety 4:ipon the 
People with their Swcffds , wounding two or 
three. This lb enraged the'r^ft^ ^at they 
attacked the Soldiers immediately,' woiiridedbne, 
and made the reft throw down their Arms* and 
beg Quarter. - -- ^ ' /'- 

This Breach, thus purely accidental;^ and by an 
unforefeen Provocation beirig begun^ the Sol- 
diers vo\Ving Revenge, and preparing to iail up- 
on the whole neighbouring Part of the Cow- 
try, drove the innocent People feO'th© J^ceffity 
of gathering together, and ftanding upon their 
own Defence : So that when Ten or-- Twelve 
Soldieirs returned- with their bloody Refolution ' 
of Plunder, and Defblation, they wer«e likewife 
difarmM, and made PrifoneriS, and when affer 
this Three Troops were feht, they fpurid the 
People too ftrong to.be attacked, upon which, 
they cryed prefently^ - A R E.R1E hhJOlSL^ 

• • ' '- and 
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wem executed at Gtafginv the 1 9th of Decen^er, 
fix more at Edinburgh the 22th, eight more at 
y^, tt^ro at Dumfries J and two at Irvine 5 Five 
KnA Fifty who had n*de their ' Efcape, were 
Fare^fauhedy as they call it, or Outlaw'd^ and 
Brbciaxnation with Reward made for apprehen- 
ding them, declaring it Trealbn to Imrbour, 
relieve, receive, or fb nui^h as to fee and ipeak 
to. them. Among thefe were feveral Minifters, 
ef Whom more hereafter. 

It will hardly be allow'd us in England to ca!l 
this Pirfecutiojiy or, that the SuHerers here put 
to^Deatn ihould be reckoned among the Martyrs 
ofScoHandy becaufe ( fay they ) thefe were Men ! 
taken in Arms againfl the King, and executed 
asTraytors; But we leave all thofe who aftenwards 
thought it lawful to joyh in the Revolution^ and 
in taking iip Arms agalnft the Oppreflioris aftd 
Arbitrary Government »of King JAMES^ to 
)udge^ whether thefe good Men had not the 
fame individual Reafbns and more for this Pent^ 
land Expedition ^ and it is Anfwer enough to all 
that Ihall read thefe Sheets, to fay, that thett 
Men dyed ' for that lawful refifling of Arbitrary 
Po^yer, which has been juftified as legal, and 
acknowledged to be jufiifiable by the Praftife 
and Declaration of the ^refpeftiv* Parliaments of 
both Kingdoms : But we leave all thofe DiC- 
putes to the Readers to determine, as Truth 
and ' Juflice ihall guide them, and return to the 
Hiflory of Faft. -

The Cruelty of thefe Executions was 
attended with one Piece of Inhumanity, which 
wfe believe no P^OTfST^isrTeverpraatfed 
before ; nor was it praftifed in all the fofipi fer-^ 
ficutiofts in England in Queen Marf^ Days : 
A Barbarity beyond the Cruelty of Death (^z^ 
caufing the Drums to beat round the ScafiFoM 
all the while the Executions lafted, liiat the 
People might not hear what the Sufferers }iad 
to fey to them, and to difcompofe and dis-, 
order them as much as poffible in their laft 
Moments. 

Tt is very remarkable, that the like of this 
was never read of in any modem Hiftory, ex- 
rept in the Hiftory of that BUody tyrant and 
Terfecutor the Duke JH Alva^ Governour of the 
Netherlands for the King of Sfairt. 

From this Time we may date the Ptrfg^ 

cution to be in its Heighth of Fury : For the 
Rage of the Perjemtors extended every Way, 
provok'd by the Coriftancy of the Sufferers ^ 
'till it came to fuch a Heighth, as was never 
yet heard of in any Trdteftant Country in the 
World. 

The Tdor People were driven from their Ha- 
bitations and from their Families : This was 
indeed in their Power, and they did it wit{i 
the utmoft Cruelty ^ but they could never drive 
them from their Principles. Nor while Afini-- 
fisrs were to be found, who durft preach ^;o 
them, was it ever poffible to prevent the 
People ^embjing to hear them, were the Pe^ 
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fidij Lofe of Goods, Liberty, Imjpriibnment ; 
nay, even Death itfelf. And which was ft-ill 
wonderful, the more their Perfecutars multi- 
plyed Laws and Penalties againfl them, and the 
mojre they were puniihed by thofe Laws for 
thofe Aflemblies, the more numerous they grew, 
and Multitudes were added to the Church 
every Day by the Sufferings which they met 
with. 

' . But the fubtil Enemy finding this, fell upon 
a Stratagem which did more Harm to J?£- 
LIGION in Scotland^ as it made a Breach 
and Divifion among the Sufferers, than all the 
Crutlty of the Perfecutors could ever do j and 

^ this wa? what they called The INDVLGENCE. 

' Irhe Hiftory whereof is neceflary to the Ju^ 
ftification of the fuffering People , as well a- 
gainft the Reproaches of their Friends, who 
were not rightly informed of their Grcum- 
ftances , as againft the Slanders of their E- 
nemies. 

The fliort Account of the Affair is thus. 



^ TT I3S:G * CHA RLES lid. was a Prince, 
JX. ^ i^€)t naturally enclin'dto Cruelty^ not 
a Man of Blood by hisDiipofition^ and had, it 
feems, fome about him, who had taken the 
Freedom to let him know more of the hi- 
humanity and Barbarity of the jirch^BiJhap 
and his Accomplices, than thefe were defirous 
he Ihould have heard of: And particularly, 
what was alledg'd by the Friends of the 
Kirk againft that Prelate^ s ConduEi , when 
the King had once before, upon the like 
Reprefentation, fent an Exfrefs Order to the 
Council^ That no more fijould be put to Death

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fvlz.) That the Arch^Bifljof kept that ORDJSM 
in his Pockety ^iiH he had feen the Executiott 
of the laB Nine or Eleven of the Peiitland 
Jlfen who were Condemn^ di 

This being reprefented to the Kingj his Majefty 
began to fefent it j and fpoke fome Things, 
which gave them Realbn to think that he 
would fome Way or other put a Stop to their 
Proceeding, if they did not find out Ibme neM^ 
Method to impole upon him : This they 
wickedly , but effeftually did y at the lame 
Xime, and in the lame Aft, and Deed, by 
which they very fatally divi4ed the Church of 
Scotland againft it felf in the manner following^ 

Firft, . They told the King, That they ( the 
Council) were not at all ftofecuting the Whole Kirk ; 
but only fome few Men that were Enemies to humane So-* 
ciety, and not fafe to be fuffer^d in a Civil Go^ 
vemment^ who denyed even the Ordinance of Ma^ 
giftracy it felf\ and would neither acknowledge^ 
'or fubmit to His Majefty^ s Authority ^ or the Laws 
of the Kingdom \ a few Obfiinate Rebels , who 
would neither Obey the Laws of G O Dy or fubmit 
to the Government of Man* That to convince 
His Majefiy of the Iruth of this^ they had refolv^d 
topublijh an ACT OF INDVLGENCE to a/t 
thofe who would fubmit to the Civil Magifirate^ and 
give AJfurances of their Fidelity to His Majefiy*s 
Perfon and Government^ allowing them the Exercift 
of Religon^ according to thetr Confciences j and then 
His Majefiy would fee^ that thofe People who would 
fiand out^ were not fit to be fuffer^d in a human 
Society^ were Irreconcileable Enemies to His Ma*^ 
jeftyy and fuchy as no Government could be fafe , 
*tiB they were rooted out and defiroy^d* - With 
this Hypocritical Shew o^ CLEMENCT thty 
latisfy'd that Eafie Prince, a Man given up to 
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his Luxury and the Ef&minacy of his Vices, tni 
who fuffer'd the IM^ldneis of his Difpofidon to be 
deluded with falfe Pretences under die fhadov^ of 
Lenity, to all that were proper Ob)e&s of Com* 
paffion J and leading thole who were mifrepre- 
fented by his Flatterers, to the matchlefs Rage of 
their irreconcileable Enemies. 

To carry on this Farce, they pafe'd an 

Aft of Indidgencey as they call'd it, Ann^ \66% 

after they had tvafted the Weit tjfScttLmd by their 

Soldiers, even worfe than an Enemies Army 

would have done in Time of War \ and after the 

Sufferers were lb entirely IcatterM, that few were 

to be found, and very little Plunder left to latisfy 

the Rapine of their Dragoons : By their Aft of 

Council, for they cauftd their ASts of Council to bcdr 

the Authority of Lawsy they proclaimed, * That 

^ all fuch Outed Minifiers as fhould take Licenle 

^ from the Council, or theBiihopoftheDiocefs, 

which Licenfes alfo had feveral Limitations mnex'^dy 

oH of them direEHy contrary to the Prmbyterian Prin* 

cifUy and Homologating, as they term ity the Au* 

thority of the Civil Afagiftrate in EccUpafiick Affairs^ 

even to the Height of Eraftianifin: * All fuch 

^ Minifters were allowed to preachy and exercile 

* the Minifterial Funftions in private Houfes or 

* Meetings, and their People allowed to attend 

* them with a JVb» <^fr/?4;7f f , to all Afts of Parlia- 

* ment then inFcrce to the contrary.' So that here 
was not only an Invalion of the Church, but the 
Exercife of the Dilpenfing Power in the Extre- 
mity, fetting afide the eftabliih'd Laws made in 
Parliament, by the Authority ot the Council. 

This Indvlgertce kindled a terrible Flame of 
Divifion and Breach of Charity among the fuffer- 
ing good People, a Schifm that is really fuch, 
carried on even toExcommunicating one another, 

and 
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and tlje Efl^fts of whick is felt even to this Day. 

Many Mimilers upop Principles to thexnfelyi^, 
perhaps fatisfa^oryi came ii;, ^nd accepted this 
Indulgence j^ feeing ^yilUng to jgoany Lengtjx' that 
their Cqnlciences awlfi be fatisiy'd with^ in Or» 
der to prefetve tiie P^viled,^ fA exercifing thejr 
Miniflry^ aijd pjreachiiig . toe Go%rl to thj^ir 
Peopl^. 

But the |^Qr||K:uted F^ple^ whofe Zeal com* 
jnanded them ijiot to do the leaft Evil to reap 
the greateft Good, began to proteft againft this 
CompiiaiKe of their Brethren, as wicked and d^- 
teftable \ declaring not pnly againft the Indulgence 
itfeli^ but again^ all.tl;iol& who fubmitted to it^ 
as guilty of yielding to the Pow€?r of the Prelate's 
JtlBtnologaung tlie Suprexz?acy, forlajcing their Prin- 
ciples, and brealcing th^ Covenanti. In a Word^^ 
they not pnly refufed to accept fuch a fmfuLToler^^ 
tion)yvit protef^qd againft the making it, as void ia 
its own Nature, and this in tl^e warmeft Manner j 
. and bebg thus efiedually feclud^d from the A4<s 
vantage of worshipping G D in their HOufip, 
^ven in the mqft fecr^t ^Maniier poflible, they 
took to the Fields. 

Now their Perfecutors obtained w^at th^ de- 
fired : For, now they thought they might with 
Affurance boail to the Kin^, of having mad^.a 
right Judgm^t in thqft. Af^s \ and having faid 
many favourable Things of thofe they cal Vd the 
Sober Presbvterians^ whom now they cajol'd, in 
Order to hiring them to acce^ of the Indulgences 
and to take Licenfes\ they reprefented th^e 
who remain'd, who were now call'd WHIGG^i, 
.as a Party, who were not to bp fuffer'd in any' 
Government, but that ought to be *rooted off 
fro5[i the Face of the Earth •, and this is the firft 
Time'ifcJ^at the Name of a WH1G.G was ufed in 
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tfxe World : I mean, as applied to a Man, or to 
g Party of Men •, and thefe were the original pri- 
mitive W H I G G S^ the Name for many Years 
being given to no other People. The Word is laid 
to be taken from a mixt Drjint the poor Men 
drank in their Wanderings composed of Water 
and four Milk ; but th^ by the Way. * 

At the feme Period began the Field-Preachings^ 
or FieldrCorrventiclesy of which I Ihall have fre-» 
quent Occafion to l]?eak more largely. 

And at the fame Peribd allb, the People fre^ 
quenting thefe Meetings, or Field-Preachings, 
were- firft call'd Caineronia;nsy fromi one Mr. Gf-. 
fnerorty a zealous Affertor of the Sovereignty of Con-- 
fcience over the La:ws of Men ^ of whom allb wo 
fliall have Occafion to Ipeak hereafter. 

If the Perfecutioawas cruel and fiirlous before, 
it was now raging and unlufferable, carry'd on 
with fuch Madnels, and with luch an unfetisfy'd 
Thirft of Blood, that I believe, none of the Hea- 
then Ferfecutions in the primitive Times could go 
beyond it in all its Parts. It is true, they did 
not inynediately torment the Body by Fire, by 
Racks, and a vaft Variety of inftrumental Tor- 
tures ; tho' they had Cruelty enough that Way 
too, as in thofe barbs^rous Engines x)f Cruelty 
call'd the Boot 'and the Thumkkins^ than which 
a more exquifite Torture could not eafily be de«» 
vifed. 

But they had Torment^ beyond the Cruelty of 
Death, which they drove* J:he poor perfecuted 
People to luffer (viz. ) tlife driving them from 
their Habitations into Mountains and Hills, into 
Dens, and Holes, and Gaves of the Earth, at- 
tended with unlufferablei unlupportable Hunger 
and'CoIdj in a Climate" the moft unholpitabJ^, 
ftn(J Places moft barren, and empty ftp Sufte- 
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nance or Relief of any in thefe Parts of th^ ; 
World. - 

It IS not to be calculated how many were ftarv'd 
In this Manner, and whofe Bones, matiy of theipfy * 
were found afterwards, who had perimed in the 
mftft deplorable Circujpftances, and were not 
difcover d by any other Remains^ it would make 
the Heart 'of any confidering Chriftian bleed, to \ 
contemplate the Miferies of thofe People who pe- 
rifhed in this deplorable Manner, when fUch was ' 
the Cruelty of their Perfecutors^ that even the ; 
Parents durft not relieve, or entertain their ^ 
Children, or Children harbour, or nourilh their 
Parents : But, if the Perfbn was accufed of hav- 
ing been at one of theiS Beld- Meetings ^ they." 
were immediately frofcriFd^ and imercommuned^ 
by which it was maae Death for any one fb much 
as to Ipeak with them, much more to harbour,' 
or relieve them. 

It has been enquired, why thefe People would 
fo obftinately continue to allemble in tnefe Field-' 
Meetings j and I have heard them cenfur'd by 
many, who did not underftand the Circum- 
ftances which they were reduced to; which 
therefore, it is neceflary a little to defcrihe. 

It is mentioned before, how fevere the Laws 
riiey had already made, were againft thofe who 
Sd not come to Church : And how none were per- 
mitted to exercife the Afmifierid Office^ but upon 
fuch and fuch Limitations. This they found 
embarrafi'd them, with the whole Body of the 
Kirk, and begun to appear too rigid and fe- 
vere: And for this Reafbn, as before, the /»- 
dulgence was fet on Foot. After which Lenity ^ 
as it was call'd ^ they .fuppos'd nothing would 
be call'd Cruelty upon thofe, whowould not ac- 
cept ofLibfrty upon their Terms ; and therefore, \ 
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no £xmer was the Indulgence granted, but 
began to perfecute with the utmoft Fury 
th^ who either would not, ot did not accept 
pf their Benevolent Indmigince. 

Immediately Sanguinary Laws were made to 
fell upon thole they had now doom'd to DeAru«- 
tion, for 7ua complying wAh th^ir mofi merciful 
TOLERATlOIfh2LndFirfi^ fach, who thought 
fit to take Licenfes from. the Bifiops% were admit- 
ted, or indulged to Meet, <^r. in fuch and 
iiich Places. So all other were immediately 
fentenc'd, by a Law to fupfrefs Conventicles ^ 
whereby all thole Afmifiers^ who prefum'ii to 
Preachy Expound^ or Pray in any Houle where 
were more than the Fasaily, were to be iinpri- 
loti'd 'till they gave Security never to offend 
ag^in, or to clepart the Kingdom ; and every 
Perlbn prefented in fuch Houfe to be fin'd a fourth 
Rirt of their Annual Rent, if Gentlemen ; and 
ii> Proportion for others : But for Field-Conven- 
tielesy the Preacher was to be put to Death, and 
his Goods Confiicated,and 500 MarksReward was 
given to the Perlbnthat Ihould apprehend them ; 
the Hearers alio to be fin'd double to what the 
^ Hearers in Houfe-Conventicles were fin'd. 
This is that Famous Perlecuting Law, entituled, 
^H againfi Conventicles^ 6. Aft* 2d. SclT zd. Pari. 
Cha. II. Anno i ^70. and w^s continued afterwards 
for Three Years more^ and after that continued 
again, and the Fines doubled. 

The Minificrs who could not accept of this 
Indulgence y had now their Sentence j if they 
thought fit to lay alide their Office, and neither 
be ABnifiery or Hearer^ they were indeed to^ 
lei:ably lafe i but this they could not yield to. 
What was then before them, as Minifiers^ was 
clear \ for Hjtufe-Meetings^ Imprifonment and 

Baniihment; 
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B^niiliment ; for fUld-M^nijm^ im^^ediate 
Death. This however 4iA not detqcr the. poor 
People to gamble theixif^lv^s together, or the 
Mimfters to attend and perform the Duty^ of 
their Office, at; ftrft, m Houfes, but aftenva^s, 
their Numbers ewreafing, they^flenibled in the 
Fields, qr Mountains ratther \ and that in fuch 
Numbers^ and ^q well prepared, a$ that? their 
Periecutors often paid dear for felling iipop them, 

But this enrag'd them the more, and oc- 
cafion'd the Perfecntiou to rife to fuch a Height, 
as can Scarce b^ equaU'd fa? its Cr^e^^y and Va- 
riety in any Hiftory. 

As I have faid, the Numbers of the Pepple 
flocking to the Miniflers were not tQ b^ con- 
cealed,, indeed not tp be contained in Houle? » 
lb that it prefently became io 4angerous to meet 
iji that Manner, that lew, if any fuch Meetings 
could be held, without being difcover'd , in 
which Caie the Minifter was fure to fuffer Im- 
' prifonment and Banifliment, and the poor People 
were as fure to be ruin'd by Fines. 

This caufed them to quit their Houfes, and go 
to the Hills, the Beginning of Field-ConvemicUs^ 
as I faid before, where they had both Conveni- 
ence of Meeting, were much eafier ^onceaPd, 
and had more Opportunity to make their E-^ 
fcapes, if dilcove]?d : Before this had been long 
pra£liied, the Council took the Alarm j It is; 
true, as foon as ever the poor People took to 
this Method, their Numbed encrealed to a pro- 
digious Degree i for Thoulands of People, who 
durfi not diftinguiih themfelves in appearing at 
Houfe-Meetings, finding more Safety, and al- 
moft animpoffibility of beiftgdifcover'd inthefe 
FUld'Meetings^ crowded thitJaer ; io th^t it Was 
very frequent to have 7, 8 to loooo People at 
a Time at thofe Meetings^ Upon 
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Upon this Method, the Council being, as I 
laid, alann'd, refclv'd to raife Forces, and to 
put the Kingdom to the Espence of keeping, 
and fupporting a Standing Armyy on Pretence ot 
fiipprefling the Camermians\ a People, who all 
that while deiirM no more than a quiet, peace- 
able enjoying the Liberty offerving G O Dy free 
from the Imfofitions of Men '^ an$, whoy sdtho^ they 
had already fuffered aB Idnds of Offrejfions and In- 
jufiicey yet offered Violence to none \ what proirolfd 
their Enemies on this Occafion was, that they 
could not fall upon them now in the ufiial Man- 
ner by their Civil Officers and Perfecutors \ for 
the People having been before difperft fron^i 
their Habitations, and not daring to appear 
where they were knownj yet now gathered to- 
gether from all Parts to the Solemn Occafions of 
worfliipping GOD without any Fear, ai^d in a 
Pofhire not to be eafily difturbed. This their 
Perfecutors prefently called REBELLION^ and 
- reprefented it as well to the Parliament there, 
as to the King Himfelf, in the moft formidable 
Appearances, as a Thing threatening a Civil War 5 
and which, if not timely fuppreft, would eiji- 
broil the whole Kingdom. 

As it was eafy for them to impofe by thefe 
Things on the moft credulous Prince in the 
World •, fo they had their Agents ready at Court 
to aggravate, and expatiate upon every Article: 
And by this Means they brought the Court into 
all their moft Sanguinary Refolutions, and hav- 
ing, as is faidj obtained an Aft of Parliament^ 
whereby they made it Death, and Confifcation 
of Goods, for any Minifter to Preach, or Pray 
at thefe Field* Meetings. They had this fpecious 
Pretence to taife Forces to put that Law in Exe- 
cution. TheNumberof^oldi^rs they raifedwa§ nqt 
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great, at firft, amounting in tKe whole, not to 
above 2500 Mien, raoft Dragoons-, but they 
afterwards thought fit to jdyn 3000 Highland 
Thieves to them, by whicn they compleated 
the Ruin of the Country. With thefe Forces 
thev purfued thefe poor People thro' the Hills 
and Mountains, to ciifturb and feparate their At 
lenjblies •, to which Purpofe, they were ordered 
to feize, lecure, and apprehend all they could 
lay Hold on, to murther, and deftroy all that 
made Refiftance *, and to plunder, and wafte 
the Goods of thole, who they could not appre-' 
hend i Nor was any Cruelty omitted by thefe 
Dragoons, which it was in their Power to inflift, 
'till their Matters obtained by "them the great 
End, which they alw^iys aim'd at, ('uiz.^yto 
make the pefor People defperate, and drive them' 
to take Arms. This was the Cafe, and this ill 
ftied in the Rifing of Bothwell: Of which in its 
Place. 

ThefeTroops were immediately dilpers'd over 
the whole Country : I mean that Part of the 
Country where the Things were chiefly trans* 
afted, (viz..) the Wcftern and Southern Shires. 
They were impower'd to apprehend, and bring 
dead, or alive, fuch Minifters as they had given 
them by Name : And at length, they nad a 
Power to apprehend all People, that they had 
Realbn to fiippofe were prefent at any of thofe 
Meetings, or were going to them, or coming 
from them. This laft Claufe gave them liich an 
unlimited extenfive Power, that no Perlon was 
^xempt from their Enquiry, and if they found . 
^ny Perlbn ypon the Road, that had but a BIBLE 
ik their IPockets, they took it for a fufficient 
Proofi ^^^ ^^y either had been at, or were 
eoing to on^ of ttofe Meetings ; and accordingly 



Aey feat diam to Prifbo, where tli^ &ldoQt 
&il'd of finding Home Pretence or other, to ea- 
tos^e themy and draw them in to Ibme Admow- 
ledgnent of what thef call'd a Crime, ih to 
laoof them in Cuilody : For, as the honeft 
People would not lye to &Te themfeWes, they 
&iJed not to purge them with Quefiions^ whfr- 
dier they had been, on intended to be prelent 
at any Keld ^ GmventicUs : And many Times 
the People lb quefiion'd would boldly acknow* 
Jedge, mo' to their own Hurt, That they Imh 
bad been 4t them^ and intended us eft en as mighe ie 
$o be frefent 4igain ae them^ defying the Power of 
their £nemies, and bidding them dn their 
Worn. 

By thefe Things the Pripmf were fill'd widi 
^eat Kumbers of Faithful Con&llbrs ^ and 
many were confin'd in the Ifland of the B^fs^ 
the dailies of Dwmottery BUu:knefsy and other 
unwholefbme Places \ where they periih'd with 
Diftempers, and in jl4ilery, occafion'd bv Want 
of Conveniences , by Severity pf Cold , and 
length of Time, and Others languiihed without 
Hope, or at leafl, without Pro^d: of Delive* 
ranee 1 7 or 18 Years, 'till their Perfecutars were 
fimplanted by Heavai at the Glariens Revolution^ 
efte£ted by King Wittiam. Many Itkewiie were 
faaniihed in this Part of the Perfecutieny and 
Hundreds, nay Thoufapds were driven from 
their Dwellings, Out-Uw^dy and Intercommuned. 

The Reader is defir'd to obferve now, that 
the Perfections of the Church of Scotland 
may be divided into Two Parts, and they have 
their refpeftive Periods ^of Time. To witj (i.) 
Tht P^rfecution of the Whole PRESBYTERJAif 
Church, as defcribed from the Time of the Aft. 

refiotii^: 
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f^oi'ifig EPlSCOPACTy AnM i«i-: Of 
whieh Mention has be€n r&ttik And (i.) 7hi 
Perfecutidn #/ the Cahieronian Pr^siyteridns ^ 
(fo th^ T«^ere then calFd,) vvhkh begto at, o^ 
immediately after the Deeh&^ioft cf Imiulg^et i 
To wity in the Y^ar 1570. ^This Indulgettt^ 
was called a t>eclarmm , becaiile it was 
not done by A^ cfTMutnttnt^ but by the ifi;^i 
Conhciiy upon a I»f fff r /roi^ the King Hifnftlfi 
And to give it an tqaM SanfUon as ^'Statuied Ldip^ 
an Aft was immeldiately pafs'd in the Pdrliametft^ 
by which it was Bnafted, That the Govemmettt: 
of the Church , 4nd the Ordering^ thereof does 
of Right belong to His Majefty^ arid His Succejfors^ 
by Vertue of His SUPREMACX^ ^d is inherent in 
the Crown J and that the King may fet forth fuch 
Conftitutions Concerning ^ccle/iafiic M4tterSy as He 
Jhahfind proper y which are to be Obefd, and Obfert/d 
by all His SubjeSls Os Law. 

Upon this Indulgence ^ thofe Minifiers who fub- 
mitted to accept of Licences to preach, from the 
Bilhop, and to take the Oaths therein prefcribed ; 
to wit, of ALLEGIANCE and SVPREAfACf^ 
were Jlllow'd to fei up Meeting-Houfes for ReligioiU 
fVorfhip, and to exercife all the Parts of their Ml^-- 
fterial Ojjice to fuch Congregations As gathered to thefit 
for that Purpofe. And it is acknowleds^M, that 
in the Eaii and North Parts of Scotlandy itiany^ 
perhaps , the greater Part of the Presbyteri^t 
DISSENTER'S did comply, and accept of 
this Indulgence j efteeitiing it better \o to 
do^ than to leave the People as Shiep without a 
Shepherd •, and better than to be iftterly depriv'd 
vof . the Means of Preaching the Gojpel at all.- 
For, tho' they fliould have fufFred the gr^teft 
Extremities, and had been v^ilUng to have en- 
dured the worft their Enemies could inflia, yet 

could 
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could they not hav6 had the leaft Opportunity to 
have preached, or the People to have heard tiiem 
in thofe Parts, wher^ the Country being fully- 
inhabited, and chieflfy hy their Enemies, they 
would have been certain at all Times to have 
been difappointed, and fallen upon. 

But, there were a Body of People, elpecially 
in the IVelt and Southern Parts, whole Zeal car- 
ried them beyond all liich Compliances^ and who 
efteeming the accepting of the JNDVLGENC£, 
as Homologating^ (to ufe their own Words) their 
folemnly mjwr'^d Prelacy ^ and detefting every thing 
that looked like a Tielding up the Caufe of GOD^ 
as they really believed theirs to be^ flood out, 
and would by no Means accept of Deliverance 
in a finful Mam er. 

It is too long a Subfefl: to eqfer upon in 
thefe Memoirs, to* let down the Reafbns, that 
one fide gave for their complying with, and 
the other for their rejefting this Indulgence ; it is 
fiiificient to the Cafe in Hand, that thefe Men 
declared they thought the Terms Sinful •, that 
the Good pretended, was by no means equivalent 
to the Evil that was to be commit^tedj that it 
was againft the Covenant, by which they were 
engaged to God, to endeavour to their utmoft, 
the Extirpation of Prelacy, that they ought to 
luifer the greateft Torment, rather than to 
commit the leaft Sin, and that as this was in 
their Opinion a great Sin, they could not in Con- 
fcience comply with it. 

What they deny'd or refufed to do, may be 
comprehended in thefe Heads, with the realbns 
they have for it. 

I. They would not accept of an Indulgence 
for Worfliiping God, by the Licence of the Bi- 
Ihops ^ becaufe they faid they had abjured Prelacy 
in theCoveriant, and had declared the Bijbops to be 

An- 
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Anti-fcripturial and Anti^hriftian, and td take 
Licenfe from them,was to homologate their Autho 
rity as Legal, which they detefted and abhorr'd.. 

2. They would not take the Oath of Supre- 
macy , becaule they could not in Confcience 
allow any King or Head of the Church but 
Jc/m ChriFl. 

3. They would not Pray for the King, or 
Swear to him, becaufe he was a Perfecutor of 
the Church, and thereby an Enemy to God, 
becaufe he had Renounced the Oath of God in 
the Covenant, and till he had repented, they 
would have nothiiig to do with him. 

4. Being debarred all manner of Liberty to 
Worihip God in Publick, and on the fevereft 
Penalties forbid to affemble themfelves toge- 
ther, either in the Churches, or in private Fa- 
milies j and believing it at the fame time their 
Duty according to the Scripture, n9t to forfake 
•affimhlwg See. They could not latisfy their Con- 
l!ciences. to obey Man rather than God* 

Thefe Things however Condemned by others, 
who thought the Suffering People ftrained their 
Matters too high ; were yet Principles, which 
thofe People could not in Confcience abate, 
or go from ^ and it was apparent they 
would lay down their Lives, rather than abate, 
or go from them : And tHis makes the^Pro«» 
* ceedings of the Council againft them be juftly 
efteemed, the height of Perlecution. Nor 
were the methods taken with them, fuch as could 
be^uftided, either by the Laws of God or Man, 
efpecially Chriflians, tho' their Principles had 
been really worle, than their Enemies ever pre- 
tended they were : For they were treated not 
only with all manner of Cruelty,. Barbarity, and 
Inhumanity , but with Treachery, Perfidy, and 
breach of even the Laws of Nature : They were 

abaitdon'd 
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ahMcbinMfDdie Merc^ of OToy €(HO]iiQa SiiqI- 
diar, to killand deftioy^ them, ftpcm even Sat- 
pidon of Guilt, wiAoiA Tryai, Evideoce, or 
Emninatioii ; tbey were made ^^/itnefkszgatin& 
themlelves, and againft oae anodier, and Me- 
thods were takea to T17 Coavift, and Execute 
them in a few Moments, without Law, Onier, 
Judge or Magifirate. 

TheMercile^ rage of their Perlecutors, was 
come to iudh a hei^, that they would frequently 
contrive to&rprize them, feasthat tbey might 
put them to Death, without giving them time 
(b much as tx> pray to God, as if d^ thought 
tiieir Rage could extend bey^cMid Death, 
and that if poffible, they would puniih 
their Souls as well as their Bodies ; and I think 
It is no Breach of Charity to (ay, that if they 
could have made an A& of Parliament, that 
they fhould have had no Mercy ihe^n them 
in the next World, any more than in this, they 
would not have feil'd to have pals'd it : Few 
Perfecutions in the World, have ever been 
Circumftanc'd with fiich particular marks of 
Inveterate Malice, they have even Envyed them 
the Prayers of others, ^nd if upon their Tryals 
any one had but laid. Lard Comfort themy they 
were lure to be taken up and queftion'd for 
thenv^lves. 

Such Inhumanities have not been Parallel'd in 
the World, as has been ufed'here, particularly, 
that when 250 of them were put on board a 
Ship for Tranfportation, and the Ship was Afi 
away upon the Rocks, fb hard hearted, fb in* 
humanly Cruel was the Officer who Commanded, 
that he would not fuffer the Hatches to be 
opened that they might be lav'd, tho' to be 
iHll banilh'd according to Sentence \ but Hood 
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oVer them till Aejr .were all DnwhiM hi thtf. 
Hold of the Ship except 50 who Miraculoufiy 
ae&aped^ fame of whom are alive at tHe putx^ ' 
liihing of this Account. . , 

Thefe faoweTer^are.Generotls^ I.ihal] meet with 
tSiein all igain in their Courf^ : I return to the 
Field Mrttii^s^ for it is of thefe and ^of the 
Ferale frequenting them^. that ^ that is now to 

be laid is to be underfiood* 

Aher the ^r People : had tfaiis adjoum'd 
tfaeir Meetings to the HiUs Ms h pAdi and die 
Council I^d ODtain'd dioft Laws abpvemention'd, 
declaring it Impriibnment^ Death^ &c. to be 
found at any of them , and Troops were 
JLevy'd, to put thole Laws in Execution \ tljece 
could be nothinpi expeOed on an/ Side but 
Bloodi and the lore of Ferlecution was but thea 
&id to be KiiKiled. / 

The firft CiTil or pretendedly Legal Step 
was an Aft of Parliament, 2* Seff. 1, Pari. Chsu z. 
Anno 16709 by which every Feribn ^ of what 
Quality yAge or Sex {bever,was obliged to Aniwer 
upon Oath, and depoie all that theyrknew of . 
iiich Field Meetings, and of what Perlonswere 
thereat^ and to anfwer to the Quefiions that 
ihould be ask'd them upon Oath, upon P^in 
of Imprifbnment, Fine, Corporal Puniihm^t^ 
or Baniihment, at the Pleaiure of the Council* 
By this Aft, Fathers and Mothers were oblig'd 
to Betray , and Accuie their own Children } 
and Children co Betray and Accufe their Pa- 
rents ; Husbands their Wives, and Wi\es their 
Husbands ; and many for refufing thus to be« 
tray their neareft Relatioi», have been Tranf* 
ported to the Plantations frcmi their Country, 
Relations, and Intereft ^ where they have bem 
Ibid iot Slaves, and have periihed by the ie* 
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verity of Labour, vioieht Gold , or vieltat 
Heat, not having been ufed to fiich faardihips. 

A Serious and Judicious Writet of thafe 
Times, fays, fuch Havock was made by tiie 
^ cruelty of the Souldiers, and by the furious Ex- 
ecutions of their Arbitrary and Tyrannical 
Laws, that greater could not be found in the 
Reigns of Nero ind CdiguUy Rnnm Emperors, 
moft infiimous for Cruelty. 

Nor weft thefe Violences Eieerci&d fbr a 
little while, €is In feveral rf the motf cruel of 
the Primitive Perfecutions was the Ca&^ hut for 
Eighteen Years together, the poor Pepple had 
' no Redrefs, no Relaxation, but that every Day, 
inatters grew worfe and worfe, and more and 
more defperate 5 theii- Enemies always contriU 
Ying fbme new and unpra&is'd Severity, and 
afting fbmething never known before, in Order 
more and more to exaiperate and oppreisthem. 
This Account of i^ Yeats TerfecutUn is to be 
reckoned from the lime of the Indulgtnctj or, 
atleafl, from the Year after Cwx.) 167©: But, 
the whole Perfecutim continued 28 Years (w.) 
from Mi^y the Beginning of the Year 1660^ 
being the firil of the RE STO RATIO N^ 
to November^ the latter End of the Y^ar itfSS, 
being the Beginning of the REVOLUTION. 

Tilings were now come to the utmofl £2^ 
tremity, and the Sufferers being treated thus 
with all Manner pf Cruelty, had, as is laid, taken 
to the HiBsj where they worftipped GOD with 
more Freedom, and with-Gladnefs of Heart j but 
not with much lefs Hazard at the iaft ^ for they 
were then fallen upon as Rebels by Troops of 
Dragoons who executed the Blppdy Orders of the 
Council with fuch Rage over the poor defence- 
ld[8People,ridihg over tibie poor flyingWomeii^d 
■' CJhildren, , 
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Children^ and dragging t&t^mlikk Be^up^ttbd 
dmm d^ FWldsv 'till< they brought theih to 
Pri£>ns V* tfctttiic was no Wonder the Men took 
Mea&res to'ttieet together with' more Safdty td 
iifaemfeives. From» this Tiintf ' k wa^ refblyetfi 
TW yJ^J>f ielf^D^ifite iMtd Natttrtd Lars^^ and 
0hdt eimy Man hdd 4 Fight tii - prefervt his owi 
JLife in the Perf&rmmCi $f any lawful jtlHon^ and 
lihtmfa that thi^Worfiiif $f Csd wofi not onfy'lanful, 
but their vt^^Mbn fable Duty^ which no human Pomr 
might t^'npta^n^ or had a Rkht to forbid''^ 4i was 
i^etl^fid therefore for them ie defend thtmf elves frtm 
y$eUnce^ and freferve their Liberty in the Exercifil 
emd during the time efWerfiift: Andthtrefgre thejf 
refoh^. That nr their fold Betd^Mietingtj as many 
0f the ^ung Men thaf had Rre-Arms^ jhetdd comi 
eetm^d^ not po ufe Ficlenee e^ai^fi ony^ but te refift 
$ba Dragifonsy in cafe theyfhouU falpupon the Meetin^^ 
•r Uy hdd of any efifht Peopl'e^going to^ or coming fioni 
tt* • 

This was the Famous Relblve of the 'great 
Mttetmg at LANBRCJ^y tod for a Ti<ne, was 
ibme Surprize to die Per&eutons. For,. iti<te^; 
aft^fr this they were often beateh ba<*k bjf the 
Gt>urage <jf much inferioui? Numbers 6f the Pec- 
ple, notwithftanding dieir Rage and Fury : Ah^ 
at other Times the P^fift4ecuted appeared to guard 
their Meetings with iuch ^Numbers, and fb skii- 
folly poftedj that the DfagocMis durft not atdacl 
them : Tho' on all thefe Occafions the Perfecuted 
kept themfelves 6n the Defenfive, never offering 
any more, than to ftandfirm, feeing theirBnemies, 
*till the poor frighted Women and Children were 
iiparated, and gotten fiife from the Place. 

I canttot refrain from giving Ibme^few In- 
Ranees rfthe Behaviour of thefe People, when 
j^ovv^r^ waB* in their Hands ^ w|&h may lerve tid 
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IM Pofierity fee whether they were Rebelliouf 
by their Inclination^ or, whether they were 
driven to take Arms in their Hands for their 
own juft Defence, or not : And to prove, that 
even when it was in their Power to have cut 
their Enemies in pieces, who well had deierr'd 
it for their Cruelty ^ yet they contented them« 
ielves with bare Relcuing their Brethren from 
the Butchery of the Dragoons, and let the Mur* 
therers efcape. 

There had been a Meeting in the Fields, in 

Nithifdde^ not far from JDrumUnrk^ Oifile, the 

Seat of the late D. of Quitnshny. uie Aflemhly 

was very numerous, and there were about fixty 

Men with Fire- Arms, who placed themfelves at 

convenient Difbince, fb as to keep off their £- 

nemies, if they ihould come to dinurb the Al^ 

iembly, 'till the People might di^rfe : The& 

alio had Scouts out every VVay at great Diftance 

{o difcover, and give Notice, c^c. It was not 

long before an Alarm was given, that They wer^ 

ffitrafd , mid thai mo Parties of Drageons were 

nurclnng to attack them. Upon this, the poor 

People, as was .always the Method, feparated, 

jLiid went every one their own Way ; ib that the 

. Soldiers found them entirely diiperfl, and no 

Meethig inAppearance, except of about 300, who 

were gotten together, where their Men were 

pofted that had Arms -, who prefenting their 

pieces at the Dragoons from the lide of a fteep 

Hill, where their Horfes were uielels, they did 

not think fit to dilmount, and attack themi 

The Soldiers hbwever grown furious, and en* 
rag'd, fpread diemfeives over the Fields, in 
Perfuit of the poor ftraggling People, andfeiz'd 
leveral of them ; Andamonfrfi: the refl, they 
unhappily fell upon fix Men laked and unarm'd ; 
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one ofiirhom was tlie Minifler : Theie, they took 
9nd after having abufed them, bruiied^ and woun- 
ded them, tho' they offered no Refiftance, idiey 
bound, and dragg'd them along with the/n^ 
making the poor Men go dn Foot at their 
Horfe^Heels, as faft as they' rode. They car- 
ry*d thefe Prilbners direftly for Edinbnrghy where 
alio tfa(fy were lure to be put to Death as loon 
as they arrived. • 

As the Minifters, on diefe Occafions, were 
very free to hazard theii* Lives in the Work of 
their Officje, and for the Q>m&rt and Edification 
of their People .• So the People again were re- 
markable for their Love to their Minifters, and 
their Concern for their Prefcrvation * ^ No loollet 
therefore was it known among them/ that their 
Minifter was taken^ l)ut tihd Men began to gather 
together in feverar Parties with their Arms, re- 
folv'd, whatever it crtft, to refcue their Mini- 
fter i To thisEaid iiiey dilperft themfel ves into all 
the Ways by which th^ thought the Dragoons 
might march, by wb'ch it haj^ned, that the 
imallefi Number of them not being above 37 
Men, who lay on the fide of Emrekein Hil^ 
met with them, that being th^Way the Enemy 
really went witn the Prifoners. 

This Emrekiin is a very fieep, and dangeroiis 
Mountain) nor could liich another Place have been 
eafily found in the whole Ck>untry for their Pur- 
pole ) and^ had not the Dragoons been infat^* 
ated from Heaven, they would never have en- 
tred fudi a Pals, without well difcovering thf 
Hill above them. The Road for above a Mile 
goes winding, with a modtt^te Afcent on the

Tlie OSt was very cle^r, and the Officer ^w 
it plainly : Had tnafe 57 Men, for that was^ 
the moft ot their Number, fir'd but twice upon 
chem, and then fallen in Sword in Hand, or 
with the Club of their Mulquets ^ not a Man df 
them could have elcaped : l^ay, they tavA 
iiave deftroy'd one another^ for they would 
kave thruft one another down the Hill with 
but the ieafi; Offer to move, or turn, or do any 
Thing but go forward : Nor could any Dragoon 
apply himfeif to any Thins but to govern his 
Horie, ib as to prevent his fiillmg o^r the 
Edge of the Way down the Hill : Indeed the 
perl^cuted had them all at Mercy, ^nd had 
they commanded them all to lay down their 
Arms , and furrender themfelves Prifbners at 
Diicretion, they muft have done it. But theie 
teftify'd by their Moderation, that they iougiit 
no Man's Blood ; and that they took Arfhs meerly 
for their own Defence, and yet four of thefe were 
afterwards Executed for this *Fad;. 

This littte Ai&ir made a great Noiie. The 

Officer of the Dragoons was threaten'd with a 

I Council of War : And whether he was not 

broke for Gowardiie I am not certain-, b^t this 
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I am certain of,- that had tlie baftof jdhem bem; 
upon the Spot^ tfaejr mttft have done the fkm^^ 
or have relblv'd to havevmade a Jowmey head* 
long do\xm inch a Hill, as would have chilPd 
t^ Blood of a Man of good Courage but to have' 
diottght of. As to the MiAake, of not diicdvering 
the place before the3r entred the Pafi. That 
Piault lay upon the Officer .w!ho w^s kill'd^ whp. 
had already paid dear for his Omiffion. 
* There was another Occaiion,, hi which the 
perfecoted People had let; the Soldiers know, 
that they were hot always to exfeSt their Blood 
lb cheap ae tfaey had fiivmerly- Had it. And 
this had been much to their Advaiitage, had 
they not carr/d it on afterwards to ah Enter^ 
prize, which neither their Numbers, or Cir- 
cumiiances ^m by any. miii^ equal to. 

y&hn^ 4frahimy I^ird.of 04t?«yfcw/>, the iiune 
wl^ was &mous afterwards by the Title of 
Vifc. of Dundee y and was kiird)at the Battle 
6tGt£cr^iyy in the Yean 16^9^ was a Furious 
FerfecutOfj and an implacaWe £nemy of thefe 
poor innocent People upon, all Occafioiis : He 
nad, among the reRjoi hts Cruelties^ barbae 
roufly murther'd&veral of the peffeciAed ]Peopl# 
with his own Hands, as after this Aftion he did 
leveral more/ particularly oiic <tf his own Kame^ 
('vlz.y Graham CffGdHomay; who- ifled from him 
out of a Houfe where the faid^ Claverh^ufe had 
perlii'd and bdet him : The young Afen 
being forced to quit the* Houfe ^ and run te 
lave his Life, Qmferhnfe rid after him and o- " 
vertook him ^ and tho' the young Man offer'4 
to fsjrrender, and begged him to lave bis Life, 
he ihot h5m dead with his Pi|lbl. ^ This, with 
ieveral other like barbarous Thitigs he pra^ifed 
upon the poor perlecuted People. Of which 
hereafter. Therft 
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^ffiere wis 9, yerf great Meeddg Df the per- 
lecuted People in the Fiei^' near I^Budamf^Hill ; 
wiiere, bjr Report, inahy Thoulands wei^ met 
toget^r. I chkik^ diey had intebdied * to lift V6 
the O)mfnumon, and to hftv^^ made at a ^Yf 
both of HumiliJition and Rejoicing; a Day of 
Humiliation for the Apoftacy ot their Bretliren, 
and for the Sins of me Land : And a Day of 
Iblehin Joy for thd Liberty of, and Affeftipn of 
the People to the Service and Worfliip of God. 
As it was a very great Meeting, fo the Num- 
Iber of Men was greater that were in Arms for 
their Defence, than was ufiial on other and or- 
dinary Occafions ; there feihg about 200 Men 
with Fire-Arms, prepared for, and refolv^d ta 
do their Parts with the Enemy, ifthey came^ 
as was threatened, to difturb them. 

The Laird ofCLiverhciife havinc; Information 
of this AffemblVj prepared to attack them ; and^ 
had boafted what Havock he would make of 
the Camermitms on that Occafion .* It fiems Uefaidy 
that he heard they had fome Fire-Men among* 
them, but If they offered to miake one ihot at his 
Men, he wrould f&ve the Council and Courts of 
Juftice the Trouble of profecuting his Prifbn^rs 
with the Formality of the Law, for he would 
immediately hang up every 'one that felMnto 
his Hands, ifheihould take 500. Is was con- 
fidently reported, that Ibme of the Soldiers of 
his own Troops gave private Notice of this * 
and of the mealures he had taken for afi&ultin| 
the Meeting ; As alio of the Menaces an< 
Boafb he had made. CompaflSon indeed might 
move (bme of theSoldiers • for tho'generally fpea- 
king,theSoldiers were barbarous and <;ruel as their 
Officers CGuld defirfe, yet oftentimes it was found 
they were Je^s lb than thpir Officer?. 

powever 
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tTcwerer it was^ the perftcuted had rece^r^d 
Tnfbrmation^ diat CUverhaufe with 300 Diagoont 
was ref olv'd to ihrround die Meedng, and put 
diem all to the Sword. This Account came not 
to them till after the7 were afftmbledy and their 
Worfhip W0S aftuaty begun \ whereupon theMen 
who had theGuard of t£eMeettng far ffom being 
iurprifed,confulted together what diey ihould do^ 
whether they Jhould diipefie for that Time, and 
appoint another Meeting at another Place and 
Time, or what Courie they ihould take. 

They had not many Hours to deliberate, much 
T leia to put in Execution what they ihould refblve 
on. But, in a Word : It was concluded the People 
ihould be defir'd to fit ftill, and compoie them^ 
ielves, whatever ihould happen, leaving the 
Event to the Providence and good Pleafure of 
God \ and that they ihould lend for Help to 
all the neighbouring Places, And in the mean 
Time to meet CUverhauft and his Men, if they 
came to attack' them *, and do as God ihould 
direft. 

Upon muflering their Ment they found their 
Kumber encreafed to about 250 Men well arin'dy 
befides ieveral that came in afterwards.* And 
before the A&xoo began it's thought they were 
Tiear 400. The Aiftmbly was great, and the 
People fate all on the Ground on th^ fide of 
a fieep Hill ; The Miniiler preaching to them 
from a little Tent near the Bottom of the Hill, 
The Laird of CUverhoufe with his Dragoons came 
on with great Fury, like a Troop of Wolves 
to £dl upon a naked and d^fencelefs Flock of 
Sheep, and not expefting any Refiflance, kept, 
no Sccnits out before him ^ when on a fudden they 
werie challenged , . and bid Sfandy by an Outy 
Guard of the periecuted 9 who finding theiq 
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cblne 0O9 fir'd ^t them^ and retrttted to thfr 
.jnain Body. But'^the Dragoons were a lecond 
Time furpriied, > when they found a large Body 
of Men advantageouily pofted^ the firft Line of 
whom fir'd a Volley of ihot upon them, and kilPd 
and woundedthem i (5 or 1 7Men,and fbmeHorfes. 
This brought them to halt, and prepare for 
Battle : They took not much Time for it ; 
but came on again with great Fury^but found that 
the perfecuted had a large Ditdi caft im in 
their Front, with a low old ruined Wall, which 
ierv'd tbem as a f^^et^ from whence' they fir'd 
with more Secuiity, and ib well they plyvd them 
with their ihot, that after 2 or 3 Attempts 
tfaey gave it over« and retreated, having loft 
about 30 Men VSXd and wounded \ and fi>und 
that they had to do widi Men relblv'd to die, 
and fell their Lif es as dear as they could. There 
were fbme of the perfecuted who fignaliz'd 
themfeWes upon this Occafion ; and who leap* 
ing over their Works advanc'd fb near theno, 
as that once a young Gentleman laid Hands 
^n the Bridle oi CUtiferhufi% Horfe, aiid had 
certainly taken him Prifbner , if he had been 
well feconded. This was Mr. Qeelmid^ who tS 
Years after was Lieut. Col. to the Barl otAt^ni^ 
K^ment, which was riisfd among theie very 
People at thit Revdutieny andwascall'd, thtQz-^. 
meroinan Regimem^ being raifed and compleated 
in one Day without Beat of Drum This was 
the fame Regiment, now called Prefioft\ which 
was at the Attack of the late Rebels at Preftm 
Ati Lanea^n. And this Gentleman Lieut. Col. 
XSeeLmd was unhappily kiird at Dunktld againft 
the lame QaveHMm/e, then Vifc Dmdet^ 

This Afibion begfii to make the pepfecutel 
fierrflsile to the.OHiiocii ; Afid had they con* 
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diiued to hftve aAed:jth]i8upon theOefenfivc 
it was tboi^ht they woukl in Time ha^e ruiif d 
the Troops of their ferfttmvrs. But their puft- 
Hig Things to Extremity afterwards ruin'd them 
and all their Friends. 

It is eafie to believe, dmt this Check enn^d 
the Soldiery to the laft Degree : Many of the 
Ferlbns who had dius appeared being known ^ 
were after this oblig'd to fljre, for Fear of Billing 
into the Hasxb of their Periecutors, but the 
H^ds of the A£tor$9 finc^g there was no going 
back to their own Houfes , diey nidiappily re- 
£>lved4» k«ep together : jUdthis hegm the He- 
hitUtt tf/BotbweU-Bridge ;..FQr, encoun^d by 
Succels, and made deiberate by die fixtremidas 
they were^ driven to, they in tels than four Days 
found thetbfelves neat 26oaMen,v^ well armM 
and furniih'd ; upon this they march'd to GUJgw^ 
and weiie •^creafed in a few Days more to be^ 
tween 6 and 7000 Mnl 

Their Friends rio^^ b^^ to be in pain for 
them, becaufe B^Umd was^ mor^ immediately 
concerned to reduce th^m now, as well as Scct^ 
hmd. And the Duke oiM^tmwtb was lent down 
from thence to command the Army. 

This was, 1 fay, that wellrknown Infurre£Hon of 
BotkweU'W^d^ : And it: was czW^iRiAelliMn^ becau& 
they Declared againfl: the King : They were afteiw 
wards attacked by the D.of Monmouth^ while they 
were irrefblute, and confulting whether to yield 
o^ 4^fend themielve% and were defeated* 

it \s not any part of the pre&nt Work to giw 
the particulaj[« of this Kifing« From the Aaion 
mentioned to the Defeat, :it is fufficient to oB^ 
Jerve. That in this A&ion there was betwteli 
5 and 4P0 kiird, and aibout t'200 tJEtken PHib- 

n9r»; Jhf^ reft efcaped^ auui cUfpetft isheitdelim 

as 
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at well m tfaejr could ^ mr were thi Perfteutors 
at all &ti$fy'd wic^ji thi^ Duke ofAfmmwn^b^^ Gon- 
4uft» who refu&dy at their RequeA^ to Jet the 
poor People be perfued and maiiacred by the 
Dragoons : Not failing to make a Complaint 
againft him to th( Court c(£tipgfut on that 
Headland tp hare itiAiprov^dtahisQi&dvantage. 

Mi^y were tJ» unhappy Coniequasces of (&$ 
InfiirreS:ion^ a&wdl to thoie w^ were not am- 
•ern'd in it, as to t^le who were x fw tho' 
the Duke cfMafmmnfhf as General of the Army^ 
reftrain'd the Rjigeof the Soldiery a? abdvefrom 
the Inhumanity c^aHat-Bloodfixecution yy^has 
Commaod ceafing^ and himielf returnbginuDoe- 
diately after to Court, the Perfecutors tor^ 
pains to jkew the Worldi that they boukl aft 
with more Cruelty, in Gold Blood, ^tfaan f/im of 
Honour, and of ChHftitn Clennenqr could find 
.in their Hearts to. fufier, even in the'Hfcat of 
,Viftory. 

For now they gave themfclyes a full Swing 
in all their Bloody .Meaflires, letting' loofe the 
mcj& Bloacty Ageotsof Tyranny to edcecute wha^ 
e^r their private Rage,, as weU aa publidc could 
-4ii£hte to them : • Under the Pretence' of rootio^ 
wt RebelKon, and qfe^usciiting Jluftice, they per^ 
ihed thQ Iiinocena- as weU a$ the< Guilty ; and 
put CO Death Hundreds of Peoj^e by all man^ 
ner of Ouelties ^' andoo the meanefi Pretences 
imaginable: IQay soften without any PretBnee 
at all^ and that in the moft Barbarcnis manner. . 
• It is impoffibk hefe to enter into the Parti* 
Ouiar&of the Murthert a)iamAtted upon this e^M 
cafion. And if I ihoaldtake all the verbatRe^ 
Iburlovis^ thait I hat% aae^ with in converfiag a« 
mong thofet that wace' £ye<*Wie9efires of- the 
Crueltiea of tfaad Tine, it would* exqeed; iSwm 
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ccMBpare the SihaUiiefi of tbe GoM^ nki 
Kumbers of the People ooncem'd, l&y it would 
exceed all that erer was iet doum in any Hi- 
fbry of PerfecudoDs , whether oi P^ifi, or 
HtMthen Tyrants. 

The firft Year after this Infiirreftion, ivas 
wholly taken up in leardnng after^ and peilu 
thoie who were a&ially m the Anpy ; but l 
by the Mifmanagement^ as the^ called it, of the 
Duke of Mmmmah^ made their Eicape. For, 
by the Way, their Defire was, that when the 
Body that defended the Bridge were defeated, 
and the reft beean to dHperle and flyi^ 
they ihoiild have %een all lurrounded^ and cut 
in pieces, or perfii'd, and no Quarter jSiven 
them, 'till not a Man of them had been leftto 
>canj News to GL^am of the Defeat. And this 
havmg fail'd, they relblv'd, if poffible, to find 
out 0very Man that had been at B^hmUy and 
put diem to Death wherever they found them, 
upon the very ^ot. 

In Order to this, they neither requiifd much 
Evidence of the Fa(l:, nor took the pains to 
examine the' Perfbns themfelves : But, u it was 
but laid to them, that fuch a Man, or ihchMen 
had been at BothmU^Briig^ they immediately 
fent the Soldiers to their Houfes, who were to 
ask them no Queftions, but leize imon them, 
drag them juft out of the Doors, and moot them^ 
dead in a Moment. How many poor innocent 
Men, after protefting in the iblemneft manner, 
TTjot they h4i not been mty Way coneem^d in th0 
Bothwell Afiir^ have they fliot to Death with 
thofe Protefiations in their Mouths / and when 
they have fallen on oieir Knees, and be^g'd but 
fot 2 Minutes Time to recommend their Sooli 

to G O D, have dmy'd tfaem» afid ih(« them 
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- kneelii^sis they were, with thatRequeftin theij* 
Mouths. , 

It would make any Chriftlan Man's Heart 
tremble to read the Blafphemies, the Oaths^ 

^ the Curfings, and thp Infultings of thole People^ 
over the poor Men and their Families, whe^ 
they dragg'd them thus out of the Arms of^ 
their Wives and Children, to Maflacre them. 
Add to* this, the Ufage others meet wifh in 
Order to oxtort G)nfeffions from them of their 
being zt Bothwell^Brigg Rebellion i .obliging Men 
by Horrible Tortures to accufe themfelves, and 
weak Women and C2iildren to accufe their 
Husbands, Fathers, Brothers, and neareft Re* 
lations; .putting Fire- matches between their 
Fingers, or under their Joints j ftripping ftarfc 
iiaked the moft modeft and tender Women 
and Children, and thrufting them out in the 
Extremity of Cold % and a Thouland other Vi- 
olences, too many to give an Account of^ in 
Order to difcover thofe ^yho were at this In^ 
lurreftion of BothwelU ; 

Of the Prifoners takein at Bothw^ll^ and exe* 
cuted for Rebellion ^ I ftiall fay the left, be-* 
caufe puttingMen toDeath who are taken inArm^ 
is nothing but what is ufual in fuch cafes i 
Not but that as the occafion of that Infurrec- 
tion was meerly the Cruelty and Violence of* 
Perfecution for Confcie^ice. We rauft account 
thofe who were executed in cold Blood after- 
wai-ds, as all dying by tbie Hai^d of Perfecution^ 
and for the Caufe of Religion : And this was 
fully demonftratted by Mr. John King, md Mu 
John Kidy 2 Miniflers taken in the Aftion at 
Bothwellj and put to Death at Edinburgh on that 
Account. ' 

r 
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feut when we come tp: fpeak of the XJlage 
given to the reft of the Pr llbners, who^they did 
think fit to put to Deadi by the Hangman : 
There we ihall fee the. Spirit of Perfecution 
in the Abftraft •, and fuch Articles of Cruelty 
as are not to be equalVd in Dioclefian or A£ax^ 
imman ; fuch as are not to be found in the Jript 
Maflacre^or perhaps in any of the moftBioody and 
Barbarous Persecutors. No, not in TfMva him- 
lelf 5 or even in the SpMmfif Intpajkian. 

There was as is iaid, about 1 200 Prilbners^ 
few more, or lefs, taken at BcthweB. Thele 
were in general ftript by the Soldiers of what 
Gloaths they had upon them, that were anyThir^ 
valuable, and driven like a Herd of Beafts, bouiid ! 
two and two to Edinbmjh , where they were 
kept fever^.l Weeks in a Church-yard walPd in, 1 
being ftriftly guarded^andallow'd noLodging but 
theEarth^ neither any Covering but theHeavens^ 
either to ihelter them from Wet, Cold, Sun or 
Wind , altho' n^ny of them were very lore 
wounded. After this trifling Severity, a pretended 
Mercy was extended to tlton, wt. That fuch of 
them as would fign a Bond c<»idemning their 
whole Caule, acknowledging it to be Rebellion, 
dccliring it unlawful to Take Arms againft the 
King upon aiiy Pretence whatlbever ; and bind- 
ing themielves in a Penalty not to dp fo at any 
Time thereafter were let go. 

Many took this Deelaration, and fign'd this 
Bond, being not able to endure the Severity of 
that ulage which they were expofed to in the 
Church-yard, which however others calPd 
Triffing. But many of them refilled to accept of 
Deliverance, upon fuch Terms as were againft 
their Principles, and as trampled upon the Blood 
of their Brtthren who had dy'd in diat Quarrel. 
' . Thefe 
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Thele were near 400; and the Council not thinking. 
it proper to fet theHangman toWork upon them 
all •, above 50 having already been put to Death^ 
found out neiV and unheard of Ways of Mur- 
thering the ^eateft Part of them altogethier ; 
About 300 of them having received a general 
Sentence of Tranfportation to the BjgUJh Colonies 
in America i, a Sfcip was found which as was pre- 
tended W2^ bound to Jdmaicay or father was hir'd 
by the Government to Tranlport thele poor Vic- * 
' tim^ to Jitmaka \ where they were to be fold as 
Slaves. On board this Veffel thele People were 
ihip'd. Some bave ventured to tell us, That lb 
giteat a Number coukl not poffibly have gone to 
JdmaicM in that Ship ^ That the Veffel was by no 
Means able to have carry'd frelh Water and ne- 
cel&ry Provifiohs for ib great a Number, and ib 
long a Voyage^. And moreover, upon £xa- 
mination we have been told that it did appe^Cr, 
That no proportion of Provifions for Uich t 
Number and fuch a Voyage was in the Ship at 
that Time: All which, iftrde^ ferve to prove. 
That what was aftetwards wickedly done was the 
Horrid Contrivance and Bloody InftruAions of 
the Perfecutots, >vho had relblv'd the Deftru*^ 
aion of the poor Sufferers whatever it coft. 

The Ship laird, as abov», and whether by 
Strefs of Weather, Negligence or Wickednefij 
it i$ not material j neither could the poor Pri-- 
foners who were lock'd under Hatches judge of 
it. But this is certain, that coming near the 
Northermoft part of Scotland near the Orkntysy 
the Ship was driven on Ihoar amongft the 
Rocks, and ftuck faft. The Ship's Crew lav- d 
themfelves, and all that belonged to them ^ an<d 
all the Prifoners, had they been allow'd to lliift 
for themfelves, would have been fev'd with Eale 
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enough ; but the Officer fet over them would 
not fuffer the Hatches to be opened^ neither could 
any Entreaty prevail upon him to let one Soul of 
them out, 'till the Ship being dafhed to Pieces^ 
they were all of them drowned in the Hold, ex- 
cept only, that an Honeft Seaman, feeing, and be- 
ing firuck with Horror at fb. Barbarous an Aft; 
ventured his Life to go on Board , and with an 
'Axe cutting thro' the Deck of the Veflel got 
Forty nine of them out alive j the reft being 
about Two Hundred and fifty periihed to- 
gether. After this Piece of Cruelty is related, 
I think I need make no Apology for having (aid. 
That the Reign o^Diockfuuiy or any of the moft 
Cruel Perfecutors of God's Church could not 
matdh it .- For thefe were Men delivered, Men to 
whom Life was granted ^ after the Decimations 
and JDrafts made out of them for the Gibbet and 
Scaffold were over, thele were lentenc'd toTranf^ 
portation ; but given up to be Murtheir'd in the 
moft Inhumane and moft Unprecedented Man- 
ner, liich as I believe no Hiftory can Ihew the 
like of. 

Another Ship which had 60 or more of thele 
Banilh'd Men put on board her, whereof feveral 
were Minifters, and being oblig'd by the Aft of 
Navigation, really for flie was bound tor Jamiica 
to go firft to England^ there by the Good Provi- 
dence of God, ibme Milunderflanding happening 
between the Owners and Freighters of the VelTel, 
upon the Terms of Charter-Par ty, the Ship was 
not permitted to go the Voyage j and the poor 
Sufferers got their Liberty, no Thanks to their 
Perfecutors. 

There was near an Hundred others Tranfpor- 
ted in feveraj Ships ^ Ibme to one Country, fome 
to another j befides about 30 of the lame BSth- 
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^eB^Brlgg Prifoners, that dy'd in Prilbn either 
/ of their Woin^s, or otherwife by Diftempers 
contrafted in their Confinement, and by the 
Cruelty, of their Keepers. 

But this was not an End of the Bothwell-hndgi^ 
Affair .• For, as 1 faid before, it was made for 
jfbme Years the Subjeft ot the Strifteft Inqulfition V 
and Abundance of poor People were Murther'd in 
Cold Blood by the Perfecutors on Pretence of 
their having been at that Rebellion •, as Ihall ap- 
pear in its Place. 

In the Time of thele Tranfaftions the Arch- 
Bilhop of St. Andrewhy the moft Fierce and Cruel 
Perfecutor of the Good People afbrelaid ^ and 
One, who, as was reported, had declared it as 
his Opinion, That they were not a People fit to 
live i but ought to be extirpated from the Face 
of the Earth, was himlelf cut off by the Hands 
of ibme Men, whole Zeal carrying them beyond 
their Patience, took upon them this Execution^ 
as a Thing they had a Right to^ as they fuppo- 
fed \ there being no Way to obtain Publick 
luftice any other Way. 

There have been leveral Accounts given in 
Publick of this Man's Death ^ the Truth and Im- 
partiality of which I have much Reafbn to que- 
queftion, not only becaufe Lhave heard it other 
Ways related v but becaufe thofe Accounts havq 
manifeft Contradiftions in them, both as to the 
Manner and Circumftances of the Faft, and as 
to the Perlbns concem'd in it v neither fhall I 
iay any more than this for the Relation here let 
down, than that It came immediately from the 
Mouth of one of the Perlbns concerned in it \ 
and ftiallbe repeated as near as poffible in the 
very Words. • 
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• We were ( fays this. Perfbn ) a poor People 
s^ade delpcrate by the Violence of our Pcrfe- 
cutors ; and ftill more fb for Want of Oppor- 
tunity and Strength to rcfift diem by Force j 
which in Cale of fuch manifeft Injuftice as we 
daily recSv'd, we had very much Will to do, 
and believ'd was not only lawful y but our 
Duty : And on this Principle we afted before 
at Pcntlandj and afterwards at SotbweB j which 
we believe were very Lawful and Jirftifiable 
Aftions ; however, it pleafed not the Lord to 
give us Succels therein. In the Perfuit of this 
Opinion, it was propofed at a Meeting, whe^ 
ther we being therefore, tho' fuppreft by Power 
in a State of War, with ourPerlecutors,who had 
illegally vow'd ourExtirpation ^it were not law- 
ful for us to deftroy them by Surprize^^or by at- 
tacking them as well a-part, as together, where- 
ever we could find them •, and it was unani- 
mouily agreed. That it was Lawful. Next it 
was propoifed. That whereas all Appeal to the 
Publick Jufttbe being deny'd us-, and all Re* 
medy agailifl our Oppreffions, That is to fay, 
fuch as the Civil Magiflrate ought to yield us, 
being render'd impoffible, we might, and ought 
endeavour to execute that Juflice which God 
Himfelf hadDenounced againflMurtherers ^and 
which God had by His Own Law deputed to 
.the ji]!9Xt of Kin* That the Perfbns here puc 
iO:iEfe^^j^li^^ nay even Butchered 

!tnany o^tJiSi^H^ fb much as any Pretence 
to the Legjfl^rorms, and ordinary Courfe 
of Juflictr, being Kiird in Cold Blood by 
the Raging Soldiers , or by Bloody mfinded 
Perfecutors, backed and fupported by the laid 
Soldiers ; and this by meer Surprize, and Ra* 
venous Unguided Rage, being equal to AflTaf- 
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fination, or rather Jbmething like being de- 
voar'd by WiW Beafb or Savages. 

* That upon fiich as Murther'd without Laul^, 
Juftice was to be Executed without Law, and 

• the Sword of God vvas in every Injur'd Man'« 
Hand to Execute the Divine Juftice on fuch^ 
no Juftice being alio to be had from Men, thofe 
who bore the Sword, not bearing it in vain only 
but joyning themfelves to, proteOring, and 
aiding thefe Murtherers, and therefore bearing 
equal Guilt art and fart with them. 

* This likewife was refolv'd upon in the Af-' 
firmative ; whereupon we who were then pre- 
^nt, and whole Souls werefir'd with Zeal for 
God's Glory, relblv'd with Phmas to Execute 
Juftice on thofe who had thus lifted up their 
Hand againft the Lord's People, wherever they 
might be found ^ an4 to place our IHves in 
the Room and Authority of the Avenger of 
Blood for our Innocent Brethren, who were de-, 
ftroy'd and cruelly Mafiacred for the Caulg of 
God and the Teftimony of a Good Gonlcience. 

* In this' our t^l, and fortify'd with fuch 
Confiderations as tiiefe, 5 Men of our Number 
Arming our lelves^ plac'd our felves in Am- 
bulh, with Defign to Execute God's Juftice, 
upon the Laird of , ^ a Gruel and 
Bloody Perfecutor of God's Pepple^ and who 
had, not many Days before, . pat to Death ie- 
veral of our Brethren in th< Province o^Fife. 
This was OurIntent,neither had we at thatTime. 
anyThought orExpeftatk>n of any other^ when 
we were fiirpriz'd with an Account from one 
of our Number whq^ was at a Diftantfe ; that 
the Arch- Enemy of God and his People, thcs 
Prelate of St. Andr€rp% was paiSng on th^, 
^oad in his Coach. 
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* It was Immediately fuggefted to us, that aU 
belt we^ had milled of me Man who we had 
fought for i yet God had by a Wonderfiil 
Providence deliverisd the Great and .Capital 
Enemy of his Church into|our Hands ; and 
that it was a VJfible Call tcT us from' Heaven 
not to let him efcape 2 That he had been a 
Notorious Perfecutor of God's People, and a 
Vile Murtherer of our Brethren ; particularly 
in that, when the King Himfelf fent his Com- 
mands to the Council in the Year 1666 after 
Ptntland Riiing, That no more Ihould be put 
to Death ; which Command was fent in Wri- 
ting direflied to the laid Privy Council, and 
was delivered to the laid Bilhop; yet that he 
had kept the laid Written Order in his Pocket 
'till the laft i o Perfons mentioned in this Work 
p. 166, who were then in Prilbn, were put to 
Death ^ and that now was the Time when that 
Scripture was to be executed by them. He ivho 
fpilleth Maafs Bleed by Mun fi)Ml his Blood be 
fpilt : And that they ougljt not only to believe 
that God had delivered hhn ilp into theirHandsj 
but that if .they let him efcape it ihould be re- 
quired of them and of their Brethren, as in the 
Cafe of King Ahabj i Kings 20. 42* Becaufe 
thou hafi let go out of thy Hand a Man who I af^ 
pointed to utter DeftruElion j therefore thy Life 
jhdil go for his JLife^ and thy People for bis 
People. 

^ Fortify'd with thefe Principles, and parti- 
cularly with this Thought, viz.. how won- 
derfully God had delivered this Great Enemy 
into *our Hand^ we rclblv'd that he fliould 
not elcape. However, one of our Number 
declined afting therein, having a private Rea- 
ioix againft his bearing part in this Work ; but 
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' not prevailing with us t6 defift from our Re(b- 
^ lution, which wethought we had a Call from 
^ Heaven tofiniih, he withdrew from as, ftand- 

* iiig at Jt great Diiftance, ibi as to liave no Hand 

* in the Aaion ^ in which Cafe theiHand of God 
^ was farther reinarkably feen by the Conle- 
^ quchce : For, that none of us ever fell into 
^ the Hands of the Enfemy, or were put to Death 

* for this Faft, but. that onePerfbn, viz.. Hack-^ 
' fton of Rdthillet who really had no Share in the 
^ Work, but refufed to joyn with ; us therein 
^ as before. 

* Having refolv'd, as is faidy That this Ene- 

* my ihould not efcap^ the Judgment of God by 

* our Hands •, we rode after him^ and coming up 
^ to the Coach, quickly flopped the fame, ana 
^ difarming his Servants, we gave him Notice of 

* our Refplutjons, letting him know his Ofteil- 

* ces ^ and in ferious Terms exhorting him to 
^ give Glory to God, by Confeffing his Guilt, 
^ and that he would repent heartily for the 

* Wickednefs of his Ways , and the Innocent 
^ Blood that he had fhei ; for that, now his 
^ Time was come to dye for the fame. 

* It was fbme Time e'er we could convince 

* him. That we were in Earnefl:' relblv'd to put 

* him to Death \ and he feemed to fmile at what 
^ we had faid about the Wickednefs of his Life ; 

* His Daughter alfb who was with him in the 

* Coach, railed on us with muoh Evil Language* 
^ But thereafter, caufing her, to come forth of 
' the Coach, we let htm know, that his Mo- 
^ ments were very few, that we would wait for 
^ him yet a little while , and exhorted him 

* not to. trifle with his Soul, but to call upon 

* God for Mejcy : After which, feeing us in- 
^ deed in Earnefi, he began tov entreat for Life; 
^ . ^ But 
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But we icon let him kaow, we were not to be 
put by our Purpole for any Entreaties that 
could be ufed ; and that there was no Mercy 
to be ihown to him, who had Ihawn no Mer- 
cy. Hereupon he began to think of Lteath. 
But here jufi the very Wards of the Terfin ^h 
related the Story. Behold ! Ged did not givt 
him the Grace to fray to him mthout the Help of 
a Book. But he puU'd out of his Pocket a 
fmall Book, and began to read over feme 
Words to himfelf, which filled us with A- 
mazement and . Indignation. However, wait* 
ing feme Time, and then calling again upon 
him to commend his Soul to God's Mercy, 
for that he Aiould immediately dye; we fir'd 
upon him with our Piftols : When finding he 
was not yet dead, and remembring that it had 
been reported, that he had ufed Sorcery in 
Order to defend his Body, and that he' was ! 
invulnerable ; and withal to rid him of Life i 
with as little Torture as we might, we -flew 
him with our Sword^, and departed. 
This Relation of tKe Aftion coming from the 
Mouth of one of the Aftors, has not only that 
Authority for its Currency j but evenfee'ms in 
its felf to be moft conlbnant with all the other i 
Accounts of it which have been made publick • 
and is b^Uev'd to be a very Juft and Faithful 
Account, both of tRe Killing the Bifhop, and of 
the Circumftances going before it. 

The Reafon why this Accomit is made pub- 
lick in this Place, tho' Ibme Time after thePaft 
is on the folb\Ving Account. 

The Spirit of Perlecution was now come to 
the Height, and the Perlecutors feera'd to have 
exerted themlel ves. to the uttermoft . The com- 
mon Methods of Cruelty in putting to Death 
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Isy Procefi and by Form^ of Law were e^haufted, 
.and they behoved to find out a more fummary 
Way to proceed -^ for there were Perfbns to be 
deftroy'd, againft whom they had nothing to 
alledge, nor any Proof to be made againft them 
x>f any. Fafl:. And it was neceflary to find out 
feme Way or other, firft to make the whole 
Body gulliy, and thefi to make Men their own 
Acc|jfers, charging themfelves with belonging 
to the Body or Society, by owning the Prin- 
ciples upon which they afted. 

This is that unheard of Part, which confti- 
tutes this Perfecution to be the moft Inhuman 
of all the Perfecutions which we read of, ei- 
. ther before or fmce the Primitive Age of the 
I Church of God ; arid by which the Sufferings 
of the Chutch of Scotland are diftinguifti'd from 
the Sufferings of all that ever went before 
them. 
^ And what Reproach muft the Practice of thefe 
; , Times leave upon the Epifcopal Party now alive 
in Scotland ; many of whom were real Aftors in 
., the Cruelleft Part of this Tragedy ! Nay, laving 
! that the Author of this would not by naming of 
] Names, load the Heads of feme who are at the 
* Writing of this, under the juft Pcofecution of 
n the Goveniment for Treafbn and Real Rebellion. 
; He could fingle out the Perlbns of ibme that are 
now in the 'Hands of juftlce ; who, were among 
the moft Bloody and Raging Perfecutors of thoJfe 
^ Times : But ~omitting their Names, however 
[ juft the Refleftion, he cannot but lead them by 
the Hand to this juft Obiervation, viz.- How 
Righteous is that Providence, which caufes them 
to lye at the Feet of a Provok'd Sovereign, 
Crying for Mercy, AND tO BE DENTED., 
who Denyed Mercy to fo many gf their Inno- 
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cent Neighbours and «Fello«r*Creatures ; 
were Guilty neither of Trealbn or Rebei 
but only of Worlhipping the Great Creator 
all Things according to His CommsLod 9 and 
fuch a Manner as t^ Authority of Confci 
made their indifpenfible Duty. 

But to return to the Fa£b : Proiecutions 
Forms of Juftice, as Ifaid^ feenfd nowr at 
End J the Methods of drawing Blood ieem'd 
be exhaufted, tho' the Thirft of Blood was not 

2uench'd. The Number of Prilbners to be 
ragg'd to Execution, or Informers to accufc 
particular Perfons either were few, or too few, 
to latisfie the voracious Appetite of the Perie- 
cuting Party : Nor was it particular Perfons, but 
the whole Body of Chrlftians in the Denomina- 
tion of Whiggs^ whofe Blood they refolv'd to 
Jhed. ' 

Being therefore unfatisfy'd with the perfonal ' 
Guilt of fuch who had been at. Bothwett-Brid^e \ 
or fuch as could be found at Field-Meetings \ 
whofe Number, tM daily greats were but few, 
when compared with wmt they relblv'd to fell 
upon. Th^y proceeded now t^o fum up their 
Profeffion into Generals •, to fprm them into 
Principles j and then make thofe Principles 
Criminal ; By which Method they knew, diey 
ihould infallibly involve the whole Body of thofe 
People in fuch Gircumftances, as would entitle 
the Government to a Right to' put t^hem to 
Peath. The Cafe was thus. 

I . They knew, That thefe perfecuted People 
efteem^d themfelves engaged by the Na- 
tional Covenant in the Soleraneft Bond ima- 
' finable : That it was the Oath of God 1 

p that no human Power coiiid diffolve the 

j Obligation i 
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Obligation : And • that the 'Breaking it as 
it had* been broken, was no left a Crime 
than a National Perjury. 

They look'd upon the King as anEnemy and 
Perfecutor of God's People; as a Prince per- 
jured, by his Breaking and Renouncing the 
Covenant; and gu'lty of involving the whole 
Nation in the lame Deteftable Crime of 
Perjury; Alio they look'd upon him as 
a PcWecutor of God^s Church, and a 
Bloody Deftroyer of his People. And for 
thefe Reafbns they could not latisfy them- 
lelves to ptay for him, or fay to him, God 
Ipeed. 

As for the Killing the Arch-Bilhop of St. 
Andrew\ they did not efteem it a Mur- 
ther, or an Aflaflination ; but efteeming 
themftlves to be in Open WarAvith him, 
and with all the Members of that Bloody 
Society calPd, The Council of ScotUnd ; who 
had treated them and their Brethren with 
Barbarity as Enemies to Mankind ; and had 
by all Kfnds of Cruelty and Inhumanity 
without LiW^ except fnch as their Luft of 
Shad formed intp j4fts of Council^ ' arid contrary 
to the ConJUtittion had caffd Laws J and t$ 
which they gave the Force of Laws ; put their 
Brethren unjuftly to Death ; which they 
efteem'd Murther of the vileft Sort ^ e- 
fteeming thefe Men, I lay, by their Bloody 
Doings to be Blood- Suckers, Murtherers, 
and open declared Enemies to God and 
Man : They thought it juft^ ' as in Time 
<^fWary to perluethem to Death in what 
Manner they could, and wherever they 

could^ 
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could , and wherever they might 
found. 

■ 

4. As to the Taking Arms at Pentla^id and 
Bothmll^ and other Places \ they . would 1 
no Means admit it to be Rebellion : fie- 
caufe Kature dictating Self-Defence £0 alll 
Creatures to whom it has given a Life to I 
defend. And they being attack'd by the 
Arm'd Troops of their Perfecutors, while 
they innocently and peaceably performed 
their undoubted ana indilpenfible Duty, 
viz> the Worihipping God according to his 
own Inflitution , they thought themfelves 
bound by the Laws of Nature , and al- 
lowed by the Laws of God to defend their 
Lives^ and the Lives of their Wiv« and 
Children. 

As , the poof People maintain'd thefe Prin- 
ciples with the greatefi: Exaftnefij and per- 
fifted to do io with the greatefi Conftancy: 
So their Perfecutors knew well what Ufe to 
make of this Steady Adherence to their Prin- 
ciples ^ and how to mak^ it a Handle to t|iem 
to take Hold of the otherwife moft innocent 
and inoffeniive part of the People, and arag 
them to. immediate Execution without further 
Procels. And this Device they queftion'd not 
would ferve them to deftroy and extirpate the 
whole Body of the People, as they owned was 
their Defign. 

To this Wicked and Barbarous Purpofe they 
firam'd 4 Queftions upon the Heads above-men- 
tioned i which they refblv'd to have ofFer'd to 
the perfecuted People upon all Occafions ; and 
to whidi they ihould oljlige the faid People to 

give 
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give an impediate direft AnlWer : Oft retufihg 

^vhich Anlwer, or not anfvvering to their Minds^ 

tihey wece immediately to be put to Death. 

And here is to be noted, that ^ it was fmd^ the 

late Arch-Bilhop of St. Andrew\ Gen. DMzSel^ 

and feverai others of the fierceft of the perfe^ 

cuting Council had often complained, That the 

Formalities of the Law, tiiat is to fty, bringing 

Men to the Bar, and to be Try'd by Judges, 

Juries, Hearings, Pleadings, c^c. were OhftruCr 

tions to the King's Service : So the preftnt 

Ckaincil proceeding by the fameRulei of firueityi 

* relblv'd to make fliorter Work with them ^ and 

therefore, that th^ Forms ot Procefi, hritigin^ 

to Prifbns," and to Tryals, might not delays ot 

encumber the Execution, and prevent the dil^ 

patching the innocent Viftim fafl; enough. They 

decreed, That every private Soldier, w* jlrmf 

of wh^m they had mm Quartered upon the firftcuted 

WecfUy fhould have Power to tender th^ laid 

Queftions to every Man they met, or to whom 

they pteafed j and upon refufing to anfwer, the 

faid Soldier was empowered to kill them upon 

the Spot ; and left I may be thought ta do this 

General baltiel an Injury, and record of him 

any Thing which was not luitable to the-r^ft ot 

his Praftice ; who, if Fame belies him hoty was 

a Man as void of Humanity, as moft that ever 

Heaven permitted to live. I lay, that I may 

not wrong him, I Jhall give the following brief 

Account of an Aftion of his, or a Specimen of 

his compalfionate Temper ; by which the Cha- 

rafter of the Man may be gueft at without 

BVeach of Charity. It was foon after the Rifiiig 

at Ventlatidy when Jie had been fent into the 

Shir6 of Air^ to make Search for, and put to 

Death fuch of the pcJor People as he could find 
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were in die faid Rifing. He fends a lieutenant 
with a Party of Men to NewMiUs^ and ordei'd 
them to feize and bring to him an honeft poor 
Man, whole Name was Fml^ ^ and who was 
peaceably living in his own Houfe, nor had he 
been at all in Arms ; When his Men brought 
the Prifbner to him he examined him private- 
ly, no, Witnefs bcir^ by ; and with a kind of G- 
vility^ tmufual to him, whether he had been ^ 
Lanerck with the . Rebels ? The Man anlwer'd, 
He was at Lanerck upon his prijv^ate Bufineis 
when their Army came thither ^ and told him 
what his Buiinefs was, offcjring to prove the* 
Truth of it i and declared. That he was not in 
Arms, or had any Weapon with him : Nei- 
ther did he go among them : Then he asFd 
him if he remembred any of thole he £aw a- 
mong them, and who they were? The Man 
declared he did not ; whereupon he call3 for 
the Lieutenant, and order'd him to carry that 
Man to the Gallows , and have him ihot to 
Death: For that he had confeft he was with 
the Rebels. The poor Man being brought to 
the Place in a great Hurry and Surprize asks 
the Lieutenant, if the General was in Earneft • 
*he Lieutenant faid he feared he was : How- 
ever being a Civil Man, and loth to Execute 
iiich a Cruel Commiilion , and the poor Man 
protefting his Innocency, and entreating him as 
a Chriftian, that at leaft he might have a Re- 
prieve for that Night, that he might prepare 
for Death and Eternity. The Lieutenant, I lay, 
upon this goes back to the General, and laying 
before him the poor Man's Cafe, entreated him 
to grant him a few Hours Time to prepare for 
Death; But the General flying out in a Rage 
at the Lieutenant^ jand with Horrid Oaths and 
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BIaipi]bemies commands him to x^tufn^ and teUg ' 
him he would teach him to obey his Orders after ^ 

a better Manner, than to come back and make 
^ hunielf an Advocalie for . Rebels : Upon this, 
the Lieutenant went T)ack direftly to the Man, * 

and immediately Ihot him dead upon the Spot. 

This and liich as <his was th^ir T^caper at 
that Time : And I thirJc ,1 may lay they were 
now come to the Hei^t of their Fury, The 
Meaiure of their Cruelty ^I'd up a-pace ; all the 
Fre?jch Dragooning, tlie Pppifli Bucninijs, the *> 

Heathen Torturi.ngs that we rfcad of in the 
World, Icarce ever came up to this^ In all 
thofe cafes, the Sufferers were brought before 
Judges and Magiftrates, Qfficers of Jfuftice, and 
Men in Power. But fwch was the Thirft of 
Blood here, that they appeared willing, to ftrip 
themfelves of their Ma^ifl:^ial Authority, iand 
■make every private Sentinel, every Mulquetier, 
both Judge, Jury, and Executioner. 
' Never was Juftice Executed m fuch a fum^ 
mary Way as on this Occafion i For, now the 
Soldiers fiU'd the Streets and Hi^h-Ways with 
Blood : Men^ Wome% nay, and little Children 
were dragg'd out of their Houfes, from thek 
Shops, Trades and Labour to immediate Deathf 
without Warning, without Pity, and without 
Time given them to call upon God for Mercy 
to their Souls. 

Nor was the Life of the moft Innocent Perlbu 
iafe at this Ti:fne from $he Rapine of the Sol- 
diers .• For now, it was the eaiieft Thing in 
the World for private Revenge to be purfued 
to Blood J and it was in the Power of the Sol- 
diers to execute the greateft Villany with Im- 
punity : They had no more to do but to 
Jlob, Raviihj Infult^ Plunder, and commit what 
' A a Wickednefi 
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Wickednefs tJief pleafed, and adding Mtutliir 
^ to the reft, lay, oie Perfon Murther'd, refkfed 

to anfwer the Queftions. 

Thefe Queftions modePd according to the 
Heads before recited, were thus, 

1 . Will you renounce the Covenant ? 

2. Will you Pray for the King, or will you 
lay God bids the King ? 

3- Was the Killing the Archbiihop of St. jin* 
drews Murthcr, yea or no ? 

4. Was the riling at Bothwel Brigg Rebellion, 
yea or no ? 

It fhould have been obfervM before this, that 
in order effeftually to fupprels thefe perfecuted 
People, and to finilh the ruin of the Countiy, 
the Government had raifed what the Country 
People caird the Highland Hofi. The Account 
the Perfecutors gave of this was, * That the 
Loyal Clans offered their Service to his Ma jefty, 
to bring into the Field a body of Men, from 
among their Vaffals and Servants, compleatly 
arm'd, who were to march whether his Maje- 
fty Ihould plealeto command them, for the 
liipprefling of the Rebellion, and for pre- 
venting the Rebels and Whigs from gathering 
in Troops, in the Weftern Shires. 
^ On thefe pretences, thole Highlanders^ little 

better than Barbarians, and in lome Cafes much 
worfe, were arm^d and taken into the Service 
of Satan J and fome time after the Bothwel Brigg 
affair, were order'd to the Number of 8000 
. Men to Quarter upon the fuffering People, in 
the Shires of ^ir^ Galloway y and other the We- 
ftern Shires : There they exercis'd all the Ra- 
pine, Violence, Robbery and Wickednefs, over 
and above the Murther, and ihedding of innocent

Blobd, of which we are jtift going to Ipeak, thif 
inajr be expefted from an ungovern'd Solildiery^ 
Or that could be praftifed upon, or luffered by a- 
People, given up t<J the luft and rage ot a crew^^ 
of Savages. * : * 

In this pofture fiood the publick Affairs as itx^ 
the Perfecutors, yet their rage * receiv'd no i- 
batement •, the very thought of the Spirit, and 
undeprefs'd courage of the Perfecuted, gall'd and 
exalperated them : To fee a fet of Men living 
like wild Creatures in the Mountains, and yet 
there in fpite Ot human Power, freely prefer- 
ved the Liberty of their Principles, and ineG 
publickly and frequently in mighty Numbers, 
for the worihip of God ; and that it was impof- 
fible for them, either to apprehend or prevent 
them ^ this provbk'd them to the iaift Degree : 
They found now, that as thefe wandring Out- 
lawed People muft be, and indeed fo they really 
Were harbour'd and reliev'd at the greateft Peril 
by the People in the plain Country, the only 
xvay left to extirpate them more effeftually , was 
to ruin and impoverifli the whole Country, that 
the banilh'd profcrib^d Refugees^ migKt have 
no rejief from them ; and to make it punifhable 
in the higheft rnanner, and as the moft capital 
Crime for any fo much as to talk with, much 
lefs entertain, comfort, relieve and fupportone 
of thole, who, as they call i>, were intercomi-* 
um'd; and this wasfoieverely put in Execution, 
that we find among their lifts of their Butchery's 
by the Hangman ^ one Rdmfey executed only 
for going over a River in a Ferry Boat, With one 
who had been a Rebel, and talking with him ia 
common, asl with other Men in the Boat. 

But all thefe cruelties were not yet able to ex- 
tirpate a race of Men, By whofe Sufferings 
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AutCizce and Mercy of God, was to beftiadri 
lo conlpicuous in the World : NAY fb &r 
was it from that, that on the other hand, the 
Numbers o£ them daily encrcaied, even under 
their rery Perfecutions, as was the Oi(e in tk 
Fcimitive times of the Churclb, their Field 
Meetings grew more frequented.,, and were 
iuxe publiddy held, and tiiat with liich Mul* 
tkudes as were &arce credible to rekte. 
; JNor were the zealous p^rfecutedi People pre* 
trailed upon, to abate one Tittle cf the Tefii- 
mony, which they thought them(el>res obliged 
to bear againft the Wickednels of their ]^ 
inies, and that particularly in two Points. 

I. Their National Perjury in breaking tbsif 
Oath to God, and to his People ^ (^viz,.) in breaks 
and renoxmcing the Covenant. 

.2. Their creftingan Epiicopal Church, Go- 
irernment which they abhorr'd, and which thefe 
treated with no other Name than an Anti- 
chriilian Prelacy. * 

NotCy They juftified the Term Anti-chriftlan, 
for the Prelatick Hierarchy owning the Su- 
premacy of the King over the Church, 
whereas they allowed Chrift Jefus to be the 
only Head and King of the Church on 
Earth. 

On the oth^er Hand thofe t\yo Articles, and 
elpecially the open and daring Profeflion of 
them, by thefe perfecuted People*, was un* 
iiifierable, and to the laft Degree provo- 
king to their Periecutors ^ aiKl the more m that 
•they could neither by all their Cruelties, and 
mo& inhuin^ yi^ge, deter either thc^ that 
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dyed to abate their open Deteftation of thei^ 
two Things, at their Execution, orthofe* that 
remained to refrain their open Profeffion of the 
fiimel abhor reiices^ no not for fear of the ftii\e 
Tortures. ' 

Nor could they by all their bloody ptofeciati^ 
ons prevent thfe Field Meetings they fo miiq^ 
exclaimed agaiiift, where the refoiutiori of tl{e 
perfecuted People, to petfevere to their Deiltf 
in their oppolition to the Prelates^ and their a( 
hering to die Covenant, was always expttfs'd 
in fuch Terms, and the People were fo cori^, 
firm'd in thofe relblutions, that the Couficil 
iaw too plainly nothing but Deadi could piit an 
End to it \ and the whole race of luffering Chri^ 
ftians muft be deftroy'd and extirpated, or they 
ihould never Conquer the Oppofition th^^y majie 
to the Planting of Epifcopaty in that Kingdom, 
and upon this relblution they pfoceededi 

In the mean time the Poor- People, as if the 
heat of the Perfecutiori had but ferved to in^ 
jBuence their Zeal, thought themfelves oblig'd 
to declare a War, tha' of a different Nature a- 
gainft their Perfecutors i and to let them fee, 
that upon a juft and equal Principle, they could 
clear themfelves of the Guilt charg'd upon 
diem, of being Rebels againft Lawful Authp^ 
rity \ and to this end at one of tSheir pubhtrk and 
moft numerous Meetings in the Weft, they o- 
pcnly declared themfelves revolted from the 
Government , * renounced and dilbwn'd all 
< Allegiance, Obedience, Homage or Duty to 

* the King and his Adminiftration \ as be?ng an 
^ Enemy to God and to the Church of God, and 
^ therefore not legally conftitirted, or to be acr 

* knowledg'd as their Supream Lord. But I^f^ 
\ Jure depofed, from all Regal Authortiy over 
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^ them, and d^vefted of the Office of a Magi« 
* firate, aiidof the Truft or Charge of Govern-^ 
^ ment which was repoied in and devolved 
^ upon hiin, by ei^prefs CompaS:, at his Core-' 
' nation, when he fblemnly entred into an Oadi 
and Covenant, with God and his People;, 
and which Oath, Covenant and Compact he 
had violated, breaking all the Omdidons, and | 
impioudy renouncing the Obligation tfaerec^ 
upon wluch Oath am the Obligation thereof 
all his regal Authority and their Allegiance, 
were entirely founded ^ and upon the Breach 
whereof, their fub)e£bion which was limited 
to the provifions of thofe Compafts aiad Co- 
venants was explicitly dilengaged and remit- 
ted. 

This was 'tis true a bold ftep, and many of 
their brethren leera'd to cenfure them upon 
fuch a delperate proceeding, but it feems they 
were only liich who had Accepted thej Li- 
berty mentioned before upon the Terms of 
a Licenfe from the Prelates which tempo- 
rifing and cowardly Complyance, thefe zea- 
lous People abhorr'd as Sinful, and condemned 
as a fainting' in Gods Caufe, giving over their 
Conftancy, and above all, as a wicked recogni- 
tion of that Epilcopal Authority, from which 
they^receiv'd fuch Licenfe ^ This they call'd 
Homologating the Legality of wMt they 
themlelves Condemii'd as Anti-Xcripturial and 
Anti-chi iftian, and which they were engaged in 
the folemneft manner by the Covenant, never to 
permit, much le(s fiibmit to in the Nation. 

The Cenfure of fuch therefore was of no 
Value to them, and they infifted upon the 
right they had to declare, their revolt from 
th^ir. Allegiance to King Cha, II. as their natu-. 
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ral Privilege, and as the jufe coi^fequence of 
' Jiis Breach of the Compaft of Government. 

The noife the Council made of this Declara- 
tion, . wai |lrange indeed, how they declared 
thefe People Rebels, Mad^ Enrag'd, Sceleratesy 
<^c. People to be abhorr'd by Chriftians, and 
to be rooted out from the general Socipty of 
Mankind, fid the Wf ; and feem'd to juftify all 
the inhumanities they at that time refoiv'd to 
praftice upon them, and to Legitimate all their 
Extra-judicial Meafiires,. by itiie clamour they' 
railed ypqn them, for this one Aftion ^ not fbre-r • 
leeirig. that in a few Years thofe fame Men 
ijiould do the fame thing, with the next King of 
the famte Race, ahd call for a Regiment of thofe 
lame honefl: perfecuted Sufferers, whom ithey 
had f Uus damn'd for Rebels and Parricides, to 
guard them in the doing it, ms was within the 
/f4ce of 1 2 Tcdrsy the very Caje^ as I fhall fhew in 
its order* 

In this folemn revolt, or renouncing their AU 
legiance, they rjspeatad the fbveral Afts of Vi- 
olence and Oppr^ifion, which had been praftifed 
or authoriz'd by the King, and by his wicked 
Counfellors, whereby he unhinged all the legal 
Eflablifhment of their Religion, and fubverted all 
their Religious Liberties :The Kings Supremacy, 
they caird aBlafphemousand Sacrilegious ; Ufur- 
pation being an illegal Anti-fcripturiai Dominion 
oyer the Inftitution of Jefus Cbrift^ and the Ordi- 
nances of his own Divine Appointment. # 

They proceed to declare, that the King had ^* 

oyerturn'd all the Fundamental part of the 
Civil ConflitutiQn, fubVerting the »Laws an4 ^^ 

Liberties of the People, deflroying tlieir Civil 
and Natural Rights^ and all the Securities of 
^ife and Enjoyn^ent whatfoeverj and that all 
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this Was by claiming and aflummg a ri^t to an 

Ablblute, Tyrannical Arbitrary Government, 

by his pretended Prerogative, independent of 

**^ Law, and fiiperior thereto ;aU which • they de- 

^ dare to be illegal and inconfiftent with the 

Safety, Freedom, and legal Privileges of the 
People, and with the Oadi and Obligation of a 
King- 
, Thefe and many other things they gave, as 

the reafon of their revolt from, and renoiincii^ 
Allegiance to the King, which I am the more 
particular in, becaufe of their affinity to, and 
the fenftion thev loon after receiv'd from the ge* 
neral PraOife ot the whole Ifland, and alio to add 
r this remark, viz.. How thelfe poor People were 

not only handled by thrir Enemies, but even 
cenliirM by their Friends, for owning thofe very 
Principles at that time, upon which the Safety 
of the whole Nation was found in a few Years 
to depend ; and for profefling.fuch Opinion^, as 
in fo little a while were judged' effential to die 
publick Safety, and on which to this Day, our 
S, froteftant Conftitution is founded t;l;c. ThatTy- 

^ rants and Arbitrary perfecutiug Princes may be 
Renounced, the People may revolt from tieii: 
Allegiance to them, depofe them from their u- 
liirpM Authority, and yet cannot be juftly.calPd 
Rebels and Traytors ; Witnefs the Revolution and 
froteihnt Succejftorj. 
• But asking Pardon for this needfiil Digreffion, 
? I return to the fuffering People, who nowevei* 

righteous the Principles were which diey afted 

from were, yet for fome Years toDrinJ: the Dregs 

^ • of Pcpi(h atid ^Tyrannical Perlecution, to the ftill 

Trykl of their Faith and Patience. For Example, 

After they had thus declar'd ^eir ^ revolt 

iromi and renounced their Allegiance to the 
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Ring, and his Infttuwents of Ty rtorijr, they 
proc^^ina fblemu manner to ]^r5nounce th^ 
greater Exdommunici^tiort^ in which they Ex* 
communicated the King, atid the Biiho]ps, a- 
mong the Enemies and Contemtiefs of God and 
hisOiurch. They liiewife ixl the :&me Decla- 
ration protefted agaiiid a ftfpijh Sucdeitbr ; and 
declared that they would never receivfe the £)lilce 
cfTork inScotimdy nor admit him topoflefs the 
Crown. 

Thus I have given the Keader an abridged 
Relation of what ^as done on their part. But 
what Tongue can exprels, or Pen defcribe the 
XJlage thefe poor Feople receiv'd, and the Cru- 
elties they fuffer'd on this Account. * Ndt only 
' Time , fafs a folid Writer of th4t 1%, but 
Heart and Tongue would fail any dbriftiati 
to relate all the Violences, Murthers, Plun- 
derings, Extortions, and Infolencies, that from 
the beginning of this Perfecution have been 
committed in a military way, befides what 
has been done in the form and courfe of pul> 
lick pretended Juftice : IF fiabbine, wouncfing, 
beating, ftripping, and impriK^ning Mens 
perfbns : IF violent breaking into their Hoii- 
les in the dead of the Night j beating, woim- 
ding, raviihing, and inhumanely abufing Wives 
and Daughters. IF forcing weak Women by 
Tortures, fuch as burning Matches, and othet 
unliifFerable Torments t;6 difcover, nay accule 
their Husbands, Fathers, and deareft Relations. 
IF driving away their Cattle , fpoilirig their 
Goods without reipea to Guilt- or Innocpce •, 
and this in as cruel a manner as ever Scotland- 
had feen, or tould have feen^ had a foreign 
Army been in the bowels of their Country. 
I IF all thefe, and many more fuch may exprefs 
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^ our Milery, fitfs this Author^ iome Gueis imf 
^ be made at the SifFerlngs of this Church from 
^ the Malice and Fury of this wicked prevail* 
' ing Prelatick party. 

But we now come to the methods taken with 
thofe perlbns who they could by no other 
means lay hold upon. Thefe coniified oF two 
Ibrts, (x.) Thofe who having been in Arms^ 
and had efeaped the Sword of Battle, were fled 
to the Mountains : Or^ {7,.) Thofe who havii^ 
been markM out ioc Deftruftion by their Perle* 
cutors were withdrawn to the other : Thofe 
Men holding fafl their Integrity, and having 
many Minifters among them, kept up their 
Field - preachings , and enjoy'd the Free- 
dom of their Religious Exercifes, notwith-i 
Handing, the moft inveterate Rage of their Cne-r 
mies \ and this, as I faid already, provok'd the 
Perfecutqrs to fiich a Degree that they were not 
able to contain themfelves, but would flye at the 
Innocent topunilh the Guilty, that is to fay, who 
they fuppos'd guilty ,{br otherGuilt they had none. 

To puniih them then as far as th^y were able, 
feeing they could do it no other way ^ Vir^^ they 
intercommuned them, as they call It, forbid- 
ding any Perfbn to harbour, hide, comfort, or 
cbrrelpond with any of them j or even ^o much 
as to lalute, or talk with them on the way, on 
pain of Treafbn and Rebellion -, and of being pror 
fecuted for the lame Crimes which thofe they fb 
harbour'd , comfofted , or correfponded with 
were charg'd with. 

In the next place to difappoint them who were 
wandring about in Sheep- skins and Goat- skins, 
in Dens, and Holes, and Caves of the Earth •, and 
effeftually to prevent their being reUev'd or fup- 
ported from their Friends, Relations, or otherr 
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wife; they found it abfolutely neceflary by 
Troops of Soldiers who were fubfifted by the poor 
Sufferers, to ruin and impoverifli the Country by 
their various Pluiiderings and Depredations, ra- 
ther like Troops in an Enemy^s Country, than 
Troops Billited and placed under DifcipHne. - 
This was the Cafe when Juftice was transferr'd 
from the Judges on the Bench to the Soldier in the 
Field; and this not to the Officers, to the Court 
Martial, or AfTembly^'of Officers,or Generals ; but 
to the brutal common Soldiers, who neither had 
Confcience to judge by, Reafon to judge from, 
Senfe to guide, Humanity to fjpare, or Temper to 
confider who to kill, and who to lave. 

It would be endlefe to turn this Account into 

a Sc^s Martyrology, or a Regifter of Barbarities. 

Thefe Sheets are no way equal to a Hiftory of 

fuch a length • but keeping myfelf to the Brevity 

of Memoirs. Agreeable to my T^tUy I Ihall give 

ibme Specimens of the bloody management of 

this part of the Work ^ I mean as to this new 

fafliioned way of Perfecution^ by delivering a 

naked defencelefs People up to the Fury of the 

common Soldiers ; and feme flagrant tnftances 

of this kind will be fufficferit to defcribe the reft. 

The firft I meet with is the Story of a poor 

Woman and a young Maiden of about 16 Years 

old in theWeft o^Srat/4v^,vvho were cruelly mur- 

thered by feme Men belonging to Gritrfin of Log^ 

an Eminent Perfecutor in that part of the Goun^ 

try. They began by putting the QuefUons to 

them abovemention'd ; and the firfl they offered, 

as what was mofi popular at that Time in ihe Worlds 

and hefi ferv^dy as they thought ^ to expofe the perfe^- 

cuted People to the Courts was that of, Witt ye fay 

God htefs the King. As I have received this Story 

from Creditable Witnefles, take it as follows j 

The 
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The Woman told them ihe would pray to God 
to forgive l3ie King his Sins : The Maid laid 
ihe would pray that God would pleaie to give 
the King Repentance: But it wmU be m impiota 
TInngy ilid the Woman, to fntf to God to fave^ 
that is, to Uefs a OfveMant4nreaiing ferfur'd M^^i^ 
firMOy and in the Profecution of his Perjury too: 
And they both declaPd it was againfi their Con- 
£:iences, their Princ^les, and the Covenant-, 
and that therefore they coM net do it. The Wo« 
man faid boldly. That while the King was a Per- 
fecntor ofGoXs Feofle he was an Enemy to GOD 
and to the Church of GOD ^ and ihe thou^t it 
was an abominable Thing to ask of any Chriftian 
to pray for Pro^rity toidheTerfecutors of the Church 
ofChrifi i for that was to lay God /feed to themy 
Even in the very Perfecution itfelf : She was an 
undaunted Woman, and challengM them to ant 
iwer her in that particular ; but they had no- 
thing to lay to her Argument, but thought flie 
would have Ibme Regard to theirs which was, 
Tray to God to kiefs the King — *^ or dye. Will ye 
Hi moy fays the Woman, hecaufe I will not hlefi 
thofe riho God curfes f the Lord forbid that Ijhould do 
ity thfi J were to dye a Thoufjtnd limes. Upon this 
they fix?d a Stake in the Sea at the low Water 
^Mark^ and binding the poor Woman and the 
*young Girl to the Stake, let them ftand there 
'till the Tide flowed over them and drowned 
them both, being alio tormented almoft to Death, 
with the Cold by ftanding in the Water {b long 
as 'till the Tide was high enough to drown them. 
However, they both endur'd it with great Con- 
ftancy, and withour the leaft Offer of Conipliance 
with the barbarous Adverlary. 

It has been matter of Cenfure among fome, and 
even of thofe otherwife in the lame Intereft* and 
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of the &me do&rinal Principl€is with tho£t P^o<^ 
pie i when they found that they were Jo feverdy 
nice in this particular of praying for the Kii^i 
feeing they are bid t0 fray for KUfp and Ml U Au^ 
thifrity. But not to rmke, thefe M^noirs ent^ 
into long Difputes of the Pcsnts between thew 
and their Periecutors^ which is not the work of 
a Hifiorian. I ihall cuily ftate and remove the 
Queftion in few Words from di^ele poor Sufferers 
to their Enemies, and leav^ them to aniker it if 
they know how. 

In the firft plftce,it is trMg they beg%n wjith thefe 

poor Women upon tJ^atQueftion of praying for 

the King, which w^as a piece Qf wicked Policy on 

their parts ^ becaufe it was the mo& popular Qpe- 

fiion, and by which th.^y thought they made 

thefe People odio&is to the King, and repr^iented 

them as his particular. Enemies*, andp^rluaded 

him by it to let them go on with their Rerfe^cu- 

tion, which by the wK^^hjeyhad much ado to'pre^ 

vail in ; for the King wh© was in himfelf of ^ 

merciful Difpoiitipii, being often ihock'd with the 

Accounts of their Cruelties arid often laying p* 

penly he would have no more Blood fted. //iy, 

this was a wicked Policy on their Part ^ for 

'tis known they had ^ Three or Four Que- 

ftions more in their ^Orders j any of which 

were of fuch a Nature, as that the poor Peo 

pie would have iuffred Death' rather than to 

have comply'd ; for Examplet had thefe Two 

■poor Women an|\ver'd, Yes^ we will fay Gjod fave 

the King ^ the next Queftion had beein, WUl ya 

renounce the Covenant f a Queftion, which if it 

were now ask'd In Scotlaodf I believe there are 

50000 People would as fbdn renounce the very 

Name of Chrii^ans } thiU^ is to fay j theywouW 

fufTer all that humane Nature could fufiei rather 

thaa 
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than do it. So that upon the whole, thefe Peopte 
did not fuffier for a fingle Oppofition of the King's 
Lawful Authority as was wickedly charged on 
them ; but they were given up to Death by a 
Party, and they fingl'd out fuch points to queftion 
them upon as they knew they could not eomply 
with, that they might deftrc^ them -, and if thele 
Queftions would not have done it, they would 
have named others for the Purpofe. 

Farther, it is evident that they refufed pray, 
ing for the King upon a Religious Principle, not 
upon a Rebellious Principle •, and that as they 
believed the King, as before^ to be an Idolater, 
a Perlecutor; and an Enemy to God and his 
People. They beljev'd that for them to pray 
for God to blefs him would be either to mock 
God by leeming to pray for wlut they did tiot 
mean, or really to pray to God to blefs the King, 
even in his persecuting God's People, whiph 
would be impious, and was againft their Con. 
fciences. 

As to the other part which the OhjeHors aUedge^ 
viz. it was a Trifle, and a Thing lb fmall as that 
they could not anlwer to lofe their Lives for it ^ 
, we andver that then much lefs could thofe Cruel 
and Inhumane Perlecutors anfwer to take the 
Lives of poor innocent Women and Children a* 
way for fo fmall a Thing, which in the common 
9 judgment, and by their own Confeffion, was but 
a Trifle in its Nature. 

Likewiie if it was againft the Confciences and 
Principles of the poor People,^ A(>' we were tofntpoft 
them mifin formed or uninforn^d ; yet they dyed in a 
Righteous Caufe, not as they dyed for refufing to 
pray for the King • but as they chofe to dye rather 
than to violate their Obedience to the Sovereign- 
ty of Confcience , which is a Principle every 
Chriftian ought to adhere to. Let 
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Let thefe things lerve for Anlwers hiSth^ can 
be confutcdj to the Perfecutors themfelvds, and to 
all thofe who would blacken the Memory of thefe 
Cpnfcientious and Zealous' People , pretending 
'they were Obftinate, that they threw away their 
Lives, and that they dyed upon Foundaticms slnd 
Principles which are not to be juftified •, it is 
evident they were right in their adhering ftedi- 
faftly to the known Duty of a Chriftian, vIth of 
peering the greatefi Evil rather than committing the 
leafi Sin. Nay, tho' they were to have it granted, 
that they were, as Tfaid akove^ mifinform'd in 
the Nature of the Thing they fiiffer'd Ar : It 
might be obferved here, that it was the very 
Argument ufed with many of the primitive 
Martyrs in the Time of the Ten Perfecutions : 
That it was a final! Thing but to take a Cenfor 
in their Hands, to feem as if they did facrifice^ 
tho^ they did not ^ That the Prayer to the Gods 
was made by the Priefts, and ic was a Thing of 
no Confequence to bow the Head, which they 
might do as to CxfoTj and not as to the Gods 
above •, Thus alfo in the Cafe of the Martyr'd 
^^c^f w,their Perfecutors pretended in Clemen- 
cy to offer them their Lives, if they would but 
take a bit of Swine^s Flefli into their Mouths, 
tho' they did not flvallow it down. But witfi 
what Abhorrence did' they REFVSE ! with wjiat , 
Joy and Alacrity did they dye / I mean the pri- * 
mitive Chriftians as well as the Maccabees : Irifor 
much that the wifeft of the Heathen condemn'd 
them as Fools; for that they caft themfelves 
away, and loft their Lives, not for the Eflential 
parts of Religion, but for Trifles and Gircum- 
ftances of no Confequence. 

I might infift here upon the evident Tefti- 
mony, that Gcki was pleafed to give even from 
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Heaven to diefefuffering People ^ tiiat the of^ 
fering up their I^ves in this Cale was an zccep* 
table Sacrifice to Him, and a realbnable Service 
in diem : And this Tefiimony was by an aj^aaoft 
univerfal Afliftance given them in their Su£fer«- 
ings, filling them wiu abundant Strength to unr 
dergo^ Patience to hear, and Comfort, even to 

J[oy and Tryumi^ under th^ ieverefi and cruel«- 
eft Xprments th^t their moft inh^man^ . P^rfe- 
pijtors tco^ld jnfli^. I take t^s frpm an Author 
who was aai Eye-Witnefi of, and g Fellow-Suf- 
&rer in mi^chof it ; and ther^re give the foU 
lowingi^ccount in hk own Words, and from hjs 
own Obfervation, asfallowf^ 
^ We ihall not^ indeed fpiswyt^ enter upon the 

* particular Deciaraticm of that Grace, Gon- 

* Aancy^ ^d Courage , by which the lx)rd's 

* faithful Witndffes were fuftain'd, and by which 

* they did bear Teftimony to the Word <rf Hi$ . 
^ Truth : Only this is certain, that many of 
^ them, tho' illiterate and ob^u^e Men, and that 

^ when they came to the Scaffold they were hur^ 

* ry'd s^d interrupted by the Order of the Pre- 
^ lates and Council, and by the Cruelty aiid In- 
^ humanity of die E^cutioners and Officers at«- 

* tending; yet they did bear Witnefi to the 

* Caufe of Qod, and of that Grace and Affura^ce 
^ whereby the Lc»rd ufjhekL them to the Admi- 
^ raticm gnd Aftoniihment of all the Beholders. 

* That at GUJgm and JUr^ where Eleven of 
^ thenfi were j^ecyted, all mean Countrymen ^ 
^ &mB very ancient, ibme not above 1 7 Years 
^ old ; and that their Enemies caufed Drums to 
^ be beat round the Scaflbld, that they might 
^ not be heard; yet were they fo little thereby 
[ amaz'd, or diforder'd, that as well by Wo^d^jM 
[ ofPraife and Thsiiklgiving to God, whentliiy 
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^ might be heard j and by their Couhteritrices^Qe^' 
^ ftures, and other Carriage they did bear.fuch 
^ Teftimony to the'Truth, as that thereby many 
^ were conjfirm'd, and their Enemies were made 
^ alham'd. 

^ Likewiie tho' Ibme at other Timei did ap- 
pear weak and faint-heajtted at firft, yet lb 
powerfully and abundantly was it given tof 
' them in that HwTy that out of Weaknefi they 
^ were made firong % and declar'd often, that 

* they had fuch Difcdveries of God's Glory be'-t 

* tween the Prifon and, the Gibbet, that all 
fear was therein difcufled : And particularly 

* a poor Ck>mitry Boy, who they Q)ndemnVi at 

* jiir for refufihg the Declaration, which they 
^ told him was a Renouncing the Covenant that 

* he had taken at Lanert;k. ' This Child thrd' 

* Fear, and particularly Ignorance of the Grounds 
of Chriftianity, was in great Agonies upon his 

* SouFs Account, greatly fearing to dye, yet not 

* daring to redeem his Life on the Terms offered* 

* But after the Prayers and Conference of fome 

* good People that hadAccefi to him at Irwin 

* two Days before he dy'd, he appeared fo muoh 

* changed, that on the Morning of his Execution 

* inftead of the Depth of Fear and Perplexity, 
the obtain'd a full Refblution and Joy lo 

' much inlightned with the Knowledge of God 

in and thro' t)ur Lord jefus Chrift, and with 

^ the Hope of Salvation thro' His Name •, that all 

* that' law him, do bear Teftimony to the Grace 

* and wonderful Work of God in his Heart ^ 
whereby he went to the Scaffold with Joy, 

* leaping and^praifing God. 
* From all which, and the feveral Teftimonies 

^ and Speeches which thefe left behind them in 

* Writing, we conclude and rejoyce, that God 
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* ont o( the dark Cloiid of ibdi z 6d andaAo- 

< nHhing Pnmdence which has now o ve r fp icad 

< us, hs^ broi^ht forth fo bleflal and lb bri^ 

< a Qoud of Witxiefles, ftrengdiened and fiird 
^ with fi> much Grace and Glory to bearTefti- 
^ mony to His Name C^vematt and Ganfe for 
^ the Confirmation of all that love and wait for 
^ His Salvation. 

A fiirther Teftimony of this w3] be feen m the 
Speeches of Ibme of the Su&rers at the place of 
EsSecution ^ of which in its Order. 
. But to return to our Memoirs of Fa£t^ the firft 
Thing the HifhLmd Fwces were empowered to 
do, was to preis from all the Pe<^le where they 
had any Knowledge of their being IX0hnersj or 
of their having Dijfemers in their Families y a 
BOND of GmfmTnityy as they calFd it ; wherein 
every Perfon entring into the iiud Bond ws^ 
bound, not only for himlelf, but all under him. 
Wife, Children and Servants, to frequent 
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and keep to his Pardclnd Kirly or PdriJU'Oyurds , 
and never to go either to any Houle or Field- 
Meeting ; nor r^fetty that is, receive or entertain 
aay that did fb,on any Pretence whatlbever j alfo 
to inform againft, and to deliver up. if in their 
power, all the Minifters or Preachers^ that exer- 
cifed the Office of a Minifler or Preacher, in 
any fuch Meeting or Aflembly. 

Many thro' Fear, complyed with thefe unrea- 
fbnable Conditions -^ not being able to bear the 
ruin of their Families, and the feverity of a 
Flight into the Mountains, in the Winter Sea- 
fon ; where they had no Comfort or Relief^ but 
ftruggled with the extremities of Gold, Hun- 
ger and Difeafes, occafion'd by damp Places to 
•lodge in, want of Neceflaries, &c. Btit others 
tefolvingto fuffer every thing, that Nature was 

able 
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able to fupport, to preferv^ a gopd Qtmifiencei 
fled to the Mountains, wh^re they had to their 
l.ot e^^^ly what is clefciribed in the ii th of the 
ifebrtWj ver. 37, 38. They Wandere4 ahoiit i^ 
Sh€€frsh^s ^d Go^^shitis^ tmng defiitutiy 4^i&ed^ 
tonmnted ^ ^hey vo^end in DcjartSy and in Mou^'^, 
u^nh i»d in l>0ns and Caves of the Earth* This 
\i^M their Portion, and by this means the Towns 
were i^ft uninhabitec^ the Villages defplate) thc^ 
Lands unlabour'd, #. e. luicultivated^ snd ihe 
richefl, moft populous^ ;said, in Proportion, the 
fi:^itf^l}eft Part of Sc^lajjd ^ became a kind oi 
\ij^i\4^iefs^ and like a Houfe without the In« 
habicapt* 

By thk Means however, and by the Hiiing at 
fiQ^kjfell^ ffjcnfion^d ktfore^ the Number of thoiei 
Refugees 91 the Mountains encreaftd, and the 
Meetings in die Fieldis for Publick Wcwrihip were 
more frequent, which ftiU exafperated the Per- 
iecutor^ ^ and they, being enraged, omitted np 
Cruelty, no Injuftice, no Inhumanity, for the 
^Deftru£tion of thein: They v^ry well knew that 
the People lurking in the Mountains muft of Ne- 
ce^fity receive Supplies of Foqd and Clothes, 
either from their own Families and Friend^ 
which were left behind , or of Charity frpm 
others; and tliereifpre as firft they tcdc care 
eiFeftually, by Plunder and Rapine, to leave- 
nothing in the Houfes of thofe that were fled, 
fo they periecuted with the utmoft Rigour all 
that were but fufpe&ed of harbouring or re« 
lieving them. 

I ihaU begin with the Prifbners taken at BothwelU 
Mr* Kid and Mr. Kingi as has been faid, and ie« 
yeral others,, were executed as Traytqrs; and, 
as .tf their Cruelty had b^n latisfy'd, it was re- 
fol/d in Council to Tranfport the reft into the 
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BfigUjb flBxMaiiiom. Upon the Rii^s Orders and 
under Pretence of dm Tran^ortation, diere wffre 
300 of the fakl Priibners put on board of a 
Ship, in Order, as was laid, to be lent to the 
Wefi'Indies. Thefe are thole of whom Men- 
tion is made already. Page 203. of whom this is 
jrct neccflary to be laid. That altho' they ww^e 
publickly ailow'd Traniportation, yet it is cer- 
tain nothing lels than io much FaTOur was de- 
jign'd them. Some have litid diat it was then 
publickly known that the Council had, rrotwith^ 
fi^idifif the Order frem England, determined the 
Tranlported People for Death ; and, indeed, it 
ie^ms more than probable, leeing (belides what 
is laid before of their not having fuJSicient Stxxe 
of Provilions in the Ship for luch a Voyage) 
they lail'd Northward to go to the Engbjh Co- 
lonies in America direftly from Scotland \ which, 
by the Conftituted Law of thole Countries, -c«/- 
led the A3 of Navigatumy could not be doney 
neither would any of thole Colonies have re- 
ceived theih, but have feized upon and forfeited 
the Ship and Goods that came with them \ fo 
that it is certaiqly more than a Sufpicion that 
the poor People were defign'd for Deftruftion.. 
The Cafe was thus, when thefe poor People, I 
lay, were put on board the Ship, and lail'd out 
of the Firth of Edinbttrghy it was expefted they 
jhould have gone direftly to England, as Ships 
bound to the EngUJh Plantations were always 
ufed to do, and as indeed they were obliged by 
the Laws of England to do, as above \ but, on the 
contrary, they faiPd Northward totheCoaft of 
the Orkney Sy where, by Strels of Weather, as was 
pretendedj the Ship was driven among the Rocks, 
and broken in • pieces. The Matter and Sea- 
men, and the Perfons, qx Murtherers rather^ ' 

who 
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who had the Guard or CSonduSiing of the Pri" 
loners, eafily got on Slxore, as has been faid j 
and, had they been permitted, atl the Prilb- 
ners might likewife have done the fame j whereas 
the Officer who had the Guard of the Prifoners, 
with the Matter of the Shlfy having, on Pretence of 
Securing di^m, lock'd them all down under the 
Hatches^ would not^ upon the moft earneft ai:4 
moving Entreaties of even the Seamen and . 
others ; nor the Shrieks and Cries of the poor - 
dying People, fufFer the Hatches to be opened, 
or one of thelm to be let out.' 

It feems there was one Seaman who ventured 
his Life on board, when the Ship was. juft 
breaking to pieces, and, with an Axe cutting 
his Way thro' the Side or Deck of the Veflel| 
let about 50 out, who were every one faved, but 
the reft all periflied, as before. 

The beft Excufe that the Murtherers ever 
gave for this, was, that they had ftrift Orders^ 
whatfbever Port they fliould go on Shore at, 
not to let any of the Prilbners go out of the 
Ship : But this was fb trifling an Excufe that 
none could be latisfy'd with it, for either they had . 
Orders, That tho' the Ship was ftranded or fplit^ • 
they fliould not let the Prifoners out, or they had 
net ; if they had^ it muft be with an Intent in 
thofe who gave thofe Orders to have them pe- 
?riih in fuch Shipwreck, as it happened, and 
would give a flirewd Salpicion that fuch a Ship- 
Avreck was intended, efpecially confidering how 
it afterwards came to p^fe. If no fuch Orders were ' 
exprefly giveny then were the Officers Murther- 
ers \ for it could not be imagined that a general 
Order not to let the Prifoners go out of thp 
Ship, |iad any other Meaning, than that he 
^Quld u(e a,ll M[eans poffible to prevent thieir 

B b 31 Eftape^^ 
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Elcape ^ but cot that they &oa\d be drowifd, « 
diat tbey fhould be kept in die Sh^ when ite 
was finking, any more than m A^trimm to a 
Jayior^ wherein he ^ to have die Piilbcer in 
&& keeping widiin his Jayi, (fiippole c€ New- 
gdity or any other Priibn) gives lum Power, or 
obliges him, if the Pri(bn»hoiife ftould be on 
Fire , to fuffer the Prilbners to be burnt to 
Death, rather dian open die Doocs to let them 
out. 

It is therefore very realbnable to believe that 
this wretched Inftrument, or Executioner, for 
he could be no better, had his lecret Inftru-. 
£tions from the bloody perfecoting GouncH for 
what was done ; and that the Slip ti^as knock'd 
dn the Head on purpofe to drown, and caufe to 
perilh, the Number of poor Sufferers who d»e 
Clemency of the Sovereign had forbid to be j^ 
Death in a Judicial way, and who yet the Ma- 
lice and Rage of the Perieciitors would not lufc 
f er to live. 

Moreover, it has been creditably repdrOed, 
that thofe who provided or furnifhed this VeP 
lei out for her Voyage, acknowledged that ihe 
was not Viftualled at all in Proportion to fo 
long a Voyage, and fb large a NumT>er of Peo- 
ple as were on board ; no, nor any thing like it \ 
nay, it has been faid that there was not Provi- 
iions on board for the PrilbnerSjliifficient to keep 
them alive 14 Days; which, if it is trae^ would 
convince an Atheift in fiich Thirds, that tht 
Defign in putting thefe poor People oxi board, 
was not to Tranlport, but to Miirther them. 

Another Argument is fttU good alfo againft 
this Perfecutprs of ^hat Time, viz.. If they did 
not apprpve of the Officers Murthering thefe 
poor People, why were they not profecutedand 
. puniihed 
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puniiked for ib horrid and inhumane a Murther,^ 
the iike:Of which no Prbteftant Age or Gountry 
-can give thefliftory of? . But, on the contrairy, 
the Mafter Of Skipper, the Officer of the Gite^dsy 
and all the reft aoncera'd^^ had no Puniihmeiit^ 
no RQpriRian4i> iieither was any thing done ta 
them^ to let them er the Wcnrld believe the)^ 
had not done them very good Servtce. 

Thus periflied 250 of thefe good People j t 
call them fo on this mo ft juftifiable Foundatipny 
(t;^.) becaufe that tho' they might have their- 
Liv^ a^id Liberties given them by the So^rer^. 
rei^n, uponTermSf which, in Conscience, they> ^ 
could not comply with, they t(fvcd fiot their Lives4 
t6 the Deathy they,refnfed to accept $f Deliverance : 
And leal] it Murther^ becaule^as it is well knownr 
the King's expreft Orders were that they fi)»uld^^ 
not be fut u Death^ but be Tranfported. The^ 
buffering them thus to periih, when it was ap^ 
parent their Lives might have, been Givedy was- 
not 2L Murther only in the Officers, but a pre- 
meditated malicious Murther in tne Council,^ 
who lb far connfv'd at and approved it, as ne-^ 
ver to offer any Vindication of themfelves frorar 
it, or any Refentment againft the guilty Perfbns y 
for it is a Murther of the blackeft and moft hor-; 
rid kind J and which, I think, as before, has not 
its Parallel in any Hiftory. 

It has been mentioned alio, that there were 
about tfo more of theft Prifbners put on board 
another Ship for Tranfportation, who, there. 
being no fecret Defign to ^murther them, were- 
faffer'd td goby the ordinary Method, and to 
fail the ufual Way.(wJ!:.) to England \ where, asv 
it is already noted, Ibme Difference happeningf 
between the Mafter and Qwner of the Ship, 
|b that the 5hip d id not pmrfue her VcyjfagOj^^ 



and tbe Prifbcers faaviiig been made the fto^ 
petty erf" die Owner, not of tbe Mafter ; die 
laid Mafier tfaereopoD, (bein^ alfi> a well in- 
eluded Ferfon) opefd bis Hatcbes, and let diem 
all go. I mention tbis again bere on diis Oc- 
cafion,^iz^ tbat it was veiy ohferrable, in tbeir 
Cafe, diat the Govetcment here took no No* 
tice of tbeir Efcape, nor did tbe Kii^ order 
any Search after thrai, or give any Order to re- 
take them, if found : All which evidently 
proves, that the Cruelties exercifed upon tbefe 
Suf&rers in ScatUndj proceeded from the Malice 
and Rage of their Perlecutors there, and neither 
by the Direftion or with the Approbation of tba 
King himfelf \ not that this Clemency, which . 
in the King, was rather an Accident to his Na- 
ture than a Virtue in his Government, can ex- 
cufe his permitting thefe cruel Perfecutions, 
which he had, doubtlefs. Power to prevent ; 
and therefore was, doubtlefs, guilty of the 
Blood that was fpilV on that Occafion ; which, 
tho' his Inclination led him not to delight io, 
yet his Indolence in Government, and his Apo- 
flate Principles, lufFer'd him to permit. But tho* 
it is no Excufe to him whole Duty it was to 
have put a Stop to the Stream of innocent Blood 
ihed under his Authority, it was, on the othef 
hand, a convincing Evidence of the bloody Dif- 
pofition of his Ministry in Scotland^ who, tliirfl- 
ing for an Occafton to extirpate the veiy Name 
of a Presbyterian Church out of Scotlandy dipM ^ 
their Hands in Blood in that mofl inhumane 
and unnatural manner, till they made all the 
Weft of Scotland a Wildernefs and a Defola- 
.tion. ' . 

This was the Proceeding againft the Bothmll- 

Bridge Prifoners. We ftall now lee what 
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Ufege they met with who had not been any 
way concerned in it. 

Firft, in their Purfuit of the fuppoled Par- 
ties, they eftabliihed little Inquifitions ^ and, in- 
deed, they were very properly called fb ; for 
they went round the Country in Circuits, where 
they enquir'd not only who really and aftually 
were in the Rebellion, but who were lulpefted 
or believed to be fo •, and thefe they took Lifts of, 
make their Return upon j and after this they 
liimmonM them to appear before them, to clear 
themfelves. 

If they did riot appear, they reputed them 
Guilty , and declared them to be Rebels 
Convift. 
If they did appear, they were examined why 
they did not go to the King*s Camp, in 
order to fight againfl the Rebels • and, if 
they did not give a fiitisfafiory Anlwer to 
thofe QuefHons, they were committed to 
Prilbn', in order to get others to accufe 
them ; where many innocent Perfbns pe- • 
riihed by k>ng and clofe Confinement, tho' 
nothing could be laid to their Charge, 
If in thefe Examinations they effeftually 
clear'd themfelves of being in the Rebel- 
lion, yet an incredible Nuinber were en- 
fnar'd with other unforeleen Enquiries; 
fome were Imprilbn'd; fome Fin'd above 
the Value of their Eftates ; others were. 
Condemned to Death, for having but feen 
and fpoken to any of the elcapM Rebels, 
after they had fled from BathweB-^Bridge ; 
alledging that it was Trealbn fo to do, and 
not to difcover and apprehend them. 
If neither by Examination, Confeffion, or De- 
lation, fufer hfaundis^ fb it was termed 
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in thair Law,) they were 9ble to reailir 
them, yet many iuch were Cendema'd ^k| 
Executed er&i fcxr' their Siinple-dedar'd 
Opinion oS it^ according to the QpeftiiKlS^ 
mentioifd betore^ and which wet ftall^ fffeak . 
farther of pre&ntlylr 
Kor was the- Slumber imall or inconfiderable 
of thoft - who were thus dealt with : There is 
iearce a County or Pariih). m tjioie WeAerB-> 
Parts of SeotUmdy where £^\peral have net bee» 
thus Condemn'd^ nor was it eaiy to previmt^ 
the poor People being dr^Pwn into this Snare^ 
for when they were brought before the Gnm- 
cil, or the Court of lufticiary, it was often ex- 
torted from them by Threatnings of Deatb^ and 
ibmetimes by Torture, and upon this fir^le 
Qneflion^ in their C^rts of Juftice (viz.*) Whe^ 
tber the Rifing 4f Bothwell^A'^c;^ vms Rebe^^n^ 
md A Sin againfi Gad t I SAY, many, for re- 
fufing to anfwer ^t, waving^ the QueiHon^ and 
declaring that they did not think themfeives 
oblig'd to anlwer, were Condemned, and imme- 
diatsely led away to Execution g /ir the Mercy 
ef thfe Courts %^ds fiich j that many were Sen- 
tenced- in the Morning, and Executed m the 
Afternoon) nay, Ibme were led immediately 
from the Bar to the Gibbet, - wher^ they were 
iis'd again in the like cruel manner, beings not 
fifier^d to declare thcfir Innocence, or to t^dk 
to the People i but the Drums, being pteced 
round them, were kept beating all the Time 
of their being' upon the Scaffold and La4der^ 
as has been mentioned alrfeady. . ^^ 

But to return to the Soldiers, to whomv as \ 

laid beftwce; thefc* Cruel ties not lalficing, - Juftice 

was tranfpoled. \Vhen we .were talking' pf 

the Scy.erities of tlie Gayxt&^of luftice, and tfte 

I.. ^ * Cruelty 
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Gnieltf of dieit Bxecutionws, on Prttence of 
Rebellionj^ it was fuHicknt to call it Murdier^ 
(for Injufiice in Forlii of Law is the Devil re* 
prefenting an Angel of Light ; and kil}ing iiinc^ 
cent Men by L^l Proce6 is the urorft fctt 
of Muither :) But now we ^ome from MtHithter 
to Mafl&cne, for the Sokliers, beiiig now vefttd 
with Judicial Authority, went up and down Hke , 
ravening Wok^, with Mouths ojten'd to luck 
tiiB Blood of the Innocent : They ItemM like 
Men clothed with itaore Power than they tm- 
derftood, tho' not irtote than they detSrVd ^ that 
had a Loofe ^iven Co the £rxceis of what, by 
their Occupation, they delighted in, 1 meftil 
Blood ; had no Senie of Julflice ^ they knev 
how to kill, but not hOw to lave ^ they knew 
how to defttoy, but not how to fpare. 

Their grand Enp\iiry was for Bcftlmell-Srigg^ 
ptiffy as they calPd thenl : if diey heard cafoally 
but the ieaft Report of a Man that he was a 
IVhig or a Cdmeronidn (for fo diey began iiow 
to be calPd) their way of Procefs was no more 
than to enter his Houfe, feize upon his Perfon^ 
and, telfing him he was a Rebel, drag him imme- 
diately out to the Stareet, and Abotliim at a Poft. 
If the Soldiers faw a IVfan in the Road who 
feem'd in the Ieaft ihy of them , Or that en* 
deavour'd to Ihun t3i^sm,they immedia»ty jwr&*4 
him like Blood^hounds^^ anel, if he fled^ fired 
upon him without any farther E^kjuiry. 

If^ upon fearching any ftiiange vPerlbr*, they 
found a Bible about him, it was fuffident 
to charge him wfth having been a(t a Fields 
Meeting, or that he wtis jgoing to one } either of 
which wa^ fulBcient to jlet them upon him like 
Hounds upoil a Hare, wlien th^y never fceas'd 
^urfuing till they had brou^t him tQ Dea(h» 
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If when any were dragging thus to Exc^ 
cution, a Stander-by ihould ofer to intercede 
for them, or look concerned, feem to pity them, 
or lift up a Sigh for them , they would lay 
Hands on them, and cry, * What are you. Sir, 

* that yovL feem So much, troubled at this.f 

* Wherefore do you pity them ? Are they not 

* the King's Enemies? And they were all at 

* the Gallows, you ihould be glad, if you were 

* a Friend to the King, Come, can you an- 

* Iwer the Queftions ? And thus they have 
fingled out honeft Men among the Speftators, 
by the meer Trouble which appeared in their 
Faces and Countenances for the Sufferings of 
thole that have been thus cruelly handled* 

And now, to confirm all thefe Things by 
Examples undeniable, the few that are made 
publick are indeed fuificient to filence the 
Tongues of any that pretend to deny the Faft ; 
but, alas! they are nothing, compared to the 
Number of thofe that many yet living can give 
ah Account of from their own Knowledge and 
Memories. 

Befides the publick Accounts given by Name, 
and of which Lifts have been printed, vve find 
feveral Inftances of Cruelty not made publick, 
elpecially in this Cafe of the Soldiers having 
Power given to kill and fave as they pleafed. 

A Lieutenant and three Soldiers palling by the 
Road, found a Man deeping on the Side of a 
Bank, and a fmall PocketrBible lying by him j 
whereupon one of the Soldiers waking him, 
brings him to the Lieutenant. The Lieutenant 
ask'd him who he was : He tofd him his Name, 
Place of Abode, and whether he was travelling, 
(viz.0 going to Fife^ being a Weaver by Trade. 
They ask-d hi^i tli^n // he t^uH fr^ for the 
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J5»f. H^ feid, TeSy with a/l hM fleart : XJpon 
which the Lieutenant was about to let hini go j 
but one of the Soldiers unhappily put in : But^ 
Sir , will you renounce the Covenant i The Man he- 
fitated a little, but being urged and - infulted, 
cries out, Lordy forgive me^ that I feared to own 
thy Work \ and tjfien {peaking to the Lieutenant, 
Indeed Sir^ lays he, Tit asfoon renounce my Bdf^ 
tiftn^ (or to that Purpofe,) I know your Tower ^ 
work your Witt with i»f J upon which they fhot 
him upon the Spot. 

A Party of Dragoons in Nithfdale had Ihfbt- 
mation that Six Bothwell-^Brigg-men , as they 
caird them, were harbour'd in the Houle of a 
Country-man nearhand^ they immediately be- 
fet the Houfe, and^ brealcing in, they found 
Four Men there and the Mafter of the Houfe ; 
and, without enquiring whether they were guilty 
of the Rifmg or not, brought them all out ^ 
the Door, and fhot them dead, refufing \:o give 
them a Minute's Time to pray to God, but 
fwearing and blalphemlng when it was but beg'd' 
for by the Perfbns. - ' ' / 

' The Writer of this has heard the late' Lieu- 
tenant-General Maltland t^'^XQi% great Abhor- 
rence of the Cruelties committed by Major Bdr 
fowTy Captain Douglafsy General D/t/oW, and fe-. 
veral others, who would take Pains to fearch 
out Tuch Men as they thought did but fliun to 
be feen, and, with little or no Examination, 
fhoot them upon the Spot ^ which he, being 
then under Command, could no way prevent : 
But many times, when Power was m his Hands, 
he either facilitated their Efcape, or. otherwife 
prevented the Mifchief intended,, 

In a Village not far frdm Hamilton ^ a poor 
Tradefmani was befeC in his Houie^ while at 

his 
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his Work, by live Soldiers, Jbis Nsune tato^mt 
They caUM to hizp to wa^ 4own the ^ks 
which he refus'd to dp^ upon which all tha 
Five Soldiers fir'd at hvQ, but he, hein^ awarej 
flood; by the Wall of the Chamber aod ay Q]de4 
the Shot, and them cs^lFd to them, and asJc'd 
the^ wherefore they came to him, he w^ no 
Miifi(a^UwBrig£'9$4ft. WeU then^ fay the Soldiers, 
cismf down^ and vn wiA i^y^u m Hurt* Tbe 
M^y howerer, knowing tney v^^e nat to be 
trufiedy came down, but gat out 4>f his^ Q^^ 
Door, 9nd jumpii^ o^et two or diree low 
Stones-Walls of die Gardens^ got into the Field&^ 
and ti^ok hi^ to Flight, b^ing very Iw^t ot 
fopty and knowii^ they had jufi fi^M ^l\ their 
¥i^e% : They purio'd hiip, a^id, lo<iding theiir 
Muiquets ^s they run, fir'd at him again Several 
Shot^ but, by g9pd Providence XBii&ng him, 
th^ liit^i) '^leaped to tW Hills,^ b^t wc^ heard 
of no moxe at his pwp habitation* 

The aforefaid Lieptenanf-General Maifland 
was then 2^ Ofiicer iJ^^ncmg thefe blqpdy Trqops, 
and was, with Ibme Soldiers, quarter'd in GUf' 
gm but, being a Man df generous Principles, 
%nd of too much Hium^nity to be guilty of 
fuch Things as thele, was a great Relief to the 
perfccuted People, jFpr he ihelter'd 3i,nd pro- 
tefted many who otherwile had beai murther'd 
by the Soldiers ; and if he was commanded on 
th^ Service which he abhorr'd ib much, (vi;l.) 
to fall upon the poor People in their Houie 
or Field-Meeti?igs, would frequently, by trufty 
IVJeflfengers, giye th^n private Notice, that they 
might have Time to diiperfe and be gone a^yay ; 
and would often find o^jjt iqme Qccafiop to mi^e 
jiis ^n half by th^^Way, that his MeflTengers 
wight liot come tgo iaje*

Ujpon this Dialogue, if the Story be true, the 
Soldier let the poor Man pafs : But be the 
Story true or not true, it ferves to give the 
Reader a rrue Idea of the dreadful Circumftances 
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^vfery Eoneft MJin was in at this time, when their 
Life was in the Hands of every Soldier^ not 
was the Conlequences other than might be ex- 
pefted on liich Occafions ; the JFieldsj the Roads^ 
the Villages every Day bearing Witnefe to the 
Murthers thit were committed, and to the iaju- 
rious and aboniinable things which the poor Peo- 
pie fuffer'd frofti the Rage of the Soldiers who 
were then inhimianely let loofe upon them. The 
following is but a fmall part of the Account 
of the Bloodflied in this manner in one part of 
the Country, and moftly within the Year i68<i 
by which may be judg'd a little what was fufferM 
from the rifing at BoffeweU Bridge, which was in 
id79 to the Revolution in i588. 

Graham of Claverhoufe the lame who was after^ 
wards Vifcount of Dundee^ and was kill'd at the 
Fight at GUlicranky in King William^s time, was at 
this time a moft furious Perfecutor of thefe poor 
People ; it was his Rage in falling upon one of 
their Field Meetings, where he met witha Re-, 
pulfe was theOccafion and beginning of which the 
rifing at Bethwell as* have been ihewed already* 
This Man is laid to havekilVd above 100 Men 
In this kind of cold blood Cruelty •, making it his 
bufinels to follow, and purfue poor People thro' 
the whole G)untry, and heaving at his Heels a 
Crew of Savages, Highlan(iers, and Dragoons, 
whole Ipqrt was in Blood, and whole Diverfion 
was to haul innocent M^n out from their Houfes 
or hiding Places and Murt;her them i his Compa- 
nion in this Work was Colonel Jamef Douglafsy 
fince caird Lieutenant General DougUfs. Thefe 
two with their Men kill'd 28 Men in a very few 
Days,andat leveral places in theShire ofGattomay^ 
moft of them without the leaft Evidence of their 
being Guilty^ al^ of them without any leg^l Pro- 
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At their firft commg dofvm tliey ibund five Mea 
in federal Prifoos, who had been committed by 
other Perlecutors before their coming : It (eems 
iomebody had malicioiifly told this 'f Graham 
that they were of the Whiggsthat ufed the Field 
Meetii^ ; upon which without any Oath made 
of the Fad, or any Examination of the Men, 
without any Trial or other Sentence^ than his own 
command his bloody Soldiers fecchM them 
all to Mauchlinj a Vilbge where his Head Quar- 
ters were, and hang'd them immediately, not 
luffering them to enter into any Houfe at their 
coming, nor at the Entreaty of the poor Men, 
would permit One to lend them a Bible who it 
leems offered it, nor allow them a Moment to 
pray to God. 

Four more Men who were betray 'd to him, be- 
ing hid in a Houfe at the Water of Dee^ and 
were at the Time his Mencame praying together ^ 
he caufed them to be drag'd juft to the Door, 
and fhot them Dead as they came out, without 
any Enquiry whether they were the Ferfbns that 
he came to apprehend j their being found praying 
to God was it feems fufHcient Temmony of their 
Party and Offence \ after this, coming to^e fame 
Place, at two or three Days diftance, and under- 
ftanding the People of the Town had buried 
the Bodies, he caufed his Men to dig them up 
again,and commanded that they fhould lye in the 
Fields : The Names of thefe four were John Grier^ 
Hohert Fergufon^ Archibald Stnart and Robert Stuart.

'f-Note, Goi did not fermit bimto have time At bis Death 
to prdy or refrnt^ but bo loas kilTd, evon in the vcrjf Hrtide of 
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At Cammel in the County of Carrick^ he iavv 
a Man run haftily crols the Street before his 
Troop, and as he might fuppole did it to eftape 
from or avoid them, tho' as the People of tha 
Place related it, the poor Man had no Appre- 
heniiQDs of them, but as he took all Occaiions 
for his bloody defign, he commanded his Men 
to ihoot this Perfon, without fb much as £xa^ 
mining him, or asking who he was, the poor 
Mans Kame was Matthew Mekellwrat. 

The lame Party having intelligence, that there 
were ieveral of the Whiggs hid in a great Cave 
among the Hills of Clemairn^ that the Peo^ 
pie refbrted to them to pray together, and that 
Ieveral Women carry'd them Provifion and Coal 
to burn to warm them. Col. DougUfs lent a 
Imall Party who furroimded the Hill, and drew 
five Men out of the Cave, it (eems there had been 
near Fifty there juft before having met to pray, 
but were feparated again ; had they been all 
there, DoUgUfs had not had them lb dTeap, for 
being all Arm'd, it was likely they would have 
lent him back fafter than he came, heaving but 
1 8 Dragoons with him ; thefe five however, who 
it feems were betray'd by one * Watforty this CoU 
Douglafs dragged out of the Cave and immediate- 
ly fliot them dead, not giving them time {o much 
a§ to recommend their Souls unto God. 

The Names of the murther'd Men were, Robert 
GrierfofTy Robert AUtehely James Ben^ochy John Edgar, 
and John Gibfon* ^ 

?^Ndte, Mter the Hevolmiott ibis Watfon who betrg/d 
them was fei^d h fo^^ of the ^Ut'tons of theje poor Merr^ 
and put in Fnfon as Drumfrets^ tut they did not fut bim t^ 
Dtatb MS be defervd, 

' ' . . tlie 
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Tlie fame wretched Gang doming to a H6u{e 
where they had been inf orm'd one Welch a Field 
preacher was harbour'd, or was to be found, they 
rufh'd violently ' into the Houfe, but found j not: 
the Man they fought, neither indeed was he 
there •, but they found five Men together, with 
the Women and Children of the Family all on 
their Knees at Prayers ; whereupon without Exa- 
mining any farther, they faid it was a feditious 
Meeting which was forbidden by the Council, 
and thereupon inftantly dragged out the Men and 
ihot them to Death before the Door. 

John Smithy was fliot to Death by two Soldiers 
at Lifmehago. 

WiHiam SkilUUwj was fliot by*^one Lieuuenant 
Saunders in the River Air. 

John Ferguf<njj George Whitburn^ and Patrick Gem-- 
mil at Finnick by two Soldiers. 

That murthering Perfecutor Graham of Claver^ 
houfcy feeing a Man riding by him on the way, 
called after him, and the Man not making acfwer, 
nor flopping his Horfe, Graham caufed one of his 
Soldiers to ihoot him dead, as he rode along, 
whereas, upon Enquiry into the matter, it was 
found that the poor Man was Deaf and could 
hot hear him call to him ^ the murthered Man's 
Name was Robert Auchinleeh 

William Adamsy at the Waltwood in Kyle^ going 
along the way, and feeing fome Soldiers at a 
Diftance, hid himftlf in a Thicket thinking to 
Aun the;i, but being difcover'd by the Soldiers, 
they inftantly fhot him without fo much 2(s 
asking his Name, or enquiring after any other 
Guilt, than his fliunning to meet thefti. 

Capt. Dauglafs feiz'd a Taylor and ihot him 
dead, only becauie he had fome Imall Pieces of 
Lead about him, fiich as the Taylors put in the. 

Sleeves 
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Sleeves of Women's (Slothes ; and another of 
that perfecuting JFamily of the Douglafs^ fhot 

on no other pretence than becaule 
he had a Flint in his Pocket •, thefe things it leems 
they caird Ammunition : At another Houfe he 
Jhot a Man becaule he attempted to elcape from 
him, tho' he had no Knowledge of the Man or 
any Charge againft him. 

Several were kill'd in the dark, being ihot 
by they knew not who, or for what ; the High- 
landers fliot Men for their Sport without asking 
them any QHeftions, and anflver'dthat they could 
not miftake for all the Country were Rebels, 

Moft of thefe mentioned , above, were njafla^ 
cred in the Year .1585, and in one Count, be^r 
iides many more in all parts of the Weft Coun- 
try ; the Dragoons patrol'd all over the Cbun** 
try, by Night as well as by Day, fo that the 
diftreis'd People who lay hid in the Mountains, 
could not cdme down to the Houles of theif 
iFriejids in the Night, as they ufually did for 
Succour, and fb retreat again in the Morning 
before Day j but now they got no Liberty t 
come down, but at the utmoft hazard v fo tha 
their Wives and Children, or Relations, and 
ibmetimes Charitable and Compaflionate Chri- 
ftian Friends, went to them to the Hills, and to 
the Caves and Holes in the Earth, where they 
were harbbur'd,to carry them Neceffaries and Re? 
lief, and without which they muft have periihed, 
for meer want of Food ^ and notwithftanding 
which they endured in thofe vaft and defol^te 
Hills, inekpreffible hardships , extremities of 
Cold, without Covering, without Shelter, withr 
out Fewel in the deepeft of Winter, and often 
without Food and without Light: A Lift of 
Threefcor^ ?ind Eighteen Men by J^ame ha;i 
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been publiAed, who were maflacred by the Per* 
lecutors named above, and of whom fome of 
thpfe named here were a Part, but the Number 
who were thus hunted down and Murther'd by 
the Highlanders, and the Dragoons, in the 
whole Country, is not to be reckoned up, and is 
iw.-. indeed Incredible. \ 

' •' -.: , The Writet of thefe Memoirs, having talked 

-.' ,^^ % with many Sober and Judicious Perfbns, who li- 
ved in that part of the Country at that time, and 
i; were Eye Witnefles to much of it, found that 

I they all agreed in this, that^many Thoulands of 

f People perifhed under the violent Hands of thefe 

^ ^ Men, befides thofe killed in the Field of Battle 

at Vtrnland Hills, .BothwcUy Sec. And one Reve* 

rerifl Minifter of the Church of Sc9tland^ afliir'd 

'^ the^^riter hereof, that taking in the People 

who^^yed in Prilbns and in Baniihment ; there 
: . ^ was any Recount taken ot above Eighteen Thou- 

land People, whofe Blood thefe P^rfecutors v 
have to Account for, befides the Numbers who 
at the time of the Revolution were aftually in 
Prilbns, in the Ifle of the Bafs^ Dmnotter Caflle, 
BUckneJfjj Edinburgh^ and other Places, amoun- 
ting to a very great Number. 
f-. And yet here it cannot be omitted, that to the 

Honour of the Caufe, thefe People luflfered in, 
and in juftification of the Principles which they 
afted from, we mufl: obferve, that* their Number 
was fb far from being diminifhed, or them- 
'p felves, or their Mtniflers, from being difcoura- 

F^ / ] ged, that on the contrary, they encreafed prodi- 

jp • jgioufly in Number, neither were their Meetings 

t ever deflitute of Miniflers, nor were they ever 

\ ^?' fb difcouraged as to give over Meeting fiDr the 

t publick Worlhip \ refolving not to forfake the 

f^*. afTembling themielves together, where they prai- 
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fed God in finglenels of Heart, and with Jojr 
Embraced the Opportunities tho' at the hasfiard 
of theif Lives. 

^ I cannot Exprefe this more fiilly than in the 
Words of the Sufferers themfelves left upon Re- 
cord by one of their own Fetlows in ^flliftion, 
thus, (wx..) ^ To fpeak of the Numbers, yiyi j!rf, 
we muft do Juftice to the Miracle of God's 
Working, whereby the very means ufed to ex* 
tirpate us from the Face ot the Earth, was by 
the Wife Dilpofer of all things, made to en- 
creafe our Numbers ; for that albeit they went 
on for many Years imprifbniiig, banifhing, and 
butchering our dear Brethren, yet all » the Pri- 
ibns they could Jfill with us, and all the Ships 
they could freight with us, and all the Gibbets 
they could hang us oii, could never either ex- 
hauft or leffen our Number, but the more we 
were Afflifted ,• the more we grew, and the 
defign^to Deftroy us, thro' the Mercy of our 
God, prov'd always ruinous to the Deftroyers ; 
and this muft be acknowledged to the Praife 
of God's Clemency, and the Condemnation of 
Man's Cruelty, that when they had Tryed all 
ways poffible to deftroy us, and root us out 
from the Earth *, after they had hang'd, ftiot, 
tortur'd and baniihed for Slaves, all they could 
catch of us, they were further from their pur-^ 
pofe than when they began : Our Numbers 
were not diminilhed, our M^eaings, for Golpel 
Ordinances were not dilappointed , but we 
enjoy'd the adminiftrations in their Purity, and 
Power j with greater Certainty, and met toge-r 
ther in greater Numbers than-ever, for that 
our Numbers encreafed more and more: That 
this was true, their Enemies openly acknow-?^ 
iedg'd, and this enraged the Perfecutors lb mucl^' 
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die more^ and that to fuch a degree that they 
pnce refolv'd on a general Mafiacre of all togetha: 
by the Tropps oi Heretors^ Dragoons and Highr 
foftd Men^ who, forming themfelves into a great 
Army, fpread themfelves .from one Side of a 
whole Couiity to the other, having their Men 
placed, mardiing iingle at a great Difiance, but 
always one in Sight of the omer ; fo marching 
forward, every one ftraight before him, they 
by this Means fearched the Rocks , Rivers, 
Woods^ wails. Mountains, Mofles, and every 
the moft private and retired Places of the Coun- 
ty, where they thought we were hidden ; fo that 
jt was impoilible any thuig could elcage them : 
And yet fo true were the Mountain^^Men, as ihtir 
Perfecvtors calPd thcnty to one another, that in all 
that famous March they found not one Man^ 
tho' many a good Man perhaps, with trembling 
Jleart and Hands lift up to ♦Heaven for Pro- 
teftion, faw them, and were pafs'd by them im- 
difcover'd. 

Failing in any Enterprize of this Nature, and 
being difappointed in their Prey , always, re* 
doubled their Fury at thofe who fell into their 
Hands : It was not f^r from Edinburgh that a 
Field- Meeting was appointed, and not the Mi- 
nifler only, but a great many People went out 
of that City, at the Hazard of their Lives, to 
have been prelent at it ; when, on the Way, 
they got Notice that the Appointment had been 
^ifcovered, and that Soldiers were coming 
-to fall upon th§ People. TbQ faithful 
$pies, that gave them Intelligence of this, did 
it fo timely and fo prudently, that the Sol- 
diers fpund no-bqdy affembled at the Place : But 
^heir Rage doubling at the Difappointment, they 
iyi upon eyerj^ on^ they m^f in their Returru 
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and chiefly upon the poor Women and Maid- 
Servants, charging them with b^ing aftually 
going to die Field-Meeting, tho not prclent at it : 
Befides the Rudenefs and Infblence of another Na- 
ture which they offered to the Women, as upon 
all fuch Occafions was their Manner, they car- 
ry'd about 30 Women to Edinhurghy and Four 
cr Five Men, where they were put in Prifbn, 
Ibme in the Tolbooth, fome in the Correftion- 
Houfe, tho' Ferfons of good Falhion and Fa- 
milies ;.^nd of thefe 7 or 8 were at feveral 
times put to death, principally upon their re- 
fufing to renounce the €§v€nanty and to make 
Dfeclara^ons condemning their Principles j and on 
acknowledging their being on the Way to a 
their Meeting. One poor Servant-Maid , be- 
longing to a Citizen's Wife of Edinhurghy being 
with her Miftrels, and having her Miftrefi's 
Bible under her Arm, was taken by the Spldiers, 
her Miftrels elcaping by running into a Stable .• 
The poor Maid, being examined upon no other 
Sufpicion but having the Bible, boldly own'd 
Jhe was going to the Field-Meeting, but refufed 
to accufe heir Miftrefi^ Or any one elfe ^ where- 
upon they threatened her with the Torture, to 
make her confefs* She anfwer'd, flie was ready 
to endure Torture or Death, and talk'd to them 
with fuch Prefence of Mind, fuch Strength of 
Realbning, and fuch Chearfulnefs, as made them 
both mad and afliam'd : They fentenc'dhet to 
be hang'd in the Street of Edinhurghy znd ano- 
ther young Woman with her. She received the 
Sentence with rejoycing, and lifting up her 
Hands and Eyes, gave God Thanks, that had 
thought her worthy to fuffer for her Teftimony 
to the Truth pf-Religion, and the Purity of his 

Worlhip. 
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The Cruelty of the Perlecotors was &rtber 
remarkable in thefe poor young Women's Suf- 
fering, that they brought them to their £xecu- 
tion with two Murtherers, C"^^) two Wretchea 
condemn'd for mortfaering their Bafiard-Chit- 
dren, mixing them together that the Common 
People miglu: imagine they were all guilty of 
ftich Crimes, or that at leaft they might not be 
known afiinder by the Crowd of Spefbtors ; but 
they eafily dilcover'd the DiiSerence by the Man- 
npr of their Behaviour, while thefe two appeared 
with finiling Countenances, finging Pfalms, and 
in a chearful inimitable Frame •, the other de- 
jefted, confufed, and, to fey all in a Word, like 
what they really were. 

It would be endlefs to give an Account of the 
Manner of Execution, the Behaviour of the Suf- 
fering People in their Imprifonment and at their 
Execution, or the Cruelty of the Judges in Tor- 
turing thofe who were brought before them, 
with that truly barbarous Engine for Torrture 
unknown to all the World but to Scetland^ call'd 
the Soot ^ by which, the Leg being put in, and 
the Wedges driven with a great Maul by the 
Executioner, the Bone has been entirely com- 
prefi'd, and the Marrow of the Bone has been 
leen to burfl: out thro' the macerated Flefli. 

Yet it was not found that any one of thole 
who were thus tortur'd yielded' to ^the Tor- 
mentors, either to accufe themfelves or betray 
others. Mr. Hugh Mackail^ a young Man of 
about 24 Years of Age, and being what they 
call a Probationer for the Office of a Minifter, 
but not yet a Minifter ordain'd, was Licentiat,, 
and had preach'd fome time before thqik turning 
out of the Presbyterians at the Reftoration, he 
is an eminent Example of this : His Cale, in 
ihort, is as follows j - ?^"?S 
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Being a young Man.of promifing Parts ajid. 
great Elocution, he was appointed to preacltin 
the Great Ghurch ^t Edinburgh the Sabbath be- 
fore the Turning out of the Minifters :, and his 
Subjeft,. as might be expefted!, related to the 
cruel Perlecutions which the Church of God, ift 
ail Ages, had undergone from the Enemies of 
Jefus Chrift and his ' Kingdiom •, it was fug- 
gefted that he carry'd on a Parallel between 
the Perlecutions of the People of God in the 
Jewiffi Church, and thofe of the People of Gocl 
in the Presbyterian Church of Scotland : And it 
was very particular and furprizing to many that 
heard him, when he told them the Church ^em 
perfecuted by a Pharaoh upon the Throne, a Mi- 
man in the State, and a Judas in the Churfch j 
by whom he was fiippos'd to mean King Cfear/f >i 
the lid. then reigning upon the Throne ; the Duke 
of Lauderdale^ then principal Agent in Scots Af- 
fiiirs \ • and the Archbiihop of St. Andrew 5, an 
Apoftate from the True Church, and then the 
III oft falfe Betrayer, and at that time, the irioft 
implacable Perlecutor of tha.t very Church \yhich 
he had before been a Member aixl Minlfter of. - 

It feems the Archbjihopt who was feldom 
known to forgive any one, had not forgotten, this 
tho' it was in the Year i6(Ji, four Years be- 
fore : And it was not many Days after his 
preaching that Sermon, that a Party of Soldiers 
was lent to feize him % but he got not ice of 
their Defign, and convey 'd himfelf away into the 
Weft, where he continii'd retir'd till the Affair 
of Penthland^ of which Mention has been made, 
when being oblig'd, as he thought, to join with 
his Brethren in renewing the Covenant, he went 
to Lanerky where that folemn renewing the Co- 
venant was performed, as has been obferv'd 
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Page • • • • When they were defeated at 
PcMLmdy it happeif d this young Man was taken 
and brought in Prifbner to EJMnergh. The 
Archbiihop remember'd the Sermon and ^Sbs^ 
Man, and had his full Revei^e upon tliis Oo 
cafion, as the Event ihew'd : Mr. MmIuuI was 
not taken in the Aftion, neither was he in it, 
nor was he taken in the Company of any that 
were in the A£bion \ but meerly, and unpolitick- 
ly enough, as travelling on the Road \ for the 
Weaknefs of his G)nflitution having render'd 
him unable to bear the Fatigues of marching, 
or the Rigour of the Seafbn, he was obligM to 
leave the Body of Men who march'd after to 
TtntlanA^l^iW&y being no longer able to endure 
it ; io parting from them at a Place call'd 
Crummd-Bridgi^ he was taken \fy fbme Country- 
men who were Ibit out to flop the Paflages, to 
prevent the Efcape of the Rebels, as they were 
t|ien caird. 

Being taken and brought to Council, he was 
committed to the lolhocthj and feveral times 
examined, and at length tortur'd to mak^ him 
confefs himfelf guilty, which however they 
could not inake him do; the Archbiihop of 
St. Andrews being prefent all the Time of his 
Torture, as one of the Judges, appointing and 
dire&ing the fame : A terrible Work indeed it 
was for a Chriflian Bifhop I but very agreeable 
to the refl of his Charafter, if we may believe 
what was generally faid of him at t|iat Time ar 
mong even indifferent Men. 

They queflion'd him likewife, ufon Torture, 

to declare what was th^ original Caufe and 

Defign of that Infurreftion. He anflver'd, he 

knew not any more of it, than that it was oc^ 

. f^JIofj'd ly the Cruelty of Sir James Turner, ipl^ 

having 
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hainn^ been refijled hy fome Peofle who could no logger 
kimr his f^iolence^ that Repftance having exfos^d 
them to the Revenge of the Soldier Sy and the j4ppre* 
henfions of that Revenge having made them defperate^ 
that very Accident drove them to take ArmSy as 
has been obferv^d before in the Accounts giyen 
of that Aftion. ^ 

Th^y were not fatisfy'd with this Aniwer, 
but prefs*d him to declare all he knew of that 
Affair ; and, upon his declaring he knew no 
more^ they order'd him to be tortur'd : At every 
Blow the Tormentors ftruck, they ask'd if he 
would confefs ; and upon receiving ftill thfe 
lame Anlwer (viz..) That he knew no more than he 
had told them J they renewed the Torture till he 
had received Eleven Strokes of the. Hang-man. 

It leems they had beerriieated the lame Morn- 
ing, and • their Fury encreas'd, by having juft 
before tortur'd another Gentlemen (viz..') Mr. JVif- 
cholfon of Corfacly in a moft terrible manner. 

Here, for the Information of the Englijh' Rea-^ 
der, or other' Stranger to the Cuftoms and Ju- 
dicatories of Scotland^ it is necefl&ry to note, 
that this Examination by Torture is always done 
in the Prefence ot the Judges, who order the 
Tormentors when to begin, how long to jprb- 
ceed, and when to ffop, and interrogate the 
Sufferer all the time, and in the Interval of their 
Blows. 

^ Mr. Mackaily fays an Author who relates that 

* Story y having before declar'd ingenuoufly all 
^ he knew, could not be mov'd by the Torture 

* to exprefe any Impatience or Bitternefe, tho* 

* the' Torture was in it lelf very violent and 

* terrible, by rea.lbn of the Compreffure of the 

* Flelh, Sinews, and even the Bona^, by the 
f Force of woodden Wedges driven in with a 
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Hammer in a double and unuiual IVIeafure, 
eren to to oc ii Strokes, with confider^e 
Intervals; all which he fiifbunM mo£E con* 
ihntly axxl chrifiianly : But before he received 
the htt three Strokes^ he protefied iblemnly 
in the Sight of God, That he could lay no 
more, tbo' all the Joints of his Body were in 
as great Torture as that jpoor L^ ^ and de- 
fires to knpw what could hinder them to be- 
lieve one of his ProfeBion, who had fb ib- 
lemnly declared, as in the Sight of God, that 
he knew no more than he had told, viz^ 
That, to the beft of his Knowledge, the Ri- 
fing in the Weft was meerly occafioual, upon 
a Diicontent between the Beople in the &rafdrtry 
of GSavMy, and Sir James Turner ^ to which 
every one did run.- as their Hearts mov'd 
them^, when they heard of it. 
The Violence of this Torment threw him 
into a Fever, and yet could not thefe merciful 
fudges be prevail'd with to relpite his Appearing 
before them above one Day, tho' two Phyficians 
and a Surgeon certify'd his dangerous Condition, 
and he petitioned for a Delay on that Account : 
Accordingly the. next Day he was rather dragged 
or carry'd than went to their Bar, and was con- 
demned to die^ on the third Day after which 
was executed accordingly. 

There is another of thefe Sufferers who can- , 
not be forgot when we are Recording the Zeal 
of the Church of Scotlan^^ Martyrs, who, in 
foitation of the Primitive Zeal of the firfl Cen- 
turies, oflEer'd himfelf to the Sacrifice, without 
any one laying Hand on him. This was James 
iSficol of Picbli* 

He wa# occafionally at Mdinhrgb when three 
of the Weftern People were to be brought to . 

their 



their Affite or their Trial, for refiding to an- 
Iwer the wicked enfnaring Queftions fb 6fteii 
mention'd in thefe Memoirs. He went to die 
Jufticiary Court to fee them Try'd : It grieved 
bis Soul to lee three inhocent Men deliver'dj. as 
meek Lambs, into the Hands of the Batchers, , 
to be flaughter'd : It mov'd his Paffion to fee the 
Tyrannical Behaviour of the cruel Judges and 
Perfecutors, inlulting and reviling the Sufferers i 
and much ado he had, as he exprefs'd himfelf, 
to reftrain his Anger from breaking out upon 
the Spot, and^ from reproaching them with Ihed- 
ding innocent Bfood ^ but was in part latisfy'd 
and appeased, when he heard the fhree Sufferers, 
who were his dear Friends and Brethren in the 
Caufe of God, anlwer with fuch Cliearfulnefs 
and Courage as put their Enemies to Shame. 

He went from the Court however grieved in 

his Spirit, having feen them Condemned, and 

Ijieard the bloody Sentence pronounced •, and 

i|iat, it being then about 1 1 oW Clock, they 

were order'd to be cai-ry'd not back to Prifbn, 

fiut from the Court where they received their 

Sentence, to the Place of Execution. 

;• Mr. iViW, not intending to fee the lad Sight, 

drder'd his Horfe to be brought out about One 

o^th' Qock, to return to hjs own Houfe, byt. was 

oblig'd to flop at the Wefl: Port of the City to 

have his Saddle mended •, while he was flaying 

there, he law the People running, and, asking 

what it was for, ttras told the three honeft Men 

were bringing to the Place of Execution, and 

looking up. the Street law them alcend the 

Scaffold, which yas in View of the Place where 

he flood : TW^ moved him to walk up the 

Graf? Market*^ fee them die. Now he was 

no longer a^49|to contain, being moved with a 
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flrong Zeal againft thele Murther^rs t But 
cryf? out in the midft of the thtong ; theyhadmwr^ 
tber'd Three of Co£s Servmits^ Centrtory tb their <rBm 
Lawsy and in a, mo ft Barbarous and Inhumane manner. 
H^eupou he was immediately apprehended , 
this was on the ipthof Augufi 1684, ^^ ^^ i8th 
he was examined before the Gnmcil, where they 
were aftoniflied to find that he, agaijift whom 
they had no Acculation, was bold to declare 
himlel<^ in the moft dangerous QuefKons, andi 
rather 'fbus^ht the Martyrdom he expefted, than 
that he would endeavour to avoid what they had 
to Inflifl:^ as the Reader will fee by the manner 
^ of their Interrogating him , and his Anlwers 

pcrn'd by himfelf as follows. 
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FIRST, I was Interrogate by two in a Room ] 
privately thus. Queftion, Was you at Both- 
wel Bridge f ^. I am not bound to be my own 
Accufer ; I am not ({aid one of them) to defire 
you, but only lay upon your Honeft Word, that 
you were not there. A. I am not bound to fa- 
^ tisfy you, but Prove what you have to lay againft 

me, and elpecially you, till I come before my^ 
Accufers. Well, laid he, I am one of them. 
Then I Anlwered, I was there. Q. How came 
you to rile in Arms againft the King ? A* Becaufe

No, it was not Murther. Q^ Was Hackftoun^s

fhould efeape the hand of Men for fo doing, yet 
ye fliall all pay for it, e're all be dpne^ and that

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. to purpofe : As for me 1 would not dp ip for, the 
v^hole £arth» Then I .was Ii^terrogate hy other 
two, who asked Ibme frivolous Queftions which 
I baffled to filence. Then I was brought in be*. 
fotfs the Bloody Crew* What now^ Sir, laid 
thejr, do ve own the Ring's Authority } j4. 1 
own all tilings that the Precioius Word of Gpd 
•owns in lefs or more, and all Faithful Magi- 
Urates, j^* But do you not own King CharlcM 
alio ! : ui-i I dare not .for a World,,^bec4ule it is 
Perjury^ for he has iinkii^g'd himfelf in a high^ 
degveQy' and that in doing: al), things contrary to 
the Word of God and Gonfeffion of Faith, and 
Otechiims Larger and Shorten. Q^ Know ye to , 
whom ye are Speaking? jd. I know I am before 
Men; But ;Claid one of tiiem) ye are Ipeaking 
•*to ^erChahceffor and Mitnbefs of Council^ Sir. But, 
iaid I^ AS I have told you already that he has 
unkinged hiralelf , S O have you degraded your 
lelves from being Princes. Qk If the King were 
here what would you lay. Sir f A* I know how 
I ought to. fpeak ^ to the King, if he were King^ 
5/r,is ordinarily laid (Q him ^iandfo to let you knovr^ 
that I am no Quaker, or Erroneous in any things

As for «f, Jm^ 
inyow Hands do to me ds feems good and meet untayeu^ 
hut know for a certainty that ijyefut me to Death ye 
fiiall bring Innocent Blood nfon your f elves and on this 
€ityy and the /nhabitavts thereof. And z» for me, 
if ye take my Blood, \€t as Innocent Blood as 
ever ye did take ; for I did never wrong any 
Man to this Day. 

Q. Do you go to the Church f A* I went ay 
"^ to tEe Church, where I could get any faithful Mi- 
tiifter to go to •, but for your Prelates Kirks, and 
Bad't Triefis^ 1 never hedrd any of them, nor 
never intends to do, if I were to live an hun- 
dred Years t But (faid they) Ye Ihall not live 
long now Sir. 

Then on Tue/day they calle4 me before the m, 
Igaih, being the i pth Day of this Inftanti ^ 
What fay ye the Day, do you adhere to all ye 
iaid'Yefterd?y? A* I ftdhere to all and haii 
trpon all Perrils whatibmever. Q. Do ye approve 
€$ BothweH Bridge ? A^ Yes I do. Q. t>o you

the Covenants.^ A* \ adhere to every Voint of 
them. 0^ Do ye own Airs-Mofsy Sanquhair^ Ru^ 
ihergUn "^nd Lanerk DnldrMtons? Af Y^S, I do j 
becaufe they are agreeable to the Covenants, and 
\Vork of Reformation. Many more Qpe- 
teons they asted^ which I cannot now particu- 
ikrly remember, but I told them in general, Ihat 
I was agajnft P^^ry^ Prelacy y Mdlgnacy and Tro^ 
fhvrityy and * all that is againft found Doftrine^ 
Difcipline, ^Vorlhip and Government j and all 
Errors whatlbmeyer,which are contrary to found 
Prejlytman Dofbine, be what they will j for 
there is none other right, but erroneous j how 
lair a Eace foever they have, which fliall be found 
hot agreeable to the Apoftles Doftrine. An4 
then they read fome thing of what I had laid, and 

?ueftiontfd if I would fiibfcribe what Ih^dlaid* 
anfwered, No^ .Q. Can ye write/ A. Yes, t 
can .write ? "tlien do it, laid they : I laid , 
i would, nqt' do it at all. Now, my Friends, I 
iay theleare but part of my Interrogations. 

Agaiii I was brought before the Jufticiary (as 
they call themfel ves^ on the zeth of this hiftant, 
and interrogate thus: ij. What now, Sir, whac 
think you of your felf the Day ^ A. 1 praifo my. 
GOD,' 1 amtne fame I was. Q. What think ye 
of what ye laid Yefterday before the ChmceUor 
and the CauncUl A. I hold all, and decline no* 
thing ; no not one Ace. Q^ Were ye at Bathwel 
Bridge? yl. Y€s, that I was. Q. Had ye Arms.? 
A' Yes that I l«id. One of them faid, COD 
help you : And I laid, I wote none of ye can pr^y 
lor your felf: faid he , Iwilh. you better nor 
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V6 do your ielf.* But I laid, Ko : fiir . ye would 
have me dilbwn my great LORD, the King of 
Zi^^ ^i^d obey Man \ yea, bafe Men ; whafc Brtjuh 
is in their NoftrUesy who give out Laws and Com* 
mands contrary to his. Q^. How .dare ye riie iR 
Arms agahift the King ? A. h is better f 
ehey GOD than Man^ and he is an Enemy to GOP. 
Q^ Would ye rife yet in Arms for the Covenants 
againft the King's Laws, if ye had the Occaiion ? 
ji. Yes, that 1 would, lay the contrary who will, 
upon all Peril. Q. What think ye of your felf 
in Ipoiling the Country of Horfe and Arms, Sir ? 
ji. Sir, I had not the worth of a Spur Whang of 
any Man's, but was mounted of Horfe and Arms 
of^ my own. Q^ Where have ye been all this 
Time ? A. Sometimes here and there, in £»- 

fland and Scotland*, Q. Whom have ye conver- 
ed with ? ^. I was about my Bufineft, being a 
Merchant. They laid ye have been about ano- 
ther Bufinels ; for ye are found to be.^ Fugitive 
and a Vagabond* A. \ have been a Merchant from 
tny Youth* Q. But where had ye your Chamber 
in this Town f A'l had none thcfe feveral Years . 
1^ Where quarter ye in this Town f A* I have 
not been much in it thele 7 or 8 Years : Q^ But 
where was ye the Ni^t, and the laft Night be- 
fore the Execution \ A* I was not in Town, I 
came but in to Port juft when the firft was 
caft over. Then 'they looked one to another, 
and whifpered together j But they would 
fetn have had me wronging my Landlords in all 
the Parts of the Country, and in all Burghs; 
but Glory to my LORD, I have wronged none 
yet, nor yet hopes to do ; for it was ay my Care, 
and Prayer to GOD earneftly, that 1 might wrong 
no Man, and that I had rather f uffer before any 
were wronged by me, \yhich he ha^ keeped me 

from 
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from to this Day.- Then they read what I had 
laid. Q^ Will ye lubfcribe what ye have Isiid* 
ji* No, no. ^. Can ye write, Sir? A Yes^ 
that i cati. Well, laid they^ wrjte down. That 
he can, but will not. They told me five or fix 
Times, that my Time Ihould not be long, an4 
Ikid tome,. Will ye have a JVIinifter/ ^, I will 
have none of youv Boat* s Trie Ft s. , 

After thefe Interrogations,, and that they ha4 
left him for Two or Three Days, on the 22th one 
brought him th^ Copy of his Indiftm^nt, telling 
him at the lame Time, that . on the, 27th he 
would receive his Sentence, and that he would be 
carryed direftly from the Bar to the Scaffold, 
which was done accordingly, and where he 
Dy'd with the feme refolute undaunted Convz^i^ 
that he, had behaved with all aloilg. 

There was yet another Imall aftion in Arms, 
which the Writers of thole Times fay little of, 
they are alkam'd to call it Rebellion, th^y woul4 
call it a perfuit of Murtherecs, but the FaEf was 
thus ; the Number of the Perlbns prolcrib'd waa 
prodigioufly Great, who flying into Dens, and 
Holes and Oaves of the Earth, lay concealed in 
the Hills and Mountains, from whence by the 
vigilance of their Enemies, they were frequently 
d^aggVl out to Execution and Death, either with 
or w:ithout Procefs,ashasbeen laid. Sometimes a$ 
Occafiop offered, thef^ diftrefs'd People woul4 
get together either for their Field Meetings^ ojr 
to Ihtftftom Place to Place, as Occafion offej|f4 
for their Relief, and that they might not be a 
prey to every ftngle Soldier or Laird, that 
fliould meet mem Naked ^ and Unarm'd, they 
carry'd Arms fcr their DeFfence •, fb long only as 
they were together, leparathig again as they had 
(^ccafion, and then layipg by their Weapons^ 

ft d a On« 
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One of thefe Parties with Mr. Rdchdrd Canurm 
their Minifter;^ the fame from whom thefe Men 
were after called Cameromansj Having beeu toge- 
ther Ibme Days but with no other view, tlutn 
their own Security as above ^ were purfued by the i 
Dragoons^ and being furprized as they werely- | 
ing down upon the Grafs for refreflirnent, at a | 
place calFd Aird-Mofsy they were obi ig'd to figjtt : 
The Dragoons who came upon them were about 
1 20 Men, being 3 Troops \ the perfecuted People 
were ^bout 40 Foot indifferently Arm'd^ and 25 
Horfe i the Horfe were led by David Hackfion^ 
Efqj of RathiUety a Gentleman of a good Family 
and allyed to fome of the beft Families in 5f <?r- 
landj he had been profcrib'd long before fbr the. 
killing the Archrbifliop of St, Andrews^y tho' m ' 
ha$ been ohfen/d^ he was the only Man of that \ 
Compai^ who refufed to have any Hand in it.— 
Some fey he refufed, becaufe he would not have 
had him kilPd, but others lay he refufed, becatifo 
he formerly had a declared Qtiarrel againft him 
Perfonally, and would not fiiffer it to be fiiid that 
he executed his private Revenge; be that as it 
will, it is allow'd by all. that, he was not an aftor 
in the Death of the Biihop, any wav whatlbever, 
but that being with the Perlbns who kilPd him, • 
he feparated from them, and refuf^ to be cosir* 
cern'd in it. 

Being forced thus to Fight as above, with fh 
unequal Numbers, Mr. Hackfion followed by 15 
Horle, charged up to the very Faces of the Dra- 
goons, and after giving them a Fire fro^a their 
Carabines, broke into the body of thein, wh^rc 
having fliewed all theMarks ofBrevery and Gallan- 
try poffible, being furrounded by Numbers and o^ 
ver powePdjj the moft of them were Kiird or 
Wounded : Mr. Hackfion feeii^ hi? J^en brofcwi, 
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fought like a Lyf)n, and with a delperatse Qm^ 
rage made his way quite thro' the Enemy, Kil^ 
ling and woundiifig feveral of them with his ovvrt 
Hand ; and being got clear, and without recefi 
ving any confiderable Wb^nd, he Wafde off, hxi 
' was cloffely purfbed by 4 Dragoons ; the goodf 
nefi. of his Horfe carried him from tiieitf, ttnS 
he was in a lair way to have elcapM, , whcii his 
Horfe plung'd into a Bog, from wl^nce hecoulel 
not get him out: Being thus un-horft a Dragoon 
came up to him who knew him, and . offered him 
Quarter, which he retufed, and fought him witlj 
his Sword, and would have Mafter'd him, bu^ 
Three other Dragoons lurrounding him , they 
knock't him down, giving him feveral Wouncfcj 
in the Head, and fo t6ok him Prifbner. 

Mr. Cameron fighting as boldly at the Head of 
the other part of the Horfe, was Killed, and hi3 
Head cut off, and carryed with the Prilbners to 
IBdinburgh, The Foot being rid down ^by the 
Dragoons and Dilperfed, fled to the Hills, a-* 
bout 1 7 of them were killed or taken, and the 
reft ?fcapedt They carryed Mr. fiackfion Woun- 
4ed as he was to Edtnhwr^y wliete t^iey \^ him , 
and Three more of the PrMbnets taken at th^ 
feme place in Triumph thro' the City on a Horfe^ 
with his Face, to theHorfe's Tail, Hr. Comer m^i^ 
Head fhick on the point of a Halberd, being car^ 
ry'd beifore himi and another Head in a Sack>-. His 
Examination, his relbiute Anfwers,h^ horrible* 
Torture, andjus cruel Execution, are weU knQwi!| 
to z\\ Scatlmd^ 

He had been ffeveral Times, carryed befone 
the Jofticiary Court, df. they were ^dlFdj for hi 
would not caBthem fiy where he refufed to aniwe^ 
to any Queftions whatfoever, declining their Ju-h, 
lifdi^ion, and protefting againft thei? Authority* 
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But tliey rdblv'd to treat him tor ity in a Me- 
thod which they doubted not, would bring him 
to liibmit to them, wherein hotever they Miiled, 
and were mcA effeftually dilappointed ^ for nei- 
ther was their threats of T<Mrture, the barbarous 
loading him with Irons, who had feven Wounds 
lipon him, the refufing to let thofe Wounds be 
Dreft for fbme Time, no nor at laft the TcHtur^ 
it felf, prevail with him to anlwer them. 

They would have had him confels the Mur* 
tfaer of the Archbifhop, but he would not ; 
then they would have had him deny it, but nei^ 
ther would he do that, but {leddily adher'd to 
his Protcftation, (viz,.^ That they had ufurped 
the Supremacy over the Church, which belonged 
alone TO JESUS CHRIST, and efta- 
bliih'd Idolatry, Perjury, and other Abominati- 
ons ; and in Confifcating themlelves therein, had 
perfe(:uted God's People, and fhed innocent 
Blood, and for this Reafbn, he would have no? 
thing to fay to them, but Declared them open 
Enemies , to Chrift's Kingdom , Competitoi^s 
ivith hiiD, for his Crown and Power, andntterly 
declined them as Judges* This was the fubfiance 
of his Ahlwers^ upon feveral Times being 
brought before them, and it is no Wonder, that 
they were e:tceedingly Provok'd at him, as they 
fbon fl^ew^ they were. 

Uppn Friday J^h 30, being again brought be- 
iore the Counftly it ws^ ask^ of him if he had 
anv, other thing to lay ? He anlivcred ,. That 
whKh I have faid I will Seal it. Then they told 
bim that they had Ubmething to (ay to him^ and 
com^ianded him to fit down and receive liis Sen-^ 
tence,> which willingly he did \ but told, them 
they wer^ all Murderers, for all that Power they 
jhad xyas derived from Tyranny, an^that the^ 
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Years by-gone, they have not only Tyraniiiied 
over the<S>urch of GOD, but have'alfo grinded 
the Faces of the Poor-, lb that Oppr^ffion, Blood^ 
ihed, Perjury, and* many Murders were to lie 
found in their Skirts,' upon which he was inpoij- 
tinent ciarried away to the Scaffold at the Mercat- 
Crofs of Edinburgh^ where he dieci with great 
(a) Torture inflifted upon his Body, nor being per- 
mitted to leave any Teftimony to the World, 
except what is comprehended in a rew Miffives 
direaed to (bme or his C3iriftian Acquaintance 
from his Prilbn in the Tqlbooth of Edinhur^^ 
which areas follows. '^^ - 
i It is impoffible to relate all the particulars, of 
their Perfecution, either as to the cruelty of the 
Per{ecutors,or the conftancy of the Sufferers: what 
has been laid,will ferveto opfen theEyes of all who 
are yet Ignorant, and to fill every Chriftian Rea- 
der with Abhorrence of the Praftices, and of 
the very Names and Memories of the Perfpns 
who exercifed -fuch Cruelties on their CbriJ^iam 
Brethren - 

I lay Brethren, becaufe to the Dilhonout- of 
the Protcifant Name, it is feid that thefe Perfe- 
outors were calFd Pmeft^nti. 

There is but one thing that either ever w^ or 
indeed could be laid to Extenuate the Charge a'nd 
great Pains has been taken to poflefs the World 
with the Notion (vk.^) that thefe Men were 
Mad^Menj Enemies to Government, to Monar- 
chy and t» Civil Society, that they denyedMa-* 
giftracy it felfj as well as the Perfbn and Govern* 

ment 
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(i) ^ Cruelty of Executing Hackfton of dachillet, ^«<^ 
fiies «&< Torture thcf before fut bim to^ wgs indeed VnheM^i^

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ment of the King^ and that they were executed 
as Rebels, not as Religious Peribns* 

It is needlels to anflver to any jpart of this. 
Charge; the pro&i&on of the Sufferers at the 
Place of Execution, and upon all other Occailons 
againft the Enemies they oppofed^ inaking it 
clear that they did not oppo(e Government or 
Monarchy as fuch ; but Wicked, Perjured an4 
PeHecuting Governors ; Thefe they did oppofe^ 
and declare againfi, as Enemies to God and their 
Country \ and as breakers of Sacred Oaths and 
Covenants, made both with God and Man : Thefe 
Chey Oppoled, and thought themfelves bound in 
Confcience to do lb, as being difcharg'd from all 
Cml Allegiance to t^efti, by the Breach of their 
Coronation Engagements; and of all Relipous En» 
gagements to them, by the breaking their folemn 
Oath to God and his Church; and turning Perie« 
cutors of that very Church they had Sw<^m to 
^ maintain ^and this they did on thefameArgutnents 
which juftify'd the Revolution, and on which 
the TroteStant Succeilion of Hannover is now foun- 
ded ; to Tw>, of taking Arms againft perjur'd Prin- - 
ces, who break their folemn Compaft with God 
and their People; Renouncing ftnd Depe^g 
thei99 and excluding both them and th^ir Race ;; 
and bleffed be God who has given fuch a Tefti- 
mony in our Days, to the Memory of his Saints,^ 
andto the truth of the Doftrhie ind Prii*:iples» 
which thcle /aithful Martyrs in Scotland faflfered 
for, by banging the whole Ration, nay even 
fome of the very Perfecutors UiemfeJves, to take 
jipthofevery Principles, with r^fpeft to Govern* 
ment and Obedience,^ tteit thofe fuffixing Chrifti* 
ans Dy'd for j and to Expel and Depofe, rejeft and 
caft off that very Race, and one of thofe very 
Kuigs as Tyrants and R/obbers, breakers of their 
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Oatlis> tod iojurioiis to the People whkh the& 
good People were Pcrfecuted and Mo^thered for 
rejeftuig before. Aiid therefiK-e even the . De- 
claration at Torwood as it was call'd, where they 
ExGommunio^ted the King) and trludi the Ene- 
mies df tliefe good People pretentedt^ to be Bn* 
thufiaftick, Deyelliih, Rebellious and Antidbdh' 
ftian, and for wfaidi faad good People were Cen^ 
iur'd, even by their Brethren who aoce ptedoi 
the Indulgences. I lay, that very Excommuni- 
cation is exprefly founded upon the (ame Grounds, 
as was afterwards the renouncing the King by 
the Revolution^ with this Difference only, that 
the Reafbns given by Mr. Cmrgil^ Mr. CMnerm 
-end the People then calFd Cdmeromans in the De-i* 
clatation of the Qutens^Ftrryj and the Excom- 
municatioji of larwoodt contain all that is undet* 
ftood in the Memorial to the Prhice of Orgngty 
from the People of Grtsu Britain^ to invite him to 
aifift them in Arms againfi the lame King, and 
touch more. 

. To make this clear, I here give you that fa^ 
nous Excommunication , pronounced by Mn 
Dmdld Cargil at Tcin»09d^ Anm 16&4. and anly* 
<lefire the impartial Reader, to compare it with 
the Memorials abovenam'd, and lee if it be poli 
Able for any Bntifit Froteftant^ who owns -the Ju- 
ilice of the Revolution, to reflefl: upon the Zeal 
Of thefe People, wiidiout blulhing for himfelf, 
and the whole Nation, that they did not lee and 
^bhor the Tyranny of thofe Reigns fooner : Then 
•they had joyn'd wifli thefe People,inftead of cenlii- 
ring theii Zeal : The Revolution had then been 
brought about, without Foreign help at all \ the 
Prince of Orm^t b^d then been caird over as 
peaceably as King George^ to take pbf&ilion of 
th| Crowni an4 tne Blood of near Twenty Thou- 
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ftnd People, who were one way or other Murther'd 
or Deftroy*d, by tMat now abdicated race of Ty^ 
rants, and their bloody Adminiftration had been 
&ved. 

What a fhame it is to us, and how much to the 
Honour of tliefe perlecuted People, that THEY 
could thus fee the Treachery and Tyranny of 
thofe Reignsii when we iaw it not ; or rather that 
they had fo much Honefly of Principle, and o* 
bey'd {o ftriftly the Diftates of Confcience, as to 
bear their Teftimony Early, Nobly, and Glori- 
oufly, to the truth of God, and the rights of 
their Country, both Civil and Religious, while 
we- all, tho' feeing the fame Things, and equaU 
ly convinc'd of its being Right, yet betray'd the 
caufe of Liberty and Religion, by a finful Silence^ 
and a dreadful Cowardice ; not joyning to 
Mlp the Lord, or the People of the Lord, a* 
gainft the Mighty, fitting ftlll and feeing our 
Brethren Slaughtered and Butchered, in Defence 
of their Principles, which our Confciences told 
us, even theiiy were founded on the Trut^, and 
by thofe Tyrants, who we knew deferv'd to be 
YejeOied bodi of God and the Nation, and who 
afterwards we did rejeft accordingly : But to Pror> 
€eed. 

As thofe Suffering People are abundantly ji^ 
ftifyed by the Praftice of the whole Nation, in 
the Revolution, to I muft add, that they are a^ 
bundantly acquitted of that weak and unjuft 
Charge, mentioned before, mx.* of their being Ene- 
mies to Government, and refufing to fubmit to 
Lawful Authority, by their behaviour hi the Re- 
volution \ their Chearful joining in it, and their 
being the firft that Petitioned the Parliameutto 
make ik^p Prince of Ormm King, and promifing

J^^to the Firjt^ God has been plealed t& Con- 
vince moft of thofe People^ that their fuf&ring 
Brethren were in the Right y and for the Ii^r- 
mation ef the Second Fdrt^ thefe Memoirs^ are 
written. 

I fliall cloie this Account of Sufferers with 
Two or Three remarkable Infiances, as well of 
.Chriftian Conftancy in the Perlbns Suffering, as 
of the Account given by them of the Realbn <k 
dieir then bearing their Teftimony againft the 
Power that then Ruled : And the Firft is in the 
Death of Rlr. John Nisbety who was piit to deadi 
at Edinburgh^ Dec. 4. 1685. the firft Year of the 
Reign of King James VIL 

The account of diis Gallant f^irited Gentle-* 
man, as well as couragious Chnftian, is thui 
faithfully abridged by one of his nearllelations, 
who was an Eye Witneis to his Sufferings. 
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]^ * In tie Year 1664. he had a ChUd born, and 
' refilling to let it be Baptiied by the ParijIhCu'' 
rm^ or Epifcopal Patron, he had it privately 
Baptifed by one of the oytefd Minifters. The 
Perfecution being then but newly begun, and^ 
very little Blood flied on that account : The Ck-^ 
rifie enragM at this^ publiih'd in his Pulpit, th^t . 
he would Excommunicate Mr. Hfisbet uie next. 
Lord^s day, and l^d done fc, but that die Day ^ 
before he was fnatd^'d away by Death liiddenly^ 
When the Perfecuted People in 1666^ met to- 
gether at il49^i(, and received the Covenant at^ 
Lanerly his Confcience fummon'd him to join 
with them ; and being kiiown^and threatn'd with 
Death for that A£lion, was oblig'd for his own^ 
lafety to follow thole People, and keep w^ 
them in Arms : At the Fight at PentUmd he was . '^" 

fore wounded, fiript as Dead, and left among the * 

Slvxi^ but was prefinrv'd^ and made his efoape. 

* At the Infurreftioh at BothweU^ he joyn'd with 
the Htme People again, and fotight openly and ^ 
Bold^ at the i^ri^e V beipg not oqly a zealous^ 

Chnftian, but a Man off great Bravery and Re- « 

folutiou, as long as any Man would fhind \^ 
and made his retreat and elcaped fklling 
into the Enemies R^nds for that time ^ 
but being known , was prbftrib'd by Pro- 
clamation, and a large Reward offered for ap- 
Erehending him, his Eftate and Goods feiz'd, 
is Wife and four Children flript of all, and 
turn'd out of Doors.

Caufe in which he fufFered. 

After this we need but conclude this Work 
ivith an Account of the laft Martyr whoiixffered 
in^this'Caule, and this was a Godly MiniAer^to 
leave it xipon Record, that as the firft that dyed 
was a Minifter (w^.^ Mr. "Jmnus Guthrie. So wa? 
the laft alfb (yit) Mr. ^4mt$ Rerrtoiek* 

There is another Obfervatibn on the Occaiic^ 
of his Death (^iz.^ that he dyed the I7tli of Feh. 
1 588, the beginning of the lame Year of the Revo- 
lution, Teftifying that the EpiC^opal Party never 
abated or r^^lented j that they were never fetiated 
with Blood; but went on as long as they had Power, 
even till they law the very Cloud hovering and 
the Storm ready to break upon their Heads, 
nor liad. their thirft of Blood been quench'd 
to this Day^ or as long as their ha4 been a feith^ 
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fill Member t>f thfi Church of Sciftlmd left all^re,^ 
had dieir Power lafied ^ fo that it was the End of 
t^eir Government put an End to their Ferfecuti* 
ons^ amd no Clemency, Pity o» Con^ffion in 
thffli ; no fuch thhigs were fb mudi as named 
among them. ^ 

r Tbis ObftrvaHion puts me in mind of a brief 
$^ory within the Compa&of my own Knowledge^ 
t)f a Gentleman who was let upon by a Furious 
Mafiive Dog : The Gentleman defended himielf 
with a Sw(^ for ibme time, but the Mafiive after ' 
being: very tojoch wounded, got within his point 
and fafhifed on his Arm, the Gentlaman being in 
greatPiftrefs, ahd/earingTCvery Moment that he 
would quit has Arm and faften upon his Throaty 
had no other way to Mafter this Great Dc^, but 
being a large heavy Man, he caft fiimlelf flat 
dowii upon the Dog with his other Elbow lying 
on the Dogs Breaft, arid thus with die Weight of 
his Body crufli'd the Beaft to Death, and upon 
this he obferv'd that as the Dog dyed gradually 
^mder him, &> faft and no After Ins Teeth loolen'd 
in his Arm j his Fury lafted with his Life, and 
both ended together. 

The whole Story is applicable to the Purpofe 
in hand : The Church of Scotland was near worried 
by t;his cruel Creatiire call'd Prelacy^ and very 
near Ihe was to being taken by the Throat and 
deftrojr'd. But ihe fell at laft upon the Maftive, 
and^ruih'd him to Death,and as hedyed under her, 
his Teeth loofen'd, his bloody Feud* abated, and 
not one jot fafter \ the perfecuting Rage of Sects 
Prelacy continued with its Life^ died when 
it died, and will revive if ever it revives, of 
which we ftall lee fom^ Confirmat^m in die laft 
Part of this Work.

Thoie diat have fled from their Couiltry^ 
into voluntary Baniihment, have been yet 2 
greater KiunberrThefiitnade their waym« 
to JBniUmiy IreUmdy HoBMt^ Sweden^ and to 
anyplace whether Neceffity drove them, for 
&fky of their Lives, and as opportunity of 
Efcape offered; 'In which' Countrite diey 
were driven to great Difirefs ; fuch as Want, 
Gold and Hunger^ laving their Lives given' 
jthem ihdeed for a Pfey ; but being p^rleaiy 
deftitute of Friends, Shelter, Help or Re- 
lief^ other than what God was plealed to 
raife them up by his Providence, and'by the 
Chriftian Charity of Foreign Protefkuits. 
The 2^umber of thefe, have been elbemed- 
by fuch as think they have made a modeft 

coo Galculatipn, at abclve 7000. 

. Of theie, that I may do Jufilce to the 
Charity of every Man, and every ibrt of 
Men, thd Cruelty they fuffered at Home,and 
die Extremities t!hefy fui&red abroad, were 
fuch^ as was even detefted by Papi^ them-* - 
ielves i arid iome of dhe Suffering People 
l^ave atsknowledged^ they have met wi& 
Companion, even amon^ the R(»nan Ga^ 
tholicks ^, who halite expfefled their Afio- 
niflihient, that P4:oteftants ihould exercife 
iuch Inhumanities upon one another. In £w^' 
tmid alfb they were o6ben Harboufed, Re- 
Jiev'd, Entertain'd arid Concealed, even by 
Ipme Charitable Petople^' who wiere of them? 
fefves fipifcopal, and Members of the fe- 
flablifli'd Epiicopal CUurichvbut who alj- 
hor'd the Cruelties and inhumanities of 
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flbtSms Ferfecutors, and even abhorred die 
Perfecutdon it lelf. 

Of thole who wept then into ToUiqtary 
Banifliment, or^ as it may be rather iaio^ 
iJed from the Face of their bloody Perfe- 
.cutorS) very few ever returtied again to &vr«- 
loffdi the Kumber of Years being fuch^ that 
Ag^> together with the. hai;4ihip of t^eu:- 
SufSNTsngs^ carried moil oi them off before 
the happy time of the Deliverance of their 
C!ountry arriv'd. , 

Beiiaes i^eie, the^e were, abundance of 
Innonent and Pious Sufferers , Who were * 
baiely Murthreiil by the Spldiers andPerie-- 
tutors, upon the Occafions and by the Me^ 
thods of which we liaveS^ken, being ge* • 
mrally Idird incotd Blood, without I^rocefs 
cl^^Law^ Civil or Military,' without vifible 
Crime, Oiarge, or Examination : Of thofe^ 
the fxifted Accounts tell us the Names of 
78 Murther'd by particular Perfbns, and i * 
am. well ailbr^d there were very many more, 
and hai^e.hear'd, that a Perfbn, whom I 
have not met with, has the I^ames of above . 
420 more j but that Kumber I do not a« 4^? 
vouch^ 

The Kumber really Executed, in the Pre* 
tended courfe of Juflice, and hy the JSen- 
t^nceof the cruel Perfecutors, and who died 
by the Hangman, as I am credibly Informed, 
is very great, and I am told that about 3^2 
are. to be found on the feveral Books of 
the lufticiary, and Council Courts^^ upon Re^l. 
cprd, befides what were Executed by Mill- ^^ 
tary Laws, as they call th^m, of which no ' *" 
Record has been kept* <

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The Numbers of diofe whQ Perished tfif^^Coftf, 
Hunger, and othes Diftrefies^ Gontrafted in ^ek 
Flight into die Mountains^ wandri^g wit^mt 
Shelter or Harbour, in dreadfiil Winters, during 
the longlpace of" 28 Year^ Perlecution^ and who 
often eame home in fuch Bxtremitiesi ds Juil to 
ibp into their ovn Houfes to die, and ibme tkna; 
were, even in the Article - of Death, diipatchM 
by the iWurthering Soldiers: Thefe were many 
Thouiiihds, and cannot- be Calcaltted, but will 
certainly make up more than the NiiKiber df 
Eighteen Thouland, mentioned above. 

Among thefe, I lay nothing of the Pillage aiid 
Spoil ' of Goods, the turning Women and Chil- 
dren out into the Fields, in Cold and Kakedne% 
after devouring their JPood^ ahd tearing' off the 
Cloaths fix>m their Backs, of which- TMhf Pe- 
riihed for Want, and by the Extremetieror the 
Weather, 

It were alfb^ndlels, to Number tl>e Families 
ruined and reduced to* Milery and Wftnt, which 
muftbe'tfieConfequetfceof'the Pluriderings and 
Murthers, mentioned above j fo that it ihould be 
wondered rather;^ that any of thole People were 
left, or that there were tiiy found at the Revolu^ 
tion 1 tho' to the Honour of Truth, it rauft be 
own'd, that at the RevoIulEioh, their Number was 
found to be greater than ever,* * Witneft their rai- 
fing a Regiment of 80© Men in one Day, without 
beat of Drum, for theCpardof die Cbnvetition, 
and for the Service of their Trofceftant Kingv^hich 
F^egiment was compoled of IVJen, as ferious in 
Religion towards God, as Relblute in AtTtii for 
their King and Cpuntry, and were Eminent in the 
Army for preferving the Worfliip of God aWng 
them, for which they were call'd in DeriSon, Ae 
Pfalm Singing Regiment. Their Noble Colonel, 

the 
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tlte Bad b^ Angus:, x^as.kiH'd at the Ffghtat 
AtvUfkirk, where the Uiegiitfent bchav'd with fuch 
Gallantry^ that the Kmghimfelf gare Teftimcmy 
of tiieir Bravety, and is ftili in being in the Army, 
having lately given another happy Iiiftance ot ' 
their Behaviour at Trtftim^ where great Part of 
them ware Slain, aodwfa^eyif they .had not be- 
haved with an uncommon Refolution, the Rebels 
h^ hot been reduced as they were. 
. Ail the Account given of thofe Things, are 
ftird with the Jaft Speeches of the dying People, 
which thfe Brevity of thefe Memoirs does not aU 
low, nor the De%n of them inake needful* How- 
ever, as I promi^d, V^ige 290. I have clos'd the 
Scene with the dying Speech of one Mr. "^amti 
Xf.nwick, •\^^hofe Tragedy clos'd the Perfecution, 
for he was not only the laft Miniflef) bat the 
lafi Man they Imd Power to put to Death, and it' 
is as follows. .

The End of the Third Part. 
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E are pO^v happily come to the 
Eud of this melancholly Part, and 
the Church of Scotland having now 
gone thro* a long Series ef Trou- 
ble and Affliftion, be^an to fee a 
gUmpfe of that slonous Delive- 
rance which was approaching : The Tyrannick and 
illegal Attempts upon the Religion and Liberties 
of the Englifii Nation, as well as of the Scvts^ 
began to ftir up that Nation to think of pre- 
&rving themfelves from Deftruftion ; and having 
apply'd themfelves to the Prince of Orange fot; 
Affiftance, that glorious Perfon be^an to liften 
to their Propolal, and to make Preparations for 
his coming into En£land» 
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In the J)eUverance that foUow'd^theTChurch cf 
ScotUfidy found her Deliverance alio : For in d^ 
T)eath of Civil Tyranny^ Chriftian Liberty re- 
viv*d# 

Th^ Hiftory t)f the coining of the Prince of 
Orofiit to the £tt^lijh Throne, U perfefUy aiKl 
fully related in io many Hifiories, is recent in 
the Memorv of all t^erole at the writing hereoi^ 
and probably will ftill be on fb many fub&quent 
Occafions preferv'd to Pofterity , that ' as it 
does not immediately relate to our prefent Me- 
moirs : So alio I need not enter upon an Account 
of it here, other than what is abfolutely Necef- 
ftry to the Story I am relating. 

It is alio well Jcnown, that this Glorious Pnnce 
having Q^iiih'd ihe 'Deliverance of the E^fglijb 
Nation, refolv'd the lame fhould extend to &#r- 
idnJ -, and that 4S it is exfrefs^d in bis DecUratiQn^ 
Religion fhould be lettl'd in Scotland^ in fuch a 
manner as was moft agreeable to the Inclinations 
of the People ; from whence, and in the 0)nle- 
quence of which, we Ihall loon fee many ulefid 
Obfervations moft naturally drawn, pertinent to 
the Cafe now before us ; and which, I fee, all 
have great Occafion to make mention of again in 
the Procels of thefe Memoirs. 

. I. But AS it has been dready f^de plain in the 
firft Part of thefe Memoirs, that the beginning 
of the Reformation in Scotland^ and the firft Re- 
formers of Scotland were Preshyterian , and that 
Epifcopacy Iprung up there but from the Dege- 
neracy of the ReformaticMi : S O it will now, that 
the Inclination of the People of Scotland Ran with 
an irrefiftible Torrent into Preshyterianifm a* 
gain jSit the Revolution, as it fcid always done 
when it was left in the Choice of the People; 
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tnd thut a$ at the Revolution afbrefaid, it was left 

to the Nation by ^6 Priwe of OroffgCy to fettle 

Religion in fuch manner as was moft deiir'd by 

the People, jiot 4 Dcg vp^d Ins Tongue againft the 

Tresf^erum Eftablifhment, nof 4 Mouth gave .m 

Votf for Efifcofocy \ nor was it lb much as nam'd 

to the King as a Quefiion, whether the Incli-^ 

nation of the People was for Efifcofocy or ?rf/- 

i|^mr ; infbmqch, that, the King was often heard .i| 

to lay afterwards, that he wonder'd much what \ 

was become of the Epilcopal Party, ieeing no ^ 

Man at the Revolution io much as nam'd the 

Word Epilcopacy to him, nor had the Party any 

one to Ipeak lor them, or one Word to Ipeak for 

themfelves. 

How they could, lince that, have the Face to ^' 

lay, officiaUy as they often did to the late Queen ^ 
that they were fuperior in Number to the Pref^ 
kyterians ; smd that if the People of Scotland were 
left free toWote, they would carry it for Epili 
eopacy, /yiy, how they could lay thus, would 
be ftrange to any that did not know how that 
party have, on all Occalions, xxiade luch Things 
their Refuge^ and the Refuge of their Prelatidc 
Hierarchy ; and the Author of thefe Memoirs is 
Thankful, that even at the Time they did lb, he 
had the Honour in behalf of the Church of Sc^-^ 
landy to let her Late Majefiy know how untrue 
that SuggefHon was, and to Convince l^er A!l^ini-« 
^iry hpw grofly thole Men endeavoured to impolcr 
upon Enpapd in that Cafe, as they did at the 
lame Time in their Boaft 01 the People receiving 
the EngUfh Service Book with wiUingnels in Scot^ «1 

fond, wluch Her Majefty was afterwards fully 
jQitisfy'd was a Cheat, and done only to amule th^ 
fi^$^JIk Qergy, and get Money of thenji 
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2. It IS obfervable in the Revelation^ dUK ths 
People of Sc0tlimi came all into the PrindplM df 

the iliifering fincere Pirtjr^ the liifferii^ Party kept 
their own ^)oting^ and did liot go over to diem ; 
thofe that had tfiro' Fear, or from Time-ferviug 
Principles, or for want of Zeal, or for any other 
weak Reaibii conibnted, and, as I ffMy cui it, 
taken Co low a Step, as to acdept of Lioeniiss 
from God's Enemies to ftrve Chrift; askihg leave 
of Men to Wdrfliip God •, a Duty and Debt whidb 
they had a Natural and Divine Right to, widioiit 
bowing the Knee to BmI for it ; I fty, THES^ 
for from juftifying or recommending; the PratOice, 
openly recogniz'd the Zeal, Courage and Sin^ 
cerity of the Sufferers, honoured them for it, and 
lather defir'd to bury their own Compliance* in 
Silence and Forgetfiilnefi, than to btve it dieiiti^ ' 
pn'd or remember'tl. 

3. Now it was leenj and matde plain to the^ 
World, that the fuffering People in Scotlani aftei 
upon no Principled of Enthufiafin, blind Zeal 
or religious Frenzy, as their Enemies fugg^ftfdi 
that they were no Enemies to Monarchy'^ Civil 
Government, order of Society, and the like, at 
W hen ' fcandalmjly fdd\ but that they kept ftrift- 
\y to the Rule of God's Word^ adher'd to an 
libneft Cnufe , and afted upon juft Principles ) 
And when fiich Kings were call'd to the Throne^ 
as defir'd to Rule for God, and the Good of the 
People, who made the Laws of God and Maji 
the Rule of their Government, and the Proiperity l| 
of Religion, and of thetr Subjefts the End of it ; 
they knew how to obey, ferve and dl&fend liich 
Princes with their Blood and TrealUre, as Well 

fis th^y had Courage to relift and rejeo: thofif[^ j 
who, with the Breach of Faith, Honour tJt Conn 
<lit4tion, became Tviaiats and Pexlecutors, Ene-

Thi^ is evident by their Praftice, at the Re- 
vohition^; in that no iboner ivas the fW^r« of 
Ormtgi Landed in Engldndi and the Bnemies of 
our Conftitution began to ftagger, but thefe Peo* 
pie immediately: took Arms^ and fuccefsruUy 
cbM^A thi hlMify Tartyy out of their Qoutitty. 
But when this ^as done^ x^hMt Meafwns Md they 
Mke f . i>{d they run into any Enthufiafin ? Did 
they let up KING JESUS as a Temporal Prince^ 
and the mUi Monarchy in his Kame ? Did they 
Preach the Do£{;rilie of D^miniin founded on Cntte^ 
or form Schemes of Republican Government? 
Did they ereft theml^lves as Tyrants in the Room 
of thole they pull'd down^ ib maJung the Peo^^ 
pie change their Mafters^ not their Yoke ? NO. 
ilO, they adher'd to the Legal Conftitution ot 
their Country, they fubmicted cheartully to eh« 
Return of Magiftracy, and the free 0>urfe of ihS^ , 
La«rs of their Country, they arm'd themfelves^ 

«nd came up to Edmbwrgh at their otrn Charget 
formed themftlves into Companies ; indted^ they

Before I go on to what has fince happen d, m 
Confequence of this Revolution in the Cllurch, it 
will be necefiary to fay fomething here to that 
Challenge, which fome have been very forward, 
to bring againft the Church of Scvtldud, as if flie 
were affo of perfecuting Principles, and Iwd exer- 
cifed the feme Coertion in point of Conicience 
in her Turn, which fhe had conderatfd in others.; 
this they have carried on even to the Charge of i 
Cruelty and Perfecation in the Treatment and U- 
faae of the Epifcopal Minifters who were difpof- 
feft'dby thofe Two A£b, viz.. Of oMifitin^ PttUt- ' 
rv and fettimg Prcthtrrian Church Covtrmnent. 

This Charge Confifts of Two Parts, in clearing 
up both which, the Honour and Charafter of the 
diurch of Scotland will not only be vindicated, 
but the Injoftice and indeed the Ingrafitudeofthe 
Epifcopal People, who have brou^t this Charge, 
'will very much appear ■, and a quite contrary Be- 
haviour will be made out to have beeii the Pra-

Ill this general Deftftion from thfe Government,' 
the Wefteyi Teople not <inly took Arm^, as'ifr 
feid ; but ran in a Tuttiiiltuous itt«tnn<^r^ firftupon 
the ChurcA Affairs, fot thdre it waS that the Dpi^* 
preffioiis of die former Times had been moft fen-.' 
fibly telt : In this, firft Fupy it cknndt be woiU^ 
dered that they difpofi^fs'd ' tht Epifcopal lijinl-^ 
iters (1Cur*tes,as,they call'd them jof their Churches,* 
and reftoring the bldWorfliip, cauied their bvvn 
baniihM peiffecuted Minifters to come and preacli 
among them : But the Nature of all fuch Rabbles 
confiderM, knd above all the 'ciufferii^s and Provo- 
cation of thofe poor People, and of \^hich I have 
given fome Account •, being duly \^eigh'd, itmifft » 
be confefsy to be \V(»derful, that any kind of 
Violence was forbom, not that I allow it was 
juft to have committed them^ but ho«^ Could » 
lefs ha>^e been exped:ed from a People ib treated 
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as thoy had been whep» th^ wefe thu$ perfe&ly 
loc loofe to tbier own Refentoients, 

Yet we do. not find tibat the utmofi ^Violence 
complained of, amounts to any more thaii an over 
hafty tunnng the faid Epifcopal Minifters out d£* 
the Parfonage Houfes, whk^h it was theSf Oilman 
were unlawfully poileis'di and fomQ mfmws hur- 
rying their Goods oiit wkh thein ^ ai>d this but to 
a few: But as to ahy perietal Ia}ury» fuch as 
wounding or killing of any, I do not find that any 
fuch Thing is charged upon them* 

On the other Htnd^ wjb w we refleft, how j&a-» 
^y nsiuft be atnonp thoie Rabbles who 1^ luflfered 
d^plylnthe Per (^ution , I haye fpolcenof , who 
b^d loft Fathers^ Mothers^ Children^ Huibands, 
Wives^ and the d^ar^ft of remoter I^^ations m 
(hat Perfecutiouy a^id could not be wi(ho|it the^ 
warmeft Refentment ; add to thi^^ that ibm# oC 
tkoik Minifters or Curates/ u^ho they wcs^e then 
dilpofleifingihad dipt thek Hiinds too much in the 
Jtarlecution of thofe ^oor Sufierers : I ffiy, if theft 
doings were duly ccfmtder'd^ what can befaid^bi^ 
that it was next tomiraculoi^s^ that an un^ivem'd 
Multitude^left to the.fuUVentc^ their own Rage^ 
and (hat Rage groimded upw fuch juft Provocati- 
ons ihould have left any or them alive ; and I can 
. iv:>t think it .any Breach of Charity to , lay, its 
Y^fy ptbbable had the Parties been chaiig'd, it 
would have been quite otherwife.. . 

And tho' any tumultuous Violences are not 
jusftifiable in a civiliz'd Chriftian Nation, yet tibe 
the Conduft of thele People at that Time, with 
their Provocations and Cirounftances confider'd, is 
a great Teftimony of the Moderation of the PreC' 
byterians in Scotland r The Scripture makes this an

lilumber of the ancient Minifters were fallen i be- 
fides that, even the length of Time, woufd by the 
Cotirfe of Nature carry a great many off the Stage. 
^ndfo it w4Sf evento fudi a Degree, that it was 
at firft not very ealy to find Minifters to fupply 
Churches from which the Epiicopal 'Minifters or 
Curates were n^flarily to be removed. 

And here again the pretence oi^ Perfccution.is 
brought as a Plea againft the difplacing thofe In-» 
cumbents, who would not qualify themielve? ac-« 
cording to Law : But neither will it hold in this 
Cafe neither : See the Words of the fame Author, 
upon the fame Subjedr, where he gives the follow- 
ing brief Hidory of the fir^ Step ta|cen in this

TheGcverpment, fiyshe, wasnoifboner eila-

If thcBft they were tixus Moderate even in Scanr 
daiout Tbiiiigs, and declared againft proceeding in 
O&i tneerly Byiicopal^ wl^re ihall we find the 
Article of Perfecution? 

: Tis true. That in the Yfcar 1593, an Aft of 
Pdrikment was made to Deprive aU luch Mini^ 
^ra, as would not both Swear to the Govern- 
iMntj <ind Acknowledge the Church Government 
alib, and the Confeffion of Faith——. But the 
Occaiion 'of this Aft is vifible to all that know 
Che Affairs of that Time, viz... That It was paft 
to fetisfy the Minds of the People, who were ex- 
ceedingly difturb'd at the Churches having been 
Inlultcd in the Aflembly i59J, by a general Jf5?r- 
pnU procured -by the Epifcopal Clergy, together ' 
with their Appeal to the King on a Refulal : And 
the Aflembly being abruptly Diflblved, or Dif- 
miffed Jme dity which put the Nation into a very 
gre^t Ferment. 

Yet, even upon this Aft^ I may chiUtenge the 
Epifcopal Clergy to fliow me one^Minifier, that 
i^er was BepofeA for not acknowledging the 
CfcurcM , if at fche fame Time he offered to ac- 
knowledge the Government, and take the Oaths, 
and they have been often challenged on this Head. 
And to confirm this Lenity of PraGtce by a 
Ltw, tiiat famous Aft of Parliament was made in 
the Year 1^95, wherein taking the Oaths to the 
Government is made the Onefy arid Puty Sufficient 
Qualification, and all Minifters that would &Qua* 
Hfie thettifelvts are continued. As may be feen at 
large by the Aft, Intituled, J^ (opfemff£ the 
0mrck JtrtnQ ttfps* 
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. This very Aft of Parliament, if I were to go 
no fi4rther, ei!e£l:ually cl^trs the Church of 5b«r- 
tofti from the Ch^ge of Periecution \ fince 'tis 
plain there was no religious Tenet in dii^ute^ but 
z civil Queflion of o\5(^g or not owning the Go- 
vremnent. 

It was by ^lis Ad of Pariiament tak^n quit^ out 
of the Power of the Church, to Depofe any Man 
meerly for being Epilcopal in Principle, or fbi? 
xefufing to own the Presbyterian Church \ nay^ 
the Epifcopai Clergy, who by rertue of this Aft, 
remain in their Livings, many of them to this; 
Bay, refufe to acknowlege the Church, to fubmit 
to any of her Judicatories, or to join, either in 
Diiciplinq orWorihip. 

How impoHibte it is then to be true, that the 
Presbyterian Church has been guilty of Periecuti- 
on, 1 leave to any Impartial Reader to judge \ ad- 
ding withal, what w^s publilhed i^ tjie lame Cafe, 
vtTL. That there was at the Time of the Union 
One hundred and ii^ty five Epifcopai JMinifters then 
pofleiBng Churches and •Stipends m Scotland by the 
Lenity and Forbearance of the Government, who 
had no oth^ Qualification required of them, than 
the taking the Oaths to the Government, and 
were not bound tOy neither did they comply with,_ 
or fubmit to the Presbyterian Churcljt ^ arid a Lift 
of tjbcir JSIames has been puWiihed, and of the 
thePari&es in which they Refide ; nay, in feverai 
Fariihes where thefe Epifcopai Minifters are In- 
cumbenti the Presbyterians are at the Expence to. 
haveaMinifter of their own, who they maintain, 
^ind who Preaches in a l^eeting- Houfe at their own 
private Expence : Take the Cafe In the V\fords for- 
luerly publi|[i'd thus.

But as I laid before, theie Things do not at 
all break in upon the Chuich j either' in her Do- 
ftrine, or in the Liberty of her Worfliip; they 
may indeed affed'the Bftabiiihment of her Dif^ 
cipline, thtf not much; lb that iy the Treaty of 
Vnimy it is to be hoped her iaft ftruggle with 
Epiicopacy is at an End ; and ihe may now be 
/able to fay, that not only fhe is arriv'd to her full 
grown State, but that the Continuance of it is fe- 
cured to her People and their Pofterity. 

This brings to my Mind, a Reproach ufually 
cafl on the Church of Scotland by her Enemies, 
or rather it may be call'd an Infult, (wx,.) That 
Presbytery was often hatch'd in Scotland and nur- 
fe^ up. But was never Maj&r ^ never came to be 
of Age\ alluding to a young Man, who tho'care-^ 
fully brought up, dies before he attains to the 
Age of One and Twenty t But that left will ferve 
them no longer, feeing it i^ now Eight and Twei> 

ty 
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ty Year fince the Revolution, and fince th6 pal- 
.fing the Aft for aboliftiing Epifcdpacy j and yet 
Piresl^try not only remains, but feems to be in a 
better and more probable Way for Duration than 
3t ever has been fince the Refi^rmation* 

It might be proper here to lay a fexv Words by 
way of 'Obfervation, concerning the prefimt State 
of tke Difcipline of the Cfauich <^ Sc»(]iMd^^bich 
was confirmed alio at the Time of the XJmon, and 
indeed I cannot refrain it for Two Reaibns.

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'I u That Ithink it is a Debt due to the Church 
her ielty who i find fuffer ianiunerable un- 
jufi Reproaches, and is contemptibly 
thought pf^Jnot among her Enemies only^ 
but even among thoie in England^ whole 
InterefE as weU as ?rinc^fes. xxught to 
move them to inform themfelves better 
concemixig her^ and who being' hetter in- 
. £)rm'd, ought to d6 more jikfiice to thole 
who lb well deferve it at' their Haiids. 
2. That Ihe may be a Pattern to. all the 
• , feveraF Sorts of Protefiants in B^kain^ and 
may ihew them by her Example, not only 
what -the Bleffing would be 6f an efla^ 
blifli'd well executed Difcipline in a Na- 
tional Church, and of a laborious well re- 
gulated Clergy ,' but alfo how eafy' it is to 
attain to it. 

I Ihall not examme into the Difcipline of the 
Two National Churches in this Ifland, in order to 
compare them, to^recoramehd one of them as 
better than the other: But for their due Emulation, 
this I may lay, that llippofing the Rules of their 
Difcipline equally good^ yet no Man will deny 
Two Things.

and in this Ceniiiring of the Minifters in 
Scdfldffdy it is to be particularly obfervM, 
That Minifters have there a leventy ufed 
with them, if they O0iend, which the 
common People have not, and which per- 
haps no Minifters in the World but 
thefe, are fubjea to, (viz..) That if a Mi- 
nifter falls into any icandalous Crime, for 
which he is Depofed, he is Depoied for 
ever •, a private Man is received again, af- 
ter Scandal given, if he Repent and give 
Satisfa£lion, but a Minifter never^ 
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NOTE, Upon Repentance and making 
publick Acknowledgement to the. Satisfa-^ 
ftion of thfe Church, he fliall be received

^ ^"tlendes of this Severity, ^nd which muft 

bemehtion'd to the Honour of the Church

lice oif a Paftor in the whole Church of 
• ' Seottuhd^ who can Be charg'd with any Im- 

' moralities or fcahdalous Behaviour, except

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Could this be laid of the Ghiirch of England^ 
or could it be (aid that all due Care, as far as her

• ^ 2. The People are retrained in the Ordinary 
Praftice of Common Immorallities, fuch 
as Swearing, Druiikennefs, Slander, > For- 
nication, Adultery and the like : As to 
Theft, Murther, and other Capital Crimes, 
they come under the Cognifcance of the 
civil l^feglftrate, as in other Countries .• 
; Hh But 
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But in thofe Things which the Chutch ha^ 
Power to punifh> the People beinc con- 
ftantly and impartially profecutedi they 
are thereby the more reftrained, kept fb- 
ber and under Government, and you may j 
psSs thro^ Twenty Towns in. Sc^land^ I 
without feeing any Broil,or hearing an Oath " 
Iworn in the Streets \ whereas if a Blind 
Man was to come from thence inta Eng* 
Imdy he fliall know the firft Town he fets 
, his Foot in within the Eriglifk Border, by 

^ hearing the Name of Gocl blaiphem'd and 
prophanely uled, even by the v^ry little 
Children m the Street. 

Another Thing I cannot omlt^ in which the 
Conflitution of the Church of SeoHand is Singular 
and Differing from her Neighbours^ and this, is 
that not the leaft Room is left here for the popu- 
lar Charge oi Prieft* crafty with whidi the Deifis, 
Atheifts and prophane People of this Age, Charge 
the Minifters of the Gofpel of all Perfwafions, al- 
ledging that all they do is either under the Awe of 
the Great Ones, to purlue their Intereft and Li- 
vings, or with Wheedling arid D^lufion to win 
upon the Poor to mtike a Profit of them. 

To the Honour of the Church ojF ScptUmd^ her 
Minifters are fb ftated, as dmt ( i .) They are under 
iio Influence, Awe, or Command fronj the Great 
Ones J for the Stipend or Sallary of the Minifter 
depends not upon the Lord or Patron, but is let- 
tied by Parliament, to be paid duly by the Here- 
tpr, or Perfon who receives the Tithes j and if he* 
refules or deUys, the Minifter may deiAand it of 
hi^ Tenant j lb that the Minifters ax;e wholly in- 
dependent of the Gentry, how much Ibever the 
poor People are in Bondage to them« 

(2 ; As 
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( 1. ) As they can lole nothing by the Anger of 
the Gentry, they can get nothing by Favour of thcf 
Commonalty; and this is very remarkable, that 
IK) Fees, no Perquifites, no Advantages are made 
of any kind by the Minifter in his Pariih, of or 
from his People ; He receives nothing for Burials, 
Marriages, • Baptifitis, Vifiting, or any other 
Thing belonging to his Office as a Minifter ^ So 
that he has nothing to Wl^eedle the People into, 
or for. On the contrary, as he prefides in his 
Kirk-Seffion or Veftry, he is rather a M^giftrate 
or Irilpeftpr over the Lives and Converfation^ of 
his Parifliioners, dian a Tool to pleafe and cajole 
them, that he may get Money by them, as is too 
much the Cafe in England^ and in othefr Coun- 
tries alio. 

This Fewer of the Minifter in his Parodhial 
Jurifdiftion is that upon which Mr. Lauder^ (a) in 
that famous and yet undtifwered Book of his, argues- 
That a private Parifh Minifter in Scotland is a 
compleat Diocelan Biihop, , according to Cyfri^ 
icn-^ and according to thb Scripture Inftitutic^n of ^ 

' 'Bifliop^ prefiding in Judicature over^his Flodk or 
Diocefs , being Vefted with the Power both to 
Cenfure and Ablblve \ and that the Government 

' of the Church of Scotland by Kirk*Seffions, Preh- 
byteries, Synods, and General AflembJies, ii real- 
ly and properly Eplfcopal Government ^ to all Intents 
and Purpofes, as the Government of the Church 
tpas Efifcofal in the Third and Fourth Centuries. 

(3.) The Office of a Minifter in the Church of 
Scotland is a quite different Thing from the Office 
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of a BGsjfier in EMglmd'^ dot is to fiy, as k is 
TOW Executed, eirt^ in die K^tkxal Church or 
anuKigdir Diil&nters; and it may be £ud widioat 
an Hyperix>le, that were the Minifierial Office 
fubj^ed and difcharged in EngLmdj as it is in 
ScatUad^ in that Laborious Se'&decying ManDer, 
and under fuch iinall £i]C€iarageinents; ThooiaDds 
of the Clergy, I dare lay, would wifh to have 
been brought up Mechartcks rather than Parfass ; 
and fcarce a llim that had any Temporal Efiate 
to fubfift on, would take the fatigue of theGown 
upon them. Here are no Drones, no Idle Par^ 
Ions, no pamper'd Priefts, no Dignities or' Pre- 
ferments to excite Ambition, no Pluralities and 
Curacies to encourage Sloth, no Authority or 
Power over one another to gratify Pride, no Ex- 
emtion from the Laborious part, or Excule for 
not performing it. 

Every Minifler in ScotUnd preaches twice a Day, 
and Lechires upon or Expounds a Chapter, or 
part of a Chapter, before the Morning Sermon; 
except only where in fbme large Pariihes, there 
are Affiftants or Collegues allowed; every Mini- 
iter is bound by his Office to Vifit every Family in 
his Parilh minifterially, and at leafl once a Year to 
Examine every examinable Perlbn in his Parifh : 
Every Minifler isoblig'd in Conjunftion with his 
Elders, who with the Minifier compofe the Kirl-Sejfion^ 
to takeCognifance ot andhear allCompIaiutsagainfl 
the Morals ot every Perlbn in his Parilh,and to pro- 
ceed judicially as the C^fe flxall require: Every 
Minifter lijeewife is obliged to Vifit the Sick in his 
Pariih, when ever they fend to him ^ nor is that 
an ealy Work in the Country where the Parifhes 
are large, and the Villages included in them re- 
mote from one another. 

Who 
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Who elver fonfiders the Office of a Minifter In 
Scotland^ how faithfully the Minifters there execute 
it, how conftantly they preach, how painfully they 
•Study, how diligently they Examine, how duly 
they Vifit, will eafily Account for that weafc 
Scandal that our ppople in England raile upon 
them, (wz..) That we fee none of their Writings ; 
'And I ihall a44 to it, what % Worthy and Reve- 
rend Divine of the Church of England feid on 
Occafion of that . Refleftion, (^iz,.) That ^ if' our 
Minifters, as well of the Church, as the Diflenters, 
would Study more, Preach more, Vifit, Comfort, 
Examine and Inftruft their People more, though' 
they wrote left, it would be better Service to the 
Church, and they woul4 raoxQ deftrvQ thq NaitiQ 
of Gofpel Minifters. 

There are many other Laborious things which the 
Minifters of the Church Srof/^;/^/ go thro%and which 
Minifters in England know ijothing of ^fuch as their 
managing the Pariih Charity, keepmg thej Trea* 
lure for the Poo.r, for therQ are there neither 
Church-Wardens or OverfeerSy their Travelling to 
reconcile Breaches, and heal Divifions among their 
People ; their Expenfive Journeys Monthly to th^ 
Presbyteries, hali Yearly to the Synods, andan- 
jiually to the General AfTemblies, and the like 3 
All which ftrve to make it true which was laid by 
an impartial Enquiror there, (viz.) That the Life 
of an Engliih Porter was ealy compared tQ tlvtt pf a 
Presbyterian Minifter in Scotland. 

Yet all this isfiipported anddifqharged with (iich 
, Courage, luch Temper, fuch Steadinefi in Applica-^ 
tion,luch unwearied Diligence,firchZearand Vigour 
in the Work, that oiixEngHJh Sermon-Readers kno\^ 
little of, not having the fame Support, and f fear^ 
i^ot the fame Spirit to carry them thro'; h^ a \\^d,j 
9S they hav^ a Work whicli huiUjaci^ Strength, is 
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Bardly fu£c:ent to ViScb^rff^ilbdiejf Imea Sop^ 
p^rt vhkli huHjai^ Katuie *s doc capable to fii^ 
ply y 2xA I mud ackiiOAriege di2t tliere ieeiiis to 
be Ibch an Appearance of die ^irit aid Pre&oce 
or God with and in this Church, as is cot at this 
Tinie to be feen in any Church in the World. 

Fzrtbety as there is among the Miniflersa^U 
rit of Zeal, an4 an eameft demoting of all their 
Powers, Faculties, Strength, axxi Time to thttr 
Work, fb the Peoples Part is in propcvtioo eipal , 
their Tafle of Hearing, their Afie^bon to their 
Mii.ifiers,their Subje^on to be Inftniftedjind evea 
to Difcipline; their eagercefs to follow the Dire&i- 
ons given ; thole are Things lb vifible in Scmlmd^ 
that they are not to be defcrib^d but admired : To 
fee a Congregation fit with Lod^s U> eager, as if 
they were to eat the Words as they came out of 
the Mouths of the Preachy ; to fee the AffeOw 
on with which they h^r, that there ihall be a Ge^ 
neral Sound of a Mourning thro' the whole Church 
upon the extraordinary warmth of Exprefiion in 
the MiniAer, and this, not afie£l:ed and defign^'d, 
but cafual and undiilembled* 

And one Thing as a Hint, to &/^///& Hearers, I 
cannot omit, (t/Zz..) That in a whole Church ful) 
of People, hot one ihall be feen without a Bible^ 
a 'Cuftom almoft forgotten in Engird : On 
the other Hand in a Church in ScatLwdj if you fhut 
your Eyes when the Minifler Names any Text of 
Scripture, you Ihall hear a little rufiling Nqife over 
the whole Place, made by turning the Leaves of 
\\i9 Bible i nay, if a blind Body be at the t3l^^cb, 
they will have a Bibl^, vi^hich they willgive to the 
J^e rlbns next to them to fold down the Texts quo- 
Body to read them 
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There are many more Circumftances, in which 
I might ftow the Church of Scetland to be happi- 
ly diftlnguiih'd from raoft, if not all the other 
^otdknt Churches in Eure^, but the Fatcicdars 
are too many. 

I wiih I could have had Room in thefe Memoirs 
to have fet down the Heads of their Difcipline, 
which we call in England the Canon, but it is too 
Jong-, what has been faid, as it is impartially fin- 
cere, fo tho' fliort in Particulars, is fuificient to 
Jet you know what a Church ihe is, and what 4 
Flourishing and Glorious State flie is now in. 
The Glory be to Jefus Chrift, the Eternal King 
and only Head of nisClfurchi for ever an4 eveFi 
\fiMEN, 



The End of the Fourth Part. 
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UNION 



S thele Meinpirs were. Writt^ Gfon. 
after the Union between En^l^d; 
and Scotland was finiih'd and rati* 
f yM, {6 the Period chofen for the 
laft Part was proper to the Time ; 
but no left than K>ne years haying' 
paft fince that Time, and before the t^ublication 
hereof, it is requifite that fome Notice fliould 
be taken of what has happened in that Time, and 
this the rather, beaule fome Depredation? haye. 
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been made upon the eftablifti'd Liberties of tl;e 
Church of Scotland fince that Time, and jfbme 
Attempts^ even befides the open Rebellion of the 
Jacobite^ in Order, if poffible, to pull down her 
Fences, and lay open her Enclofure •, that Jacoh 
might be ^ven- to the Spoil, and Ifrael to the 
Rdbber. 

But that Providence which has fb eminently 
guarded the Church of Scotland in fo many Dan- 
gers, has delivered her from this alio, and now 
ihe fees her felf free agaih from farther Invafion. 
We have feen in the Accounts pals'd, on what 
Footf of Ejftablifhment the Church flood fbon Jtfter 
the Revolution, and how flie went, even till the 
Treaty of Union •, xieither is there any Thing iu 
her Hiftory, which requires particular Notice du- 
ring that interval of Time. Farther 'tis obler- 
yable, that the Church being effeftually reftor'd as 
before^ and enjoying an uninterrupted Profperity ; 
there remain'd nothing to be done in her Behalf, 
at the Tiflie of the Treaty^ofVmony but to preferve 
her as ihe was in the full Enjoyment and Security of 
her Doftrine, Difcipline^ Worfliip and Govern- 
ment. 

For .this Reaibn, when the Treaty began, it was 
laid down as a Fundamental, That^ the Commiffioners 
en either Side Jhould have no Power to enter into any Con* 
ferences upon the Ecclefidfiici Settlement of either Na-' 
tion^ for as there was no View or Defign, or indeed 
poffibility of bringing the Two Churches to unite: 
So to agree atfirft, that both fliould repiain jult 
as they were^ was the only Method to put the Trea- 
ty in a way of being finiih'd : The want of fuch a 
Preliminary having been the only Reafbn why all 
other Attempts for a XJnipp hsid proved ineffeiEhial 
jmd come to nothing, 
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The Church then having no room to apprehend 
diat her Confiitution ihould come to be debated 
in this Treaty, had nothing left to do, but to 
bring her Security to be one of the Articles of the 
Union, and fb bring the Epilcopal Church oiEng^ 
land^ not only to R^ognize her Eftabliihment, but 
to engage the whole Nation and Power of Engird 
to iiipport and maintain it; 

And this alcme made the Vnkn be acknowledge 
ed tobeferviceabletothe Church of ScotUmd^ for 
Qtherwift it muft be allow'd, that it had been a 
dangerous Thing for the Church of Scotland^ which 
was the weaker, to join and incorporate her Civil 
Power, which was her Defence, with the EngUfi^ 
which was the ftronger : But now the Security, 
Liberty and Eftablilhment of the Church of Sect^ 
land being twifted with the Engltjh Conftitution, 
and built upon the fame Foundation with that of 
the Church of Englitnd , it becomes invulnerable, 
imieis we fliall fuppofe the whole Ecclefiaftic an4 
Civil Conftitution of Greaf Britain fhould fuifer a 
Convulfion, and be overturned and deflroy'd; 

Kor had the Church .of Scotland fa good a Se-r 
curity for her Eflablifliment before ; her Nobility 
and Reprefentatives, being not the befl: Friends to 
her Conftitution, often offended at the Severity of 
her Difcipline, and in part debauch'd from her 
Principles by the Levity and Falhion of the Court; 
and it was more than probable, that in time they 
might have given a Blow to the Conftitution of the 
Church, which now it is for ever out of their 
JPqwerto do. 

It is true, that there is not one Ounce of Go§d 
WilithB more between the Two Churches for this 
Union , nor can I lay that the Englifi) Church has 
not fhewn her Teeth on feveral Occaiions fince 
l^t ; The Scoti Epilcopal Cleriiy . laave met with 
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Epcourtg^etnent iii tb^Ir inlulting the Church of 
SfQtland^ as in the Cafe of Mr. GreenJhieUsy who 
fet «p a l^eeting-Houie in the Teeth of the Ma* 
gxftx^tfsot ^difiburgh^zvdvilely infulted them when 
tlj^y touch'd him on that Head, tellinjg them he 
was a Member of tjie Church of Englaady and ap^^ 
pealing frow them tq the Houfe of Lords. 

But after all, as the Governmejit were convin- 
ced, that, the Epifcopal Men were in the Wrong, 
apd that they could not fupport the Defign \ fo 
tjie Man had iome Mpney given him t;o withdraw, 
and the Cafe was dropt as quietly as they could, 
and y itji that juft Caution with which wife Men 
generally djcop a Thing they are afliamed of. 

^(x can I fay, that even the Union it felf has 
Ijeen fb i(acredly obferv'd c»i the EngUjk Side, as 
the Cafe of the Church of Scotlmd required, or her 
Privileges fo well pf eferv'd as they had Reafon to 
expert, from the good Words which were given 
them ^t fhe tiaae of the Treaty ^ Witnefs the fe- 
veral Attacks made upon them in the Afiair of 
Patronages, the Yule Vacaiipe, and the impofing 
Oaths upon the Minifters, inconfiftent with their 
principles ;Things of which all I ihall now lay, is, 
, That as they were done in a Reign, which did 
feveral other Things which the prefent Reign diC- 
^ owns and declares againft ^ fb we have great room 
to hope, and the Oiurch oi^ Scotland to expeft^' 
that thofe Impofitions and Infra£tibns of the Trea* 
ty will be repealed , and that Ih^ Ihall have 
more Jufiice for the future. 

The Church made what ftruggle they could at; 
. that Time againft the pafllng the Bill forreftoring 
Lay*Patronages •, the Agents they employ'd here 
\f%te heard by their Council, and confidering how 
much was faid agatinft it, and how little waF, or 
coul4 bf fai4 fw it^ 'twas thought very unaccount- 
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able that fuch an Aft ihould pafs at alljbut it mufi 
be placed to the Account of the Times, an4 who 
, ever rcflefts upon the Perlbns who manag'd the 

Affairs of ScotUndy and had the Power at that 
Junfture, will find the Neceffity they were in of 
gratifying the Epifcopal Party : Their Advocate 
then was the Earl of Mayr^^ the fame who has 
been fince their Champion, and who was then 
Secretary of State \ it wag no wonder then that the 
Church had as little favour in every thing that 
was mov'd againft her, or wherein her Interdl was 
concerned, as if flie had been an Enemy; nor was 
ft in the Power of the few Gentlemen in EniUmi^ 
who were feniible of the Injury, and would have 
lerv'd her at that Time, to do any Thing for hen 
However, a long Defence of her Privileges was 
publilhed and delivered to the Members of Parlia- 
ment, and was handfomely fpoken to in the 

: Houie ; and the Church had this Satisf&ftion, that 

ber Caule was loft by Numbers, not by Strength 

1 erf" Realbning, or of Right. 

It would be too long to inCert here the tedious 
Account publiih'd on that Occafion, byfbmewho 
fhew'd their good Will, rather than Capacity to 
State the Cafe : But the true State of the Cafe, as 
it was prcfented to the Houfe of Lordsby the Three 
Minifiers deputed by the Church for that Purpofe, 
cannot, but be proper to publifh, becaulc it gives 
the Churches Pif a in her own Wards^ and is as ibl- 
lows.

"ITT is with all humble Duty and Submifli<»i re- 
J^. prefented unto your Lordihips, that this de* 
pending Bill feems to be contrary to the prefeitt 
Conftitution of our Church, fo well fecured by 
the late Treaty of Union, and folemnjy ratified 
Ijy the A£b of Parliament in both Kingdoms : That 
this may be more clear^ it is to be obferv'd, Thsit 
from the firft Reformation from Popery, the Church 
of Scotimd hath always reckon'd Patronages a Gr ie« 
Vance and Burden, as is declared by the firil zxA 
iecond Books ♦of Difciplina, publifli'd foon af- 
ter the faid Reformation, lince which Time they^ 
were ftill judged a Grievance, till at length they 
came by Law to be aboliih^d. 

.Thefe Patronages having been reftor'd widi 
Epifcopacy, in the Year i(J(Ji, arid i66i^ did 
continue. to the Year i^^po, that Epifcopacy was 
aboHfli'd, and Presbyterian Government again-efta- 
blilh'dj and thb' the A£t-bf Parliament! 590, 
refettling Presbyterian Church Government^ ..was 
founded upon the A£b of Parliament 1 552, which 
bears a Jlelation unto Patronages, yet thefaid Afl:. 
of Parliament 1690, doth exprefly except that 
Part of the old Aft, and refer Patronages to be 
thereafter cdnfider'd, which according ly was coo- 
fider'd in the lame Parliament 1690, wlxerebyit is 
plain, that the Abolition ot Patronages was made 
a'Partof our Cliurch Conftitution, enadedbythe 
Afl: 1690, and that this Aft i55>o, with ail other. 
Afts relative thereto being exprefly ratified, and 
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
